ſtraunge Gods vvhiche I commaunded 
not to vvorſhippe. Leſt be ſhould ſaie: 
now haſt thou called them to ſtraunge 
woꝛſhippinge of Gods. The thirtenth. 
They tranſlated an Hare, little fete, bi⸗ 
cauſe the kinges wife was called hare: 
left ſhee ſhould ſate , the Jewes mocke 
me. Mhen theſe ſeuentie clders hadde 
tranſlated the law into the greke tong, 
Ptolomee retopling much in their wiſ⸗ 
dome, honozed them with p2incely aps 
parell and great rewards, bought the 
alſo home again merp and glad. Yozes 
ouer , he ſendeth by them oblations to 


our God. At that time there were ma- 


np contented to folow the lawes of the 
Grecians, but theſe ſeuentpe refuſed. 

Not longe after captaine Seleucus, Pto⸗ 
lomies copanton in office died, in whoſe 
ſtede Antiochus raigned in Macedonia. 


This Antiochus makyng warre vpon 


Ptolomee, bereft him of all his domint- 
ons, and ſle we him . After that he ſubs 
dued all the lande of Iſrael then vnder 
the regiment of Ptolomec , and wared 
berye pzoude. He hated Jſrael alſo be⸗ 

cauſe

the Machabees. Pol. iiii. 
cauſe they loued Ptolomee, ànd ayded 
him in the warres againſte him. This 
is that Antiochus that builded a great 
citpe vppon the ſea coaſte, and called it 
Antiochia, wherein he made a golden 
pdole,commaundypng that the childzen 
of Iſrael ſhould be bꝛought vnto it and 
wozthip it. But ſome of them choſe ra- 
ther to ſuffer deathe foz the religion of 
their god:although ſome other fel from 
the ſpnagoge their mother church. Be⸗ 
foze this he toke away alſo their Sab- 
both, their new mone,and leage of cir⸗ 
cumciſion: fozbiddpyng that in any wiſe 
they ſhould obſerue theſe commaunde- 
mentes in anye place thzoughont his 
whole domintids. Foz the which he put 
many of p Iſraelits to death, 4 oppzeſ- 
ſed the moze then did euer anſe of their 
enmies 02 aduerſaries. The ſecond mã 
in honoz next him ſelf in Jernſale was 
one Polipus, he erected an ymage in the 
teple,comaundyng the people of Jſraell 
to woꝛſhip it, and who ſo euer was dif- 
obedient, to be lane. Therfo2e he put 
to death Hanna and her ſeuen childzen 
an

as it is mencioned in other places. 
N hen Antiochus perceiued this, it in⸗ 
creaſed his hatred towarde Iſrael, in (6 
muche that he did his endeucur yp none 
of them ſhould ſcape oz be left aliue, ex⸗ 
cept ſuch as would wozlhip the image. 
Then lledde manie of the Jſraclites to 
the mounte Pedüt and to Jericho, be⸗ 
cauſe of the lawe of Polipus and Anti- 
ochus his lozde, hauinge to their gouer⸗ 


nour the hie paictt Mattathias ſonne of 


Johan, otherwiſe called Chaſmonany. 
Lhe pzieſt enicyned them to faſte, and 
puniſhe the ſelues befoze the loꝛde with 
wepinge,ſackeclothe, and aſſhes, and 
after this he ſaith vnto them. If pe wil 
leoparde pour liues fo2 the holp Lozde, 
why die we like women: Let vs go and 
fight with Polipus, and if we die, wee 
ſhal die with honour: peraduenture the 
holie and blcſſed God wil helpe vs, and 
will not roote cut the rcemnaunt of If- 
racll. To this counſell euerie man al⸗ 
ſented, and made a coucnant with hym 
bpon this thing. Polipus bearing this, 
gathered his fozce together and made 
to⸗ 


the Machabees. Fol. v. 
toward them to deſtrope them, what 
Aſraclite ſo ener he found in his wate, 
be ſle we bim. Mattathias the pꝛieſt and 
all the remnant of Zſrael vnderſtapving 
that Polipus came againſte them, they 
went vp vpon the mount Mediit wyth 
their wtues and childzen; Then hee 
put him ſelfe and his ſones in armour, 
He had fine ſonnes. Iudas the eldeſt, the 
next Ichonathan, the thirde Iochanan, 
the fourth Schimeon, and the fifte Elea⸗ 
ſar. All theſe wer valiant and good men 
of warre. When Polipus came to them 
he vſed crafte with Mattathias,ſatynge 
vnto him. Thou arte one of the chiefe 
men in Jlrael!, and a man of honour & 
eſtimation. Come doune therfoze,and 
all p be with thee, woꝛſhip the ymage, 
and ſtriue not againſte the kinge, that 
ve mat liue and not be deſtroted. Thou 
ſhalt be their pꝛince alſo, if thou wilt be 
confo2mable. But the pꝛieſt in no wile 
woulde bee ſeduced by him, but rather 
turſed and reutled him. Mattathias had 
an aulter at the fote of the hill, wheres 
upon when he had offered Sacrifice to 
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the moſt bleſed God, there came one of 
the wicked Jſraelites oute of Polipus 
campe,and killed vpon it a ſwine. This 
viltaine was pong and luſtpe , but the 
p2teſt was olde: pet when he ſaw what 
this lewde felow had done,cripng vnto 
his god to help him t ſtrenthen him, he 
chalenged a combate bet wene him ſeltk 
t the felow. Thich thinge being liked 
both of the felo we, and of Polipus with 
bis whole Armpe: Mattathias came 
downe wyth his dꝛawen ſwoꝛde in his 
hande, and the felow ſtode againſt him 
readpe to receiue him. But the pꝛieſte 
ruſlhed vpo him by the alliſtence of his 
god, ouertame him, cut ot᷑ his head, and 
caſt his carcas vpon the aulter, wherat 
Polipus and his whole hoſt were much 
aſtonied, beholdyng one another. The 
pꝛieſte Code till by the aulter, cripnge: 
whiche of pou wil come to me man fo: 
man: The Polipus picked out a ſtrong 
champion, the beſt in all his armpe, and 
bꝛought him out of the arapes of hys 
hoſte to teache him his leſſon, ho we he 
ſhould hehaue him ſelfe with the pꝛieſt. 

The 
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The pꝛieſle therfoze dzewe toward the 
Campe with bys naked ſwozde in hys 
hand, as though he came to iopne with 
their Champion: but after wardes lea⸗ 
uynge him, de turned his ſwozde vpon 
Polipus, ſtroke of his heade, and fledde 
to the hill. Then blowing their hoznes 
and makynge a ſhoute together, they 
ruſſhed doun vpothe Grecians campe. 
But when the Grecians ſaw that their 
graunde captaine was ſlaine, they fled. 
Chaſmonany and his ſonnes with all 
Iſraell folowed the chaſe, onerthzewe 
the,and made a great laughter. This 
done, Mattathias the pꝛieſt went to Jes 
ruſalem,purified the teple, reſto2ed the 
wozthipppng of god:x commannded al 
that were bozn during the time of Po- 
lipus to be cfrcumciſed,foz bi the means 
of his inhibition, they were vncircci⸗ 
ſed. Thus being eſtabliſhed he ſate vpo 
the thꝛone of the kingdome, and dꝛoue 
the Grekes out of the lande of Iſraell. 
His kingdome endured one pere, whi⸗ 
che was the. cc.rii.pere fro the building 
of the ſeconde honſe . After this be fell 

ſicke 
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ficke, and like to die, charged his ſonnes 
to kepe the obſeruations of the Lozde, 
and to walke in his wates. Alſo to play 
the men againſte the Grectans foz the 
religion of the Lozd, Zhen bought he 
fozth Iudas, a tall man and a hardy,and 
placynge him in the ſanctuar ie, toke a 
hone of ople, and poured it Vppon his 
head, wherat all the Iſraelites clapped 
their handes, and gaue a great ſhoute, 
ſatynge:God ſaue the kinge, God (aug 
the kinge. Sone after Iudas gathered 
an armie of Iſrael, and made an expe⸗ 
dicion againſt the renant of theGrekes 
that were left in the holdes of Jſraell, 
and whatſoeuer he toke in hande, God 
gaue it good ſucceſſe. Not withſtanding 
Antiochus ſent againſt him a putffant 
army vnder the leadyng of one captain 
Pelonius, againſt whom Indas ſo war⸗ 
red, that the Grecians went to wzack, 

fo2 he eſpied his tyme when they were 
deſtitute of victuals, and ſpedelp ſet v- 
pon them, beat the doune handſmoth, et 
appꝛoched to captain Pelonius, flew the 
valiauntef about him, pea & him alſo. 
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When Antiochus heard of this,he was 
in a great rage: wherefo2e he choſe out 
a moſt valiaunt captaine called Liſias, 
and (ent him againſt Hieruſalem with 
a thouſande hoʒſemen, and fotemenne 
without number. Iudas hautng knows 
ledge therof, cõmaunded a faſt thzough 
out all Jſraet foz thzee daics after, toke 
maſter of all his armie, and made ouer 
them captains of thouſands, hund2eds, 
fifties,and tennes. Theſe ſatde to theſr 
ſouldiours. V Vho ſo euer is aterde. &c. 
Wherupon many of the people retur⸗ 
ned home, pet there remapned. vii. M. 
and fine hundzed of ſuche courage all, 
that one would not hane runne awaye 
from an hund:eth , Liſias deuided his 
hofte into thꝛee partes,committing the 
vnto thꝛee capitaines, Nicanor, Bagris, 
and Ptolomee. But after the Jſraclites 
bad once geuen a great ſhoute: the loꝛd 
beat downe the Grekes, ſo that the Jſ- 
raelites, deſtroped nine thouſand hozſ⸗ 
men of them, ⁊ ſpopled the whole hoft, 
and they that remapned alpue, tooke 
them lelues to flight, The next days 
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ney Iudas kepte his Sabboth toge- 
ther wyth all Jſraell in the campe , foz 
the battaple was vppon the ſirte daye. 
The mozowe after the Jſraelites res 
turned to the ſpople of thoſe that were 
kylled, and after to purſue other that 
were not able to reſiſt:but they founde 
none, foz they were fled into Aſtaroth 
Karnaiim, Durynge the tyme of this 
warres, Antiochus inuaded the land of 
Perſta, foꝛ they hadde moued warre a⸗ 
gapnſte hym, and done hym iniurpe. 
WM herkoze he fought againſt them:but 
hauynge the ouerth2owe at their han⸗ 
des, heretourned to Antiochia wpth 
great ſhame, where alſo he founde hys 
armpes wpth another dtſhonoure and 
fople. Wherewyth he was in ſuche a 
rage, that he gathered together all the 
valiaunteſt and beſte Warriours in al 
Grecia:peazall that were able to beare 
weapon, ſwearinge he woulde bꝛinge 
with him ſuche an armpe, that all the 
grounde about Hieruſalem ſhould not 
fuffice theim to ſtande vppon that hee 


woulde haue wyth him, euen foz hys 
kote⸗ 


the Machabees. Fol. vii, 
fotemen onelpe. And ſo he ſet fozwarde 
bis hozſemen with hozſes and wagons 
laden with all maner of furnitures fog 

the warres, as Bowes, ſhieldes, Tar⸗ 
gets, ſwaꝛdes, and ſpeares, bꝛeſtplates, 
and mourens, beſides a huge noumber 
of Elephantes:and ſuche, that a doſen 
valiant men might fight vpon one E⸗ 
lephant, the Elephants being to them 
as a Foztreſſe. But kinge Iudas toke 
heart to him, put his truſte in his God, 
and iopned battaile with him. At len⸗ 
gth when he with the power of Jſracl 
appꝛoched to the Elephants, they lew 
theim do une right, ſo that the Ele⸗ 
phantes roared, the Bozſes and all the 
beaſtes that caried the baggage and 
furnitures were verie (ooze afraped. 
Ainge Antiochus atſo beinge mounted 
vppon his mare, and not able to ſit her 
in her flight, was th2zowen downe. His 
ſeruauntes therfoze findpng him, toke 
bim vp, and bare him a while vpõ their 
choulders, and being a cozpulent and a 
groſe man) they were not able to carye 
bim further, but caſt him do wne * ths 
ay. 
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wate. The Lozde had plaged him alfo 
and his whole hoſte befoze with a d2ye 
ſcabbe,o2 rotte mattier, and with other 
molt hozrible diſeaſes: which as he ſaw 
be confellcd it to be the hande of God, 
Whrherfoze he made a vowe, that if he 
eſcaped he woulde circumciſe him ſelfe 
with all his ſouldiours, and would con⸗ 
uert them to the woꝛſhippynge ok the 
God of Iſrael:but God heard him not. 
Me fledde therfoze a fote as well as he 
might, and died bi the wap through his 
greuous and ſooze diſeaſes, and Opiter 
his ſonne raigned in his ſtede. Kynge 
Iudas with all Iſraell retourned wyth 
great tope to the houſe of the Lozd, of⸗ 
fered ſacrifices « and as they had layed 
wodde vpon the alter, a. the ſacrifice 
vpon that: thep called vnto the Lozde, 
louingip to accept their ſacrifite, and in 
the meane ſpatce fire came fo:the of the 
aulter bythe owne accozde, conſumed 
the ſacrifice, and the wodde, the lyke 
neuer chaunced bnto them to this day. 
This miracle was w2ought the. rxv. 
Auguſt. date ot the moneth Elul . TheKynge 
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made an expedicion alſo into Arabia to 
warre vpon the people thereof, t made 
of them a great laaghter, bzought the 
into ſubtecion, and made theim tribu⸗ 
taries . In his returne he (ei vppon a 
great citie of theGrekes, wanne it, and 
rated it. After that he made a roade in- 
to Grece, ten dayes lournep, where as 
came againſt him with a huge armye, 
the chiefe man in king Opiters realme 
next his perſone: but Iugas diſcomfited 
him and all his people. From thence 
he went to the citpe Sipolis, that was 
onder the Romains, where as came 
foo:the to meete hym Godolias with a 
ropal p:eſent,infozming him that they 
had euer bozne the Iſraeltts good will, 
were their neighbour 3,4 ſhewed them 
pleaſures. The Ringe eramined the 
matter, and founde their woꝛdes true, 
ſo recctuinge their pꝛeſentes, departed 
thence, After this Gorgorms a captain 
of the Romatnes moued warre wyth 
Judas, but Iudas ſtroke a battaile wpth 
him, and deſtroted his whole armpe, ſo 


that none eſcaped.Opiter ſonne of An- 
B. i. tiochus 
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tiochus hearinge what Aces Iu das did 
in all countreps rounde aboute: he mu⸗ 
ſtred all his people, leuied a puiſſante 
armie, wherwith he came and beſieged 
Bethar, Then cried Iudas and all Jſracl 
bnto their God with faſtynge and ſa⸗ 
crifices, The night after Judas deulded 
his men into certaine bandes, cõmaun⸗ 
dynge theim to geue the Grectans a 
Camiſado , and to enter their Campe 
whiles it was darke: whiche they did, 
and ſlewe verie manie ot the beſt of the 
Grecians, about a foure thouſand, pꝛe⸗ 
paringe neuertheleſſe foz the fielde as 
gainſte the mozowe: where as alſo the 
Ilraelites did beat downe many of the 
Greekes. In that battaile was flaine 
Eleaſar ſonne of Mattathias, the kinges 
bꝛother. Foz when he eſpied one wyth 
a golden ſwoꝛde vpon an Elephant, he 
thought him to be kinge Opiter, who 
bad. xx. Elephants in his armie.Ther⸗ 
fo:e he toke hart to him, and beat doun 
the ſouldiours of the Grekes on bothe 
ſides him, were they neuer ſo ſtronge, 
till he came to that Elephant. And be⸗ 
cauſe 
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canſe the Elephant was ſo hye that he 
coulde not reache theim that ſate vpon 
him, he ſhoued his ſwoꝛde into the bea⸗ 
ly of the beaſt to onerthzowe the king: 
wherat the Elephant ſhꝛonke together 
and fel vpon Elcaſar, that he dled there. 
Foz whoſe ſake ala ſrael mourned and 
made great lamentation. But Opiter 
hearinge this, ſtrafte waye made ſuite 
to king ludas foʒ peate, and a league to 
be made betwene them, whiche after 
Judas had conſented vnto: he returned 
home into Grece againe, and by the 
way fell into the hands of his enemies 
that ſle we him. After him ſucceded De- 
metrius his enemie, who was the cauſe 
of his death. Ther were at v time cer- 
tain cuil diſpoſed perſos of the Jewes Þ 
ſerned the king of the Grectans in his 
warres, namelpe one Alkimus: who 
went to the king of the Grekes at that 
tyme lipnge at Antiochia, and ſtirred 
him to mouc warre vpon Iſraell , and 
king Iudas. Wherupon Demetrius ſent 
againſt him a capitaine called Nicanor 
with a ſtronge armpe. Me nowe com- 
B. il ming 
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minge to Hieruſalem, let Iudas vnder⸗ 
ſtande that he bare him good will, and 
was deſierous to make peace, and en⸗ 
ter into a league with him, Therefo2e 
as Iudas came foꝛth accompanied with 
his bzethzen the ſonnes of Chaſmona⸗ 
nyc! Nicanor met him in the wate,tm- 
b:aſed him, and kiſſed him: after that 
ledde him to his pauilion, and ſet hym 
vpon his ſeateiof honour . Binge Iudas 
alſo after he returned from the campe, 
made vnto Nicanor a greate feaſte, cal- 
lyng him and his noble men with him 
into Hieruſalem, where thep eate and 
dꝛanke at the kinges table. ynge lu- 
das was pet vnmaried, wherfoze Nicas 
nor moued him to take a wife that hee 
might haue iſſue, and not loſe his ſuc⸗ 
ceſſion, whoſe counſaile Iudas alowed, 
This done, the lewde pickethanke Al- 
 kimus declared to kynge Demetrius the 
league that Nicanor hadde made wpth 
king Iudas. TN hereat Demetrius being 
wꝛothe, wait vnto Nicanor that he had 
intelligence of his traſferous pꝛactiſes. 


Nicanor was inÞÞieruſalem when this 
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letter was deliuered him. When ludas 
hearde of the contentes of the letter, he 
fled out of Hieruſalem into Damaria, 
where he ſounded atrumpet, e gathe- 
red Iſrael together. Nicanor vpð theſe 
letters, entred into the houſe of the loꝛd 
to ſeeke Iudas, but he founde him not. 
Then he examined the Pꝛieſtes, who 
ſware they knewe not where he was 
become. After he had now ſought him 
in euerpe cozner thꝛoughout Hieruſa⸗ 
lem and could not finde him: in a fume 
be ſware he woulde beate downe the 

temple. And gathering together al his 

boſte, he made ſpede againſte Iuqas. 

Mhen he hearde of Nicanors coming 

be iſſued out of Samaria to mete him, 

and after they hadde ſtroke the battail, 

Iudas ſle we of the Orekes to the num⸗ 

ber of rviit. thouſande hozſemen, toke 

Nicanor altue,and was minded to kpll 

him. But Nicanor beſfoughtthim of par 

don, alledgynge that the kinge knewe 
well inough that he beganne not this 
battatle with his good will, but leſt he 
ſhoulde traunſgreſſe the commaundes 
B. ili. ment 
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ment of the king his maiſter. Mhere⸗ 
foze(ſaieth he) J humblye beſeche your 
maieſtie not to kill mee, and J (weare 
vnto you that J wyil neuer beare ar- 
mour againſte pou, noz anope vou in 
any wWiſe. Upon this the kynge made a 
league with hym, and dimiſlſed him. 
Do he returned to the king his maſter 
with ſhame inough. After this Deme⸗ 
trius dyed, and Liſia his ſonne raigned 
in his ſtede. Net the wicked men ccaſcd 
not, but moued againe Ringe Liſia to 
make a voyage in his owne Pet ſone 
with a puiſſant armpe againſte Judas: 
but hautnge the ouerthꝛowe of kynge 
Iudas, he fled vnto Aſdotum till he had 
repaired againe his armpe ſtrongelpe. 
Then came he the ſeconde time vppon 
Iudas, in whiche conflicte the Iſraelites 
were put to flight. King Iudas notwith 
ſtandinge fled nother one wape noz o⸗ 
ther, but called to his men, + erhozted 
them to returns and ſticke by him, pet 
they would not obepe him. So he abid 
alone with his dꝛawen ſwoꝛde in hys 
band, vnto whom none of his enemies 
burſt 
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durſt appꝛoche nie, but with charettes 
and hozſemen they enuſronned hym, 
and archers ſhot at him, wofiding him 
ſo:e,till he fell downe deade vppon the 
ground,and they that were about him 
were taken alyue. The tyme that he 
raigned ouer Iſcael was. vi.yere. Pas 
nie of the Grekes captains were ſlaine 
alſo in that battatle, and the king him 
ſelfe ſo wounded, that he was faine to 
get him into his countrepe to be cu- 
red of his woundes. After he hadde re⸗ 
couered his health,he returned again, 
came to Hicruſalem, and to all the ct- 
ties of Jſracll wyth the power of the 
Grekes, wher with he ſo affliged them 
at that tyme foꝛ the ſpace of foure mo- 
nethes after the death of Judas, that the 
like tribulation was neuer ſene in Jf- 
raell. In the meane ſeaſon the Iſrae⸗ 
lites reſoꝛted to Ionathas the ſonne of 
Mattathias, and made him king in Ju- 
das ſtede, and were ſwoꝛne vnto hym. 
This Tonathas foughte diners greate 
battails againſt the Grekes, hauynge 
the aide of one Sauinus of the kinred of 
king 
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kyng Alexander p firſt, who had made 
aleague with Ionathas, x toke his part 
againſte Grecia, waſted and ſpopled it 
ſoze,till at length the king of the Gre⸗ 
clans flewe Tonathas by a traine. His 
raigne ouerJſraeldured.vi.pere. Then 
was Schimeon his bꝛother king in his 4 
ſtede. Againſt him Antiochusthe ſetcõd 
kinge of the Greclaus came to warre. 
But Schimeon met him, and laied firſt 
an ambuſhe to entrapte the Grekes, 
then oꝛdered his battaples in arape a- 
gainſt Antiochus. After that he wpth 
his whole hoſte made a face, fayninge | 
as though they fledde, and retired, tyll | 
theſ percetued Antiochus who purſued x 
them,to be within their daunger, then | 
the ambuſhe bzake fooꝛthe vppon the 
Grekes, made a verp great ſlaughter | 
After this Schimeon returned toTeruſa | 
le with great ioye. Then ſent Ptolome 
king of Egipt an imbaſſage 10 Scimes 
king of Jſrael, offering him his daugh ; 
ter in martage. To his requeſt when 
king Schimeon had coſented: Ptolome 
came to Jeruſale, where was made a 
great | 
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great fcaft,t they were alied together: 
UWherups Antiochus king cf the Gre⸗ 
c1as wait to Ptolome king of Catpt,p2! 
mlp to muider Schiunco ting of Iſrael 
UM hõ Ptolomee durft not but obey, fo; 
at that time the king of Cgipt was in 
ſübiectton to the Grekes. Theretoze 
when Schimeon came into Cgipt to ſe 
his father in lawe Ptolomec: he was 
recetued with greate feaſtinge, butt 
the ſame he had popſon geuen him tha 
he died thereof. Beſides this ailo, his 
ſonne which came with him, Ptolome 
caſt in pʒiſd. Theſe things tuſtly chaũ⸗ 
ced bnto Schimeon , foz that he hadde 
traunſqreied the woꝛde of the Loꝛde, 
that fozbade all ailance with the Gen- 
tes. The time that he raigned oner 
Iſrael was. xvui.peres. Then Iohn his 
ſonne raigned in his ſtecve , who was 
called Hircanus in the Greke tongue. 
The ſame Ptolomee king of Egipt in- 
uaded i ſrael with al the power that he 
coulde make. But lohn the ſonne of 
Schimeon mette him, and the Loꝛde o- 
uerthzewe Ptolomee wyth his whole 

hoſte 
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hoſte, that they were flaine of the Iſra⸗ 
elites, and purſued to the citye Dagon, 
about the whiche the Jſraclites made 
trenches, and beſeged it. Nowe within 
the to wne thei had the mother of kyng 
Hircanus, whom Ptolomee tauſed to be 
ſette vppon the Malles: and to bee 
ſcourged with whtppes in the light of 
her fonne . When Hircar us ſawe the 
great affliction of his mother, he wold 
haue raiſed his ſiege, and departed frõ 
Ptolomee. But his mother called vnto 
bim and ſaid: My deare ſonne John, re⸗ 
garde not my tribulation, fo2 all cha- 
ſteninges come from GOD. Pꝛocede 
mankullp with thy ſiege againſte thys 
citpe, foz it is in great diſtreſſe, and res 
nenge me, thy kather, and brother mur⸗ 
dered by Ptolomee. The king folowed 

her aduiſe, t manfully rapſed a mount 
from the which he battered the walles 
with engynes of pꝛon like charrettes 
till it began to ſhake. Mherkoꝛe many 
ok the ſouldiours of the towne fledde, 
and their companies began to ſcatter, 
Ptolomee ſeinge this, commaunded to 
| afflicte 
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afflict hys mother pet moꝛe, ànd to en⸗ 
creaſe her ſcourgynges, vntill the en⸗ 
trafls of Hircanus was moued, that he 
could abide no lenger to ſec his mother 
ſo cruelly handled, but left the ſiege, 1 
let Ptolomee eſcape: who ncucrtheleſſe 
killed his mother, and fled into Egipt. 
In the fourth peare of kinge Hircanus 
raigne, Pius king Grece came and be- 
ſieged Jeruſalem with a great power 
and ſtrength, whom Hircanu: was not 
able to mete # encoũter within y field, 
ſuffered him ſelfe to be cloſed vp in the 
Citpe. The Binge of the Grecians 
therfoze rapſed great Towers againſt 
the citye aparte from the wall, digged 
a trench, ⁊ caſt vp a mount, Thẽ plan⸗ 
ted their engins named Rams againſt 
the gates, ſo Þ the citie was hard belies 
ged:fo2 they beat downione of the tur⸗ 
rets y ſtode vpon the wall, wherat all 
Ilraelwas afcaied,t agreed togither to 
iſſue out ⁊ ſkirmiſhe with the,whatſo, 
euer ſhould come theron, life o2 death. 
Which although Hircanus liked not, 
pet thei ſo did, and lle we many of their 
2 Ene⸗ 
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enemies, put theim alſo to flighte, that 
thei were coſtrayned to entampe them 
ſelues furder of from Jeruſalem. Then 
the Iſtaelites came to the towers that 
the Gpekes had builded, and raced the 
to the grounde. Thus they iſſued oute 
dalelp, lkumiſhynge with Pius, bnttll 
the leaſt oi the tavernacles, Then ſent 
png Hircanus to Pius, deſierpnge him 
that be would graunt them truice, and 
let them be in peace while the feaſt las 
ſted. Bis requeſt Pius graunted, # ſent 
a fatte Dre to be offered to the God of 
Iſrael, couetyng his hoznes with bea⸗ 
ten golde, and dꝛellpnge hym with kil⸗ 
lets of Criſtall, i other pzectous ſtones. 
Clad him alſo in a garment of purple, 
and diuers other pzecions clothes. He 
lent mo2eouer piate bothe of ſt!ucr and 
golde full of diucrs kinde of {ptces, all 
to be offered vnto the Lozde. Uhen 
king Hircanus ſawe this, he went out 
vnto Pius, and after he had made peace 
with him, he made him and his chiefe 
men ot warre a great fcaſt, and offred 


him a pzeient of, ccc. pounde wetght of 
gold.

the Machabees, Fol. xv. 
golde. After that he went to war with 
Pius in his armpe to aide him againſte 
the king of Perſia that rebelled againſt 
him. But ſone after he was come with 
in the lad of Perſia, y time of Pentecoſ. 
was at hande. Whyerfoze kyng Hirca: 

nus and the hoſte of Iſrael retourned: 
but Pius and his armpe of the Grect- 
ans pꝛoteaded. Whom the king of the 
Perſians met in the fielde, lewe Pius 
hym ſelfe, and vainquiſhed the reſidue 
that almoſt none remained Whereof 
when tidynges came to Hircanus, be 
was verye glad, and returned to Hie⸗ 
ruſalem with peace and iope. After this 
Hircanus made manpe great battails 
with the nacions aboute him, and had 
euer the victozpe. Me alſo came to the 
mount of Gorizim, where he wanne a 
fo2te of the Sectaries and Samaritans, 1 
raced downe the temple that the Secta- 
ries hadde there as their honſe of San⸗ 
ctuarpe, whiche thep builded by the li⸗ 
cence of Alexander the firſt king of the 
Grekes. He that butlded it was Ma- 
naſſe the pꝛieſt, bꝛother to Schimeon the 
| tuſt. 
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faſt. But Hircanus the hye pꝛieſt pul⸗ 
led it do bone. cc. pere after it was buil⸗ 
ded. From thence he went to the citpe 
of Samaria,and beſieged it. This was 
the mother citpe of the Samaritans and 
Sectaries, Which was bꝛought to ſuche 
diſtreſle by the long ſicge of Hircanus, 
that they within were faine to eate the 
carcaſes of dogges The feaſt of Propi- 
ciation then beinge at hande, Hircanus 
made ſpede to Jeruſalem to execute his 
office in that feaſte (fo he was the hye 
pꝛieſt) appointing fo2 generalles ot his 
armp, Ariſtobulus his eldeſt ſonne, and 
his ſecond ſon Antigonus. Jn the mean 
ſeaſon they within the towne watt to 
the kinge of Grece to come to ſuccoure 
the, which he did with a great power. 
But theſe. ii. pong men the kings ſong 
went to meete them with the ſtrength 
of the Iſraelites, and gane them the o⸗ 
uerthꝛow, killing them vp almoſt eue⸗ 
- rp one to the nober of. rxi. M. fightyng 
me,t the reſt fled. That done,the yong 
men returned to the ſiege of Samaria. 
King Hircanus their fathet had tidings 
2 ; | of 
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of the coming of the Greclans againſt 

his ſons, ſo Þ he pcrcetued they ſhoulde 

haue the Greciãs of thone ſide of them, 

the Samaritans & Sectaries of thother. 

But he knew nothing what was hap⸗ 

ned, fo: that vidoʒy chaũced the.ix.day 

of Tiſre. His hart therfoze was careful Septem⸗ 
fo2 his ſons, t fo2 Jſrael. Potwithſtan⸗ bꝛe. 
ding he pꝛoteded in his office accoꝛding 

as pᷣ feaſt required. So as he entred ins 

to the houſe of Sanctũ ſactorũ, oꝛ pᷣ̊ moſt 
holteſt to offer incece,t to cal fo mercy 

foz his chilv2e t᷑ foz the army: be heard 

a voice ſpeaking vnto him. Neuer trou 

ble thy minde with thy chtldze, & with 

the hoſt of Jſrael, fo2 yeſterday the lo⸗d 

of his mercy heard the. accoꝛding to 
greatnesof his goodnes foz thi fathers 
ſakes. Let thy heart therfoze be right : 

thy had pure. So p king going out of 5 
ſacuary,declared it to p people. Uhers 

up9 the nert day they ſet poſt to Sama⸗ 
ria,t had woꝛd again þ this was true. 
Wherfozeking Hircanus was manift- 

ed greatly of all Iſrael, foꝛ thet knewe 

9 the bleſſed Lozd accepted his doings, 

tn- 
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iniptryng him with the holy goſt, and 
increaſpng his kingdome t pꝛieſthode. 
After this he tooke his iournep to Sa- 
maria, beſieged it a whole pere, and at 
length wan it, ewe all alſo that bare 
life within it. Be raced the walles, the 
palaice, and burnt vp the citye. He had 
warres alſo with the Romains and the 
Arabtans, and God pꝛoſpered all that 
euer he toke in hande. So ſhoztip aftor 
Cod gaue him reſt and quietnes from 
all that dwelt about him, and from all 
his enemies, ſo that Jſrael reſted bold⸗ 
Ipe in peace t tranquilitfe al his time. 
On a tyme the kinge made a keaſte to 
all the ſages of Jſrael, that they might 
make good chearc with hym. And be- 
ing merilp diſpoſed, he ſatd:J am pour 
ſcholar, and what ſo euer J do, that do 
J bi pour aucthozitie. U herkoꝛe J p2ap 
pou if pon ſee any faulte in me, oꝛ if 3 
do not as it becometh me: tell me of it, 
that I maye refo2zme mine euill wape. 
Then euerp man greatlp ertolled and 
commended hym,ſaipnge: M ho is like 
vnto thee, dur Loꝛde kyng, ſo wozthye 
| of

'of the kingdome and pꝛieſthode, ſo no- 
table in good wozkes, whoſe woozkes 
be done fo; the God of heauen, which 
haſt alſo done ſe much good to Iſraei: 
The king was very well pleaſed with 
their aunſwere, and reiopſed greatlye. 
et was there one:amongettthem an 
vndiſtrete manne called Eleaſer, who 
ſpake vnadutſedlye to the king. And it 
pleitſe-yohr maieſtie, it were ſuffictent 
foz pan to haue the crolon of the king · 
dome, ve might leaue ot the crowne of 
He pteithode to the ſede of Aaron, foz⸗ 
uſmuch as yaur mother was captiue in 
de mount Modiit . utontinente the 
Hung was moned and ſooze diſpleaſed 
again che ages Mhiche tertaie at 
his ſoruauntes that hated the Sages, 

and ſmelled ſometihat ofſeces,percef- 
uykg!one of them imourmed the king 
that what ſo-encr-that--dadiftrete per⸗ 
for had ſpoken, it was not withont the 
abit of the Diigv#/?Cherduporr the 
kirig demaunszen dr the wages: What 
lau ſhal that man haue, that in the vl⸗ 
(ite of the kinge, ſpeaterh thtmges m 
0 C. i. bis 
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bis rep;oche: They made anſ were, he 
is wozthy to be whipt: Then ſaid one 
of þ Saduces, the matter is plaine, that 
accozding to py mindes of the Sages £4 
-at their bidding he vpbzapded ther, 
therfoze they would not awarde him 
to die. Whereat the kinge helde his 
peace and gaue neuer a woꝛde to an⸗ 
ſwer. So all the ioye was daſhed and 
turned into ſavnelle. The nert dap, at 
the commaundement of the king, pʒo⸗ 
clamations went out to all the Cities 

fn the kinges dominions , that ther 
ſhoulde ſtande to the oꝛdena unte of 
Sadoch and: Bithus: and who ſoeuer 
ſhouldrefence to folow their decreeg, 
£2 would obſer ue the tradicions of the 
Sages and obey their wil:thuld ſuffer 
death. This was bon the hie pzieſt, 
whiche had the paieſthode. rl. peares, 
and in thend became a Saducic. Note 
withſtandinge the Iſraelttes obeyed 
not the kinges commaundementy bat 
rather pꝛiuilpe foltoſved the oadevs.of 
the ſages; The king him ſeiſe and all 
his ſernantes, folowed the traditians 
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of the Saducies, making inquiſition fo: 
them that ſtake to the conſtitutions of 
the ages: and putting to deathe , as 
many as he coulde get knowledge of, 
By this meanes he dzue much people 
of Iſrael into this opinion. The time 
that Hircanus reygned ouer Jſraell 
was.rrxi.yere,andthen he died. After 
him reigned his ſonne Ariſtobulus,fog 
be had. ui. ſonnes, Ariſtobulus, Anti- 
gonus and Alexander . This Alexans: 
der was hated of his father and bant- 
ſhed out ol his pꝛeſence. He went ther⸗ 
toe and made warre vpon Tire and 
Sidon: ſubdued them and compelled- 
them to be tirtumciſed. Ariſtobulus res 
garded not the high pꝛieſthode, but ſet 
light by it; whertoze he wold not exe / 
cute the office therot, but toke p king⸗ 
dome vppon him, and ſet the crowne 
vppon his heade : and was called the 
great king. Beſides this he baniſhed 
his mother and Alexandet her foring 
his ponger bꝛother, and wold not ſuf- 
ker them to dwell in Jernſalem. But 
be loued his bzother Antigonus ; and 
C. ili. made 
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made him lieuetenant generall of ali 
his warres, ſetting him fozward into 
the, warres againſte hys ennemtes. 
Mherin the yong ma Antigonus had 
good koꝛtune, and pꝛoſpered in al thin⸗ 
ges that he toke in bad; and returned 
ſafe to Jeruſalem. M heras be entred: 
into the honſe of the ſanctuary to:pzay' 

fo2 his/baother the king, which at that 
time was greuouſly ſicke: and alſo ta 
acknowledge befoze the Loꝛde God, 
his goodneſſe and mercpe towardes 

him, in that he aided him againſt big 

enemies. Then came a certain wicked 
perſon vnto the king, e infoꝛmed him 
with this tale, Why bꝛother (ſaith be) 
returning from the warres; inguyzed; 
of thy health, 4 when it was told him 

thou waſt ſicke, he ſatde: J will ga to 
him to dap, rid him out of the woꝛld. 
When the kinge heard this, de was 
wꝛothe to warde the ſages:commaun / 
ded his bother to be appꝛehẽded, and 
taried to the palaice of Starton, there 
debe kepte in pꝛiſonne till be badde 
made . of his doinges. 0 
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In the meane ſpace the Quene the 
kinges wife commaunded him to be 
put to death there without knowlege 
of the kinges minde. But when the 
Binge hearde that hys bzother was 
killed, he cried mainly out and wepte, 
ſmiting his bꝛeſt in ſuch a ſozte with 
bis hande, that he ſowned,and muche 
blud (ſued out of his mouth. He retg- 
ned ouer Iſrael. it. pere. After him his 
bꝛother Alexander reigned, who was 
alſo called king Ianai, being bzoughte 
out of p2iſo where his bꝛother had put 
dim and made king of Iſrael. De was 
a mighty man, and valeante in all his 
warres againſt his ennemies, pꝛeuai⸗ 
ling againſt the. He had warres with 
the Philiſtines , namelpe Azam and 
Aſcalon, whom he put to the woꝛſſe, 
and ouercame them. This man refu- 
ſed not the pꝛieſthode, but was his 
pꝛieſt. It chauncedon a time, when he 
ffode at thaltare to offer ſacrifite: one 
ok the ſages caſt Ceder tree vpon him, 
wherat he lift vp his righthand bpon 
the altate, trying: geue me my ſwoꝛd. 
C. il. Then 
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Then the Sages kneled down befoze 
him and ſwarc they did it not of anye 
contempt, but rather (ſap thei) that we 
thus ſpozting befoze the Lo2d, would 
be merp vpon the hie ſolempne daye. 
But the kinges ſeruauntes anſwered 
roughly again, ſaiynge: Althoughe pe 
play and rciopie, pet it is not the ma⸗ 
ner of the country to vſe any ſuch di⸗ 
ſpitful cuſtome with the king. The c0- 
tencion wared hot amongſtc them, til 
at the length the Sages ſpake cuil of 
the king, caſtinge in his tethe that he 
was an vnhallowed and ſuſpended 
perſon,and that his graũdmother on 
the fathers ſide was a captine tn the 
mount Modiit, wherby her ſeede was 
ſteined . The king was ſo;e moued at 
that, in ſa much that he commaunded 
all the Sages to be llaine. Therefoze, 
wher ſo euer they founde them, in the 
ſanctuary oz in the ſtretes of Jeruſa⸗ 
lemꝛthep killed them fozthwith. Then 
the king commaunded that every mi 
ſhould obei the gouernaunte and tra⸗ 
dicions of the Saducies . Wo in thoſe 


dales

the Machabees. Fol, xx. 
vates had the @ages great fribulatts: 
ſome fel vpon the [wozde,ſome fled a⸗ 
wape, and ſome taried at home with 
diſhonoz and ſhame. After theſe mat- 
ters the king made an expedicion in- 
to Arabia, entred the country as farre 
as the rocke of the wildernes, againſt 
Hartam kinge of Arabia, and ſubdued 
his lande. After that he warred vpon 
Medaba,and the hole lande of Moab, 
banquiſhing them, and bzinging them 
vnder tribute: and ſo retourned with 
bono; to Jeruſalem.Uhen he had af 
ter this wel bethought him ok his do⸗ 
ings, it repẽted him of his euil wales: 
whcrfoze he altered his minde and be- 
gan to make much of the ages, ſub⸗ 
mitted him to their ozdinaunce , and 
eſtemed their tradicions. There were 
alſo at that time a kinde of ſecte that 
were called x Phariſeis, of whom ſuch + Theſe 1 
as had eſcaped, the kinge ſente to call to be 
them home again,and when they wer the ſame 
come into his pzeſence , he ſpabe vn · that he cal 
to them comt̃oꝛtable woꝛdes, ſaping: leth ſages 
Py bzethern,ye ſhal underſtand that, befoze, 
C. iii. that 
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that is once done and paſt, muſt nedes 
be termed as it is, and can not be reuo⸗ 
ked, And truth it is pou can excuſe the 
rep2oche that ye did me: no2 J can not 
call againe the bloud that J haue ſhed. 
Notwithſtanding, J confeſle my faulte 
vnto pou , and haue chaunged my ins 
dignation to [cue:p2atynge pou to put 
out of pour hcart alt rancour and mas 
ltce , lape awaie alſo pour mournynge 
and ſozowtulneſſe of your mindes, re- 
topſyng in pour reconciliation and at- 
onement with me, t be of good cheare. 
But they made him anſwere. We wil 
not laie awap our hatred and enmitie, 
fo2 thou ſpeakeſt but diſceitfully, 4 we 
ſpeake that is truthe. Furthermoze, 
thou haſt killed our chief men and el⸗ 
ders, neither haſt thou onelp done vs 
this inturie : but alſo Hircanus thy fas 
ther, who began ſuch milchtefe, t thou 
phaſt holden on and cotinued it. Mpher⸗ 
. foe this hatred betwene thee and vs 
bath taken ſome roote: neither tan we 
leaue our ſozowe and mourninge, tyll 
thou dye, and God take vengeaunce 
byon 
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bpon thee foz our ſakes, then ſhal wee 
reioite, when we ſee vengeaunce. o 
they departed from his pzeſence, nei⸗ 
ther did the kinge euer geue them any 
anſwere. But when thei perceiued the 
klinge to be incenſed againſt them, and 
by that meanes the matter mighte re⸗ 
dounde to their owne harme: after con⸗ 
ſultation had, they went to the king of 
Grete, whoſe name was Demetrius, 
ſhe wed him what Hircanus and Alex- 
ander his fone had done vnto the Pha⸗ 
riſcis and all the Aſraelites that bare 
them good will, and folowed their tra⸗ 
ditions: and how thet alſo hated Alex⸗ 
Ander fo; the miſchiefe that hee hathe 
wzought them. So that if any manne 
would come and reueng the malice of 
Alexander, thep would be ready to aide 
him , Demetrius folowed their aduiſe, 
and aſſembling together all his people 
to the number of. rl.thouſand hozleme, 
and fotemen without number. He toke 
his tourney, and encamped againſt Si- 
chem. Then kinge Alexander waged. 
vi. thouſand hozlemen to ald him. But 
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the klng of the Grecfans wꝛit pꝛiuilpe 
to the auncientes of the Setariesy they 
hold not aide Alexander. To the mer- 
cinarp ſouldiours al ſo that Alexander 
had hired, he ſent rewardes golde and 
ſiluer, that they returned home to their 
toũtrep, : aided not Alexander. Mher⸗ 
upon he was not able to withſtande 
Demetrius. Therfoze hearing Þ Deme⸗ 
trius was remoued fro Sichem toward 
Jeruſale,entending to take him in the 
citie: he fled by ntghte with a fewe of 
bis men to the mountains, and lurked 
there, When the menne of Iſrael that 
were fn Iudea heard the king was fled 
out of Hieruſalem, and that the citye 
was in haſarde to come into the hades 
of the Erecians: they gathered them 
ſelues together, 2 ſtode foꝛ their lines 
as thoughe all had bene one man, to 
the numberof.r. thouſand, and ſet vp6 
Demetrius Campe, killed all his beſte 
men of watre, and ſpoyled his whole 


hoſt, that he fled from them,+returned - 


home into his coũtrep with ſhame g di⸗ 
ſhonour. This done, the king toke hart 
vnto him, returned to his kingdom, 
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but þ Phariſcs fledto Betſhemes,ſtrigtb 
ning the ſelues againſt the litng.UWho 
bauing inteiligece therof: gathered an 
army 4 went againſt the, wan the city, 
and toke.viti.c.of the chiefeſt Phariſies, 
bound the in chains, bzought them to 
Jeruſale. Then baqueted he al his ſer⸗ 
uants vpon the roufe of his palaice in 
a very hte place, where the chiefe lear⸗ 
ned men eat 4 vzanke,vntil he and theft 
were d2onke . And in his merye mode 
be commaunded thoſe.viti. c. Phariſies 
pꝛiſoners to be bzought fo2th 4 to be ha 
ged euery man of the vppon gallowes 
befozehim, at which ſight he d2onke £ 
laughed hartely. After this he fel ſick ß 
xxiiii.pere ot his raigne, of a greuous 
diſeaſe, a quartan ague Þ held him thze 
pere:pet fo2 all this he ſhꝛonke not, noʒ 
letted to go to the war, to encounter 
fight with his enemies what nation ſo 
euer they were of round about him, as 
though he had ben a hole man. In the 
xxvii.pere ot his raign, which was the 
third of his ſicknes, he made an expedi⸗ 
tis into the land of Moabagainſt a ter⸗ 
tain city called Ragaba, to get it bi fozcg 
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At which time he was verp ſicke and 


the Nuene wente with him, fearinge 
leaſt he ſhuld die by the wape. And as 
be encamped him ſelf againſt the city, 
and vꝛged it ſoze with aſſaultes, his 
ſickneſſe increaſed vpon htm moze and 
moꝛe. M herkoze his wife perceiuinge 
that he was like to die, wept bitterip 
befoze him,x ſaid. To who ſhal J be ſo 
bold as to ſhew mp face, whe-thou art 
once dead, ſeing thon haſte w2oughte 
ſuch miſchief vpon the phartfies, who 
all the lande kausureth, and foloweth 
their traditions,obetpng their inſtitu⸗ 
cions?If they ſhalbe diſpoſed to wzeke 
them ſelues vppon me and thy ponge 
tchildꝛen, they ſhal haue aid of all that 
dwel in the lad. The king anſwered; 
Mepe not, noꝛ ſhew any reſeblance of 
peſifnes:J wil tel the what p ſhalt do, 
t it thou wilt folow my counſell, thou 
ſhalt pꝛoſpet and raigne, thou and thy 
childzen,as thou woldeſt deſire, Be it 
that die there is no man in p wozly 
nede know therok. Ar thou euery ma 
O_ 
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therfoze that aſke foz me:y J am ſick, 
t wil not that ani mi ſhal come at me. 
Ju the meane while, anointe+ ſeaſon 
me with balmes, fight with a courage 
again this city til thou win it, t then 
return to Jeruſalem with iop:and be- 
ware thau put on no mourninge apy 
parail, no weepe, but bzinge me into 
Jeruſalem and lape me vpon a bedde: 
line a ſicke man, and after call toge⸗ 
ther the chtefe of the Phariſeis, bꝛyng 
them where Jam, and ſpeake vnto 
tbem gentilly in this ſozt. Alexander 
hath bene ener your enemy, Fknowe. 
it verp wel: wherefoꝛe take him it pe 
lit and caſt him into the fire, oz to the 
dogges, oʒ burp him, it ſhalbe at pour 
choiſe. J knowe wel, they are pitifull 
men and ſo tut ot merct, that they wil 
bury me honozably,and ſhall apointe 
ſome one of mpſonnee. who they like 
beſt to be king, The Quene did ther- 
faze as ſhe was-inſtruced of the king. 
Whan ſhe had won Ragaba ſhe-top- 
fully returned togeruſalem:after that 
unn together the elders of the 


Pha⸗ 
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Pharitiek and ſpahe to them as the 
king had adutſed her. The Phariſtes 
hearing the king was deave,and that 
his bodye was in their handes to do 
withal what thep liſte, they anſwered 
the QAuene: God fc:btd, we ſhoulde do 
this vnto our Lo2de the annointed of 
God. He was the king and hie p2teſte-: 
what though he were a ſinner, pet his 
deathe ſhalbe an expiation ſoʒ him of 

al his iniquities. Ther toꝛe we wil be⸗ 

waile him and mourne ko him: peas 

we wil carp his coffen dur ſelues vp⸗ 
on our neckes and burpe him as it be⸗ 
commeth a kinges maqgnificence, and 

ſo they did. The time that he reigned 
was. xrvti.eates . After him reigned” 
his wife Alexandra in his ſtede, fo the 
Phariſtes after they had ſiniſhed the. 
vii. dates of þ mourning;thep cõmitted 
the kingdõ vnto her. She had tons 
by the king: the elder was called Hir⸗ 
canus, the other Ariſtobulus, Hireanus 

was a fuſt man a righteous, but Ari- 
ſtobulus was the warrioure man of 
pꝛowes:beſides that, af a familter 
louing 
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learned men, folowed their inſtractt- 
on. But Hircanus his elder bzother, 1 
ued the Phariſies. Dna time thettoʒe 
when the Quene late in the thꝛone of 
her kingdom, the called the aunclents' 
of the Phariſies betoꝛe her, honoured: 
them, x commaunded to releaſe g ſet 
at liberty al ſuch Phariſies as pking 
her huſband t her father in lawe had 
caſt in pꝛiſon:and taking the phariſies 
by the handes, ſhe commaunded all 
Iſcaet to obey their oꝛdinaunces. Ch 
made Hircanus her ſonne hie pꝛieſte, 
4nd Ariſtobulus lieueteua unte of tha 
warres. She ſent alſo to al the andes 
that her huſhande and father in lade 
bad ſubdued, and demaunded the nu⸗ 
ble mennes ſonnes foꝛ pledges which 
He kept in zernſale. So the 102d gaue 
vnto the Quene quletneſſe fro al that 
were vnder her ſabtection . She gaue ! 
alſo the Phariſies authozity- ouer the 
learned ſozt,puttinge them into their 
n to andre at their pleaſure. In

Whernpon ſtraigbt way they founde 
one Dogrus a greate-man amongſt the 
learned ſozt, whom they clewe,'e much 
people befides of the auncients of that 
ſec, ſo that the Sectaries were in great 
diſtrelle. Thei gathered them ſelues to⸗ 
gether therfoze and came to Ariſtobu⸗ 
lus the lleutenaunt ot the warres, and 
with him they came to the Muene, ſai⸗ 
png vnta her: Thou kno weit the ens 
mitte that is betwene vs and the Pha⸗ 
riſies, which hate thy buſband, and fa⸗ 
ther in la we, yea, and thy childꝛen allo. 
We were his men ot warre that went 
with him in all his affaires, and apded 
binenow thou haſt geuen vs into then 
bandes to bee murdered and baniſhed 
out ot᷑ the Lande What will Hartan 
kinge of Arabia dove when hehearerh 
this, that we ſhall fozfakethee? Ve wi 
came and reuenge dim of all the bats 
tatle. that thy huſband fought agaynft 
him Bea; the Phariſies will tatie big 
parti, and deltuer ther and thychildzen 
into his handes; that there ſhall not be 
left vnto Hircanus the kynge, and bis 
ſonne

he Mathabees Fol. xxv. 
ſonne Alexander thy huſbande , anye 
name oꝛ remnant at all. The Quene 
gaue them no woꝛd to anſwer: wher- 
at Ariſtobulus was angrpe, and letted 
not to vtter it to his mothers face, but 
ſhe would not heare him. Wherefoze 
Ariſtobulus counſeled the Sectaries to 
go their wales and depart oute of Je- 
ruſalem, to chuſe them cities in the lãd 
of Iuda where they mighte dwel with 
their hono2:+ not to ſaffre them ſelues 
to be ſlain vnder the Phariſtes hands. 
Wherfoze departing from Jeruſalem, 
they dwelte in the cities of luda. Not 

longe after this it foztuned the Quene 

kel ſo2e ſicke, that ſhe was like to die. 

Wherof when Ariſtobulus heard, he 

feared leaſt the Phariſies wold make 

bis bꝛother Hircanus kinge , and at 
length appzchende him: wherefoze be 
fled away by night to the cities of the 

Saducies , to be their heade, and make 

war vpon his bꝛother if he would pze- 

ſume to reigne. He came therefoze to 
the Pzince of the Saducies called Gas 
luſtius, who was a good man of war. 

D. i. And 
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And after he had gathered a Uronge 
armpe of the Saducies, his mother the 
Quene (ent vnto him that he ſhoulde 
teturne bnto her, which he wolde not 
do: but rather went to war vppon the 
nacions that dwelt about him, where 
he wan. xx. cities, and gate him great 
renowne therbp. Now as the Qucne 
his mother wared ſicker and ſicker! 
the chiefe Phariſies came vnto her, 
with her ſonne Hircanus, weping be⸗ 
koze het, and ſatyng,how they were a- 
fcatd of her ſonne Ariſtobulus, who if 
be ſhould come into Jeruſalem & take 
it, he would delluer them vp into the 
handes of the Saducics . Unto whome 
ſhe anſwered: J am as you ſee, at the 
point of death, not able to talke much 
with vou: there is here in mp houſe 
great treaſure that my huſbande and 
my fathered gathered, and their parkts 
kings of the poſterity of Chaſmonani: 
take that vnto pou, and make my (one 
Hircanus king oucr you. If Ariſtobus 
lus wil perturbe him and make warre 
againſte him: pe may wage menne of 
warre 
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war ther with and ſuccour him as peu 
thinke good. And cuen with this ſhe 
fainted and died and was buried as 
mongſt her people, aſter the had retg- 
ned. ir. peare ouer Jſrael. The Phari- 
ſies therfoꝛe and pzteſtes with all the 
inhabitantes of Jeruſalem made Hir⸗ 
canus her ſonne king in her ficde. Ari⸗ 
ſtobulus hearinge tidinges ok thele 
thinges alſembled his army and came 
toward Jeruſalem, to fight againſt his 
b:other . But Hircanus met him and 
encountred with him npe vato Joz- 
dane Jericho. The Saducies of Ariſto- 
bulus hoſte were good men of warre, 
and to ſtrong fo2 thephariſes. Mher⸗ 
foze Hircanus t᷑ the Phariſtes had the 
ouerth2ow at Ariſtobulus and the Sa- 
duces handes, who with this victozye 
p2oceded fozth to Jeruſalem, beſieged 
it, i bzought it to great diſtres. Wher 
foze the pꝛieſtes and the aunciente of 
the people conſulted together, + came 
koꝛth toAriſtobulus,fel pꝛoſtrate vpon 
thearth afoze him and beſought him þ 
be wold not ſcatter abzode the inheri⸗ 

D. li. tauncs 
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faunce of the Lo2de . He condiſcended 
vnto their deſires vpon theſe conditi⸗ 
ons, that he ſhould enter into Jeruſa⸗ 
lem with them and be kinge : and his 
b:other Hircanus ſhoulde be the hie 
p2teſt. Wherunto they agreed. Then 

as Ariſtobulus entred into Jeruſalẽ, 

his bzother came out of the ſanctuary 
to mete him:and with embꝛaſings, he 
kiſed him. So Ariſtobulus was king, 

# Hircanus erecuted the office of the 
hie pꝛieſt. The Loꝛd alſo gane Jſraell 

reſt and peace fo2 a while. But after⸗ 
ward the Lo2d ſente an euil ſpirite a- 
mongſt them, which was the cauſe of 
tranſlating the kingdo from the ſfock 
of Chaſmonani, and of ᷣ deftructio of 
his poſteritpe. Foz the ſonne of Hircas 
nus the great, and the ſonne of Alex- 
ander his ſonne in ᷣ̊ they ſhed ſo much 
innocent blud,# d2ne Iſrael fro thobe⸗ 
dience of the Pꝛophets, vnto the lies t 
trifles of the Saduces. Fo2 thus it chaũ 
ced. The Saduces bet into Ariſtobulus 
heade,y as long as his bꝛother Hirca- 
nus liued, he, no2 his kingdome could 
ne⸗ 


the Machabees. Fol.xxvii, 
neuer be ſlabliſhed. MN herupon / iſto⸗ 
bulus deuiſed how to make awat Hirca 
nus. Which thing a certain ma called 
Antipater was aware ot, a ma of moſt 
power in al Iſrael, therto alſo a wiſe, 
expert, learned man in all wiivome, 
both in the lawes, k in the knowledge 
of the Greke, ſuſt of his wo2d,# pzudent 
if ani ſtraũge oꝛ new matters chaũced. 
His ofſpꝛinge was not out of the chil- 
dꝛen of Iſraell, but of thoſe Romaincs 
which chaũced to be vainquiſhed, + be- 
came ſablec vnder the dominton ef the 
Iſraelits, being but ſtraũgers, + of no 
noble houſe in Iſrael. He had.iiti.ſones 
Ioſeph his eldeſt, the nerte Palilus, the 
third Herode, t the.iiti.Pheroras. Theſe 
had alſo a ſiſter called Salumith. Anti⸗ 
pater fauoured Hircanus ſo intirelp foz 
his iuſtice æ vpꝛightnes ſake,Þ he ope- 
ned vnto him him his bzother Ariſtos 
bulus & the Saducies intent:geuing him 
counſel to flee to Hartam king of Aras 
bia,but Antipater him ſelf went befoze 


to bzeake the matter to Harta, of whoſe 
comminge Hartam was very glad. 
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Then Antipater declared to him how 

Hircanus kinge of Hieruſalem was in 
minde to fice vnto bim, becauſe of Ari- 
ſtobulus his bother. If thou wilt helpe 
him (faith he) and let him haue ſpeedy 
aide:thou ſhalte eaſilpe ſet Ariſtobulus 
beſides the kingdome, koz all Iſrael is 
tnciig2d to Hircanus, and fauoure not 
Ariſtobulus. Hartam anſwered. JF am 
akraſed of thezewes and their wilines. 
Alexander his father put mee thziſe to 
the foile in battail by his ſubtiltie, and 

rote my dominſos from me. Zhe Anz 
tipater [ware vnto him. Hr ſhalbe(ſaith 
he) thy true & truitye frend, to do what 
ſocuer thy hart deſtereth. Thus Hartã 
Was perſwaded, t they made a league 
together. Then Antipater returnyng 
to Hieruſalem, cauſed Ilircanus to flee 
in the night, and they both went toge⸗ 
ther to the king of Arabia, who muche 
reiopced at Hircanus tommynge, and 
receined him hononrablp. When they 
came together to entreat ot the league: 
Hartam demaunded reſiitutlon of ſuch 
cities as Hircanus father had taken fro 


him: 
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him: to whom Hircanus conſented in 
all thinges. Wherfoze Hartam rapſed 
all the pesple of Arabia, and led theim 
to Hieruſalem to warre Vppon it. To 
Hircanus alſo came all the men of Iuda 
ſaue onely they that dwelt at Hieruſa⸗ 
lem. o betwirt them they beſet the ci⸗ 
tie rounde abonte . It foztuned that in 
the ſolemnitie of the Palleduer, they 
coulde not haue their ſeruice of the ſo⸗ 
lemnitie in the holy place bicauſe of the 
warres. Wherupon a certain iuft and 


perfect man of the towne called Hony 4c. 


auriga, bꝛake out p2tuely into the camp 
of Hircanus and Antipater his counſes 
ler, beſonght the with much pꝛaper 8 
feares that they would graunt a truce 
vnto Jeruſale while the leaſt of ſwete 
b:eade laſted, that they might execute 
the ſeruice of Solemnitie in the holpe 
place. To whom Hircanus ſaide. Thou 
art a iuſt manne, and often when then 
haſt pꝛaped, the Lozd hath heard thee: 
pꝛaàp now therfoze vnto thy [02d God, 
to del ſuer Ariſtobulus into cur hands, 


and that Iſrael may haue reſt, Hony 
auriga 


—— 
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auriga anſwered. Am J a God, 02 able 
to remoue battailes that be ſtirred vp 
fo: manpe mcnnes iniquities? Thus 
when he ſemed to bee bnwitllynge to 
to pzap, Hircanus men compelled him, 
d:awfnge their lwoꝛdes, and ſaipnge: 
If thou wilt not pꝛape, thou ſhalte dye 
fo2 it. Thercfoze as he ſawe his life in 
teopardpe, he crped vnto the Loꝛde. O 
Lozde euerlaſipng, which haſte choſen 
thy people Jſracll oute cf all people, 
t haſt ſet thy name tn this houſe:mape 
it pleaſe thy mateſtte to plant amonge 
the childzen of Iſrael frendſhippe and 
bꝛotherhode, take awap from amonge 
them this hatred which is riſen of no⸗ 
thing, & let not thone of theſe factions 
pꝛeuail againſt thother,ſcing thei al bs 
thy ſeruantes, and childꝛen of thy coue⸗ 
naunt. When the ſeruantes of Hircas 
nus heard him ſaie ſo:they ranne vpon 
htm with their werds, and killed him. 
But God deferd not his vengeance: fo: 
he ſtrake the haſt aſwel ef the Arabiag 
as of Hircanus wpth a greuous peſti⸗ 
lente. At the ſame time came fro Nome 
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a famous captain called Pompeius, to Popeius, 
warre againff the coiitry of Armenia. | 
This Pompeius ſent one of his chiefe 
men to Damaſco,of whom as Ariltos 
bulus (thus be ſieged had heard) £ that 
an armpe of the Romaines was come 
into Damaſco; he ſent him a pꝛeſente 
of. tiii. C. pound weight of golde, deſi⸗ 
ring him to remoue the armpe cf the 
Arabians fro him, and raiſe ihe ſiege. 
An thoſe datcs all the wozlde obeped 
the Romaines. That captain therfoze 
wzit vnto Hartam king of Arabia in 
this wiſc: Depart from Jeruſalem: if 
not, thou ſhalt vnderſtande thou hafte 
b:oken thy league with the Senate of 
Rome, and the hole armye of the Ko⸗ 
maines ſhall ſhoztlp inuade thy land. 
Hartam vppon the ſight of this letter 
raiſed his ſiege and departed fro Hie⸗ 
ruſalem. Hircanus alſo and Antipater 
departed with ſhame and rep2oche.A- 
riſtobulus vpon that gathered a pow- 
er and purſued akter them, gaue the 
Arabtans 4 Iſraelites that toke Hir⸗ 
canus part a greate onerthzowe , — 
aiter 


— The cſfate of 
after returned to Jeruſalem with ſoy. 
Sho:tly after Pompeius came to Das 
maſco:him Anſtobulus pꝛeſẽted with 
a vine of gold,merueplous artificially 
w2ought. The rotes of the vine, leues 
cluſters, 1 grapes, were vpon it wer 
pure goldithe weight therof was. v. C 
pound. Pompeius was very glad ther- 
ok, ſent it to Rome to the Coſul. And 
the hole benche of the Senate Whiche 
was of the nober of. iu. C. xr.ſenatoꝛs, 
wondered at the cunning + wit or him 
that made it: and with great ioy they 
bare it into the temple of their gods, 
placing it in the pzeſrce of p great x- 
dol Iupiter, ſo called after y name of 5 
planet Iupiter. Pompeins wait bis lets 6 
ters to Ariſtobulus with great thakes ; 
t comendaci6 fo2 y ſame:aTuring him 
how both he g the hole Senate fanozed 
him that he ſhuld haue a fred of him 
to ſpeke in his cauſe as lg as he lined 
Hircanus hearing of this, was cleang 
daſhed g in diſpair, But Antipater t- 
fo:ted him ſaying: let not the fretſhip 
p is betwixt Põpeius 4 thi bzother diſs 
mape 
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may thee: wil go ts him e make him 
thy fred. Upd p he wet to Pompeius 
perſwaded his minde to hate Ariſtos 
bulus & to fauoꝛ Hircanus, infozminge 
him thus. It thou(ſaſth he) defed Hir⸗ 
canus, a! Jſrael wil be cotent to be vn⸗ 
der thy p2otection , foz they loue him 
cuery mã. But if thou defed Ariſtobu⸗ 
lus,the people wil not obei the,fo2 thei 
hate him. Pompeius charged him y no 
man ſhould be made pꝛiup of their cg 
munication. Foz J(ſaith he) wil ſende 
fo: Ariſtobulus to come vnto me to 
Damaſco, and then wil J cauſe to lay 
handes of him and delluer him bound 
to his bꝛother, reſtoꝛing the kingdõ to 
him. Ariſtobulus vppon the ſighte of 
Pompeius letters reſo2zted vnto him. 
Hircanus alſo tame from the rocke of 
the wilderneſſe. And as they appeared 
together befoze Pompeius: Antipater 
deſired him that he woulde do iu⸗ 
ſtice betwirte Hircanus the king, and 
Ariſtobulus bps bzother , that rebel- 
led againſte him, and toke hys kinge⸗ 
dom from him without NI 

ap⸗ 
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faipnges a thouſad of the elders of Ff/ 
rael ſtove vp e witneſſed to be true. A⸗ 
riſtobulus made anſwer. Ineuer ſtroue 
with him fo2 the kingdom, vntill ſuch 
time as A ſaw al theſe that made Hir 
canus king, to run in great obloqup, x 
to ſuſteine muche rep2oche becauſe he 
was ſo feble a perſon and of no great 
wit, noz foʒced much of the kingdome: 
vea, til al nations that wer about him 
whoſe dominions our pꝛogenitoꝛs cõ⸗ 
quered, began no we to diſpiſe him, to 
paſſe little foꝛ offending him, to denpe 
him tribute, fo2 his ſimplicitpe, # mo- 
piſhneſſe, with lacke of courage. TA hẽ 
Ariſtrobulus had ſaid, there ſtode vp a 
great multitude of goovlye and beau⸗ 
tiful pong men, apparatled in cloth cf 
Hiacinth and purple, with mighti ters 
gettes vpon the ſame, and other oꝛna⸗ 
mentes of gold, chꝛiſtall and pꝛetcious 
ſtones:aſfirming with one acco2d that 
Ariſtrobulus ſalde the truthe,namelye 
that Hircanus fo;ced not of the kinge- 
dome. At whom Pompeius meructled 
ſaping: Happy ts this people hauinge 

ſo 
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fo many hanſome menne true in their 
wozdes,and wiſe:Happy allo wer the 
Senate of Nome, if they could bzinge 
to palle that this great nation mighte 
be vnder their gouernance. So he toke 
his iournep to Jeruſalem with Hirca⸗ 
nus and Ariſtobulus . But after Ari- 
ſtobulus perteiued py Pompeius ſtode 
not to the pꝛomiſe he made him at the 
beginning foz the vine: he (et light by 
him, and fled from him to Alexandria 
in Cgipt, whether Pompeius folowed 
with his hoſt,and beſeged Alexidria. 
From thence Ariſtobulus fled againe 
to Jeruſalem, and Pompeius purſued 
him alſs thither, waiting to Ariſtobu⸗ 
lus a letter of trace t pardon. So Aris 
ſtobulus came foꝛth to him, t Popeius 
did him at that time no harme,but de⸗ 
maunded to be genen vnto him all ths 
veſſels of the houſe of the Lozd, which 
Ariſtobulus refuſing to do:but Põpei- 
us in a rage, cauſed to lap him faſte in 
heaupe tron chaines, and aſſauted Je⸗ 
ruſalem, batteringe the walles verpe 
ſoze, til they of the to lone iſſued out a⸗ 

gainſt 
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gainft him e flue of his hoſt. r\f, S. mt᷑. 
After this hadde the Iſraelites ctuill 
warres within Jeruſalem, becaule the 
ſiege was greuous bnto them, foz they 
were deuided into factions , one parte 
ſaid: Let vs open the gates to Pompei- 
us E let him in, that we mai ſubmit our 
ſelues vnder his pꝛoted ion. The other 
ſaid: Let vs fight againſt him vnto the 
death. But much people milliked that, 
ſo that that ſide pꝛeuailed that woulde 
pelde. Wherfoze Pompeius entred the 
town, ⁊ the houſe of the ſaduarp, killed 
much people of the pꝛieſts & the people 
of the lãd made Hircanus king of Iſra⸗ 
el the. ii. time Antipater his toũſeler. 
Mozeouer, he let one Securus a Romain 
in the countrep to receiue the tribute t 
departed, leading Ariſtobulus with him 
bound in irons, And becaule he toke his 
fozncy toward Arabia, Hircanus $ Anti 
pater wft w him to coduc him. Ariſto⸗ 
bulus thus being pꝛiſoner, t his.ſi.ſons 
w him, it foꝛtuned v one of the called A⸗ 
lexader eſcaped. And hauing tntelligece | 
that Hircanus and his counſclour were 
gone 
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gone out of Jeruſalem:he came thithet 
t rebelled againſte Hircanus, made bp 
the bꝛeaches of the wall that Pompei- 
us had battered: yea, the Iſraelttes re⸗ 
ſoʒted vnto him, # made him Kinge in 
Hircanus plate. Wherapon he gathe⸗ 
red an armpe, and went fozth to mete 
with Hircanus as he came homewarde 
from Pompeius, where be gaue Hirca- 
nus p euerth2ow,x Securus the recetuer 
of the tribute eſcaped. Then Alex- 
ander returned to Feruſale;fto whencs 
ſhoztly after Gabinius a Romain with 
a ſtronge armye compelled him to flee 
to Alexandria, And being in the ſame 
place beſieged alſo of Gabinius: bys 
mother Ariſtobulus wpfe went foꝛthe 
to Gabinius weping,and beſought him 
that he would not deſtrop her ſone, fo2 
whoſe ſake he did Alexander no harm. 
Gabinius therefoze hauynge gotten 
all the Lande of Iudea, made Hircanus 
king of Jeruſalem now the. tit. time: 
who ſet Romain captatnes and rulers 
in Icricho and in Zephori, and thzough 
all the lande of Iſrael. It foztuned af- 
ter 
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ter this that Ariſtobulus gat ont ot᷑ pʒi⸗ 
ſon at Rome, and came into Jſrael;to 
whom on euerpe ſyde reſozted men in 
ſuch ſoꝛt þ he had a pulſlãt hoſt of 2⸗ 
rael. N hero whe he had take maſter, 
he choſe out. viit.thouſand of the veſt, 
with the went agapnſt Gabinius, wher 
was a ſoze battaple foughte betwene 
them, tyll the beſte of Ariſtobulus men 
wer flayn, and onlp one thouſand left, 
wherwith he fled to the mountapnes. 
But the Romapns folowed the chaſe, 
and flew them cuery man. Pet Ariſto- 
bulus would not yeld but fought alone, 

although his helmet was b2oken, til he 
had dpuers ſoze woundes in hys head: 
and then fell he to the ground, and the 
Romapns toke him pet aliue, bꝛought 
hym to Gabinius, who comfozted hym: 
commaundinge hys ſurgeons to heale 
hym, and after ſent hym to the Conſul 
and Senat of Rome, wher he was put 
in pꝛiſon pet once agapne. After thys, 
the Senate takinge pitie of Ariſtobu⸗ 

tus wife , whiche was repozted to bee & 
verpe wiſe woman: releaſed her two 
ſonnes 
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ſonnes out of pziſon , and ſet theim at 
übertie. Alexander the one of thoſe 
could not be content, but rebelled once 
againe againſt Hircanus and the Ro- 
maine gouernours. Foz he gathered 
together mache people of Iſraell, en- 
countred wpth one of the Romayn go- 
uernours thatGabinws had appointed, 
and gaue him the ouerthꝛo we. But 
pꝛoceadyng further to fight with Ga- 
binius: hadde the wozſſe, and many of 
the Jſraelites were ſlaine, pet hee eſ⸗ 
caped him ſelfe and fled. This done, 
Gabi nius came to Hieruſalem, and re- 
newed the kingdome of Ilrael to Hir- 
canus the.fiif.tyme . About this tyme 
one of the Senato2s wines at Rome 
conceined a childe, t dyed in the byꝛzthe 
and trauaile thereof « They therfoze 
that were about her, ſtraite waye ripte 
her body, and gate the childe out alyue, 
whom they named Julius, and becauſe 
his mother was tutte, they called hym 
Cæſar. This childe growynge to great 
towardnes, and commyng to mannes 


eſtate:the Conſul and Senate ſe ut him 
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into the warres: and what ſo euer he 
did he had good foztune + pꝛoſperous 
ſucceſſe. De depziued the Grecians of 
the empire and dominton, tranſlating 
it to the Romaincs. Panye pꝛouinces 
alſo beſides that did he ſubdue and re⸗ 
turning to Rome with a power;attep 
ted to get the dominion and ſole regt- 
mente oner them. But they had made 
ſolempne ſtatutes in the time of their 
pꝛogenitoꝛs neucr to ſuffre any kinge 
emongſt them, oꝛ any ma to haue per⸗ 
petual rule ouer them: wherfoze they 
would not make Iulius kinge. Upon 
this riſe amongſt the great and moz- 
tall warres,ſo that Iulius ſlue woder- 
ful many of them, i without number. 
When Pompeius vnderſtode that Ces 
ſar raigned at Rome, had killed the 
Conſul and the Henate, with all the 
nobilityc of Rome: be gathered toge⸗ 
ther his hole army out of Arabia, and 
made toward him. Iulius hauinge in⸗ 

telligẽce of his comming againſt him, 
ſente fo2 Ariſtobulus oute of pziſone, 
ſpake frendlys vnto him, gaue him a 
power 
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power and made him graund captain 
therof, bidding him to go 4 fight with 
Pompeius. Jn dede his armpe was a 


ſtronge armpe: and he him ſelf was 4 


Ringe of no (mall pzewelle and va- 
leantneſle Pompeius hearinge that 
Ariſtobulus tame againſte him, was 
ſoze afraid ot his valeantneſſe and of 
his hoſte. Wherfoze he ſent to the in⸗ 


habitantes of Zeraſalem that wer vn⸗ 


der his obedfence,that they ſhould pꝛe⸗ 
ſentAriſtobulus with ſome gift,wher- 
by thep might decetue him and poiſon 
him. The inhabitantes of Jeruſalem 
at his requeſt, ſent vnto Ariſtobulus a 
pꝛeſent by certain noble men, wherat 
Ariſtobulus was right iopous, and eat 
and banqueted with them til he wag 
ouercame with dzinke: then thei gaue 
him popſon and he died. The time 
that he reigned ouer Jſrael was four 
peares and ſire monethes Me was a 
good man of war,hardy in fighte, and 
a man of an amiable countenaunce. 
Pompeius reteiuinge tidinges of his 
deathe ; the moze gladder p2oceded 

E. ii. with 
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with his hoſte to Rome to beſlege it. 

But Iulius met htm in the waye , and 
deſtroyed him and his hoſte : whereby 
the Empire was eſtabliſhed vnto Iuli⸗ 
us. He after this ſente pꝛeſentes to the 
kinge of Siria and into Egipte by his 
captaines, to allure them to his frend⸗ 
hippe. Antipater adutfed Hircanus to 
aide Iulius i perchannce he might win 
his fauour, whiche Hircanus did: and 
Antipater was captaine of the hoſte, 
who plated the man, and founde ſuche 
fauoure with Iulius, that he made him 
lieuetenant of his warres. And after he 
had fought ſondzy & great battails, he 
retourned to Jeruſalem with great ho⸗ 
noure,and by the way pꝛoſpered much 
moze. Hircanus after this, made Pha- 
{clus Antipaters ſonne gouerned of Je- 
ruſalem:and Herod his third ſone pꝛe⸗ 
ſident of Galily. There was a certaine 
pong man at that time in Jeruſalem, 
called Hizkias,avaleant man of war: 
to whom clane al ſuch as were in any 
diſtreſſe,and he became their captain. 
Theſe wente and raunged aboute in⸗ 


to 
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to Siria, rouing and murtheriug in ſuch 
ſo2t, that the Sirians weie werp of their 
lines,fo2 feare of them. Wherefoze the 
king of Siria ſent vnto Herode, ruler of 
Galily, deſiring him to kil that Hizkias 
t his complices. Mherupon Herode 
pꝛepared him ſelfe and wente to meete 
with Hizkias as he returned from the 
ſpoil of Siria:came bpd him at vnwares 
and due him and his menne.W hereof 
when the kinge of Siria was certified: 
be ſent a noble reward vnto Herode, of 
ſiluer, gold, and pꝛecious ſtones; bi whts 
che, and by like meanes, he became bes 
ry famous. The noble men of Juda 
made their complainte vato Hircanus 
bpon Antipater and his ſones,foz their 
ſo:e oppzeſſing of the lande of Iuda:de⸗ 
ſiring that Herode might be called frg 
Galily,to appere in iudgment and ans 
ſwer with other,fo2 the killing of Hez⸗ 
kias, The king therfoze ſente fo2 him, x 
he vpon that came to Jeruſalem, appe⸗ 
red befoze the tudges p2incely apparel⸗ 
led with a gilt ſwoꝛd gird aboute him: 
whoſe pzide an aunciente man called 
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Samai blamed and repꝛehẽded alſo his 

ſtoute bearte: but he woulde not gene 

eate vnto him,noz pet regarde the iud⸗ 

ges. When Hircanus perceſued that 

the iudges had almoſte determined to 

gene ludgement agapnſte the pounge ; 
man, t to make him awap:he toke pi⸗ : 
tie bpon him, © ſaid: Me wil not gene ; 
ſentẽce to day, to nozow ts a new. day, 

and by that meanes deliuered him ont 
of their hands. Herode knew not afoze 
that it was a matter of life and death. 
That night therfoze he fled to þ king 
of Siria, declaring all what had happe⸗ 
ned bnto him: The klinge of Siria let 
bim haue a ſtrong armp, t came with 
bim him ſelt, purpoſing to beſlege Je⸗ 
ruſalem. But his father Antipater and 
his elder bother Phaſelus came fozthe 
vnto him and rebuked him, ſaipng: Js 
this the rewarde that thou rendzeft to 
kinge Hircanus that toke pitie vppon 
thee, and woulde not haue thy bloude 
ſhedde? Therefo2e they willed him to 
depart from Jeruſalem,vnto whom he 
condiſcended , after he had once let the 
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inhabitauntes of Hicruſalem knowe 
what he could do, and had ſhewed the 
his power. Iulius Emperour of Rome 
aboute that time, as he was wozſhip- 
pinge in the honſe of his G O D, was 
murdered by the conſpyracye of cers 
taine of theim whiche hadde ſerued 
Pompeius that was ſlaine, as is afoze 
mencioned. The name of one of them 
that killed him was Caſlius of the coũ⸗ 
trep of Macedonia, who fledde thither 

beinge afrated to tarfe at Rome, 
This Caſſius had great dominions in 
Macedonia . Antipater aiſa of ſuhom 
we ſpake, was a greate ſcourge to the 
noble men of Iuda, and a great deale 
ſozer man then was Hircanus him ſelf. 
Pea, Hircanus coulde do nothinge in 
compariſon of him, fo2 he bad no rule 
him ſelſe: but Antipater and his ſons 
bare all the ſwaye thzonghoute the 
Whole realme. Mozeouer, Antipater 
was in great eſtimation amongeſt all 
the Kinges of that time. And fo2 aſs 
much as he ſo ſoze oppꝛeſſed the Jewes 
thet therkoꝛe hated him, and conſpired 
te 
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to kil hym. There was a man in great 
aucthozitie about Atrcanus, by whole 
meanes thei wꝛought this matter. Ye 
tozrupted the kinges Butler with res 
wardes, to put poyſon in Antipaters 
cuppe, which as he had d2onke,be died. 
Theſe things his ſonnes Phaſelus and 
Herode diſſimuled and winked at, as 
though they knew nothing. Natwith- 
ltandinge they pꝛiuely wait vnto Caſ⸗ 
ſius that raigned in Macedonia, certt- 
fipnge him of this deede. Sone after 
came Caſſius to Tyrus, from whente he 
ſente meſſengers to Hircanus to come 
unto him, who camc, t with hym Mal- 
chias, Phaſeus, and Herode, Caſſius ens 
tertainpnge them all in his lodgynge, 
willed his men that whatſoeuer Hes 
rode bad them,thei ſhould do it; Herode 
willed them to kill Malchias, they flew 
him therfoze ſittyng hard by Hircanus 
ſide . Hircanus demaũded of the ſones 
of Antipater the cauſe hereof, who an- 
ſwered: Js it not manifeft that kynge 
Caſſius ſeruauntes flew him, and wee 
knowe not whye? Therfoze "ee 
= de 
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ffove in feare Bf Phaſelus and Herode, 
being certain that this was their dede. 
Wherfoze he ſaide vnto theim. This 
Malchias was wozthp of ſuch a death, 
foz he was a crafty man and an vlſerer. 
Theſe thinges done, Octauian Augu- 
ſtus, bzothers ſonne vnto Iulius that 
was murdered,came bnto Rome: and 
the people of Rome made hym their 
Cmperoure. He had a felowe in office 
named Marcus Antonius his Uncle. 
Octauianus therefoze ſeinge to the go⸗ 
uernement at Nome, ſent Marcus An- 
tonius to warre vppon Caſſius, and to 
reuenge Iulius death. Tinto him Hirca- 
nus ſent a pꝛeſente, a crowne of golde, 
in whiche were ſect ſundzpe pzectons 
ſtones : pzaiyng him to ſtrengthen his 
Kingedome in his handes, and to be a 
means of a league to be made betwen 
Octauian Auguſtus king of kings, and 
him: as there was betwene him and 
Iulius, which Antonius graunted . As 
bout that time Antigonus ſonne of A 


riſtobulus wait to Pagurus kyng of the Pacoꝛus. 


Perſians to aide him againſt Hucanus 
to 
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to remaue him, and to reftoze the king- 
dome to him ſelf:and he agreed to geue 
him ſo2 his trauail fine hundʒeth poũd 
weight of gold, and a hundꝛeth Jſraes 
litiſh virgins. Do Pagurus gathered an 
hoſt againſt Iſrael, and Antigonus des 
parted oute of Jeruſalem with muche 
people of Iſrael, that toke his part, and 
fopned them ſelues to Pagurus . Theſe 
came to Jeruſalem, beſicged it, fought 
many ſktrmiſhes,*t ganc many greate 
aſſaultes vnto it, til at lenght they vn 
dermincd the city. Then toke they Hirs 
canus, and flue Phaſelus. And to the in⸗ 
tent Hircanus ſhuld be cleane remoued 
from the pꝛieſthod: Antigonus that had 
depꝛiued him now of his kingdom, cut 
of beſides 5 one ot his cares . But Hes 
rodecſcaped + fled to Auguſt emperonr 
of Kome.Pagur? ther foꝛe hauing made 
Antigonus king of Jeruſalem:returned 
home into Perſia, caripnge Hircanus ag 
pꝛiſoner with him. But Auguſtus aps 
pointed Herod to be king oucr al Iuda, 
geuing to him a very ſtrong army of 5 
Romatines to obtein it withall. In the 
wap 
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way thither, Herode met with Alexan 
dra Hircanus doughter, and Marimi her 
doughter, Þ ſhe had by Alexander ſone 
of Ariſtobulus, and bzought the again 
into the land of Iſrael, where he tooke 
Marimi to wife, and was maried with 
her in the mount of Galile. Foz ther the 
chiefe of al Iſrael dwelte: with whoms 
be toke peace, Marcus Antonius com- 
panton in office. vnto Octauian Augus 
ſtus, aboute that time made a vopage 
thꝛough all the Eaſt countries, to ſub- 
due them vnto the Romaines, together 
with Egipt, Damaſco and Siria. Him 
Herode accompanied to the flud of Eu⸗ 
phrates, and helped him not a litle. Foz 
the Arabians lay in wait foʒ him in the 
wap, and ſlue all that would alde Mars 
cus Antonius, But Herode mette with 
them and flue them. TWherefoze An⸗ 
tonius was berpe gladde of Herodes 
valiauntneſſe:and bzought him again 
into Iſraell together with Caſſus his 
captain and lieuetenant of his warres: 
hauinge alſo his letters to all the cap⸗ 

taines of Siria, after this tenure. 
pt 
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Ve ſhall vnderſtand that our Lo2d and 
maiſter Octauian Auguſtus kinge of 
kings,bath appointed Herode tbe ſone 
of Antipater to be binge of all the land 
of Juda. Therefoze aſſone as theſe let- 
ters ſhall come vnto pou , pe ſhall with 
all ſpede aide him. No man ſhalbe er- 
cuſed:all that can beare weapon ſhall 
go with him to Jeruſalem,to vanquiſh 
Antigonus the kings aduerſary, Who 
ſo refuſeth to go with him, it ſhalbe le⸗ 
ful fo2 the warriours ro flea him fozth- 
with. J Marcus Antonius haue ſwozne 
by my ſwoꝛd, that J will not alter this 
that J haue (aide, When the captaines 
ofSiria had red this, thei reſozted whol- 
Ip to Herode, ſo that his hoſt was wõ⸗ 
derfully encreaſed. Antigonus hearing 
of this, ſent one Pompeius lieuetenant 
of his warres againſte the, who fought 
a ſoze battaile with them, that muche 
people were ſlaine on bothe ſides , Io⸗ 
ſeph kinge Herodesbzother was ſlaine 
in that battatle. Rotwithſtandinge, at 
lengthe Antigonus hoſte wente to the 


woꝛzſſe, and had the ouerthzow. Do He- 
rode 
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rode & Cailius pzoceded to Jeruſalem, 
and beſieged it, the third pere after Hes 
rod was made king of Iſrael. And whe 
they had battred downe a peece of the 
wal: Caſſius with the Romains entred 
the towne and made a greate laughs 
ter in Jeruſale. They entred alſo into 
the Sanctuary, and attempted to enter 
into the Sanctum ſanctorum: but Herod 
and his men lept betwene it and the: 
and ſtode with their dzawn ſwozdes in 
the tem ple doze, that they ſhoulde not. 
Herod was alſo diſpleaſed with Caſius 
fo; his crueltpe, and ſaide: t pe wil de⸗ 
ftrop all the inhabitantes of the citpe, 
vpon whom ſhal J reign in this king⸗ 
dome that Auguſtus hathe geuen me? 
M herfoꝛe ſtreight way Caſſius cauſed 
pꝛoclamation to be made thzonghe all 
his hoſte, that no man vppon paine of 
death ſhuld kil one Jſcaclite moe. This 
done, Herode appzehended Antigonus, 
and deliuered him bound to Caſſius. He 
rewarded alſo Caſſius ſouldiours both 
witb gold and ſiluer. The Caſſius of 
fred a pzeſent vnto the Loꝛd a crowne 
of 
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of Colde, foz be was ſooze afraped of 
gods diſpleaſure, dicauſe he had fought 
againff the holpe titpe. That done, he 
toke his ioznep, returned into Egipt, 
and Antigonus as pꝛiſoner with him. 
Thither ſent Herode vnto him a ropal 
reward to make away Antigonus t to 
murder him, fearinge leaſt he ſhoulde 
make clayme vnto the Uingedome a- 
gaine. Wherunto Caſſius conſented, 
flew Antigonus. Thus was the kyng- 
dome ſurcly eſtabliſhed to Herode. Th 
made he warres vpon all the nacilons 
that were about him, conſtrainpng thẽ 
to become tributaries, bi which means 
be grew to ſuch power: as neuer anp of 
his pzedeceſſours were to be compared 
vnto him. After al this, Pagurus king of 
Perſia, releaſed out of pziſon Huwcanus 
ſon of Alexander, t pꝛomoted him to be 
head of al the Jſraelites 5 were fled oz 
flitted into p land of Sennaar, t into the 
dominſon of the Perſians, he became 
their king. This Hircanus had a fernet 
deſire to ſee the holy citie ⁊ the houſe of 
the ſactuary. Alſo how Herode who he 
toke 
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toke foz his ſonne, t his kingdome did. 
Herode hearynge 5 Hircanus who had 
bene pꝛiſoner at Babilon, was now ſet 
at liberty 4 in great honour: he was a⸗ 
fraſed of him, miſtruſting left the z ſra⸗ 
elits would reſtoze vnto the ſelues the 
kingdome of their fathers. Wherefozec 
be caſt in his mind how to do him mil⸗ 
chiefe. He the wztteth his letters vnto 
Pagurus:the cotents wherof were ſuch. 
Thou ſhalt vnderſtand p Hircanus ts 
be that bzought me vp, + vſed me euer 
as his ſon. Now therfoze ſence I came 
to be king of Jeruſale:J haue called to 
my remeb2:ance the goodnes p be hath 
done to me, wherfoze my deſire ts to re 
warde him accoꝛdyng to his benefites, 
Therfoze,Jjrequire thee to ſend him to 
me:otherwile aſſure tht ſelfof wars be 
twene thee & theAſraclits w their cofe- 
derats. Pagurus hauing ted this letter, 
ſet foꝛ Hircanus,e aſked him if he wold 
go to Herod: 4 notwithſtãding Herods 
thꝛeats, he ceaſed not to geue to Hirca- 
nꝰ al good coũſel he could:aduiſing him 
to take heede of Herode , becauſe he is 
(ſaith he) a bloude ſheaver, a bzeaker of 
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his league. And he hath called thee foz 
no lone he beareth thee, but becauſe he 
feareth thee. As longe as thou liueſt, 
ſhal he neuer llepe ſound ſlepe, leſt the 
kingdome ſhold be deuoluted vnto the. 
It is better therefoze foz thee to tarpe 
here in ſome honour,thoughe it be not 
of ſuche aucthozitte : then to go thither 
to dye with great diſpite, and end thine 
olde age with a bloudp death. Furders 
moze thou ſhalt knowe, ſuch is the dif- 
poſition of mannes heart. It there be 
two men, the one in honour, the other 
in contempt:after time ſhall come that 
the diſpiſed ſhalbe had in honoure, and 
the honoured to be neglected : neuer 
will he that is now honoured and be- 
foe was in contempt, be content to ſee 
him that was befoze honoured , no 
ſpeake frendelpe to him. Foz he wpll 
thinke: Hitherto acco:ving his accuſto 
med maner he hathe diſpiſed me: Holy 
much moꝛe whe his domintoͤ ts taken 

rd him, t his ſeruaunt raigneth in his 
roume? Moꝛeouer, Herode knoweth 


right well , that mens heartes are in- 
clined 
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fnclined to him that is the true kinge. 
And it might ſo be, if thou were mete 
foʒ the pꝛieſthode, that he woulde pꝛo⸗ 
mote thee vnto it, and be gouernoure 
of the kingdome him ſelfe. But ſeinge 
thou arte diſmembzed , haſt one of thy 
eares cut of, and therebp arte vumete 
fo; the Pzteſthode.: thou ſhalt remaine 
in Hieruſalem dep2tued both of kings 
dome and p:teſthode, which is vncome⸗ 
ly foz thee.Such counſaile gaue Pagu⸗ 
rus kyng of the Perſians vnto Hirca- 
nus:pea,and all the Jewes that were 
in Babilõ beſonght hym that he wold 
not go vnto Herode. Notwithſtanding 
be would not be perſwaded, and whypz 
Foz it was the Lo2des wyll and hys 
dede, that the infury done vnto the Sa⸗ 
ges, whom his father and graundfa⸗ 
ther flew, and the inlurp committed to 
Hony auriga: myght returne vpon his 
head, and be renenged:ſo that no rem⸗ 
nant of the houſe of Chaſmonany , no 
name, no reſidue, no kinſman oz pos 
ſteritie ſhoulde be left aliue. Hircanus 


therfoze toke his tournep toward Þtes 
J. i. ruſalem 
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ruſalem, and Herode came fozthe ta 
mete him, embzaſed him, & killed him: 
after bzought him into his houſe, and 

feaſted him daylp,called him bis father 
befoze all men, albeit in his hcarte he 
conſpired to mucrther him. And that 
knewe Alexandra his doughter and 

mother in lawe to Herode : who ope- 
ned it vnto Hircanus, but he wold not 

credite her at the firſt , til on a time he 
percetued the matter clcare to be ſo, th 
deuiſcd he how to flee to Maloc kynge 
of Arabia. Me ſent therfozc a mellenger 
to Maloc,to ſend him hozs and a chas 
ret to flee withall : but the meſlenger 
dealt vnfaithfully 4 lewdly with him, 

foz he bzoughte Hircanus letters pʒiue⸗ 
ly vnto Herode , who rewarded hym 
well foz his laboure, and bad him goe 
to Maloc, and to let hym knowe what 
aunſwere Maloc gane. The meſſenger 
vpon this went and Beliuercd the let⸗ 
ters to Maloc 7 who fulfilled Hircanus 
requeſt, ſent him hozſcs and a charet, 
wziting in this ſozte . J haue ſent the 
hozſes & hozſemen:come therfoze vnto 
me. 
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me, and whatſocuer thy hart deſlreth, 
3 wil vo it foz thy ſake. So the meſlen⸗ 
ger bꝛought the aunſwer ſecretly vnto 
Herode: wherupon he ſent ſtreight to 
the place in whiche he vnderſtode Ma. 
loces men to lurke, waiting fo2 Huca- 
nus: and cauſed to appꝛehende them a⸗ 
liue. Herode tõmaunded to cal together 
the elders,befoze whome he b!lted alſo 
Hircanus to be bzought,and cf him the 
king demaunded. Tell me ff thonwzits 
teſt anp letters to Maloc king of Ara- 
biazhe aunſwered: 3 w2ote none, The 
was Reſtius the meiſenger b:onght tn 
as his accuſer , and the me cf war alſo 
of Arabia ; were appzchended, which 
declared the hole matter befoze the coũ⸗ 
ſel, ſo that Hircanus was quite daſched. 
Then the king comaunded him to bee 
put to death, and ſo was the kingdome 
eſtabliſſhed vnto Herode. The tyme 
that Hircanus reigned, was fourtp pea⸗ 
res and ſire monethes. After the death 
of his mother he teigned thze peares, 
and Ariſtobulus his bꝛother remouey 
bym, makpnge hym pꝛieſt 2gapng 
F. l. thze 


Herodes 


ingrati⸗ 


tude. 
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thze yeares after he returned to his 
kingdome,and raigned fourty peares. 


Then Antigonus ſonne of Ariſtobulus 


depoſed hym, cuttynge of his rare, 
baniſhing him out of the holy citie. 
So after when Herode his ſeruaunte 
came to the kingedome: he returned to 
Jeruſalem, and Herode ſhed his bloud 
without cauſe. Pet he notwithſtadyng 
had deliuered Herode fro the hands of 
the elders, who would haue put him to 
dcath,fo2 the death of Hizkias. From 
that time Hircanus wꝛought none cutl 
in the ſight of the Lozde ,no2 offended 
him in any great matter:ſaue onelp in 
this, that he bare to much with Herod 
in ſheadyng the innocent bloud, wher- 
foze his owne life wente fo2 the other. 
Wherfoze happy is he that neuer fozget 
teth any part of his dutye. Marimt the 


daughter of Alexander the Sonne of 


Ariſtobulus, the wyfe of Herode , had 
a b:other whoſe name was Ariſtoy 
bulus: hym Herode woulde in no wiſe 
pꝛomote to the hye pꝛieſthode becau⸗ 
ſe be feared the: childzen of Chaſmo⸗ 

nany 
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nany , althoughe bis wyfe ſued harde, 
and laye ſoze vppon him foz the ſame 
matter. But the kyng made bye pꝛieſt 
one that was nothing of the kinred of 
Chaſmonany, whoſe name was Haniel 
Notwithſtandynge when he had once 
made awaye Hircanus his wines pꝛo⸗ 
genitour,father of Alexandra his mo- 
ther in lawe : then be depoſed Haniel 
the hie pꝛieſt, and pꝛomoted his wines 
bother Ariſtobulus to the dignitie, al⸗ 
though he were but a child: pet he was 
wiſe;and of good vnderſtandyng, and 
beautifall withall, ſo that in al Iſraell 
was not a goodlier noꝛ hanſomer pong 
man thẽ he was. And this Haniel was 
the firſt that euer was depeſed fro that 
office of the hie pꝛieſthode, by any king 
of Iſrael afoze Herode: who did this to 
quiet his wyfe, and to fulfil his mother 
in lawes minde . Pot withſtäding this 
Alexandra his wyfes mother, was not 
cotentno2 ſatiſfied,fo2 the death of her 
father was ſuche a griefe: but alwates 
ſpake ſnappiſhly to the kynge , that he 
ſent her to warde. Then ſhe wit to 
F iii. Cleopa- 


The eſtate of 
Cleop atra Quene of Egypt, wyfe vnts 
NO Antonius, a noble manne of 
Rome, declatyng vnto her all the mils: 
chicfe that Berode had dooen to the pos 
fferitie o[ Chalmonani, and deſiting her 
of aide. To wham Cleopatra made this 
anſwer. Af thou cãſt finde ths meanes 
to came to me lecretiy: y ſhalt perceiue 
what J will dode foz thee, Whe Alex⸗ 
andra had red the letter, ſhe ſent to Ari 
ſtobulus her ſonne the hie pꝛieſt, ſhe- 
wing him that ſhe woid fice to the ſea 
Iapho, and from thence wold take ſhips 
ping tnto Egipt , perſwading him alſo- 
toflec with her. Wie wil({aith ſye)maks 
two great coffers, one fo2 my ſelf a the 
other fo: thee:# we wii with rewardes 
pꝛocure out ſeruauntes to carp vs oute 
p:tuily,jvherbp we map flee to ſaue aur 
liues. Chis their deniſe was perteiued 
of one of Herodes ſeruaütes who fozth⸗ 
with made þ king pꝛiuie vnto it. The 
king cõmaunded his ſernaunt that bee 
wꝛaied them, that when thep did conep 
the cockers they ſhoulde bꝛing them to 
bim, whiche the ſeruauntes did. 50 
when 
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when the coffers were bꝛoughte to the 
kinges pꝛeſente, he cauſed them to bee 
opened, and tooke out Alexandra & her 
ſonne Ariſtobulus, to whom the kynge 
ſpake ſharpely and rebuked them ſoze. 
But Alexandra aunſwered him again 
as ſhozt , in ſomuch v the king moued 
with anger, flang away from her into 
bis chamber, ſaipng: It is better to ſit 
in a cozner of the houſe, then with a 
bzawling 2 ſkolding womã in an open 
place. The king dilſembled the matter 
t ſhewed no great diſpleaſure. A peare 
after as Ariſtobulꝰ the hie pꝛicſt appa⸗ 
railed in his penticall veſtures, ſtode in 
the the teple nie vnto the alter to offer 
ſacrifices:p Jſraclites beheld his beau⸗ 
tie, his wiſdome, t behautour in the mi⸗ 
niſtery, wherat euerp ma reiopſed, pꝛai 
ſing God that had not taken al away, 
but left one to reuenge p inluries done 
to the houſe of Chaſmonami. The kyng 
hearpng this, was ſoze afrayed , and 


not alitie diſpleaſed: thinking ta him 
ſelfe the Jſraelites woulde reſtoꝛe the 
kyngdome of their fathers vnto hym.

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pe pe rceinev euerp mãs hart to be incli 
ned towards him. TMherfoze he deltbe⸗ 
rated a while, t in the feaſte of p taber⸗ 
natles, he wẽt to Iericho withal his ſer⸗ 
uũts, wheras he made a great fuaſt to al 
hisnobles and ſeruaunts, placing them 
euerp man after his degree befoze him. 
Ariſtobulus the hie pꝛieſt, he ſet vp his 
righthand. And as they eate, dꝛonke, & 
made merp:the kinges ſeruants were 
diſpoſed to go and ſwim in lordane. 
Ts theſe the king had geuen ſecret'to- 
maundemente,that they ſhoulde deſire 
Ariſtobulus to go and bathe with them 
in Iordane, and then to dzown hint. So 
when they were goinge , they came to 
Ariſtobulus & deſited him to go bathe 
with them, which he would not bnleſſe 
the kinge gaue him leaue: wherfoze he 
aſked the king leaue, but he denied him 
at the firſt, pet at length the pong man 
intreated him ſo inſtatly, that the king 
bad him do what he would. He wente 
therfoze with the other pong menne to 
ſwim. The king toke his hoꝛſſe ftrait- 
_ and retarned to Icricho withall 

bis 
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his traine, leauinge the yonge men be⸗ 
hinde, which continued ſwimming till 
Sunne ſetting : and as it began to be 
darke they d;zowned the pꝛieſte Ariſto⸗ 
bulus emongſt them. Wherof when ti⸗ 
dinges came to the kinge, and it was 
knowen that he was deade: the people 
wept and made great lamẽtacion:con⸗ 
ſidering his vertue, nobility,and beau⸗ 
ty, cuery man was ful of ſoʒe bo that he 
ſhould haue ſo ſhoꝛt a life: and they be⸗ 
wailed ſo much that it was harde a far 
ok. But Marimi chiefly and Alexandra 
the ponge mannes mother could in no 
wiſe be comfo2ted . Pea,the kinge alſo 
wept and made great moane, foz it re⸗ 
pented him that he had done (2 wicked 
an acte.Pet all the people knewe well 
inough, that the thinge was p2ocured 
by the king: In fo much that Alexans 
dra his mother in law letted not to tell 
it him to his fate, that he was d mur- 
therer of her huſband, and her father, x 
now {aft ofal of her ſonne : to who the 
king anſwered nether good no2 bad. 

From that dape fozwardes there was 
perpe⸗ 
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vervetual hatred betwene Alexandra 
Marin, and Kiparim the mother of 
Hcrode, g Salumith his ſiftcr that tame 
of bale ⁊ ſeruile blud. Fo Marimi taſt 
in their tecthe to theit faces, that they 
wer not of the ſede of Iſrael:but bnho- 
Ip t of balc birth. Notwithſtading Hes 
rode loued Marimi as his life, wherfoze 
be would neuer diſpleaſe her as log as 
the lincd,no2 ſap ſo much to her as wht 
ſaieſt thou ſo Theſe thinges done, 
Marcus Antonius a noble ma of Rome, 
nert vnto Octauian Auguitus kinge of 
kinges,being ſent by Auguſtus to war 
vpon the kinges of the weft countries: 
ralgned in Egipt, t by the pꝛouotation 
of his wife rebeiled againſt Octauian 
Auguſtus, made war with him both by 

ſea 4 land. And fozaſmuch as C gipt is 

nie adiopninge to the lande of xſraell, 

Herode torned with him and helped 

him. Foz Marcus Antonius had aided 

him befoze in ſuch ſozte, that no kinge 
durft meddle with him fo; fear of Mary 
cus Antonius. MNherupon whan Mar- 
cus conſpired againſte bys paynce and 
ma- 
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maſter: Herode aided him with an ar⸗ 
my, with hoz\mcn,and with ſhippes al⸗ 
ſo againſt Octauian. In which warres 
Octauian gate the victozpe, flug Antos 
ny and all his pcople comming by ſhip 
to the Idle of Rhodes, t a into the land 
of Egipt. Herode hearinge that Mars 
cus Antonius was flatne,and that Oc- 
tauian Auguſtus was come into E- 
gipte: he fainted fog feare of the diſs 
pleaſure of Octauian . Pet at lengths 
he tooke hearte bnto him, pꝛepared a 
ropall pꝛeſente to be cat ied afoze him, 
and folowed after him ſelfe to Octaui⸗ 
an Auguſtus. And ſetting fozwardes, 
he called Joſeph the huſbandofSalums 
nith his ſiſter, whome he made chtiefe 
of his houſhold : commaundinge him 
that if Octauian Auguſtus put him to 
death:he ſhuld poſſon Marimi his wife, 
ſaping:it ſhuld not be ſemely foꝛ kinges 
that any meane t baſe man thuld mary 
with a kinges widow, and ſleepe wpth 
her vppon a kinges bedde. So then he 
toke his fournep toward Octauian Aus 
guſtus, who then was at the Rhodes, 
where 


= 
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where he vnderſtode Octauian to be 
diſpleaſed with him, foꝛ that he had ai⸗ 
ded Marcus Antonius, Therfoze aſſone 
as Herode came to Octauian Auguſtus 
pꝛeſente, hauinge his croune vpon his 
headthe toke it of, « fel down pꝛoſtrate 
bppon the ground at Octauians feete, 
faying:Boft noble emperour, J confeſſe 
my treſpaſſe againſt pour maieſtp, that 
J loued M. Antonius mp copanion in 
league, who was mp neighbo2 e aided 
me. And it is true, p port maieſty ſece 
the time you made me king, haue herd 
of mine affaires Þ haue happened vnto 
me, but neuer ſuccourcd me. This. M 
Antonius did not ſo.J cõfeſſe therfoze 5̊ 
in his warres againſt pour maieſtp, 3 
aided him with an army, with hoz\me 
eſhips: Neyther went J out with him 
fp2 ant warres bp6 mine own bo2ders, 
but when ſo euer J wente-with him, 
holp him to the vttermoſt of mf power 
When he was falling, J bolſterd him 
vp:t wha he ſtSbledJ raiſed him again. 
Emongſ al theſe thinges J cfelle al- 
ſo, that J wolde not be counted of your 
| maieſty 


matſeſiye a bꝛt᷑aker of leage: but nowe 
M. Antonius is deade. Wherfoze whi- 
ther v it ſhal pleaſe your matſeſty to res 
ſtoꝛe me to my fozmereſtate oz no, foꝛ⸗ 
aſmuch as J haue kept touch with M. 
Antonius againſt pour mateſty amõgſt 
other: it pou put me to death, you ſhall 
do me no wzong, but iuſtice, becauſe J 
haue deſerued death. When Octauian 
Auguſt herd him ſpeake ſo, he ſaid vn⸗ 
to him: Ariſe thou kinge of Jſraell in 
peace, be of good comtoꝛt and fear not, 
fo; thou art wozthy to be nie, pea, next 
to my perſon. J knowe that Marcus 
Antonius was ſet on by his wife, and 
would not folow thy counſel, foz it he 
had, J dare ſape he woulde neuer haue 
conſpired againſt me. So he commaũ⸗ 
ded the croune to be ſet againe vppon 
Herodes head, and made a leage with 
him. Then they went both together to 
ward E gipt to be reuenged vpd Cleo⸗ 
patra. But that wicked woman whan 
ſhe ſaw her city to be ouercome:put on 
her moſte pꝛetious apparatle,and ſit⸗ 
ting vpon the thꝛone of her kingdom: 

com⸗ 


commaſided a vipo; to be bꝛought bn» 
to her, which allone as ſhe had ſaffred 
to ſting her b;elt, ſhe died. As Octauian 
Auguſt came to her palaite 4 ſawe her 
fit there,he retoyced that he mighte be 
reuenged of her: and commaunded to 
thzuſte her from her thꝛone, but when 
they that tame to her founde her dead, 
Octauian was penſife and verpe ſoze 
greued +. In this while Joſeph Salus 
mithes huſbande diſcloſed vnto Mari- 
mi, that the kinge had commaunded: if 
it ſo koztuned him to be put to deathe 
by Auguſtus, that he ſhoulde poyſon 
her: Mherupon Marimi conceiued yet 
a greater hatred towarde the kinge, in 
ſo muche that when the kinge was re⸗ 
tourned in ſafetyc, ſounde, and with 
honoure alſo from Octauian, and that 
all his menne and whole houſhonlde 
reiopſed greatelpe: Marimi ſhewed no 
countenaunce of gladneſſe , no not 
when the kinge him ſelfe told her how 
greatlpe he was magnified and hono⸗ 
red of Octauian: but alwaies ſhe was 
fadde. Salumith the kinges Siſter per⸗ 

teiuing 
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teiuing that Marimi fo vered the king, 
ſhe toulde him howe Ioſeph her huſ⸗ 
bande had line with Marimi whiles 
he was with Auguſtus, Herode( ſaye 
what ſhe could) gaue no credite to her 
wozdes, knowing that ſhe enuted Ma- 
rimi:vntill at length he aſked the cauſe 
of Marimi whype ſhe reiopſid not as o⸗ 
ther did when he returned in ſafetye 
from Auguſtus:but was euer ſad, whi- 
che ſhewed her to haue ſome rancoure 
and malice in her heart towardes him. 
She anſwered. Thou haſte ſaide heres 
tcfoze that thou louedſt me abeue all 
thine other wiues and concubines:pet 
thou didſt will loſeph thy (iflers buſ- 
bande to poyſon me, Mhan Herode 
hearde this, he was crceadinglye aba⸗ 
ſhed that Ioſeph had diſcloſed his ſe⸗ 
trete: began to miſtruſt with him (elf 
that which Salumith had told him, Þ he 
had llept with his wife in dede, and vp⸗ 
on that had detected that ſecret. Ther- 
koze be departed out of his palaice in a 
greate anger and rage, wheröp Salus 
mith perceiued that he deteſted Marimi 
and 
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and therefoze ſhe accuſed her fur⸗ 
ther, hyzing falſe accuſars and fo2gers 
of lies, to witnes that Marimi woulde 
haue poyſoned the kinge , whereof the 
had diuers argumẽtes alſo by her ccft- 
tenaunce. She added mozeouer, if thou 
(ſaith ſhe to the king) let her ſcape thug 
the wil ſpedely deſtroy thee, and bereue 
thee of thy kingdom. The lawe geueth 
a man this counſell. If any man gooe 
aboute to murther thee, pꝛeuent hym e 
flea him firſt. With this and ſuche like 
woꝛdes, ſhe ſo moued the king, that he 
commaunded to bzing Marimi fozthe, 
and to be beheaded in the hie ſtreate of 
the citie. And as ſhe was bꝛought fozth 
vnto the market place ot the citie, all 

the women of the citie folswed her. 

Alexandra her mother alſo curſed and 

rapled at her, ſaiyng: come oute, thou 

that haſte abhozred thy huſbande, and 
conſpired againſt thy lozde. Alexandra 

wepte alſo as thoughe it hadde been 
fo2 the wickednes that her doughter 

bad comitted:thinking ſuerlp to pleaſe 

the king by that meanes,and to bleare 
bis 
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f his eles if peraduenture he might ſuf- 
; fcr her to line til he might haue opoz⸗ 
tunitie to poiſon him. Marimi thus go⸗ 
tag to execution helde her peace, and 
looked nether ta the right hand noz fo 
the left: noꝛ pet feared death any thing 
knowing that ſhe was innocẽt in dede 
and thought, and thertoꝛe God would 
ri der her a good rei warde in the wozld 
to come. Tu hert oe ſhe bares her necke 
without feare, and thet cut of her head, 
| ſheding the innotent bloud. Nut God 
N made no delap in puniſhing the ſame! 
foꝛ there feli a ſoꝛe plague and peſtilẽce 
in the houſe of Herode,ſo that his chiet᷑ 
ſeruauntes, his noble women and con- 
cubines died ſoze therof. ea thꝛough⸗ 

out all Tudea reigned the peſtilence ve⸗ 
hementlp: whiche affliction all Jſraell 
knew well ynough chaunced vnto the 

fo; the bloude of Marimi . They tried 
therefoze vnto the lozde,ſaſpng : Wilt 
thou foꝛ the offente of one man veale 

ſo cruelly with the hole congregacton- 
The lo2de toke pitie therfo:e'vpc 1 the 


lande, and withdze we the plague from 
G. l. the 
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the people. The king repeted him alſo 

that he had ſhed bloud without cauſe: 

and loue ſo grew in his harte, that he 

was ſicke and at deathes doze . Then 

Alexandra Marimies mother ſougbte 

meanes how to popſon hym . Whiche 

being vttered vnto the kynge: he com- 

maunded to appꝛebende ber, and to kil 

her. In this maner dealt Herode with 

all the poſter itie of the Machabees, lea 

uing none aline that were called by 5 

name. He put to death alſo Ioſeph the 

buſband of Salumith . The king hadde 

two ſonnes Alexander and Ariſtobu- 

lus, by Marimi his wyfe. Thep were 

both at Rome when their mother ſul⸗ 

fered,fs2 their father the king had ſent 

them thither to learne the Romain tö⸗ 

gue. A hen thei heard tidinges of their 

mothers death, they wepte and mour⸗ 

ned foꝛ her: hating their father foz bis 

rtueltie. Sone after, p king their father 

recouered of his ſickenes, was eſtabli⸗ 

ſhed in his kingdome, butlded fronge 

cities, and roſe to great pꝛoſperitie. In 

the. ii. peare of his reigne, there fell a 

great 
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great dearth in the lande, wherfoze the 
kinge tooke out of his treaſure muche 
gold and ſiluer, and pzecious ſtaones, 
wherwith he ſent into E gipt and pꝛo⸗ 
cured plentie of cozne:and refreſſhyng 
with bzead all that lackt and was 4n 
diſtres of hũger: pea, he ſpared not his 
owne pꝛopze goodes. And not onely to 
p Iſraelites ſhewed he this liberalitp: 
but alſo to all that came vnto him out 
of other ſtraunge nalions, hearing of 
his renoume. Pozeoner in all his wares 
res he had good foztune . Beſides thys 
he thought it good to renew the houſe 
of the ſanctuary: wherupon he deltbes 
rated with the Jſraelites,to haue their 
aduiſe fo2 the building of it after the 
ſame quantitie and meaſure that Salo⸗ 
lomon king of Iſrael builded it. Foz 5 
Jebes returning from captiuite in the 
time of Coreſch, began to build it after 
the meaſure 5 Coreſch pꝛeſcribed the, > 
not as it was afo;e, The people of Iſ⸗ 
rael hearing that the king was purpo⸗ 
ſed to pul down the teple to the groũd, 
and buylde it a freche: they made ben. 
G. ii. non 
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none aunſ were, fearing leſt whan he 
had pulled it downe, he would not bee 
ſo haſty to bailde it bp againe. But the 
the king perceauing what they feared 
in their mindes, ſaide : he woulde not 
flack the matter, no2 reſte till he hade 
bought it to paſſe. He (ain moꝛcouer, 
that he would take out of his treaſure 
plentie of gold and ſpluer, and gene it 
to grauing:alſo pꝛecious ſtones, ſtones 
of Thaſies, t marble, To the carpen⸗ 
ters alſo and maſons, he would delſuer 
timber, & ſtones, gold 1 ſiluer, bꝛaſſe F 
fron, to make all thinges necefſary to 
the woozke . Uherefoze if he pulled 
downe the honſe,he was able to builde 
it ſtreight wates again. So he pulled 
downe the houſe and repatred it again 
and finiſhed it, in length a hundꝛed cu⸗ 
bites, in b:edth lykewtſe a hundzeth 
cubites , and in hefght a hundzeth cu- 
bites , all of white marble : ſo that the 
whole height of the tone woꝛk was in 
all a hundzeth and. rr. cubſtes. Foz the 
koundacion was.rr.cubites within the 
grounde,and a hundzeth aboue. The 
bzeadth 
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bzcadth of euery ſtone was.rii.cubites, 
and the thicknes thereof. viii. cubites, 
euerp ſtone was cf like bigneſſe. The 
gates of the houſe he coucred with tine 
gold and pzecious ſloones finely ſette 
therin: the thzeſholdes were of liluer e 
b tops alſo. He made alſo a vine ot gold 
a marueilous cunning pece of wozcke, 
the armes thercf o2 bigger bzaunches 
were glittering gold, the leſſer bzaun⸗ 
ches,flips,o2 lateſt ſhutes of gold, ſums 
what red: t al aboue was pelo w gold, 
wherupon hong cluſters of criſtal. The 
vine was ſo great y it weied a thouſad 
pound weight of pure gold. In all the 
wozld was not the like to be (cen, He 
made alſo a pozche, 4 befo:ze the pozche 
li, walles of ſiluer matueilous cũning⸗ 
ly wꝛought. Behind þ houſe toward p 
weft he made a court ot. c.l.cubites lõg, 
and a. C. in bꝛedth: whiche was paued 
with pure marble, Toward the ſouth & 
noꝛth, the length of the court was alſo 
Cl.cubvites,t a.C.in b:cadth. He erec- 
ted in it alſo.C,l.pillers of white mars 
ble in foare oꝛders. The length ofone 

G. iii. oꝛder 
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oder was fo:tye cubites , and euerpe 
piller was. xl. cubites hie, and thzee 
cubites thicke. The pillers were all 
of like meaſure, as the court of p noꝛth 
ſive and af the South was alſo cf like 
meaſure, with al the pilloures thereot. 
Toward the calf the court conteined. 
D. cerx.cubites, euen to the bꝛoke Ce⸗ 
dꝛon. No man euer le the like building 
in ail the world. In the extreme partes 
of the courts he made alſo walkes and 
and galeries of ſuch height:that they 5 
walled therin might caſity ſe the was 
ters running in the bzoke Cedron , by 
the ſpace of a cubit. Hetwene the pozch 
and the houſe alſo(as though it were a 
vaile oz perticion) the king made a wal 
of ſiluer, of halfe a handful thicke . In 
the which was a doze of beaten golde, 
and vpon the gate a ſwoꝛd of golde of 
rit.pound weight. There were certain 
poles grauen in the ſwoꝛde, as this. 
VVhat ſtraunger ſo cuer approcheth 
nie her,let him 4 for it. So the things 
that Herode made in the temple were 
wonderful:nether was there euer hard 
gi 
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of in all the wozlde any king that was 
able to make ſuche a building. When 
the wozke was fintſhed,the king ſente 
to Sarons his paſtures foz his Cattell: 
from whence were bzoughte him thze 
hundzeth ponge Bullockes, and verpe 
many ſhepe, accozdinge to his Pꝛince⸗ 
Ive eſtate. So then they dedicated and 
and halowed the houſe with great top 
and gladneſſe, There was one certain 
dap in the yeare, when as the kinge 
was ener accuſtomed to make a greate 
keaſt to all his court, to al his nobles, F 
ſages in Jlraet. Againſt that ſelf {ame 
daye the kinge was mineded to finiſhe 
bis wozkes , whiche made bothe him 
moe glad and al his people. The ſame 
alſo tcommaunded he to be done in all 
the pꝛouinces of bis kingdom, ſending 
bis letters by his poaſtes to the noble 
men,captaincs,+ pzeſidetes of the pꝛo⸗ 


uinces,that they ſhuld obſerne 5; dat af- 


ter the ſame maner euerp yeare . The 
people alſo yp were flitted into their ene 
mies coũtries:their head rulers + cap- 


tains came out of eueri coũtri far #ners 
to 
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to ſee the houſe and the kinge: fo2 they 
could neuer belcue it til they had ſeene 
it:and when they had ſer ne it, it excca⸗ 
ded karre that they hadde bearde of it. 
Theſe thinges done, the kinges two 
Sonnes Alex ander and Ariſtobulus 
whiche he had by Manmi, came home 
from Rome to Jeruſalem in a greate 
heate and fuiy, with a lronge compas 
ny,2yea their hartes were ver pe hantye 
alſo:fo Alexander the elder had mari⸗ 
ed the kinge of Capadocies doughter, 
and Ariſtobulus the doughter of Salu⸗ 
mith the king his fathers ſiſter. Theſe 
comminge to Jeruſalem, wente not to 
the court to do their duety to the ktnge 
their father, neither wold ſc him, wher⸗ 
by the king gathered they went about 
ſome:miſchicf againſt him. PMozeouer, 
all his men gaue him warning to take 
hede of them, and to kepe his power o: | 
gard about him. Me had had a wife-of 
baſe ſtocke out of the country, befoze he 
came to the kingdome , by whome he 
had a ſone named Antipater. And whe 
be had put Marimi his beloued wife to U 

death, 
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death, he called home his wife which he 
had diſdained befoze, to his courte. 
Uherfo:e now ſeinge the two ſonnes 
of Marimi hated himhe appointed Ans 
tipater his ſõne to be his heir apparat, 
and to raiſe his eſtimacion, gaue him al 
his treaſure, made him Lo2d and ruler 
of all that he had, affirminge that he 
ſhuld reign after him. This Antipater 
had a ſubtile witte and a craftp, fo he 
ſaid dailye to his father. It it like pour 
mateſty wherto ſhould you geue me al 
theſe thinges, when as theſe two lions 
ſhalbe euer in my top, and ready to de⸗ 
rcp me. By ſuch ſurmiſed meanes he 
raiſed diſco2d and hatredbetwene them 
and their father. Albeit the kinge was 
!othe to hurt his two ſonnes. Not long 
after he toke his fourney to Rome to 
Octauian t his ſone Alexander waited 
vpõ htm, hoping ᷣ Octauian wold be a 
mcanes fo; him to turn his fathers ha⸗ 
tred fro him, put al malice oute of his 
minde. When the king was come thi⸗ 
ther, Octauian reiopſed much of his cd⸗ 
uring, ſaping: haue thought log to ſe 
the.

thee. To whom haſt thou left the land 
of Iuda: Herode anſwered, fo; the obe⸗ 
diente that J owe vnto my Lode the 

Cmperour,J am ceme to declare him 

my chaunces with this my ſonne his 

feruaunte . So he tolde him the whole 
matter from the beginning to the end, 

Then Octauian Auguſtus blamed the 

ponge manne becauſe he hated his fa- 

ther. The pong man anſwered. Howe 
tan J otherwiſe do? How can J fozget 
the mocſte chaſte wombe that bare 
me, whiche was of the holpe Clockez 
Ik J fo:get my mother that was flaine 
giltleſle and witboute crime: then 
let me fozgre mp righthand. Theſe and 
ſuche like ſpake the ponge manne not 
withoute teares in the pꝛeſence of Oc⸗ 
tauian, ſo that his bowels was muche 
moued: and the noble menne alſo that 
were aboute Octauian coulde not abs 
ffaine from wepinge, but lamented 
greatlpe. Octauian firſte repzcucd Hes 
rodef02 bis greatc tranſgrefſſion and | 
trueltie:then labozed to pacify the yog 
manne wyth comfoztable woozdes, 
and 
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and biddinge him honoure his father, 
s ſubmtt him (elfe vnto him. Mhen he 
had done as he was willed(foz he wold 
not uriue againſt the Emperoures cõ⸗ 
maundement ). Octauian toke the pong 
man by the hande, and put it into He- 
rodes boſome. Then his father kiſſed 
him and embzaſed him, ſo that they 
wepte eche of them . After that they 
toke their leaue and departed fromOcs 
tauian, who comfozted them, and gaue 
them a gifte, committinge it into Ho⸗ 
rodes hands. Herode pet perteiued that 
the hatred of the childzen of Marimi 


woulde not be apeaſed. Whereupon 


when he came home to Jeruſalem , he 
called together al thelvers of Jſraell £ 
ſatd vnto thẽ: had determined once to 
plate one of my ſones captain oner the 
people of the L02d,bat J might not do 
it without the conſent of Octauian Au- 
guſtus. Now therfoze J haue appointed 
my. ſii.ſones, t haue deuided mp king⸗ 
dd equally emongſt them. Helpe pe the 
againſt their enenmies, but in no wiſe 
ſha! ye help one ofthe againſt —_—

And if pe perceiue any bzeach of frend- 
ſhip betwene them, do that lieth in pon 
to take it a wape. Wherennto he made 
them ſweare pzeſentlye tn Jeruſalem: . 

and the bonde made, eche man depar⸗ 

ted home to his houſe . But fo2 all this 

the hatred betwene Antipater and his 

two b:eth2cn was nothinge dimint- 

fed : fo2 he fcared them becauſe they 

Were of the houſe of Chaſmonani, and 

alied with kinges of greate power: hc 
ſubo:ned therfo:e falſe accuſers to ſay 

unto the king,that theyong men,ſones 

of Marimi, were determined to deſtroy 
him. Like wile he ſet variance betwene 
Salumith and thẽ: foz ſhe was in grea⸗ 

ter ellimacion then he: in ſo muche that 

the kinge did nothinge withoute her 


counſell. The ſame wꝛoughte he alſo 
bet wene Pheroras the kinges bother 
and them. But to Salumith he ſaied: 
doeſt thou not conſider how the ſonnes 
of Marimi knowe p their mother was 
pot to death by thy counſel. Therkoꝛe if | 
jep maye bꝛinge to paile to make the 
king awap:thep wil hew thee to peces. 
But | 


- 
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But when the pong men herd of this: 
they came befoze the king e [ware thet 
neuer entended to hurt their father, and 
with weping they perſwaded the king 
that he beleued them, and they gote his 
fauour again. Wherat Antipater Was 
not a litle viſpleaſed: wherfoze he Hired 
fall witnelles to ſay they ſaw-Alexan-s 
der the kinges ſonne vppon a certaine 
night with his ſwoꝛd d2awn befoze the 
kinges palatce, mindinge to murther 
Antipater. He ſabozned alſo certatne of 
the kinges ſeruauntes to witneſſe a⸗ 
galnſte Alexander, that he ſhould gene 
them great rewardes to allure them to 
his pleaſure, and to abuſe them in fil⸗ 
thy buggery, which they refaſed. Moze 
ouer,that he deſired them to poiſon the 
king, which they wols not alfs agre to 
do. Mherupon the kinge was ſoze diſ⸗ 
pleaſed to warde him ommaundinge 
not only him, but al that toke his parte 
02 defended his integritpe:to be appꝛe⸗ 
hended and put in pꝛiſon, that erecuti⸗ 
on mighte be done vppon them. Then 
Alexander wt vnto Archclaus his fas 
ther 
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ther in lawe,deſiring bim to come to 
Vieraſale to his father Herode , This 
Archelaus was a very wple man and 
a notable counſeler-. When he was 
come to Hieruſalem, Herode was very 
glad of his comming: and demaunded 
what matters bzought hym thether at 
that pzeſent . Ve aunſwered: J haue 
hearde that Alexander thy ſonne, and 
mp ſonne in lawe , hath attempted to 
rebel againſt thee: it is not poſſible but 
my doughter his wife ſhoulde be acceſ- 
ſarpe of this thinge , and pet ſhe hathe 
not ſhelved it vnto the: wherfoze A vt- 
terly deteſt her, as oney hath conſpired 
againft thee. Vet neuertheles J know 
wel that foz the loue thou beareſt vnto 
me, thou wouldeſt ſpars her: fo2 this 
cauſe am J come vnto-theey whethou 
haſt put thy ſonne to death, 3 alſo may 
ſlea my doughter. Fo2 it is better that 
we ſhould make them awap, then they 
vs. Herode hearing this was veri glad 
and gane credit to his frendſhip. MN hẽ 
Archelaus perteiued that Herode had 
« good opinion ot him: be altred Hi# 
com 
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edmmunication, ſapinge to the kinge: 
Firſte let vs diligentiye examine and 
wel try the cauſe, fozaſmuche as thert 
are manpe falſe witneſſes and lpinge 
perſons in the woꝛlde: x let vs not ſhed 
innocent bloud vpon an vncertaintpe. 
Foz Archelaus knew that Herode had 
geuen to light credite, x howe he was 
ready to heare an cuil tale, which was 
the cauſe of all the miſchiefe that befell 
to the people of his houſe . Mell, He- 
rode thoughte his counſel good. One 
ol them that accuſed the kinges chil⸗ 
dꝛen was Pheroras the kinges bꝛother: 
and to ſay the truthe he was the chlele 
ef all . Herode loued Archelaus the 
kinge of Cappadocia as him felf: wht? 
the Archelaus perteiuinge, tourned 
his talke to rebuke the kinge, ſayinge: 
Thou arte nowe waren olde, and wel 
ſtriken in peares: thou ſutfreſt theſs 
backebiters to rule thee, who ſtirre 
thee to wozcke all theſe miſchtefes: in 
thy houſe . Pca Pheroras thy bꝛother 


hathe falllpe pzouoked thee agapnſte 


Whew 
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When Pheroras heard theſe woꝛdes, he 
was ſoze afraide : fo2 in dede he hadſe- 
duced'Þ king. ZTherfoze came Pheroras 
to Archelaus and beſonght him to ſane 
his life. Archelaus aunſwered him: it 
thou wilt oblaine pardon foz thy wyt⸗ 
kednes , come and fall befoze his feete 
| and cofelle that thou haſt ſpoken fallly 
| againſt his ſonnes:then wil J pꝛomtſe 
thee that he ſhalbe mercitul vnto thee, 
and to his ſonnes.Pheroras did ſo, con⸗ 
| keſſed ; he had falſip actuſed the kinges 
| 
| 


ſonnes. Then Archelaus beſought the 
kingfo2 pardon, and he graunted it. 

After that he intreated him that the 
pong men might be diſmiſſed and deli⸗ 
uered out of pꝛyſon, whiche the kynge 
commaunded to be doden. The yongs 
men. therfoze came to the kinges pꝛe⸗ 
ſente, and fell do une befoze his fete: 
the king was louing vnto them, em- 
bꝛaſed them, and kiſt them . He made 
great ioy alſo that Archelaus tame in 
ſo good an houre vnto him: to whome 
be gaue fo2 a gift. vit. hiidzeth poundes 


{0 weight of gold, many pꝛecious ſtones, 
and 
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and concubines,and dimiTrd him. But 
Antipater againe ſubozned falſe aecu⸗ 
ſers, — watte cotnterfaite letters in 
the name of the kinges ſonnes to one 
of the captaines, declaringe howe they 
would conſpire and kil the Ringe: and 
by ſuthe mcanes he encreaſed the ene» 
mities betwene them and their father 
diuers wales, that the king commaun⸗ 
deb them to be put in pꝛiſon, and moſt 
ſtrong irons to be laid vpon them. Be⸗ 
ſides this, Antipater had ſurpꝛiſed and 
won the hartes of the kinges chiel ru⸗ 
lers and ſeruantes, that they ſabozned 


his barber to deare falſe witneſſe a 


gainſte Alexander, howethathe hired 
him to kil the King at ſuch time as be 
ſhould ſhane his beard. Mh the king 
heard his barbar ſpeake, he was won⸗ 
derfallpe troubled in his minde, in (@ 
much that he ſaid : J am wearpe of my 
lite, to heare thefe pickthanckes that 
open mine eares and fil my grad with 
tales. J can do no waye better then to 
geue charge , that who ſoeuer bzinges 
me ani ſach tales hereafter of anp bodt, 

Y.f, be 
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be hall ſuffer death foz it. Wherfoze 
he commaunded the barber to be lain, 
t his two ſonnes to be bꝛought fozth? 
and hanged vpon gallowes , ſheading 
their innocent bloude. Then reiopſed 
Antipater, ſuppoſing him ſelſe to be as 
ſure of the kingdome as though he had 
it in his handes. When as he was 
not aware that although he vvere nes 
uer ſo hie aloft, yet vvas there one aboue 
higher then he: vvho conſidered his do- 
inges. Alexander had two ſ onnes, T his 
mand Ariſtobulus. And der 
us had thzr ſonnes, Herode Agrippa 
Alexander. Whan the kyng — 
to Mieruſalem, (fo2 he was in ama⸗ 
ria by the take ſpde , whan his ſonnes 
were put to erecution) he commatided 
that.hto-nephswes ſhoulde be bzought 
to the courte, and taking pitie of them: 
embꝛaſed and kiſſed them, weping ve⸗ 
ry ſo:e both he and all his ſeruauntes. 
Foz it great ip tepented him ot᷑ the hei⸗ 
nous dedes that be had done, But wha 
the tyme of the mourning was pal, he 
cauſtd to call on the chicf-of Jſraeil tos 
gether 
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gether and ſald vnto them: J am now 
growen in age and waren grey hea- 


ded, ccrtatne how ſhoztely J ſhall die. 


à ſe here befo2ze me theſe litie fatherles 
childzen, whiche J neuer can beholde 
without great anguiſhe of mp minde. 
Foz when J loke vpon them, J call to 
my remembzance what great domage 
J baue done unto their fathers in my 
rage and hcadlong kuriouſnes. Howe 


tuicion and cuſtodp of tome man that 
might be a patron & as father vnto the 
to ſuccour them continuailp to his po⸗ 
wer. All the people aunſwered, that he 
had wel ſpoken, He ſpake therfoꝛe vn⸗ 
to his bꝛother Pheroras. Thou ſhait be 
their patrone and dekenvour, and ſhalt 
geue thy doughter to Thigarus Alex- 
anders ſonne. He commaunded aiſo 
his ſonne Antipater to geue his dongh 
ter ts Herode the ſonne of Ariſtobus 
lus. And the mariages were made in 
the kynges pꝛeſence. When Antipa⸗ 
ter marked the loue that the kynge 
bare toward his nephewes: he bega to 
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therfoze J woulde commit them to the 
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be in great care, foz Th Alexans 
der$4anne had a graundfather by. the 
mother ſide, a kinge of greate power, 
namely Archelaus king of Cappadocia, 
He falles down therfoze at the kinges 
feete to diſlolue and b2cake the frends 
ſhip 9 he bare towards his nephewes, 
and to leaue ſpeaking in their cauſe as 
he had done: but he pꝛeuailed nothing. 
Therfoze he left his father and wente 
to Pheroras the kinges bꝛother: made a 
confederacte with him. Then deſired 
him to fruſtrate the bond that was be⸗ 
twene him ſelfe and Herode , and alſo 
betwene him and Thigarus the ſonne 
. of Alexander that was hanged, 0 
Pheroras came to the kinge, tourney 
his minde,and diſfolacd the mariages. 
This done, Pheroras and Antipater 
that ſate vpon the kinges thꝛene, were 
become great rendes, banketting one 
the other day and night, and deniſinge 
their matters. Uhen this came to the 
kinges eare,he was (oze afraid of their 
traines, and commaũded that his bꝛo⸗ 
ther Phcroras ould neuer moze come 


in 
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in his fighte. Antipater his ſonne was 
ſent to Octauian Augultusto eſtabliſhe 
the kingdome vnto him, and to enter in 
league with him. Foz Herode was fo 
olde Þ he could not go. Antipater tour- 
neping towards Rome, paſſed thzough 


Egipte, deſirous to ſee it bcfoze the 


death of hig vncle Pheroras. And as he 
tranailed by the bie waies of Cgtipte, 
there came a certaine marchaunte ha- 
uinge a Upall in his hande cloſe coue⸗ 
red, which cried ſaying: who wil bie a 
thing at a great pzice befoze he ſee it, 
oz know what it fs: Antipater meruals 
led at his wo2ds, and aſked him what 
was in his Upal . But the ſeller tolde 
him not what it was,befoze he hadde 
bought it and paide deare fo2 it. Then 
whiſpered he in his eare, tellinge him 
that it was a ſtrong poiſon, that would 
kfl one out ot hand. This Upal Anti⸗ 
pater ſente to Pheroras to be kepte vn⸗ 
till he retourned from Rome . In the 
meane ſeaſon Pheroras died, and his 
wife hidde the Upyall. After when An- 


tipater came home againe from Rome: 


V. ifi. Phero⸗ 
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Pheroras Wife and he fei at barlante, 
inſomuche that ſhe obieued vnto him Þ 
bs was tbe caule that Pheroras was 
baniſhed the kinges pꝛeſeuce, the ſo⸗ 
row wherof was his death. On the o⸗ 
ther ſide Antipater went aboute to ac- 
caſe her, ſowinge diſcoꝛde betwent her 
and the king to ſtirre him againſt her. 
Ha ſubozned alſo a certain Ennuch 02 
gelded parſon to go vnlo the king and 
infozme him, howe that at what time 
as he tooke diſpleaſure with Pheroras 
his bzother and baniſhed him bis pꝛe⸗ 
ſence:Pheroras p;ocurcd a ſtrong poiſõ 
and gaue it to his wſfe,commannding 
her to deſtroy the king there with. The 
king hearinge this was wzothe with 
the Ennuche; and (aide: 4 ſearched foz 
that venom longe a go when it was 
noyſed that my bouſholde ſeruauntes 
would geue it me to dꝛinke: but J could 
not finde the thinge to be true. Pea, A 
haue bene to raſhe in ſuch matters:foz 
J put my wife Marimi to deaths with⸗ 
out a cauſe, and Alexandra my mother 
in d my tlup childꝛen. When 
Antipater 
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Antipater heard that the king credited 
not the Ennuche , he made ſute tb ths 
king to ſend him to Octauian the ſecũd 
time:fo; he was a fearde foz the Viall 
that was in Pheroras wifcs-houſe . He 
had wzliten alſo with his hande howe 


poſſon the kinges ſonnes tchildzen. But 
he that prepareth a pit for an other, oft 
times falleth into it him (elf. o deſiring 
the kinge to ſende him, he let him go. 
After this the hinge cdmmaunded te 
make ſearche ik the Ennuches woogbes 
were true oz no: he ſente firſte fo2 all 
Pheroras honſholde ſeruauntes, exami⸗ 
ned theim whether euer they toulde 
perceiue that Pheroras mas in mind 
to hurte him. They all ſware no. 
Then the king comannded to ſcourge 
them verpe ſoze „ but thep confeſſcy 
nothynge: althougbe ſome dyed bn- 
der their handes in the examination. 

Some he ozdered with diuers Rinde 
of tozments of ſoine he cauſed to pluck

that he ſent it, intending therewith to 
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And as he bade ſcourge a tertaine wo- 
man ſeruaunt, which hadde bene verpe 
truſty to Phecoras, at length when the 

tauld no lẽger ſtand fazfroges, ſhe cri⸗ 
ed out and faid: The holy t bieſicd God 
Voſis2t n⸗ leuẽg vs at Roſtios the Kings wife An 
tip 1 tipaters mother, which is cauſe of this.

| let her alone ſhe will difclote all. Then 
ſnake thee, Antipater made feaſts ene- 
ris foote'fo2 thy 1B2othcr Pheroras and 
him ſelle:and as thei eate and dzanke, | 
thep-deniſed how to popſon thee, ſpect- | 
ally when as Antipater'was going to 
Octauian. Foz thei ſain: xtcept we de⸗ 
froy him, he wil deſtroy vs, as he bath. 
dane al the childzen of his houſe. Boze« 
ouer, be toucth the childzen of his ſons 
nes that were put to deathe, whiche 
grow apace:and it is poſſible he maye 
chaunge his minde, and make one of 
them kinge. Antipater alſoſatd to thy 
bꝛother. The king makes as though he 
were much mp frende, but J truſt him 
not. e gaue me(ſaith he) a. C. pounde 
weight of golde, but all that ſatifteth 

not 
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not me. When the kinge heard this he 
told how he had geuen Antipater thts 
gold ſecretelp. The woman ſald moze- 
ouer. There is pet a Upal of ſtrog poi⸗ 
ſon in Pheroras houſe , that thy ſonne 
ſent out of E gipte. Streightwaye the 


king ſent to Pheroras wife , that the 
ſhoulde bzinge him the Upall of poiſon 
her own ſelt. hen the eſpfed p kings 
Egnuches come to fetche her whether 
ſye woulde oꝛ no:ſhe gate her vp to the 
top of the houſe and caſt her ſei downe 
headlonge to kil her ſelfe, becauſe ſhe 
would not ſee the kinge no2 abtde his 
tozmentes. But. ſhe died not therof, 


whoreuppon- the kynges meſſengers 


b;ought her in a hozſe nitter, and ſet her 


afozo the king: Then the confeſſed vn ⸗ 


to him , how Antipater his ſonne had 
coſptred with Pheroras to kil him with 
a ſtrong popſon that he had bought in 
Ggipte,and ſente to Pheroras when he 
went to Octauian. And how that Phe- 
roras being at the point of death, rep#- 
ted him therof, charging that weſhuld 
neuer geue that venome to * 

ut 
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but poare it out vpon the ground, that 
the king mighte not be poiſoned there - 
with: and J vid as he bad me, caſt it aut 
al ſaue a litle that J kepte in the glaſe 
botome,fe2 J euer feared that whiche 
is now tome to palle, Then at the kin ⸗ 
ges tommanndement, the Urall was 
bꝛoteghte fo:the befoze him, and there 
was a litle of the venome lekt, where- 
foze they gaue better creadite to her 
moꝛdes: ſo that the king was contente 
with ber, and bad bis Philitions he ale 
her, and ſhe recouered. This done, the 
king wzite to Antipater to tome home 
with ſpede,becauſe J am old (ſaſthe he) 
$ weake, vncertain how ſhoztly I Chal 
dye. Lhe kinge had vet alſo; two other 
ſonncs at Rome, Archelaus 4 Polimus, 
So whe Antipater wit to anſwer his 
fathers letters: he ſignifled vnto him Þ 
his. it.Cones had diffamed the king and 
flaundzed him vnto Octauian. But the 
king anſwered him:come and b2ynge 
them with ther, J wibozder them as 
thou thinkel good. Hot withſtandinge 
Antipater dalted 8 belaſed foz the ſpace 
of 
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of.vit.monethes, to ſe if he might learn 
fomWhat of his fathers doings, but he 
tould heare nothing. The meſſengers 
that his father had ſent, lap vpon him 
euerp day 5 v2gcd him to make ſpede. 
Thertoze at the. bii.monethes ende he 
toke his iournep towardes Iudea , and 
came to Celarea. There hearde be that 
bts father had taken diſpleaſure with 
his mother andbaniſhed her the court: 
but he coulde not learne what ſhoulde 
be the cauſe:therfoze he was ſtroke in 
ſuch fearc., that he woulde haue gone 
backe again and left his iournep. But 
they that waſted vpon him, beinge de⸗ 
ſirous to go home to their houſes t fa- 
milp, crafted with him, and perſwaded 
him that if he ſhald now return backe 
out of his wape: he ſhoulde iuſtitpe his 
enmies ſaiyngs to be true. But if thou 
come once to thy fathers pꝛeſence (ſape 
thep)who loueth the ſo intirelpe: thou 
thalt pꝛeuaile againſte thy foes , and 
get the vpper hande of them that trou⸗ 
ble thee. So he folowed their connſell, 
and came to Jeruſalem, 


When 


his fate. There his mother tolde hym 
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Wrhe he entred into þ city, no ma came 
foꝛth to meete him, no once to bid him 
welcome home Fo2 al the people hated 
him fo2 his lies, ſlaũders, peruers 4 wic 
ked toũſel, but chiefly foz fear of p king 
Pet went he foꝛward to the tourt, al- 
though with a fearful heart. When he 
came:to the kinges pzeſence, he fell do⸗ 
lune and did his dutye ; but the Ringe 
turned away his face, and could not a⸗ 
dide to loke vpon him. He went home 
therfoze to his houſe with a heuy hart, 
hanging downe his head, and hidynge 


bow their counſatle concerning the vi⸗ 
all of popſon, was bewzaied:andhowe 
the king was wonderfully incenſed to⸗ 
wardes him, that encreaſed pet his fear 
moze and moze . The nertdate by the 
kings comatidement he was bꝛoughte 
fozth, e befoze al the chief of Jſraett a/ 
ſebled together, the king ſate to fudge 
Antipaters cauſe. There rehearſed the 
King vnto the his ſons lewdnes & lies, 
how be had ſedaced him £4 ſtirred him 
to All vis childzen that wer of the king 
that 
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bloude , farre better and moze vertu⸗ 
ous then he: in ſo much p with a loude 
voice the king burſt out and bewalled 
his wife Marimi , who he put to death 
without a cauſe, and his two Sonnes, 
that they that were far of might hears 
him, Zhen Antipater lift vp his head, 
and began to ſpeake craftely and ſubs 
tillp. Firft he fozgote not to geue gens 
tle woꝛds to pacifie his fathers math, 
(but that he coulde not do.) After he fel 
to intreatie in ſuch ſozt,that all the no⸗ 
bles were maued to pitp, and bewailed 
his euill Foztune, not without teares: 
ſane only Niraleus the kings ſerretarp, 
who loued the kinges childzen that 
were put to death. He rebuked them al 
that were ſozy fo the calamityof Ans 
tipater, txying with al his might: wher 
are ye Alexander t Ariſtobulusy wert 
ſlaine giltieſſe: Lit vp vour heads c des 
hold this bloudy e wicked man kal into 
the pit which he htm ſelf made: ſee how 
how his foote is catched in the net that 
he laid his ſelſe toʒ other. Parke pe nat 
how your maker reuengeth your death 

and 
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and requireth pourbloude at bis hande 
in the time ol his deſtracion? Foz the 
wicked man is ſpared vntil the time of 
his death. So the king him ſelle verpe 
much infenſed, ſent to fetch a condem⸗ 
ned perſon oute of pztſcne; who beinge 
bzought befoze them and taſting a litle 
of the poifon in p Uial, fel downfiarke 
deade fozthluith- Then the kinge com- 
maunded Antipaterto'becarted to pꝛi- 
ſon;4 to belated inthe trongeft ſrong. 
The. xl, peure of his reign, which was 
the. lxx. pere of his age, kinge Herode 
fel ſicke, t no remedy, no phiſicke could 
be found to helpe him. Nether his ſer⸗ 
unũtes noz phiſiciũs could pzocure him 
anp reſt, ſo grenouſly came his diſcaſe 
vpd him, with lackeofbzeth,+ thzough 
the anguiſh of p manifold euils $ had 
happened bato him by His owne folke. 
Mherupon he cried aut, ſaipug: Moe 
may he bet, that hathe none left to ſuc⸗ 
cede him in his kyngdome: no: none 
to go befoze his Coffin and meurne 
fozhimait his death. Then called hs 


» "_ rememb:aunce, his wyfe Maris 
mi, 
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mi, and his two ſonnes, rehearſpnge 
them by name, howlyng and wepyng 
ſcyli continually. Upon a tertaine dape 
when bis ſicknes came ſoze bpon hum: 
he called to his ſeruauntes to fetche 
him ſome pleaſaunt apple to ſee it he 
myghtcomfozte his bearte: and when 
they had bꝛought it he arcd foz a knife 
to cut it. one was bzonght hym. Then 
be gathered his ſtrength vnto him and 
rered hym ſelfe bp vpon his left arme, 
and pertepuyng bis lyfe to bee full of 
ſozewe and lamentacton: he tooke the 
knyfe with his right bande and fct- 
ched his way to thꝛuſt it into his belp. 
But his ſeruauntes ſtept to him, and 
caught his arme, holdyng his handes, 
and woulde not ſuffer hym to daoe it. 
Then wepte be ſozc and all his ſer⸗ 
nauntes that the voyce was heard out 
of the courte, and ſhoztly all the cytie 
was in a ſturre,ſapinge : the kynge is 
dead, the kynge is dend. Antipater bes 
ing in the pꝛiſon, heard the nopſe, and 
aſked what buſines is this: they aun- 
fwered bym; the kynge is dead. A,

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Then was he glad, and refopced tons 
derfullye, ſatyng vnto the Japioursd 
Strike of mine trons and let me onte 
that J map go the palaice, and Jwpll 
remember thee with a good turne . The 
keper anſwered:à feare leaſt the kinge 
i be pet altue.J will ga therfoze t know 
the truthe and come againe by and by. 
Antipater ſaw he conlde not get tooſe, 
wept foꝛ anger at the keper. So the ke⸗ 
per came ta the cot. which as it was 
tolde to the king: he tommaunded him 
to be bzought to his pꝛeſente. Then the 
3 kinge aſked him. What did Atitipater 
(J pzap thee)when he heard this mour 
ning, and that Þ was dead! The keper 
| anfwered. He was verte glad thereof, 
1 and when J woulde not mite of: hin 
| irons and let him ont, he wept fozan- 
| ger. The king crted-out vnto his lozvs 
i See howe he hateth me beinge vet in 
| | pꝛiſon: if he were here, he wonlwaooe 
[| | what he could to kill me. He wocitpnot 
| doe as my ſeruauntes did; makeaſte 
to waeſt the knife ont of my bande. As 
true as God liueth, he ſhal neuer daue 
that 
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that he gapeth foz. @o the king com- 
maunded he ſhoulde bee put to death. 
And there was neuer a ma that wold 
intreate foʒ him oz deſier the kinge to 
the contrary, but euerp man · was glad 
of his deſtruction. The king tommaũ⸗ 
ded the kepar to bʒing bim fozth to the 
market place: whiche dooen, his head 


his purpoſe. The kinge commaunded 
mozeouer his bodp to be taken and ca- 
ried to the citie of Ankalia, there to be 
buried and not in the citie. That done, 
and the people returned from the bu⸗ 
riall:the king ſent to call al the nobles 
of Jſracll together, and enfoꝛſinge his 
krength, he ſat vp in his bedde, and tõ⸗ 
maunded to call his ſonne Archelaus, 
vpon whome he lapde his handes and 
made him kinge ouer Jſraell . Then 
ſhowted eatery mã: od ſane the king, 
god ſaue ſᷣ king The king lined. v. dais 
after the execution of Antipater: then 
fainted t died. The mes! be reigned 
duer Jſrael was fourty peres. He was 


a wozthy warriour, a wiſe a pzudent 
J. i. man, 


was ſmiten of, and ſo he lepte beſides 
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man, a goodly — of perſone, hauing 
God on his ſyde. He loned euer the (a- 
ges Hillel and Samai with their com⸗ 
panies : He enriched the ſeconde houſe 
moze then all other kinges , and was 
moꝛe liberall then all the kynges that 
were befoze him. His giftes and re⸗ 
wardes were ryche;foz he counted gold 
and ſpluer as chafre-4 ſtones . He kepte 
Iſrael in quiet and peate from al their 
enemies. He buplded alſo amoze royal 
temple then did kyng Salemon. But 
+ be made the poke of tribnte and erac⸗ 
tion in Iſraeli henter: and gaue open 
care to euill tonges. Ye was a cruell 
bloudſhedder of pooze and tnnocente 
perſones. He willed befoze his death 
that they ſhould bury bm in the citie 
Erodion, twoo daies iomney and a 
halfe from Hieruſalem. o they put 
him in a coffin couered with gold, ſette 
here there with pzecious ſtones, The 
bed vnder him was wꝛought with gold 
t fal of pꝛetious ſtones . Le wiſe, vpõ 
his head was a cloth of reines powdzed 
with pꝛecious ſtones, vpon d a ropall 

cdrowne, 
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tro bone, made faſt to the left ſpde of the 
coffin : & vp the right (ide was the re⸗ 
gall ſcepter . Upon the beare was alſo 
a clothe ot reines very thicke pewdzed 
with pꝛecious ſtones, criſtal, amethiſts, 
and very many ſaphpꝛes. Then all his 
chief men cf warre went about him in 
their coates of fence, dꝛawen ſwoꝛdes 
in their handes, with helmes on their 
heades, as in time of warre . After the 
came Archelaus his ſonne that wag 
made king, Then folewed him all the 
people. There were fiftie of his ſer⸗ 
uauntes that wente aboute the beare 
with euery man a chafingdithe of gold 
in his hande, wherin they burnt ſwete 
Wwoodes and perfumes, euery-foote. cas 
ſting vpoa the herſe pure mi rhe r ag 
many as went aboute hym . He was 
bone by certapne great lozdes 2 noble 
me of Z\ſracl vpo their ſholders, going 
leaſurablp and with a maieſtie, til thep 
came to Erodiõ, where they buried him 
w great honour. þ like was neuer dong 
to any king. Theſe thinges done, there 
reſozted together ſuche as hated Him, & 
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were werp of their owne liues whiles 


Herode [fned,refopſyngthat they hadds 4 
ſcaped his hades, ſaying: we haue loked | 


till our cies bleared, waptinge foz the 
death of Herode that tirant and blond 
ſheder, that oppꝛelled vs with ſuch hea⸗ 
up pokes, t left vs nothing to line on, 
fo; the great tributes t taxes 5 he layd 
bpon vs. Yet now Archelaus his ſonne 
is wozle then he. Wherfoze thei coſul- 
ted together, t caſt their mindes # good 
willes toward Antipater the ſonne of 
Salumith the kinges ſiſter , one of the 
blond of Chaſnonani , and went with 
him to Oct. Auguſtus : requeſting him 
to tranſlate the kingdom from Arche- 
laus to Antipater , but he woulde not 
graunt the their ſewte. ea, rather he 
cofirmed t aſſured the kingdom to Ar- 
chelaus, Who wꝛought wickednes inþ 
ſight of the Lo2d:fo2 be maried his bꝛo⸗ 
ther Alexanders wife that had childzen 
by Alexander: & comitted other many 
great offences. The. ir.peare of Arches 
laus reigne, it chaunced vpon a night, 
he dzeamed a dꝛeame. Him thought he 

ſawe 
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ſaw.ſr.epzes of cone very good & full 
grow vpon one ſtalke,the came a great 
ore and ſlopt them bp all at once at one 
bit:by and by he waked,and perteiued 
it was a dzeame. Lherſoze calling one 
of the Sages oꝛ Phariſies vnto bim: 
he ſhewed them his dꝛeame. The wiſe 
man ſaid: This is the interpzetacio of 
it, The nine ep2es freſhe and ful, be the 
ir. yeres which hitherto thou haſt raig⸗ 
ned. The great Dre is the great kinge 
Octauian Auguſtus, This yeare thou 
ſhalt be remoued from thy kingds be- 
cauſe thou haſt neglected the woꝛde of 
God, t haſt maried thy bzothers wife. 
To this Archelaus anſwered him nei⸗ 
ther good noz bad. Within fine dapes 
after Octauian came toward Jeruſalt: 
and when Archelaus wet to mete him: 
he put him in pꝛiſon, depoſed him from 
his kingdom of Iſrael, ę made Antipac 
his bzother kinge in his ſtede . He tur⸗ 
ned his name alſo t: called him Herode 
That done he returned to Rome, whi- 
les Antipas was king, died themperoz 
Octauian Auguſtus the. Idi. pere of bis 
J. lil. reigne,

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rcigne, t Tiberius Ceſar ſucteded him. 
This Antipas alſo wzoughre wicked⸗ 
nete and lundzy abominations ,moze 


then any Þ was afozc him: foz he toke 


his bꝛother Philips wife fro him, which 
had al redy childze by Philip. Foꝛ this 
ſhamkul dcdz,rabbiJlhon-p ble p;feſt're- 


_ bap buked him, wherfoz Antipas put him to 


death: There was at p time one leſus 
a wiſe man(ifit be lawful to cal him a 
man:fo2 he was a wozker of wöderful 
ſtraunge woꝛkes, ta teacher of ſuch 
mẽ as giad!p did heare the truth, t had 
many viſciples both of the Jewes, t al- 
ſo of the getils:) This ma was Chriſt, 
Whö, after he was accuſed of the chiefe 
rulcrs of our natid, condẽned bi Pilate 
to be crucified, thei neuertheleſſe ceaſed 
not to loute which loued him euen krõ p 
beginning. To theſe he appeared the. z. 
day altuz,acco2bing as the pꝛophets by 
deuine inſplratid had told befoze,aſwel 
of this, as nlſo of many other woderful 
thinges which ſhould be done by him, 
And eue vnto this dap the ch2iſtta ſect 
Which toke their name of him doth cott 
nue. Againſt this ma Antipas of whom 
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we ſpake befoze,came Tiberius Empe⸗ 
rour of Rome, to who whan Antipas 
reſo2ted: he appzeheded him laid him in 
irons, e ſent him into Spaine where he 
died. Archelaus alſo y was depoſed be- 
foze died in the time of this Tiberius 
reign. The Tiberius made Agrippa (p 
ſone of Ariſtobulus whoa Herode put to 
death) Antipas bzother king in his ſtede 
The time 9 Antipas reigned: ouer I- 
rael was. ri. peres. In Agrippas time di⸗ 
ed Tiberias Ceſar, i Caius ſucceded him 
This Caius called him ſelfe a god: and 
would ſuffer no man to wozihlip anpe 
thing in his empire but him ſe:f. He tõ⸗ 
tinued not log in bis dignitt, but decals 
ed g died. After him ſucceded Claudius; 
Claudius beinge deade, Nero Ceſar was 
emperoꝛ, Agrippa reigned ouer Iſrael 
xxiii.peares. In his time Nero ſoze 6p- 
pꝛeſſled Jſracl by ſetting truel pꝛeſidẽts 
ouer thẽ, left them nothing to line vp: 
beſides that puniſhed the with diuers 
toꝛmentes, vntill at lengthe they were 
conſtrapned to rebell agapnſte the 


Komaine Empire, and Nero Ceſar, 
| I. iii. to 
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to rid them ſelues from vnder his ſub⸗ 
tection. And aboue all other one Pilus 
pzeſident and captaine of the Komain 
armye mooſte greueuſlye oppzeſſed the 
Je wes, and had done many things ve⸗ 
rp wickedlye. Foz not only had he ſhed 
innocent bloude, rauiſhed at his plea- 
ſure wifes and deflozed maldes in the 
cities of Iuda : but alſo robbed with 
great cruelty enery man of his goodes. 
It chaunced that Beronice king Agrip- 
pas ſiſter came at that time to Jeruſa- 
lem of denotton to viſit the holy place. 
She ſeing Pilus violently to oppꝛeſſe 
the people, and foz paſment of exacttos 
and tollage, to flea many of them, euen 
at the entrance of the temple: ſhe came 
fo:the wepinge vnto Pilus, beſechinge 
him to be fauourable 4 ſpare the people 
fo2 ſhe pitied them very greatli. et Pi⸗ 
Tus telented nothing, but whe ſhe was 
departed from him, he flouted 4 mockt 
ber, although ſhe were the kings ſiſter, 
t that in the temple of the Lozd. There 
was pzeſcnt at that time a valeant yog 
man, Elcaſar ſonne of Ananie the hie 
pꝛieſt 


ting his office,could net abide to ſe the 
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pꝛieſt: e, whiles his father was execu⸗ 


Jiraelites ſs o2dered at Pilus handes: 
but being enkindled with a feruẽt zele 
ſoũded a trẽpet, wherby there aſſebled 
about him fozthwith dincrſe copanies 
1 bandes of pong me,good warrtours, 
by whoſe aid he raiſed a great comoct- 
on, t encountred with Pilus# the Ro- 
mainſouldiours, of whome he made a 
great laughter, pzenailing much, and 
getting at length thupper had of Pilus, 
ouerthzew al his hoſt, ſo that Pilus was 
conſtrained to fle alone ont of Jeruſale 
vnto Egipt. In the way as he fled , he 
chaunſed to mete with kinge Agrippa 
coming from Rome from Nero Ceſar, 
and going home into Iudea: to whome 
Pilus declared what had happened him 
tho:zow the youth of the Jewes at Je⸗ 
ruſalem. And as Agrippa had paſſed 
E gipt and dzue toward Jeruſalem: his 
liſter Beronice directed her letters bnto 
him, mouing him to topn with p Jewes 
and tv ald them. The people alſo tame 
whollp the ſpace of. ly, miles out of — 

city 
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city ol Jeruſalem to mete him, and fell 
dobun flat befoze him trying, God ſaue 
our king Agrippa. But the king ſtudi⸗ 
ed al he might to pzocure quietnes and 
peate to p city : people. So he entred in 
to Jeruſalem accdpanted with a couple 
ct noble mẽ of Rome, wozthp captains 
Ah he bꝛought with him in his train. 
And whe he came into the midſt of the 
citp, the people cried mainipe out vpon 
him, ſaping: Deliuet vs o hing, and let 
thy hand e help be on oure ſide to ſuc- 
coure vs, fo we wil neuer moze be vn⸗ 
der the Romains ſubieaion. The king 
hearinge this pitied the people verpe 
muche: not withſtandinge he was not 
content that they were mineded to re⸗ 
bell againſte the Romaine Empire. 
W hertoꝛe he called together the people 
at thcntrance of the conrte of the tem⸗ 
ple, where were pzeſente the elders of 
Iſrael and all the chiefe men, with the 
hie pꝛieſt Anany:declared vnto the the 
power of the Roma! nes, the ſtrengthe 
of their kingdome, and what nations 
rounds 


— 
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rounde aboute them they had ſubdued, 
in ſuche ſc2te as nv temapne of them 
was left. Wherfoze he beſought ſthcm 
not to pzonoke the Romaines, noz to 
deſtroye the people remaining of Jira-« 
el. He added mozeoner. Yarke my bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen, ſaith he: 3 knowe well inonghe 
that there reaſteth in pour heartes a 
greate griefe, and J my lelfc am ful of 
ſo:0we and anguiſhe, that we are not 
of power able to withſtande the Ro- 
maſnes.All be ft if pe wil be ruled bp 
wy counſell, ye ſhall finde a redꝛeſle 
foʒ this matter . For vvhere as counſell 
is and good deliberation. there is —_ 
and things come to proſperous ſucceſſe. 
Pe ſhall ſuſteine fo2 a while the pocke 
of the Romaine captaines, til J mape 
certify Nero of the matter by mi letters 
and intrete him to ridde vs of theſe ru⸗ 
lers. I beſeche pou be not to haſtpe of 
libertpe: Manye ſekinge libertye , haue 
fallen into further captiuitie and grea- 
ter bondage. There be amongſt oure 
people manpe euell diſpoſed perſones, 


whoſe 
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whoſe delite is in warres,fo2 it is their 
Whole ſtudy:amongſt who many good 
me do alſo peariſh . Wherfoze hear mp 
wo2des,as foz them that be wiſe mape 
perceiue the matter them. (clues ; they 
that lacke experience, let them learne 
wiſdom at mp ſapinges. Kepe therfoze 
ſilence, whiche ſhalbe as well to mine, 
as to your owne commodity,foz J ſhal 
not nede to ſtreine my ſelfe but ſpeake 
the ſoltlier, with leſſe pain: and pe on 
tbe other ſide may the better heare and 
underſtand what J ſay. It ve holde not 
pour peace , pe ſhall hane two diſcom- 
modities: pe ſhall interrupte mp com- 
munication, and let your ſelues from 
hearinge. But nowe to the purpoſe, ve 
halbe content and ſuffer til J wzite to 
Rome of theſe matters, that Ceſar mai 
remoue theſe euill rulers,and ſende vs 
the that be moꝛe humain and gẽtle. t 
pe map haue once ſuch, then ſhal pe not 
thinke pour ſelues in bondage, but in 
libertie, and wozthilpe: fo2 then only is 
ſeruitude greuous ; whan as the ruler 
is an vniuſte manne and wicked. 
Kobe 
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Aob therfoze ſtay your ſelues:quareli 
not with them, foz althoughe they bee 
wicked, yet wpll they be aſhamed to do 
wꝛong openly,as that that they do, thei 
do it ſecretly. But if ye ſhuld accuſe the 
to much, thei would rub their fozeheads 
and do it openlp without all ſhame: ſo 
ſhoulde pou make of pour iudges and 
rulers, pour open enemies. But it vvere 
farre better to ſuffer an vniuſt gouer- 
nour, then a iuſt enemie , So the one 
robbeth men p2ztuelp : the other is an 
open deſtroſer, pꝛouoke them not ther- 
foe. Conſider the wylde beaſtes that 
be bnder mans power, and be kepte in 
cheynes, as Lions, Beares, and Leos 
pardes:if a man lette them alone, they 
are quiet and harme no man. But if a 
man go to their dennes and anger the, 
then they will flee vpon hym t worzp 
dim, and other to that be pꝛeſent. The 
ſame pe mape perceane in a feuer and 
an agew, which if a man wil go about 
to cure at the beginning, be ſhall make 
it moze greuous:but if he will remedy 
it by teaſure, Þ feruencie of it wil eafly 
be quen⸗ 
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de quenched. Nowe therfoze refrapne 
pour ſelues, take hede pe ſet not Cæſar 
in pour toppes,t the hole Romain em⸗ 
pire . Cæſar coneteth not your harme, 
neither ſent be vnto you theſe rulers to 
hurt pou. is eies tan not ſee fro eaſte 
to welt, noz his hand reatch fro Rome 
bether,foz it is fleſh and bloud . But if 
ye will abide til 7 may ſende embaſſa- 
dours to Cæſar, J doubt not but 3 ſhal | 
remoue theſe rulers, and rid you of the 
peaceably without any warre oz bloud 
ſhed. Ik pe be vtterly determined to re- | 
ſiſt the Romaine Empire, you ſhal vn- 
derſtand pou be in no wiſe able to dode 
it :foʒ god is euery where on their ſide, 
ſo that they be Lozdes th:onghaut all 
the woꝛlde, and all people ſerue them: 
and ſhall, till their ende alſo come But 
if pe will not dode this fo2 pour owne 
ſakes: pet do it foʒ pour own countreis 
ſake, pour childꝛen and wifes, the ſanc⸗ 
tuary & pꝛieſtes, whame pe are boũden 
to lone and ſpare, lcaſt ye caſte awaye 
and vndoe all them at once, 3 beſeche 
m take my wazdes in-good.parte,fo; 
I haue 
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J haue ſpoken nothyng but that that 
is foz pour wealth, and that may fur- 
ther oure peace with the Romaines, 
whiche J moſte wiſhe . It yon will be 
ruled andchuſe peace, { will take pour 
parte aud dooe the beſte J can foz pou! 
but if pe wyll nedes haue warres, pe 
ſhall haue it alone foz me, J will not 
medle with you . With this Agrippas 
fell on weping , and ſo did alſo all the 
elders with him, and the men ofmoſie 
wyldome, the chicfe in all Fſraell: pea, 
Ananie the hie pzieſt alſo coulde not 
refteine from teares. Notwithſtading 
Eleaſar his toute ſone with his routes 
of warlike ponge men about him, they 
wepte not at all, noz would harken oz 
geue any eare to holſom coũſell:but all 
at once with their dzawen ſwoo2des, 
violently ruſhed vpon the Komayne 
capitaines that came with Agrippas, 
flue the, their men, al the multitude Þ 
was with him in Hieruſalem 4 Judea. 
The elders in Judea with the wiſeſt e 
godlieſt Iſraelites, ſepnge what was 
done, departed frö Bieruſalem, fearing 


Nero 
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Nero & the crueltie of the Nomaines. 
Thertoze they toke the toure of Sion & 
remained there. Foz they woulde not 
be taken of the Romaines to be of the 
ſame confederacte with the other. The 
ſedictous ſeing that, tooke the temple 
of the Lozde. So diſſention and ctuyll 
warres fell betwene the ſedicious and 
the aunciftes. Fo2 when Eleaſar heard 
the elders and heades of p people were 
fled to the mount Sion:he and his com- 
pany ſet vpon them, pꝛeuailed againſt 
them, and flew a great meany of them. 
Agtippas perteiuing the power of the 
ſedicions grewe apace : he ſent oute of 
his campe where he laye without the 
towne, twoo valeaunt captaines , one 
named Darius, þ other Philippus with 
ſire thouſand men, to ſuccour thoſe el- 
ders and ſages that were deſirous of 
peace. Theſe pꝛeuailed againſt Eleaſar 
and the ſedicious that tooke his parte: 
made a great ſlaughter of them, ſkir- 
miſhingfoz the ſpace of ſeuen dates to⸗ 
gether , and at the length put them to 
flight and purſewed them to the py 

ple. 
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ple. From that time fozthe the warres 
increſed moze i moze, betwene Eleazar 
and his complices: and Agrippas with 
his hoſte and the Sages elders e pꝛin⸗/ 
ces that toke their parte. Uppon a time 
when the captaines of Agrippas entred 
the temple: certaine cut thꝛote murthe- 
rers waged by the ſediclous, mixte the 
ſelues amonaſt the kinges bandes, and 
getting behinde their backes, wounded 
them with ſhozt daggers,that they had 
bid vnder their tackes , ſo p the kinges 
ſouldioures hauing launces and great 
armed ſwoꝛdes in their hanves,ſuch as 
they vſe in th: warres:could not weld 
them in the p:eaſe,by this meanes ma- 


ny of them were llain, and the ſeditious 


gate the viaop. Thus Darius 4 Philip- 
pus with the Romaine army were put 
to flight, s the elders with the Sages 5 
were deſirous of peate, depar ted out of 
the towne, and fled to kinge Agrippas, 
Then had Eleaſar and the ſeditions the 
hole rule of the city,and that to al their 
great damage. Fo2 the fury of the ſedi⸗ 


tious increaſed to ſuch outrageouſnes 
B. . that 


ol. Ixxiii. 
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that thei ſet a fire king Agrippas houſe 
that he had in Hieruſalẽ, (polled al his 
treaſure, t al d was any thing wozth, 
thei deulded amongſt the. Theil burnte 
his bokes of accompts t billes at debts 
euerpchone v were in his palaice. Bero⸗ 
nices houſe alſo the kings ſiſter thei ſet 
on ficc:and thei ine al the cunning ar⸗ 
tiftcers that were maſters of the kings 
wo92is. So their rule and power in the 
citie grewe cuerp dape moze and moze 
greuous then other. 
] N thole dayes dwelt the Jewes | As 

ramites together in all the Cities of 
Sirta.amongt whom alio warre was 
moned , fo2 the Ceſarians bꝛought the 
Romatncs into the towne againſte the 
Jewes, t llue the as mani as thei could 
finde in the towne . The Damaſcians 
alſo conſpired together to diftroy al the 
Jewes that dwelt amongſt thẽ, which 
thing thet kept ſecrete fro their wiues, 
bicauſe fo2 the moſt part thei fauoured 
the Jewes religion. Therkoze the As 
ramites vppon a certatne night armed 
fo; the purpoſe, beſet all the wales and 
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entrances into the towne, 4 the houſes 
alſo, and flue abont.r. P. of the Jewes 
commynge vppon them at bnwares 
when thep were in their beddes , no- 
thinge miſtruſtynge any ſuch matter. 
Whe the Jewes of Hieruſalem heard 
howe the Aramites had dealt with the 
Jewes in their countrep:ſodainly they 
put them ſelues in armes, and in a fury 
and rage like as it hadde bene Lions £ 
beares that had loſt their whelps, they 
ranne to Damaſco, burnt their hoides, 

flew the Damaſcians with the ſwozd, 

man, woman, t childe,ene the very ſuc- 
king babes: pea, their or?,ſhepe,camels, 
t aſſes, with all other cattell, leauinge 
none aliue. And thus they dealt wyth 

manp cities of the Sicians, lleing and 
killpnge them, not ſparyng eſther olde 
o2 ponge: male, oz female: but diſtrep⸗ 

inge all in moſt cruell wyſe, euen the 

the verpe inkantes and ſucklyngs they 

baled from their mothers bꝛeaſtes and 
murthered them, in ſo muche that all 
the whole Lande was full of ſtenche 


of the deade bodpes that were ſlapne, 
N. li. fo; 


— 
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fo there was no man left to burpe the 
carcaſes. o the Jewes waſted all the 
lad of 5 Aramits, ⁊ had deſtroied it had 
not Caſtius a captaine of the Romains 
deltnered Sfria + the countrep of Zofa, 
The people therfoze departed wholly 
fro Aram to return into Judea,x in the 
wate thei came bi Scithopolis a titie of 


Siria,entending to beſiege it, oz it was 


pet left vntouched, t was verie ſtrong. 


At that time alſoJewes and Aramites 


dwelt together in it. The Je wes ther⸗ 
foze that were without, offred peace to 
the Jews Þ dwelt in the town: but thef 
refuſed it, and defied them, raflinge at 
them, and fo2 their frendly offer acqui⸗ 
ted them with oppꝛobzious wozdes , E 
with infuries alſo . Foz thoſe Jewes 
that dwelt in the fozeſatd citie with the 
Aramits,loned together like bꝛethzen, 
and fo} the moze parte thei were of the 
Lenitical tribe, ſtoute men and hardy, 
The hoſte of theJewes without the ci⸗ 
tie, ſalde vnto them: Wee come frend- 
ly vnto you, and would aide pon, The 
other Jewes within annſwered; Wee 

x will 
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will neither your frendſhip noz aide. 

The armie of the Jewes hearing that, 

coſented and agreed to raiſe their ſiege, | 

to goe to Hieruſalem, and there to re⸗ 

maine. Fo2 thet had a huge bootie of 

goulde and ſiluer that they had gotten | 

together of the ſpoiles of Siria . After 

this, the Sirians that dwelt in Scitho- 

polis ſaide one to another: Putcaſe the 

Jewes returne agapne & make warre . 

vpon vs:ſurelye if they ſhoulde ſo do, 
; 
| 
: 


theſe Jewes that dwell amongeſt vs 
would ioine with them, and deliuer vp 
the Citpe ints their handes, and then 
woulde they be reuenged vpon vs, and 
diſtrop vs as they haue done the other 
cities of Sirfla . Therfoze they agreed 
to.ſape vnto the Jewes that inhabited 
the citpe with them: Mee vnderſtand 
pour countrep men will inuade vs a- 
gain, and make warre vpon vs: wher- 
foe departe ye fozthe of the titie wpth 
pour Wines and childzen, and lodge in 
the woode nie vnto the citye, till their 
armye be gone againe, and then you 
ſhal return vnto vs. The Je wes were 
N. lil. cons 
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tontent to fulfil their mindes, wet out 
of the citye, and placed them ſelues in 
the woode. There was amongſt them 
a ccrtatne ponge man named Schime- 
on, à good man of watre,fearce,bigge 
made, and verpe ſtronge withall:he in 
fauoure of the gentiles had laine mas 
nye of the Jewes, and ſolde muche of 
the people of God. Foz duringe the 
time that the Jewes beſteged Sitho- 
polis: he iſſued oute continuallye , and 
ſkirmiſhed with the hoſt of the Jewes, 
many times puttinge them to flighte, 
and neuer would ſuffer them to waſte 
the towne o: to do anpe harme to the 
inhabttauntes thereok. Nowe as this 
Schimeon with his father Saule an ho⸗ 
neſt old man, and the reaſt of the peo⸗ 
ple of the Jewes that dwelte in Sci- 
thopolis, remained all together boldlp 
in the woode, withoute miſtruſtinge 
anpe hat me: the Romatnes toyned 
with the Sirians in greate nomber, en- 
tred the woode and ew the Jewes all 
that ener they tould finde, to the nom⸗ 
ber of. riif.thouſande . Schimeon him 
ſcife 
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felfe with his father and their fam(- 
lies had pitched their tentes nie vnto 
a faire fountain p was in the woode, 
to whome when their ennemies came 
to ſlea them and to deſtrope their hole 
families: Schimeon ranne vpon them 
with his dzawne (weard, made a great 
laughter of theim , and conſtrepned 
them torettre. But when as a huge 
multttude tnutroned him, and he per⸗ 
teiued that all the reaſte of the Jewes 


were llaine, and he with his douſholde 


onlpe remained, ncther {a we he anye 
wape to eſcape : he ſtepte vppon a 
little hyll wpih hys naked ſwearde, 
ſapinge : Harken vnto me pe Sirians 
and Romatnes and pe that dwell in 
Scithopoles , J will ſpeake ento-you 
a fewe woozdes full of lamentacion 
and ſozowe , Nowe A perteiue that 
iuſtli and not without a cauſe pe make 
warre againſt me, withoute any fanoz 


02 coſideracton p 3 haue deliuered pou 


from the hoſtes of the Jewes, 4 neuer 
ſuffced the to do any diſpleſute to you, 
your 
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pour wines and childzen , no2 to your 
city as they had done to other cities of 
Siria, F02J am he that fo2 pour ſakes 
haue warred againſt my country men 
to pleaſe you withall : yea, bothe their 
bloud and mine owne haue J pledged 
bnto yau:and haue kept immolated the 
loue of ſtraungers, hatinge mine owne 
people, of whome,fo2 pour pleaſures J 
haue ſain oft both the fathers and the 
childzen: and nowe pou render euill foz 
the good that J haue done vnto pou. 

But in dede God of his tuft iudgmente 
bathe ſtirred you vp to rewarde me in 
this ſoꝛte, to murther me that haue fo 
oft receiued pou. Now therfoze pe ſhall 
beare me witne iſe that J ſhal ſufficitt · 
ly and ſharpli inough take vengeaunce 
of my lelf,not withoate rage and furye 
moſt ſeucrly , becauſe J haue ſlaine mp 
felowes t frendes. J will therfoze like⸗ 
wiſe ſlea my ſelfe to be auenged of my 
ſciffo2 my bꝛothers bloude that J haue 
ſhed: and ſo ſhal J be areneger of their 
blud. And pe ſhal wel percetue me to be 
of that hardineſſe 4 courage that rather 
then 
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then pe ſhuld lea me, and after boaſt x 
bꝛagge how pe haue killed Schimeon: 
J wil bereue my ſelke of my life and 
puniſhe the ſheadinge of my bzothers 
bloud none otherwiſe then the law pus 
niſheth a murtherer and a maqueller. 
M hen he had ſpoke this, his eies wert 
filled with bloud u his face with rage, 
and ſo inflamed with furie , latpnge a- 
parte all pity : ran and caught holde of 
his father, haled him oute of the woode 


and flue him, Then flue he his mother 


leaſt ſhe ſhould intreat him fo2 the chil- 
dꝛen, and be ſoꝛp fo2 their ſakes. That 
done, his wife came runninge of hir 
owne accoꝛd, and held her necke downe 
to the ſwoꝛd: leaſte ſhe ſhoulde be con⸗ 
ſtrained to ſee her childzen die. Pea, 
Schimeons childzen came and offered 
them ſelues to be ſlain:leaſt they ſhould 
ſce the deathe of their father, oꝛ remain 
afterhim tobe delinered to the enne- 
mies. After this he flue all his hole fa- 
milp, that not one of his ſhoulde come 
into the hades of their enemies. Final⸗ 
lpe, he gathered their bodies 2 
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into one place like a valiaunte toute 
warrfoure , and then boldipe goarded 

him ſelfe vpon bis owne ſwo2de., leaſt 
any ma clſe ſhould impare his ſtregth, 
92 boatt that he had killed him. Al this 
Schimeon did with a greate courage 
to take puniſhment of him ſelf, becauſe 
he had beſtowed his loue rather vpon 
ſtraungers then vpon his owne pco- 
ple, and to declare his fozce and man- 
hode. So he died an abhomtnable and 
deteſtable death, ſaue onſpe it was an 
argument of his hauty minde 2 great 
courage, as it is ſaid befoze. 
N Ow when the Jews had thus re⸗ 
belled againſt the Romains «4 ſlain 
their ſouldiourcs and captaines: king 
Agrippas went to Rome , and recoun⸗ 
ted vnto Nero Ceſar the Emperour of 
Rome al that was happened. Wheres 
bpon Nero ſente captatne Caſtius(that 
was at that time in Sitia, e had made 
warre vpon the kinge of Perſia , had 
vanquiſhed him and al bis power, and 
ſubdued hys dominpons to the Ro- 
malnes,)and with him a puiſlante ar⸗ 
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mie of Romaines,commaunding him 
to go into Iudea to offer peace vnto the 
people, to comfozt them, and to bzinge 
them again into league with the No⸗ 
maines if it might be. Caitms therfoze 
toke his tourney toward ludea, whom 
Agrippas met in the wapc,t infozmed 
him what had happened vnto him of 
the Jewes: howe he had cſfced them 
pcace and they would none of it, howe 
alſo they had burnte his palaſce # ſac- 
ked it, Caſtius hearing that, was verye 
glad that he had gotten ſuche an octa⸗ 
ſion to reuenge the bloude of the Ro- 
maines and Sirians whiche the Jewes 
had ſyed. Wherfoze he leuied a mighti 
army and came to Ceſarea. And wher- 
ſotuer he might eſpp the goodlieſt buil 
dinges, thoſe cauſed he to be burnte. 
From thence wente he to the citpe Ia⸗ 
pho, which he beſieged both by land x 
by water, and at length wan it: where 
he llue in the ſtreates cygbte thanſand 
and foure hund2eth- menne . After 
that he came to Iabes, where he fpꝛſte 
bzente all the Countrye aboute it, 
and 
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and whom ſo euer he taught withonte 
the to bon, he flue them. But the citizing 
of Zippori went out to mete Caſtius, x 
beſought him of peace : whom he ſpa- 
led, came not nie their towne,no2 flew 
any that dwelt in their countrey. The 
ledicious It wes that were in the citye 
of Zippori, hearing of Caſtius coming: 
liedde vnto the mountains. But in the 
waie they lighted vpon part of Caſtius 
army, wherof they ſlew. ii. hundzed me, 
and wounded their captaine Glaphira. 
Pet at lengthe the ſedicious were put 
to flight, and manye of them, Glaphira 
with his hozſmen purſued, ouerthzew, 
and diſtropedꝛthe reſt fled to the moun⸗ 
tains, Then Glaphira taptaine of Ca- 
ſtius armie wente to Ceſaria that was 
ſubdued to Þ Nomapnes, there to cure 
his woũds ᷣ the Jewes had geuẽ him. 
From thence wente hee to Antipire, 
which as he would baue aſſaulted, per 
ceined it to be furniſhed with a greate 
power of the Jewes 4 ſedicious. Theſe 
hearing that Caſtius alſo was coming, 
thei went purpolely to fight 8 
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but perteiuing that Caſtius power was 
very great:thei determined to encoun⸗ 
ter with him in the plaine of Gibcon, 
po. miles from Hieruſalem. Wherups 
the Jewes with their companies fap- 
ned them ſelues to flee, to thintent they 
might ſtale the Romaines after them. 
And within. vi. dates they came to Gi- 
beon, and there reſted. Caſtius purſued 
after with his whole hoſte till he came 
to Gibeon, whiche he beſieged and al⸗ 
ſaulted alſo. Jt chaunced then vppon 
one of the Sabbothes in the moꝛnyng 
watch, the Jewes (armed at al places) 
illued out of the towne to gene their e⸗ 
nemies a Camiſado. o after they had 
geuen a token of warre, they marched 
towarde the hoſte of Caſtius , whereof 
they ſlewe. ix. hozſemen , and fotemen 
27, thouſand, with the loſſe of onely. 22. 
of their owne compante. In that bat⸗ 
taile did well appeare the vallantneſſe 
of Mugbas a captain of the Jewes ar- 
mte. Dne Baudius alfa plated the man 
at the ſame time: foꝛ at the commann- 
dement of Eleaſar the pꝛieſt, chief of the 

ſedi⸗ 
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fedſcſous,he ſet the firſt fote within the 
Romains cape. Then began the Jews 
iſh warrtours to be fam ous,atter they 
had once ſo manfuily enceuntred with 
the Romains. This done, Caitius and 
Agrippas ſente their em baſſadours yet 
once agapne to Hier uſalem to Eleaſar 
the ſonne of Anany the pꝛieſt, chieſe of 
the rebels that were in Iudea and Hie⸗ 
ruſalem: requtring peace, and to come 
in league with Elealar, leaſt the people 
the people of the Jewes ſh oulde be di⸗ 
ſtroied bi the Remains incurſions and 
inuaſtons on euerpe ſide, But Eleaſar 
refuſed to hears the legates , and ſle we 
one of them becauſe he made to manye 
wooꝛdes in perſuadinge the peace and 
league. Appon this, Eleaſar aſſembled 
the pꝛieſtes and people together to go 
out & fight with Caſtius . Caſtius per⸗ 
ceiuinge howe Eleaſar and the people 
were affected, and what mindes they 
were of how thei had vtterly conſptred 
to diſtrop the Romaines 5 were there, 
and to conſume them cleane, hauing a 
ſuffictent trial alſo of the fozce and va⸗ 
liant- 
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tiantneſſe of the rebels: he determined 
fulive to go to Rome, fo; he perceiued 
be was not able to matche with the ſe⸗ 
dictons, neither his owne power to be 
compared with theirs. Wrherefo2e he 
woulde go ſee what ende ſhoulde come 
of this warres, and what counſell Cz- 
ſars maieſtie would geue. Taking his 
lourney therfoze to the citye lapho , he 
founde there letters of the Romatnes, 
fo2 thither was their armie come. Fro 
thence wente hee with theim and his 
ownc hof to Rome, and made relation 
vnto Cæſar of ſuch things as had chan 
ced him: whereat Nero was wonders 
fally abaſhed, t not onelp he, but all the 
people ot Rome were ſovze aſfonied to 
hear of the great puiſlant and balfant- 
nes of the Jewes. Foz the which cauſe 
the warres ceaſed fo2 that pere, ſo Þ the 
land of Iudea was at great reſt & quiet⸗ 
nes p rere though Eleaſars means the 
head rebel,ſpectally fro p hands of wic⸗ 
kedCaſtius,p had ſwozne ts reueng the 
Romaines, & to quite the Jewes : and 
that he would deſtrope all the Jewes, 
that none ſhoulde be left aliue. 
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Therfoze theſe are they that deliuered 
Aſrael in the time of the ſecond temple 
oute of the handes of their ennemtes, 
what time as warres were moued a- 
gainſt the Jewes and their countrpe: 
what time alſo commotions and tu⸗ 
multes began in Jſraet!, The firſt bu⸗ 
ſineſſe was made by Antiochus the 
wicked kinge of Macedonia: who had 
determined, not to leaue one man in 
Iſracl. His miſchcuouſnelle pꝛoceded 
ſo farre , that he ſine of the people of 
God, the Sages t wiſe men, pzinces, 
elders, and ponge men, childzen greate 
and ſmal, Iſraelites, Lenites alſo and 
pꝛieſtes:vntil all the chiefe men of Ju- 
da caſt their heades together and went 
to Matthathias ſenne of Iochanan the 
hie pꝛieſte tn the mounte of Modiith, 
where he had him ſelf foz the iniquity 
of Antiochus and his rulers , cryinge 
bpon him, and ſapinge: Deliner at 
this ſeaſon the people of the Lod, and 
neuer thinke to eſcape thy ſelf, whiles 
the moſte wicked enemy raũgeth thug 
and runneth vpon thy people, © ſhea- 
deth 
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deth thy bloud. Foz the blond of all Aſ⸗ 
rael what is it but thy bloude, and the 
cies of euery man are fixed vpon thee, 
hopinge that thou ſhouldeſt alliſt and 
aid? them in this calamitie, that they 
map finde deliuerante by thy meanes. 
Mattathias hearpng this, wept bitteriꝑ 
and ſaid bnto them: Feare pe not,noz 
let theſe Pacedonians diſmay yon: the 
Lode ſhal fighte foz yon , be pe onelye 
quiet. So the was Mattathuas ſtirred, 
deltuered Jſragll outs of the handes of 
Antiochus, and after he had duercomed 
bim, he was bte:pzteft foz one pere, and 
then died. In whole roume ſucteaded 
Judas his ſonne, who executed the office 
in the temple. vi. peres, and was ſlatne 
in battatle. Then his bzother Iochanan 
was chief in the temple. viii. peres, and 
died likewiſe in battaile. After him his 
bꝛother Schimeon was ruler. 18. peres, 
who Ptolomæ his wiues father pop⸗ 
ſoned at a banket. Then Iochanan his 
ſonne ſucceaded his father in thoffice, 
that is he that was named Hircanus, 


fir of that name: ſo called, becauſe he 
1. i. van⸗ 
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vanquſſhed a king of that name called 
Hircanus, he raigned. u. peres and died. 
Afterwardes raigned Ariſtobulus one 
pere, he was called the great kinge, be⸗ 
cauſe he firſte put the ropall crowne vs 
pon his heade, and turned the dignſtie 
of the hie pzteſthode'tnto:a kingdome, 
vnhallowing and ſtaining the holines 
therof. 480. peares and. tif. monethes 
after the retourninge or 'Jſraell from 
Babllon. He beyng dead, his bzother 
Alexander reigned.xxbiipeares. After 
whoſe death Alexandra his wyfe, held 
the kyngdome. ix. peares and died. In 
whoſe ſtede ſucceded her fonne Ariſto- 
bulus and reigned thꝛe peares « In his 
tyme Pompei aiomain captain, came 
againſt Hieruſalem, wan it and appꝛe⸗ 


hended Ariſtobulus, bound him in irobs ; 


anhdcaried him capttue to Rome. Jn 
luhoſe place he ozdefned Hircanus his 
bꝛothet to ſuccede, who reigned fourty 
peares. During his teigne, rebelled An 
tigonus, ſonne of Ariſtobulus Hireanꝰ 
bꝛothor, t with the ame ol an armie ot 
the Perſtansgnebuntred with Hircanus'\ 
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toke him pꝛiſoner and ſent him to Ba- 
hilon, cutting ot his eares, ̊ he ſhould 
neuer after be meet either foz the pꝛie⸗ 
ſthod oz foz the kingdome . Antigonus 
reigned. iii. peres. In his dales Herode 
fled, and ioyned himſelfe with the Ro- 
matnes,by whoſe helpe he flue Antigos 
nus the.ttt.yeare of his reigne, $ reig⸗ 
ned after him. xxx vii. peares , and then 
died. After Herode ſucceded in the king 
dome, Archclaus his ſonne: who was 
taken by the Romatnes the, ix. years 
of his reigne, lapde in bondes and ens 
ded his lite at Rome. Next to him reig- 
ned Antipater his bꝛother, who chaun⸗ 
ged his name t called him ſelf Herode, 
be reigning fully ten peares, ouertame 
and vaſted Spaine, becauſe the king of 
payne bad rauiſhed and taken away 
his bꝛothers wpfe,and there died. Af- 
ter him falo wen Agrippas ſonne of As 
xiſtobulus that was his bzothers ſon, 
bereigned the and twentp peares. 

After whoſe death bis ſonne Agrippas 


retgned twentye peares.

The battailes 
Thon ſtãdeſt a loofe of, and whe thon 
ſpeakeſt, thy fete are readpe to run a- 
wap, like as thongh a dogge ſhould ſet 
him ſelfe againſte an armed man and 
barke at him, bleatinge out bis tonge. 
With this, he wincked vppon the re- 
bels his complices,to run vpon Agrip- 
pas and take him whiles he belve him 
in talke. But that was percetued of 
one of Agrippas ſeruaunies , whome 
he had appointed foz-the ſame purpoſe 
to ſtand ouer againſt him as nie as he 
might, to marke and eſpy if the rebels 
ſhould make any ſtour towardes him, 
and to let him haue knowledge. He 
ther foze laping his hand vpon his hed, 
gaue a ſigne to the king to ſlie, ſaping: 
Awap, awap, foz it thou tary neuer ſo 
litie, the ſedicious will ſlea the and vs 
together. Mhich Agrippas perteiuing 
he gate him thence with all the ſpede 
he might, and the rebels purſued him 
but tn vaine,. 22 they coulde not suer⸗ 
take him. So he gate to Iapho a town 
bnder the Romaines where he was tn 
ſauegard, Fro thence he fled to Rome, 
and 
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and declared to themperoure Nero, the 
miſchiefe that befel at Jeruſalem, and 
al that ſeditious Eleaſar had done to 
bis offring:alſo how his commaunde⸗ 
ment toke no place. Wherefoze Nero 
ſopned vnto him againe Caſtius with 
a huge army, wer with they both en- 
tred ludea and wanne manye walled 
townes,amongſt which they raced Ia- 
pho. Foz the Romaines perceiuinge 
the power of the Rebels to encreaſe, 
were afraid leaſt they ſhould get it in⸗ 
to their handes, wherby it might be a⸗ 
nopaunte in time to come to the Ros 
matnes:chieflp ſeinge it was a notable 
hauen fo2 their ſhippes to arriue at in 
Iudea. After this bothe Agrippas and 
Caſtiusled their army towardes Jeru- 
ſalem to warre vpon the Rebels , and 
vtterly to deſtrop them.Elcaſar and o⸗ 
ther p2teſſs with much people hearing 


this, they iNued out againſt them, and 
found them encamped in the wape be- 
twene Jeruſalem and Iapho, but after 
they had foyned their batta!l, manp of 
the Jewes were ain bi the Komains 

the 
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the reſidue Caſtius and Agrippas put to 
flight, c purſued the chaſe vnto d gates 
ef Jeruſaicm; beſieged alſo the city foz 
the ſpace of the daies. The fourth day 
the paicſtes and the people iſſued oute 
ſodenlpe, vnwares to the Romaines, 
ſct vpon their campe, and ſlue.v.thou⸗ 
ſand fote men, and one thouſand. hazb- 
men. Ca ſtius ſeinge that nether be noz 
his coulde wel eſcape, he choſe dute. xb. 
thouſand of bis bett ſouldioures t pla- 
ced them betwirte his campe and the 
pꝛieſtes, commaunding them to lands 
al the night ſoundinge their trompete 
and making of fires, that he t Agrips 
pas might eſcape, and that they Mauld 
not remoue oute of their place till the 
moꝛowe. Lhe Jewes harkeninge ts 
the ſound of the trompets,and muſing 
what it ſhould meane, purſued not the 
Komatines:but perceiutng in the moꝛ⸗ 
ninge that they were departed toward 
Ceſaria the dates tourncy of, Elcaſar 
with the people folowed ; and in the 
waye feunde their baggage ſtrawed, 
that the Romaines had caſt from them 
to 
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to runne the lightlier and eſcape the 
eaſilier: whiche they let lie and purſu⸗ 
ed them to the gates of Ceſaria. But 
Caſtius and Agrippas gate ſafe within 
the towne, and from thence went both 
together to Rome , where thep decla⸗ 
red bnto Nero the Emperoure , howe 
they ſped at Jeruſalem. And as they 
were makinge relation of this vnta 
the Emperoure. There came alſo a 
poſte oute of Perfia with tidinges that 
the kinge of Perſia was renelted from 
the Romaines Empire, theſe thinges 
troubled the Emperdure ſoze,to ſe al⸗ 
moſte all fail from him, that Heretofoze 
hadde obeped the Empire of the Ros 
maines. 


T the ſame time retourned Vaſ- 
paſianus, captaine of the boſte that 


Nero had ſente into the Weft partes, 
as Germauie , Britaine and Spaine, 
whiche landes he hadde ſubdued and 
bzoughte vnder the ſubtection of Nes 
ro » To him Nero declared what 

mil- 
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miſchief the pꝛieſtes had wꝛought to; 
Romaine hoſte in ludca,how thep had 
llaine the Romaines, and ſo fozthe all 
the tale that Agrippa and Caſtius had 
told him, which diſpleaſcd Vaſpaſian 
very greatly. After this Nero ſer Vaſo. 
paſian captaine and his ſonne Titvs to 
reueng the Romaines vpon the Per- 
ſians and Jewes, geuing in commaits 
dement to race their walled townes,to 
beate downe what ſo euer they founde 
without ſparing any body, cither men | 
o wemen, childꝛen oz infants, ſucking 
babes oz olde folkes, but to ſlea all. 0 
Vaſpaſianus and Titus, ſet fozwarde 
with a choſen and picked armpe of the 
Romatns, palled the ſeas and came to 
Antiochia. The Jewcs hauing intellt- 
gence of this, chuſed out of al their cap- 
taines, thꝛe pzinctpal moſt expert war⸗ 
riours:of whome J Ioſeph pꝛieſte that 
wait this hiſtozy was one, who by the 
deuine kauour am valeant in battaile: 
and Anani the hie pꝛieſte, and Elcaſar 
bis ſonne. To theſe thꝛe they commit - 1 
ted the hole land of Iudea, deuidinge it 
to 
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| to them by lot, and gaue them all fur- 


niture of warre. One third part ther⸗ 
foze,\which was hole Galile from the 
land af Napththaly and beyond) fel to 
loſeph the pꝛieſte ſonne of Gorion to

with that alſo that is beyond the riuer 
and all the lande of Meſopotamia, fell 
; to taptaine Menaſches lotte. To other 
Pꝛinces alſo of Iudea and to the woz-

fr Antiochia, came & pitched his tetes 
in Aram Zofa.Fo2 he had deuiſed and 
determined thus with his connſel:firſt 
to inuade Galile, and after to try what 
they could do in Ivdea.

And 
out of theſe he choſe, vi. hundzed of the 
beſte; fuche as one of them woulde not 
ſh2inke from ten,ten from an hundzed, 
a hundꝛed from a thonſande,a thouſad 
from ten thouſand. With them Ioſeph 
went to the cities of Agrippas Þ were 
in Iehudea to winne them. Foz Agrip- 
pa ſtucke to the Romaines were it 
right oz w2onge with al the power he 
tould make. He went firſte to Tiarua a 
greate citie that belonged to Agrippa, 
where as both his treaſure and muni⸗ 
cion 
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tion of warre was. Mhẽ he came thee 
ther, he ſpake to the people vppon the 
watles and offered then peace, on aan⸗ 
dicton that they ſhould open the gates 
and deliner bnto bim all the treafure 
of Agrippasandall his it weis: Thug 
if thep would do , he then would ſpare 
them and flea none of them. Were it 
net better fozpou(ſaith he)to take part 
with them that defende the ſanctuary 
of God e his inheritance, then to iopnt 
voar ayde with Agrippas, which is c<# 
federate with our enemies and aſſay⸗ 
leth vs, augmenting the power of the 
that hate vs, fo that he refuſeth not to 
fight againſt the ſanctuary of the 102d; 
and the people oi his inberitaunce. Ths 
men of the taume condeſcending to Lo· 
feph,openeth the gates and be ontring 
the toune,made peace with them, ana 
they delfuered him al the kinges treas 
fares,fo2 they lite Ioſephs woozpes g 
conſented to take ſuch part as he tone. 
Ar that time came newes vnto Ioſeph 
that tronbted him ſoze: namely thaf 


Tiberashad rebelled © were reuolted 
ꝙ.i. from 
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from the people that dwelt at Hieruſa⸗ 
lem and were chaunged fromhis lot, 
to become Vaſpatianus ſubiectes ; who 
bad ſet a Romaine captaine ouer the. 


No refounationwherof,he lett his ars 


mie at Tiarua, and toke thoſe ſix hun- 
dꝛeth pong men with him to Tiberias, 
commpyng-vpon it ſodein lp and at vns 


wares. And as he Kfove vp the bankes - 


ot Genoſar he eſpied p naup ofthe Ro- 
maines that lape there at road, to aide 
Vaſpaſian, whiche Ioſeph tõmaunded 
to be bꝛooken in peaces and to be ſtat⸗ 
tercd abꝛode in the ſea laake , The mã 
of Tiberias thercfoze ſeinge the ſhyp⸗ 
bo2des diſperſed in that faſhion, they 
ponleciured it was done by ſome of Jos 
ſephs hoſte, wherfoze the bandes of the 
Nomaines fied to the towne, gate in EF 
thytte the gates. Ioſeph notwithffan- 
ding came to one gate of the citte and 
a tes that the people myght heare, ſai⸗ 
vn: d hat meaneth this cõſptracie ot᷑ 
yours againſt mer vea, not againſt me, 
m me jan the Lozde God,

whoſe conenaunt pe haue tranſgreſſeo 
and bꝛooken the bonde that we made 
with hym: pe haue alfo violated pour 
othe that pe ſware by the GOD of - 
raell, that we ſhoulde altogether kyght 
againſte onre enemics, to abate their 
pꝛyde. The people aunſwered from the 
walles: wee beſeche thee oure Lozde 
beare thy ſeruauntes ſpeake. God foz⸗ 
bidde we ſhoulde aide the Romaines, 
and not rather the people of the Lozde 
God of Jſraell and his ſanctuary, with 
the people of his enheritaunce. Powbe 
it there be amongeſt vs certain pzoude

mẽ vngodly perſdes, that haue made 


a league with Vaſpaſune, and haue 


bꝛoughte into the towne one of his 


chieftapnes-. Wherefoze and it pleaſe 
thee our Lode to enter the cytie with 
thyſonidiours, come vnto vs that we 
mape line with thee, rather then to 
peariche in the handes of theim that 
hate vs. So they opened the gates 


that Joſephe wente in: and tooks 
Then 


the towne. 
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Then be cauſed to appzebende thoſe 
vbngodly perſones that were there, a⸗ 
boute ſixe hundzed men and laid them 
in irons, ſending the to Tiarua whiche, 
he had afoze taken, the other wicked 
men that had atfded Vaſpaſian , he put 
to the ſwoꝛde. But the chiefe gonernaz 
of the towne he appzebended altue,ca- 
ried him out of the city, and commuti- 
ded one of his ſouldioures to cut vf his 
handes foꝛthwith. Then the captaine 
beſought Ioſeph, ſaping. J beſeche the 
my Loꝛde, let but one of my handes be 
cut ot, and thother to be left me. This 
ſute Joſeph and bis ſouldiours loughe- 
to ſcaʒne, iudgeging him to be no bales 
aunt man noz ot any hautye courage, 
Pet Ioſeph hade his ſauldiour, to gene 
him the ſwoꝛd in his owne hande and 
let him cut of whither hand he lit, and 
leaue him whiche he will. @9 the Ros 
maine captame toke the ſwoʒd and ent 
of his left hand him (elf, leauinge him 


the right, c ſo was he let go. Be tame 
therfoze vnto Vaſpaſians cape toſhew 
what ſhame was done bim. After thys 

the 
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the citizens of Zippori rebelled alſd, ma 
king a league with b Vaſ ſian and the 
Romaines hoſt, Ioſeph being certified 
of this, made thither h with his hole holt 
to beſege it, but the town abid þ bꝛunt 
ol the allauite , that Ioſeph coulde pꝛe⸗ 
uatle nothing againſt it. Wherfoze he 

beſieged it a long ſeaſon, 
6 that time it was ſignified al 
ſo to the of Jeruſale, y the Aſkelos 
nites had entred in frendſhip with the 
Romaines. They ſente therfoze Neger 
the Edomite & Schiloch the Pabilonian, 
F lehochanon with a power of the tö⸗ 
ms people, theſe came to Aſkalon ᷑ be 
ſeged it a great ſpace. Mithin þ towrt 
was a Romain captain called Antonis 
us, à baleant man g a good warriour, 
de vpon a certain night in p moꝛning 
watch ined out of the town with his 
companye to gene a camiſado to the 
Jewes that beſieged the toon: entred 
their campe and made a great laughs 
ter,continuing the ſame til it was day 
lighte,ſo that aboute ten thouſand of 
the Jewes were llaine. The reafte ne⸗ 
P. ili. uer 
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ner moued out of their place, ſaying, tt 
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is better fo2 vs to die in this battaple, 
then to flie from our enemies: therto ze 
thep toke a good heart vnto them, and 
ſtode mankullpe in their ſtations and 
places, truſtinge in the Loꝛde God of 
Iſraell. And when it was dape they al 
ſo ſette them ſelues tn arape againſte 
Antony, ue manpe of his menne, not 
withoute iofle allo of their own parte, 
fo2 Schiloch the Babilonian and Icho⸗ 
chanan ef Ic ruſalem were bothe ſlain 
by the Ucmaines , with other alſo of 
the Jewes,to the noumber ot eyghte 
thouſande fightingmen, that were vn⸗ 
dex Schiloh and lehochanan. And ne⸗ 
uer a one of the Jewiſhe captaines els 
caped that contlicte ſaue onipe Neger 
the Edomite, iuhiche bid him ſelf in a 
certaine ſepuichze that was there in 
the plaine , whome the Nomaines in 
their purſuts ſoughte, but founde hun 
not, Wherefoze they ſet afire the wod 
that it purnte raunde aboute the ſe⸗ 
pulchze wherein he lape hid, and con⸗ 
n allthe * and * 
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but came not nie the ſepulchze : fo) 
Neger had called vuto y Lozd with his 
| hols hart, to deliuerhim this once from 
dis enemies, leſt he ſhould be hamful- | 
ly handled of the,p2zomiſing at another | 
time to be ready to die valeantly in his 
quarel. So Neger eſcaped p Romaines | | 
by the helpe of the God of Jiraell ,tn | | 
whome be put his truſte. Sho:tipe af- 
ter ſente the Icroſolunites muche peo⸗ 
ple to Aſkalona, to the nomber of. rvite 
thoufand good men of war, to buri the 
body of the Jewes y were there llaine 
in the c6flictes by Antoni: they ſought | | 
alſo the bodye of Neger the Edomite, | 
but thep founde it not, til at lengthe he | 
cried vnto them oute of the ſepulchze, | 
q ſapinge: J am here: fo God hathe de⸗ 
| liuered me oute of the handes of mine 
| ennemies, to the intente J mape pet 
bie anenged ol them in the warres of 
| the LORDE. SoNegar declared 
vnto them at lat ge all thinges howe 
they chaunced vnto him. Wherefo:e 
the Jewes reioyſed wonder fuilpe, that 
they | 
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that they had found him aliue, that be 
was ſaued by ſuch a miracle 4 that the 
Lo bad deliuered him: Mherfoze thef 
pat their confidence in the L02d , bele- 
ning that God wold be pꝛeſente with 
them to aide them,wherof this deliue⸗ 
rance ot Neger they toke fo2 a ſure ſign 
and token. The Romatines kept them 
within the towne,fo2 feare of the mul- 
titude of the Jewes that were come to 
bury the bodies. So the Jewes buried 
all the bodies of thetr owne parte that 
mer ſlain in bothe battatls, foz the Ro- 
maines were not able to pꝛohibit and 
let them, but helde them in the towne. 
And iohẽ the burial was finiſhed, they 
toke Neger with them to Jerufalem, 
to gene God thankes there, fo2 his de⸗ 
ligeraunce at that pꝛeſent. The Ioſeph 
the pꝛieſt gathered his ſtrengthe and 
came vpõ Aſkalon with his hols armp, 
alſaulted them, gate thupper hand and 
wan the towne:after flue Antony and 
al his people, with the ſwozd that of al 


with him, not one eſcaped, Beſides 
this 
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this, all the villages and hamlets that 
wers thereaboute without the towne, 
be burnt them euerp one. And in like 
maner ſerued be all the townes e vil- 
lages there abonte that had entred in 
league with the Romains,fleaing both 
Aewes and Romaines that dwelte in 
them with the ſwozde , as manye as 
be founde:and their houſes be bꝛente. 
This done, Ioſeph returned again to 
Zippori, fought with them i gate the 
vpper hande: there ſhed he much bloud 
of the people that had conſpired with 
the Romaines, vtteriye deſtroyed the, 
burnt alſo their tittes and villages,led 
their wines and childzen paiſoners as 
wape to Jeruſalem , and what Ro- 
maines ſo euer he founde there, hes 
flue them with the ſwozde . Whan as 
Vaſpaſian and Titus his ſonne heards 
of all that Ioſephe had w2oughte a⸗ 
gainſte the Romaines, bothe howo hs 
flne their gariſones as manye as he 
toulde finde in Galile, and alſo all the 
Jelves that hadde made anpe league 


with him and his ſonne , they were 
| won. 
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wonderfull wzothe , and in a greate 
rage. They toke therloze their iournp, 
t came to A pitelma, otherwiſe called 
Acho, where as at that pzeſent Agrip- 
pas kingt of Judea was ab dinge and 
foztye thouſande menne with him: all 
good menne of warte and archers e⸗ 
nerpe one: theic lopned them ſeiues 
with Vaſpaſians armye, by whyche 
meanes the Romaines campe becante 
ber ye huge. Poꝛecuer, oute of other 
nations, rounde abcute Iudea, good 
menne of warre withoute noumber, 
ſoyned with Vaſpaſian. e had aid als 
ſo of all the beſt menne of warte, oute 
of Meſopotamia, Aram, Zofa, Aſſur, 
Sinear, Perſia, Chaldea, Macedonia, 
and oute of the pꝛoumces of the peo⸗ 
vie af the C aſt, yea}, the people of Mia⸗ 
mim, Lob, Dedam and Seba with all 
pꝛouintes facre and neare, that were 
tem vnder the ſubiegion of the Jews, 
callo of the voke from their necks, and 
rebelled agaumſt the dominion; of Zr⸗

Romafne armye to apde Vaſpaſian 
and Titus. Fo: theſe were afoze ſubs 
iectes vnto the Jewes , that ſoze hadde 
burthened the, wherefoze they came to 
aide the Komaines and to inuade Jes 
ruſalem and the people of the Jewes. 
But the Sdomitcs had not pet aſlo⸗ 
ctate them ſelues with Vaſpaſian and 
Titus, foz they were in ſubiegion to 
the Jewes and ſerued them. So that 
not one of them aided the Komaines. 
Foz longe befo;e, they hadde moned 
wat re againſte Jeruſalem,and coulde 
not gette the vicozye , but the Jewes 
pꝛeuailed againſte them and ſubdued 
them, Hircanus alſo the fyzſte kinge of 
the Jewes circumciſed them. They 
dwelte alſo in Jeruſalem, kept watche 
and warde abonte the houſe of the 
Lode, and his couenaunte , withoute 
all rebellion againſte the Jewes and | 
Ieroſolimites. And at that pꝛeſent was EY 
thirtpe thouſande of the beft of the E- | 
domites, to keepe the walles of Jeru- 
ſalem, and the houſe ot the Lozde. 4 
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After this , Vaſpaſian and Titus with 
all their hoſte, toke their tourney from 
Acho and came to Galile , and in the 
moũt they pitched their tentes. Whers 
of when tidinges was bꝛought to lo. 
{eph,howe the hoſte of the Romaines 
lap vpon the moat of Galile, and howe 
Vaſpaſian had ſent afoze him a greats 
power to repapze the bzoaken wates, 
to fyllthe hooles and caſte downe tbs 
hilles, to leuel the waye that dis peopie 
might palle the better, foz he was ſo e 
moued againſt y Jewes , Ioſeph tſlues 
gut of zipporie with al his power,ſetts 
bpon them, and ewe them with the 
fwo2de , takynge ſuche vengeannce of 
them as neuer was the lyke afoze : fog 
bis God was with him, Vaſpaſian and 
Titus hearing of this, determined to 
ſet vpon Ioſeph at vnwares,and to be⸗ 
ſet all the wayes that he ſhould efcape 
of no ſyde, But Ioſeph had intelligence 
of their tommpnge, wherefoze he lefte 
zipporie and went to Tiberia: whether 
| Vaſpaſian folowed with his boſte. 
| loſeph perteiuing them comming, fled 
from 
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from thence to Iorpata, the biggeſt city 
in al Galile,cloſed vp the gates, e there 
remained with his armie. 


TT ben ſont Vaſpaſun certaine nobles 
men in — vnto Ioſeph, to 
debate the matter with hym in this 
wyſe. Vaſpaſian generall of the Kos 
maine armie , deſpreth to know what 
it ould auaile the to be thus pend vp 
within a walled toun:he lotlles the ra⸗ 
ther to come fo2th to entreate ofpeace 
with him, + enter in a league together, 
ſa2 it ſhalbe fog thy auaile to ferne Cæ⸗ 
far, emperonr of the Komaines Þ thou 
maleſt line and not be deſtrofed noz pet 
any of the people with the. Then Tos 
ſeph ſent embaſſadours againe to Vaſ- 
paſian, demaunding tre ute fo: a fews 
dalea, that be might comen of the mat⸗ 
ter with the people and let them vnder 
ſtande his woꝛdes: peradnenture(ſatth 
be: ) they wilbe perſwaded to make 
peace with thee, and then tzpli we en- 
ter in league with the Romaine em- 
pire, 0 Vaſpaſian ceaſed from figh- 
ting 
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ting againſte Ioſeph, permittinge dim 
ſpace to deliberate of the thinge . Up- 
on that Ioſeph ſente Emballavoures 
to all the pcople at Jeruſalem , to the 
zteſtes,chiefe men, rulers and to the 
reaſte of the people, lettinge them to 
witte this. Ve ſhall vnderſtande bꝛe⸗ 
then and frendes, that Vaſpaſian ge⸗ 
nerall of the Romaines ſente his Em⸗ 
baiTadoures bnto me, inquiring what 
it ſhuld auaile vs to be ſo ſtiffe againſt 
them and not rather to com fozth and 
to entreate of peace and to ſopne in 
league together, that we mapeſerne 
the Emperour of the Romaines, fo to 
ſaue dur lines and not to be deſtroyed, 
And 3 p2ap pou why wil ye loſe your 
lines,your wiues, pour ſones 4 dough⸗ 
ters: bohy wil pe all fal together vpon 
the ſwoꝛd, that bothe they, that ſhalbe 
left aliue among vou, ſhalbe led captiue 
onte of pour countrpe to a people that 
pe neuer knewe, whoſe language pe 
vnderſtande not: and your countrye 
to be made deſolate , your ſanduarye 
| lande waſte,y there ſhal not be ſo much 
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as one man to enter into it. euer ſul⸗ 
fre this, vou that be wiſe men, but ra⸗ 
ther recetue my counſell, t come hither 
to vs, that we map deliberat together, 
what conditiõs of peace we ſhal make, 
fo2 the ſauegard of pour liues, rather 
then to be deſtroped and that ye maye 
bſe the comodſtſes of pour country, be 
at reaſte and peace therin. For life and 
quietnes is to be preferred before death 
and baniſhmente . The inhabitantes 
therefoze of Jeruſalem, bothe pzteſtes, 
chiet men, rulers, and all the noble me 
of Iudea with the reaſte of the people 
lente vnto Ioſepli, ſayinge. Take hede 
to thy (elf, that thou neuer conſent vn⸗ 
to this, to reteſue conditions of peace 
with them: but be ſtronge and bolde ta 
fighee dntfil ſuche time as thou ſhalt 
conſume them,o2 till thou and all the 
people die in battaile, and ſo ſhalt thou 
tighte the fightes of the Lozde foz his 
people and his ſanctuarye , with the 
cities of oure God: In the meane ſea- 
fon, be as be maxe, ſo thy power be 
not with them. 225 
Mhen 
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When Toſeph bearde the determina- 
tlon ot the — of Hieruſalem, ho lot 
all ſoztes with one conſent willed by 
the embaſſadours the continuaunce of 
the warres, he was wonderful wzoth, 
and in a great fury he iſfued out with 
all his people, and ſet them in aray a- 
gainfte Vaſpaſian and the Romatae 
boſte , fn whiche conflicte were ſlayne 
very many of the Jewes . And from p 
day fozward Vaſpaſian began earneft- 
ly and fearcely to warre bpon the Jes 
wes . He departed from thente to the 
citte Gerarta,a great citte in the higher 
Galile:beſeged it and wan it, raced it E 
llewe all the people, man woman any 
childe:oren, ſhepe , tamelles and ales, 
leauing nothing alyue. And then he 
ſaide:nowe begin J to be renenged foz 
the Romains,which p Jewes murthe- 
red in the lad of Juda. rd thece he do- 
parted,tbzoughthis armieto Iorpata, 
where Ioſeph remained. The firſt dap 
that he — abonte Torpata, he 
gaue his ſouldiours meate and daynte 


plentr, and made them good chere, the 
furniſhed 
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furniſhed enerye man with weapons. 
$0 on the next morrow early,the Ko- 
maine army gaue a great ſhoute and 
beſet the city round aboute on euerye 
ſide. In this buſineſe Ioſeph ſtoode 
vpon a certaine tobe, from whence 
he behelde the huge campe of the R6- 
maines, wherefoze he ſounded fozthe 
a Trumpet, gaue a ſigne to battatle, 
iCued oute with the hole power of the 
Je wes that he had with dim, and ſette 
bpon the Romaines campe at the fote 
of the hil, continuinge the fighte from 
mozning vatil night. And when it be- 
gan to be darke,they ceaſſed fighting 
and departed the one ſozt fro the other, 
the Jewes into the towne, the Ros 
maines to their tentes. In this battail 
were very manyc llalne on bothe par⸗ 
ties, al wel Jewes as Romaines. The 
Romaines aduauncinge them ſelues, 
pꝛoudly and ſtoutly ſaid, we wil quick⸗ 
Ip vanqueſhe this little nation, as we 
haue ſubdued all other nations that 
we haue conquered, that they ſhall a⸗ 


noy vs no moze: and atterwardes we

The Jewes alſo. on 
thother ſide encouraged them ſelues a⸗ 
gainſt the Romatnes,ſapinge; At this 
time we will all die together koz the 
zeale of the landuarp of our God, and 
neuer ſuffer theſe vncleane perſones to 
pollute it:and when we baue once de⸗ 
ſtroted them, we ſhalbe quiet. do what 
foz the pꝛide of the Romaines of thone 
ſide and the ſtubboznnes of the Je wes 
on thother, much people was ſlaine in 
that fight,foz if cõtinued til the ſeconde 
third and fourth day. In this while all 
the Jewes that dwelt abonte Iorpata, 


fled to Vaſpaſians campe and toyned - 


them ſelues to the Komatnes to aide 
them. And euer as Ioſeph ſkirmiſhed 


with Vaſpaſian without the city, Vaſ- 


paſian ſente a pewer to aſſaulte the 
citye. So Ioſeph and his men foughte 
with Vaſpaſian without the te lune, 
the Jewes that were wtthin the town 
defended the walles againſt the routes 
of the Romatnes,that was a ſmal hcſt 


made oute of the maine armpe. But 


the Jewes that weee lelte within the 
tolone, 
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| towne,began to deminiſhe euery day, | 
| bntil very fewe were lefte. The hardi⸗ 
eſt alſo of Ioſephes ſouldiours and the 
wozthieft pong men that fought with 
out were all latne,a very few except, 
with whome loſeph fled and eſcaped. 
into the towne,ſhuttinge the gates ak⸗ 
ter him. But as Vaſpaſian with all his 
armpye beſieged lorpata a longe while, 
he eſpied at lengthe a conduite with- 
oute that ranne into the citpe, whereof 
the citezens dzonke,becauſe the water 
thereof was good and ſwete, he derts 
ned the waters thereof beſides the 
towne, that it could no moze come in⸗ 
to the citpe, whereby the inhabitantes 
ok the city were deſtitute ol beverage, 
bauinge nothinge lefte them but wel 
waters. Ioſeph therefoze pertcelulnge 
$ the conduit water wherof they were 
allvates accuſtomed to dzinke, was tas 
ken awap,concciucd with him ſelfe, | 
Now wil the Romaines b:agge and 
boaſt againſt vs, t thinke to take vs at 
their pleſure, whiles we haue no water 
but ſhalbe coſtreined to die fo; thirft.

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He toke therfoze garmentes, and dip⸗ 
ped them in the wel waters that were 
in the towne & hanged them here and 
there ouer the walles, to declare vnto 
the Nomains that they had water ple- 
ty in the towne, leaſte they ſhould con⸗ 
cciue anpe hope of ſwift winninge the 
to bone, thinking thep had no waters. 
Then commaunded Vaſpaſian a moũt 
to be raiſed nie to the towne ſide, to 
plant en fron Ram vpon to batter the 
walles with, and beate them downe. 
The mancr oc the makinge of an iron 

Aam is thus. Fire they take a great 
long thicke beame, vpon the foze part 
wherok they put a great Frong heave, 
made like vnto a Nams heade, with 
hoʒnes al of pꝛuincipall frcng it on, the 
weight therok is as much as halfe the 
beame, and couereth the brame alſo to 
the middes. Then faſten they into the 
groũd oner ag ainſt the place that they 
entend to batter, two greate trees like 
maſtes of ſhipps, betwene which, they 
bag the beme y is called the ram with 
very ſtrong ropes made of hempe, the 

hel 
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beſt that map be gotte , and iron wp2e 
tw iſted together. At the hynder part of 
this beame from the wall warde, are 
ringes of iron ſurely faſtened , with 
ropes made of hempe and wire tied ts 
them:that whe the aſſanlters wil bat- 
ter the walles, they puſhe foꝛ warde the 
beame as though it were a ſpeare, and 
faſten his ſtrong hoznes amongeſt the 
ffones.The hang they weightes at the 
ringes in the binder parte, and muche 
people a far of take holde of the ropes 
that come thzvugh the ringes behinde, 
and hale that hinder part of the beame 
bpon the ground: and by ſuche meanes 
they ſhake the wall that they made it 
to quake again. Thus in many places 
they wzeſt and wzenche out the ſtones 
of the building, ſo that afterwards the 
wal falles downe, There be alſo other 
maner ofengins, as an iron ram vpon 
foure wheles bonnde wich fron, and 
faſtened with iron nailes. To this they 
make fonre feete as hath a Ramme, 
oz moe as the bigneſſe of the brames 
requircth , The biggeſte foz the moſte

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parte is of, xrr. cubites lenge, and the 
leaſt of ten. And loke how many terte 
the Ramme hath, ſo mani whcles halb 
it alſo. Fo2 cuery wycie hath his feste 
by him, and when they will batter a 
Wall, certaine men appointed therunto 
dꝛa w it firſt a good wap ot, the a great 
multitude of men taue hold cf the bin ⸗ 
derpart therok, by feure poꝛters oz lt a⸗ 
ucrs ot wobde that are put therin, and 
Ioith all their ſway ſhoue fo: ward the 
Kamme to ſtrike the wal that they wil 
batter. The head of this yzon Ramme 
that goeth vpon wheles hath no hozng 
but is blunt, made of the Crogeft kinde 
of yzon,wyth a wondertul thicke neck. 
They haue alſo bpon hoth ſides of the 
engyne, a Pentaſe of wodde foz the. 
ſauegaide of them that ſhoue fozth the 
Ramme hehynde frem the arrowes oz 
Cones of them that are vpon the als. 

The Kammes that Titus vſed at 
Jeruſalem , koz the mooſte parte, ran 
all vopon wheeles. Ok the other ſozte, 
be had 2nip two, as we ſhall declare in 
pys 
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dis plate. The beame of this Ramme 
that we euen nowe deſcribed, was as 
as thick as. x, men could favs: py length 
thereot, was fiftye cubites . Jt was al⸗ 
ſo holow within and filled with Dre 
hides, folded and ſowed together. The 
woode ſerued faz none other purpoſe, 
then that the faſhion of the Lethar 
mighte be ſette vpon the ground. The 
binder parte of the beame was coue⸗ 
red oucr with iron plates. The leather 
was put within that the beame ſhould 
not bzeake with the poiſe of þ weights 
that were hanged by the ringes bes 
hinde , wben as menne appointed foz 
the purpoſe, haled at the ropes to dzaw 
backe the beame. 

The woode therefoze that wente 
aboute the leather ſerued to keepe the 
leather in facion. Jn that they concred 
it with iron plate,y they did leaſt they 
that kept the wals ſhauld ſet it on fire. 
The bones that were vbpon the bcade 


of the Ram, were as manpe as they 
Nll(f liſted 
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liſted, bnt neuer fewer then ten, then 
the beame was. xx. cubites longe: noz 
alſo moe then, I. and then the beame 
was a hund;ed cubites tn lengthe. 
Bet wirt euerp hozne was the ſpace of 
a cubite, and enerp hozne was as thick 
as a man could fadom, the length was 
one cubite and a haife ai the leaſt. The 
wodden walle oz pentaſe was as long 
as the leather that was put within the 
beame, and it was ſet on bothe the 
ſpdes towarde the hinder parts of the 
beame,to defende the men that labon- 
red to batter the walles, leſt thet ſhold 
be hurte with arrowes oz dartes. The 
Ramme that Vaſpaſian vſed at Iorpas 
ta which he beſieged, and me in it, was 
made in this ſozte . The length there- 
of was.!.cubites , it had, rrv. boznes in 
the heade, whiche was as thicke as ten 
men: euerpe hozne alſo was as thicks 
as one man, and betwirt euerpe hozne 
the ſpace of one cubite . The weight 
that was hanged on the binder parte 
wasa thouſad «4 fine hundꝛed talents, 
euerp talent is about a hundzed Troy 
weight 
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weight. The men that laboured in the 
erecting of this engine, were. xv. hun⸗ 
dzed. To re mode it frem one place to 
another, o from one Citie to another, 
were appointed an hundzed and fiftie 
poke of oren, 92 els.3oo.touple of hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes and mules, W he as thet ſhould aſ⸗ 
ſault any foztes 03 cities ihat ſtode vpõ 
hilles, then muſt thei deuide it in parts 
and bztnge it vp to the ſiege by piece- 
meele, and there ſet it together againe. 
Now when the Romains bad battred 
the walles ofIorpata, and Ioſeph pers 
ceiued the wall to ſhake:he toke greats 
fackes, filled them full of Chaffe, and 
banged them downe by the Walles, 
that the hoznes of the Ramme coulde 
not come nie the ſtones of the wall, but 
light vpon the ſacks, which by the rea- 
ſd of their ſoftnes of the chaffe,damned 
the ſtroke p the wal was leffe burt. Foz 
ſuch is þ nature of ſoft things, to gens 
back to Þ hard, , to weake their fozce. 
But Vaſpaſian ſeinge the ſubtiltie of 
Ioſeph: vſed alſo policte foz policte, fog 
be ſent into the towne ſecretely 3: wes 
pics, 
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ſpſes, which when the batteries ſhould 
be, might tut aſunder the coardes that 
the ſackes were tied to, and with them 
flipt downe the walles, where the Ro- 
mains were ready toreceiue them that 
thep din not hurt them in the fall, and 
immediatly they ſtroke the wall with 
the ramme. There was at that pꝛeſent 
in the citie a certaine valeant man nas 
med Elcaſar of the houſe of Anani the 
hie pziefte that then dwelt at Bieruſa⸗ 
lem. This Eleaſar perteiupng the Ros 
mains to go about to batter downe the 
walles as they did befoze , plucked out 
of the wall a mightye ſlone, ſo that hee 
made a great hole 02 gappe, wherat be 
lliode downe the wall, and light rides 
linge bppon the engine, wade faſt an 
fron cheine to the hoꝛnes thereof, and 
gate vp againe quickelpe and nine 
from the beame into the tewne worth 
the chcyne in his hande , fo2 the walle 
was not verre hye above His heave ag 
he ſtode byon the Namme. Then other 
tall fellowes tooke holde vppon ths 
cheyne, and faſtencd it to Ptiijers and 
walles 
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Walles in the Towne , that the Ko- 
maynes mpghte rather kee conſtrap⸗ 
ned to bzrake their Ramme then take 
it awape from thence. The Pꝛieſte 
Eleaſar pet once agapne boldlpe wente 
do lone and ſate vppon the beame, flue 
fiftie menne that laboured aboute the 
Ramme, and the reſt he put to ſlighte: 
then returned into the Zowne, beinge 
dzawen vp againe from the beame by 
deim that were wpthin the Towne, 
greatlye reiopſpnge in his manhode. 
After that went he vp vpõ a hie tower 
fcom whence he tübled downe with a 
mighty fozce a great ſtone and a harde 
bppon the heade of the Ramme, bzake 
it that hothe a great parte of the heade 
and the hoznes fell vpon the grounde, 
Foz the pzon that it was couered with 
all was olde and ruſtye, ſo that it was 
muche waſted and eaten ther wyth, the 
ropes alſo were olde. After that Eleaſar 
went downe agayne, toke parte of the 
bead that was bꝛoken, and hurled it in⸗ 
to the toune, the Romains that remai⸗ 


ned, either he ſlue oz put to flyght . 
The 
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The archers ſhotte at bim, e wounded 
him with fine arrows, wherfoze by the 
belpe of bis felowes vpon the walles, 
be climed vp,otherwiſc he had not ben 
able foz the griefe of his wounds, The 
people then gane a ſhout foz iope of the 
bictozp of the woꝛthi pꝛieſt Eleaſar that 
bad ſlaine the Romaines, and bzoken 
their Ramme wherein they put their 
confidence,e bought part of it into the 
tonne e faſtned it with an iron cheine$ 
ths Romains could not pull it backe a⸗ 
gain to them, no haue thuſe of it after 
warde. Mherkoze diners of the vali⸗ 
anteſt citizens of Torpata armed them 
ſelfes Þ dap, being ftirred with p great 
courage that they dad ſene in Eleaſar, 
and went down, he wed the beame in⸗ 
ts pieces, bought the popſes with the 
ringes and two maſtes with them in⸗ 
to the towne:and the ſame dape died 
Cleaſar with great renowne , as one Þþ 
bad fonght foꝛ the ſanctuary of the lozd 
and foz his people and countrpe of If. 
rael like a faithful ſeruant and ſonldi- 
er of the Lozve ; whome all the people 
| Morrs 
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mourned foz,buripng him in p town, 
and honozing him foz his deathe, wo 
thineſſe, and faithfulnefic,appointinge 
him a wozthy memozy allo foz that he 
bad waced battail with the ennemteg 
of the Lode. The ponge menne of the 
Jewes ſeing this, and ſpecially two of 
them, the one called Nitra, thother Po⸗ 
lipus, men of wiſdome and vnderſtan- 
ding, e ther with expert in the warres 
being moned with zeale fo2 the god of 
Aſrael: opened the gates 4 iNned out a- 
gainſt the Komaines,ſkirmtſhed with 
| them due mani of the. But at length 
thei were lain them ſelnes in the ſkir 
mithe fo2 the ſanctuarie of their God, 
foz Iſraell, and their countrey, When 
Ioſeph ſaw the wars ts encreaſe moze 
and moze, he iſſued oute, and made a 
great laughter in the Romains tents, 
burnt the mounte t engines of warre 
that the Komatines had left, by which 
meanes the warres wared pet boater 
and hoater,in ſo mnche that Joſephus 
repulſed the Romaines:foz when thep 
faw the Jewes ſo deſperatelys = 
thelr 
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their lines foz their God and land, ther 
woulde not abide their fozce . When 
Vaſpaſian ſawe his menne ſhzinks he 
ſtode vp then, and put them in hearte, 
erhozting them with faire woꝛzdes, and 
pꝛomiſes, al well golde and ſiluer, as 
meate and dzinke, where with the Ro- 
matnes allured, ſoughte with Ioſephe 
that day vnto the Sunne ſetting, and 
as the battaile wared hote, the Jewes 
worfided Vaſpaſian with an arrowe in 
his right legge, which ſoze diſmated p 
Romatnes, when thep ſaw the bloude 
run down his legge:and that day was 
a ſoze fighte betwene the Jewes and 
the Komaines, Titus ſeinge his father 
wounded, ſoꝛe abaſhed ranne to him tg 
belpe him, to whome his father ſaide, 
bow it is my ſonne that thou art thus 
aſtonied, take harte to thee, and with 
a courage renenge thy father of theſe 
Jewes that haue nob the better hand 
of bs. Ho they fought both Titus and 
Vaſpaſian withal their hole hoſt Þ day 
à very ſozc fight, and many were flain 


of both partes vea very few were lefte 
on 
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on Ioſephes part, with wh he returnd 
into the rowne, The nexte dap the Koo 
maines raiſed a newe mounte in ſtede 
ok that that Ioſeph had bzent, and pla- 
ted another iron Ram thernpor Le- 
twene two poſtes acco;dingly,fo; Vaſ⸗ 
paſian had bought. iii. ot this (oztwith 
him lr Nome, but other battering pes 
tes vpo wheles had be with him thir⸗ 
ti, what moze, what lefſe, » bigger ſost 
were ol. rxx.cubites longe, the leaſte 
ten. Be bzoughte alſo ten engines (6 
hurle greate and weighty ſtenes with 
al, which he placcd abcute the walles. 
The Komaines therefoze renued the 
warres 4 aſſaults againſt the town as 
thei were wot afoze, But p town was 
now deſolate and naked of the toute 
warlike men, fo2 they were al ſlain in 
the fightes . Albeit Toſeph remained e 
a fe we with him, who went cuerp ene 
t the women alſo to defend the wals, 
fo: there was almoſt no men lekte, fpt 
to the warre. Then the Romalnes 
flonge with thengines ſtones into ths 
towne on cuery ſide, rom the mount e 
muni⸗ 
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munition. It chaunced that a greate 
ſtone hit a woman with childe wpth 
ſuch a violence, that it paſſed though 
ber body, and caried the childe with it 
fo the ſpace of halfe a mile. They caft 
bp and raiſed pet other munites alſo, 
from whence they llinged ſtones, and 
another like chafice happened. A ſtone 
came and hit one of Ioſephes men of 
warre,a valeant man, in ſuche a ſozt, 
that it deuided his head from his body, 
and made it flie a large mile of. 
T the ſame time one of p Romain 
ſouldiours, diniſcy with him ſelfe 
ho we to ſlrike Ioſeph with a venomed 
arrow, and gate him vnder the walle 
where Ioſcph was, to accompliſhe his 
purpoſe. But Ioſeph eſpied him and 
cried vnto him:hold thy had thou wic⸗ 
ked felowe,and do not kil me. With 
that the felow ſtarr ſom what aſide,be- 
ing afratd at Ioſephs voice: and ſodely 
the Jewes oute of the towne poured 
bote ople vpon him from the wal, that 
bis ſkin was ſkalded of, and he ran a⸗ 
wap naked, howlinge and pellinge to 
1-2 557 the

the Nomalnes campe, where he dyed. 
Vaſpaſian and his Sonne Titus were 
fallye determined to continue the af- 
ſaulte vntill the. xl viii. daye : notwith- 
ſtandynge the walles were ſo hie that 
they tould not winne the towne. Pet 
at lẽgth the men being ſo ſpent with ⸗ 
in the towne , and they that remained 
a liue fo weried with topling,that they 
were not able anpe longer to furniſhe 
their watch vpon the walles: vpon a 
tertaine nights Vaſpaſian and Titus 
ſkaled the walles at a quarter wheres 
lvatchmen'were lacking, and after the 
many other of the Romain ſouldſours 
folowed, which went downe on the in 
ſide and bzake open the greate gate'of 
the towne, wherat entred-the yole ar- 
my of the Romaines. And being with⸗ 
in the tolone, ſounded their trompets 
and ſhouted bnto battall. The Jewes 
with the alarme , tumulte, and hurlpe 
burlp of the Romaines, awaked out of 
their flepe and were ſsze afrated. Not- 
withtandingenerye man toke him to 


bis weapon, and into the market place | 
O.i. as | 
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as faft as they might. They had made 


the market place ot the towne ſo large 
of purpoſe, that if anye buſines ſhould 
happen, there might come together the 
hole city if thep would. So lokinge a- 
bout them they ſaw the Komaine ar- 


my entring into the town by the wap 
that came from the greate-gate, Then 


fought thei with þKomains, t died cue 


in the market place where they ſtode,: 
crhoating one an other, and faiyng: let, 


us dte here fightinge, and neuer ſuffer: 
aurgſolues to be taken allue . But Toe 


ſeplrand foztye men with bim, woz⸗ 


tyxe menne al, ed aut ot the towne in 


to n woode where they founde a cer⸗ 
tains taue and hid them ſelues therin. 


All the relle of the citizens were ſlaine 
iu that conflicte : fo 4hey, woulde not 
pelde noꝛ commit them ſelues — the 
Komatnes; they truſted them ſo little. 


Foz on a tyme a certayne Jewe bes. 


ſoughte a Komaine ſouldſoure to ſaue 


his life, and the Romaineſware bnts 
him, ſapinge: God deale thus and thus 


with me if J fica thee, thercfaze yelde 
; and 
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and come hither to me. The Jewe re⸗ 
quired him to geue him his righthand 
that he might truſte him: and the No⸗ 
main retch bim his left had. The Jew | 
beinge diſmated in that greate feare, 
markte not that it was his left hande. 
But when the Romain had once hold 
of him, he kept him faft with that had, 
and with his right toke bis ſwoꝛd and 
flue the Jewe that then was naked, 
hauing calt awaye his weapon vpon 
traſt of the Romaine. When'p Jewes 
ſawe howe the Romaine regarded not 
his othe, but ue the Jewe that vpon 
truſte ot his pzomiſſe and the othe had 
vealded him ſelle vnto him: they deter- 
mined to dpe all together, and neuer 
to truſte the Romaines. Whereuppen 
thep reſolued with them ſelues vtter⸗ 
lye to die fo2 the holineſſe of the Loꝛde 
God of Iſraell. But in ſo doinge they 
lle we muche people of the Romaines: 
and farre moe then they had done in 
anps:other battaile. So at the lengthe 
the Citye was taken . When Vaſ⸗ 


paſian badde nen where Tos 
O. ii. {eph 
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ſeph was become and of his company: 
he ſent Nicanor, Pilerimus, and Gallica⸗ 
nus with him to Ioſeph, to wil him te 
come fo:th,and be ſhould haue his life 
and not be flaine . Then Ioſcph deba- 
ted the matter with them p were with 
him ia the den,aſking them: what (ap 
pe to this: 02 my part, pe wil folow 
my counſell , J thinke beſt we go oute 
onto them: but vpon this conditio, that 
thep wil make vs a fozmal afſuraunce 
effectuallpe as we ſhall require them: 
which done, J doubt not but Vaſpaſian 
when we come vnto him , will be ap- 
peaſed towardes vs. When thoſe men 
perceined Ioſeph to be enclined to peld 
vnto the Romatnes : they ſaide vnto 
him. We maruaile at the (Pzfnce Tos 
ſeph) thou that waſte choſen-oute of 
thouſandes of people, and pꝛomoted 
vnto rhe pꝛieſthode and kingedome, 
to ſanctifpe and halow the LORD E 
God of Jſraell : waſte alſo appointed 
graund captaine of ſo huge an hoſte, 
haſte ſeene with thine eyes the ſhame⸗ 
ful repꝛoche of thy people, with the diſ⸗ 

pleaſutes 
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pleaſures and damages of thy ſheepe: 

that thou haſt pet anp deſire to liue in 
this diſhonoure. M hat ſeeft thou that 
thou wouldeſt deſire to line fo: ſhoul⸗ 
beſt thou not rather deſire deathe then 
life? Peradueture thou perſwadeſt thy 
ſelf,thep cal thee to ſane thy life, 02 fog 
thy commoditp:but without dout this 
were a vain perſwaſton . Foz they cal 
thce foz none other intent, then to take 
thee altne, t to bzagge how they haue 
ken Ioſeph, that was conſecrated and 
| addict to the warres, and make that an 
i argument their power pꝛoſpereth, and 
is exalted. Row therfoʒe (our dear bꝛo⸗ 
ther and oure pꝛintce)conſider that this 
thei wil do yea if thei ſaue thi life. But 
put the caſe they put thee to death, wer 
it not better fo2 p to die of thine ſwoꝛd, 
then of theirs 2Þea , if it were fo2 no. 
thing but foz this, it is better fo2 the to 
die then ſo liue: leaſte thou ſhouldeſt 
heare their repꝛoches, their vpbꝛai⸗ 
dinges, and their quarrellinges. And it 
thep pꝛeſerue the aliue, neuer thinck, 
they do tt foz thy good, but rather fo; 
O. Ul. thine 
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thine lgnominy a ſhame, whiche is far 
greuouſer then death it ſelf. NA herkoze 
our dear bother and our pzince, what 
cometh in thy minde , that thon pur- 
pcſeſt to live after that thou haſt loſte 
thy people and thy bꝛethzen: and to 
what purpoſe ſerueth thi life after thct 
be gone: Parke and conſider diligent⸗ 
lpe what Moyſes (of wozthy memozy) 
dure maſter did, howe he ſpake befoze 
God, touchinge the people of Iſraell. 
O pardone their ſinnes (ſalthe he) oz 
elſle blot me quite out of thy boke that 
thou haſt witten: howe he would not 
tue after the deſtruction of his people, 
although the almighty ſatd vnto him: 
let me alone that J may wzeake mine 
anger vnon them and conſume them. 
Vl here is nowe Aaron with thee his 
b:other, that weinte betwirte like and 
deathe, in withſtanding the angel that 
plaged the people, and offered him 
ſelfe to dic fo2 his people, that p plage 
mighte ceaſe from Jfreell . Where ts 
kinge Saule and his lonne Iehonathan 
that lought te; the people of Cod and 

died 
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died in the kielde? Coule not Saule haue 

ſaued his lite and his Sonnes bothe it 

he hadde bene ſo diſpoſed - But hee. 

when he ſawe Jſracll haue the ouer⸗ 

thzowe in the battatle, hadde no deſire < 
to liue anpe lenger, but choſe rather 

deathe then life, and woulde not be ſe⸗ 
perated from his bzethzen nother in 
life noz death, as wel hee, as lonathan 
his Sonne, thoſe deatlpe beloued and 
moſte amiable menne(as the ſcripture 
termeth theim.) Why doeſt thou not 
remember (our deare Pꝛince) the righ⸗ 
teouſnes of Dauid the anointed of the 
Loꝛde, who ſeinge a moſte greuous pe⸗ 
tilence to rage vppon the people of Jl- 
rael, ſated : Let thy hande (O Loꝛzde) J 
beſeche thee be tourned vpon mee and 
my fathers houſe. Foz F am hee that 
bane ſinned, J haue tranſgreſſed, as foz 
thele thy ſheepe, what haue they done 
What haue they offended - Where 
is the holpe Lawe ſmothered and ſti⸗ 
fled in thy hearte? Arte not thou an 
annopnted Pzteſte that haſte declared 


and taughte vs the holye Lawe, 
wherby 


ſeruaunts that be ſain fo2 the vnity of 


wherby we might learne hob to lone 
our Loꝛd God withal our hart, with 
al our ſoul, and withall oure ſtrength: 
I it be ſo that the ſeruite of God, con⸗ 
ſiſteth not in this, that we ſhonld loue

bis lande? But nowe when thou bafſte 
pealded thy ſelfe vnto them, and they 
o2der the diſpitfullpe, what wilte thou 
ſay vnto them, o what amendes canſt 


thou haue at their handes: J put y caſe 
they 
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they caſt in thy teeth, c ſay thy wozdes 
be but lies, Pow ſhalt thou auoid that 
repꝛoche: Arte not thou he that ſaidſt, 
men ſhoulde fighte foz the people of 
God, vntil they die in the conflicte,and 
in ſo doinge, their deathe ſhoulde be a 
raunſome foz their ſinnes, and that 
they were ſure to go to that great light 
that is the light of life 2 Which if it be 
true,accozding as thou haſt ſaid, whye 
then wilt thou ſhun death, and not fo- 
lowe thy people that are gone befoze 
thee, to that ſame lighte:? Euer bither- 
to thou haſt had the vpper hand, wher 
ſo euer thou camſte, in ſo muche that 
they that hearde of thee , trembled fog 
feare:and nowe wilte thou yelve thy 
life into taptiuitp to the Romames, as 
a vile ſlaue : Shall not this thy diſho- 
noure redaund alſo vnto the people of 
God; Thou that arte a p2ince,a kinge 
and pzieſt, wilt thon be bound in chei⸗ 
nes: Cuerpe man ſhall ſape, this is he 
that hathe geuen his ſouldſoures and 
the reaſte of his people to die, but hath

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when they hadde made an ende of 
talke, eche manne dꝛe lw out his ſwoꝛd

ſaide. Leade thou my life oute of his 
pinfolde and priſon, Foz he knew that 
the life was incloſed in the bodye, and 
that none mighte let it fozth but God, 
J wot wel that death is a greate comes 
moditp, ſo be that the ſoule may return 
in 
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in his due time vnto God, that gaue 
it vs. knowe alſo that he that dieth 
in the wartes of the loꝛd, he ſhal come 
to the greate lighte. But J knowe not 
what can appeaſe gods wzath toward 
the ſoul of that man p ktlleth him ſelf, 
t maketh haſt to reſtoze his ſoul befoze 
his time, and withoute the Lozdes cal- 
ling. Wherfoze mp frendes e bzethzen, 
J would pe ſhoulde knowe it, J am no 
moze cowarde then you : and J do not 
diſagree with you , becauſe J am ofa 
kainte hcartfoz feare of theſe pzeſente 
calamities, but that J know J ſhoalde 
commit a heinous offence againft the 
202d if J ſhould kil mp ſelf. And howe 
ſap pe (pou pzinces) that ſticke vntg 
pour God to pon J ſpeake,tel me ohe 
chall make interceſſion vnto God fe;

Mold not a man fudge 
bim a ſlaue, a foole, a froward perſon, a 
rebel, and a ſtubburne man, d woulde 
be fozced with any miſerp, to be ſo mad 
that becauſe all thinges fall not oute, 
as he woulde wiſhe, woulde therefoze

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hange, oꝛ deſperatly murther him ſelf 
with his owne hands? Such pe know 
the law thus puniſheth, their righthãd

Wheretfoze our fozefathers 
haue taughte vs. A man oughte not 
to deſpaire of his ſanegarde and deli- 
ueraunce: vvhiche commeth of God, 
no not vvhan the knife is put to his 
throte to cut it. F02 kinge Hezekia of 
famous memozy, when he heard theſe

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woozdes of Eſaye, that wozthye pꝛe- 
phet. Make thy vvil and ſet thy thinges 
in a ſtay, for thou ſhalt die and not eſ⸗ 
cape. FHeuerthelelle he fainted not no 
cealled to pzap vnto-\5od foꝛ the pꝛolõ 
ging ot his lie in this woꝛlde, that he 
might amenge his life, and ſend a bet- 
tex ſoule vnto God, Then the Loꝛde 
God of Iſrael, ſeing his vn weried and 
ſtrong hope with biszepentaunce;ſuf- 
frch him ta line.xv.yeares vet longer. 


But Saul that, e was not appoin 
racl after the Lozdes

| crayed vppon.SanughGeue vs a Kinge

Then Joſeph began to make 


lottes, who ſhould be thod man: and it 


light vpon Ichoiada a pateſte,ſonne of 


Eliakim à Galilean, which was a vale» 


ant man, and chiefeſt in.enery caunſell 
next to Joſeph, and the pꝛincipall pers 
ſwader of this wicked fact to kill them 


ſelnes. After that did he craftely deuide 


them into ben ſo that the lot of his

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owne couple came fozth laſt of al, who 
loked to be ſaued and truſted in God, 
beteninge that he woulde deliuer him 
from this abhominable deve.

Ioſeph anſwered him, we wil do fo , if 
thou be ſo diſpoſed: but firſt heare me, 
IJ pꝛape the, ſpeake a fewe thinges in 
thine eares, Tel me, haue not theſe ſin - 
ners rebelted againſt god, in thus mur 
thering of them ſelues ſo ſhamefully, 
nether could 7 by ani meanes diſwade 
them,noz bale them from this-opintd.

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Mherfoꝛe ſhuld we two ſinne againſt 
God ſo greuouſlp, t againſt our -own 
ſoules, it the lot ſhould ſo fal 8̊ J ſhuld 
kil thee.

Þerfoze Ioſeph called out of y taue

So and ſa 
deale God with mee, if J fulfpl not thy 
requeſt,if ſo be it thou wilt come fo:the 
bnto mee together with the men that 
thou haſt with thee. Ioſeph aunſwered, 

J will come fozth vnto thee, and ſo ma⸗ 
nye moe ot vs as be aliue: fo? ſo is it 
come to paſſe, that ſome of vs be deade 
here in the cane, wherefoze howe can 


they come fozthe - Then ſaid Nicanor: 
Neuer 
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neuer thincke(frend Ioſcph)that J am 
come to decetue thee:come foozthe and 
truſt in thy Lozd God,fo2 thou neadeſt 
not to feate. Ioſeph (aid, ſweare vnto- 
me this, by the god of Iſrael, althoug 
he be vnknowne vnto thee . Nikan 
anſwered, 3 ſweare vnto the by that 
God that made the woꝛld by his wiſ- 
dom, that thou nedeſt not to fear me, 
but boldly maiſt come fozthe vnto me. 
Do Nikanor made a cougnaunte with 
Ioſeph and his felow, contircming and 
ratifping it in writing after the man⸗ 
ner of the Romatnes : and reatched 
it into the caue vpon a ſpeare, holding 
the pointe of the ſpeare in his owne 
band.Ioſeph toke the wzitinge , red it 
and beleued Nicanor:tht came he fozth 
to Nicanor and his felowe with him. 
When Nicanor ſitting vpon his ſeate 
ok eſtate that was made him there in 
the woode, nie vnto the cane , ſawe Io» 
ſeph come towardes him:he riſe vp & 
embzaſing him kiſſed him:ſet him on 
bis righthand, and wept with him a- 
boundauntly, be honoured his felowe 
Q. i. alſo, 
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alfo , placinge bim betwene Pohrinus 
and Gallicanus, whom he had at that 
pꝛeſent with him. Then Nicanor aſked 
hym foz the reſte of the men that were 
wyth him, willynge that they ſhonlde 
come foꝛth, and he would honour them 
alſo, and doce them no harme. Ioſeph 
declared the whole matter vnto hym, 
what was become of thetm . Nicanor 
hearing of. the pertinactous ſtubburn- 
nelle of the Jewes heartes,+ their wic⸗ 
ked intentes, was wonderfully moued. 
Sd then he roſe and went from thence 
with Ioſeph and his companion vnto 
Vaſpaſian. When the Romaine army 
ſawe loſeph,they were greatly aſtont- 
ed, and gaue a mightye ſhonte. Some 
reiopſed that Ioſeph was takt, ſaiyng: 
This is good lucke, that our epes ſhall 
ſez oure longe expected deſire . Other 
lamented and let teeres fal from their 
eyes wpth venſine heartes , ſaſpnge: 
Is not this that woꝛthye manne, who 
made all the Nomapne hoſte to quake 
fo: feare: and whoſe Fame and re⸗ 
none was knowen thzonghont all 


landes: 
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landes? Yowe is it come to paſſe that 
ſo mighty a man is taken in his owne 
countrep, E amongſt his owne people? 
It this chaunceth vnto ſuche a manne 
to be taken tn his owne Lande tnthe 
middeſt of his family and frendszHow 
ſhal we cſcape in a ſfraunge land. Cer- 
taine euil diſpoſed perſons of the Ko. 
main ſouldiers went to Vaſpaſian and 
ſaid, Sir, pou ſhal do well to comaund 
this man to be ſlaine without mercpe, 
that hath ben the diſtrugion of ſo ma⸗ 
ny of the people of the Romans. This 
is the ſelf ſame, that ſho! the arow and 
ffroke pon in the leg: put him to death 
and then ſhal pou be ſure he thal neuer 
moue warre moze agatnt yon. If pon 
do not, ve ſhal ſce him one dape againe 
rapſe an armye agaitift vs, and diſtroꝑ 
bs. But Ioſephe founde frendſhippe 
at Titus Vaſpaſians ſonnes bandes, 
whiche came ot the LO NDE. Ther⸗ 

koze when hee hear de thoſe wycked 
mens wo2des that deſiered Vaſpaſian 


to put Ioſeph to Rr 1 
| 0 
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to ſozneand taunted theim, ſatpnge: 
Will vou tell my father what he hath 
to dove? Mill pan gene him ſo wicked 
counſell to lea that man that peldeth 
him ſeifto vs vpo the traſt of our leaye 
+ bam of frendſhip, which pou now go 
about to bꝛeake and fruſtrate? Did not 
taptaine Nicanor in my fathers name 
1Cæſars, with al the Romaſnes, make 
a conenant with him: Take hede what 
pou ſale, Js it not treaſon that pou go 
about to bzeake the Ceſarical fidelitie⸗ 
Moꝛeduer, who can tel whether it may 
fo happen that ſome of vs be taken by 
the Jewes , like as Ioſephe ts pꝛiſoner 
at this pꝛeſent with vs? Mhen Vaſpae 
ſian heard his ſonnes woꝛdes, it plea» 
ſed him, and he ſpared Ioſeph, not ſuf- 
feryng him to be llaine, but committed 
him to a certaine tapitaine of his, and 
taried him about with himthzough tbe 
cities together with kinge Agrippa. 
Afrer this Vaſpaſian remoued his cape 
to Talmida, which alſo is called Acho, 
and from thence he went to Cæſaria a 


great citie. When thei of the citie ſaw 
Io. 
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Toſeph, thei cried vnto Vaſpaſian, kyll 
bim, kyll him, oz elſe he will one days 
be an occaſion to ſtirre great Mattes 
ace;nſt thee. But Vaſpaſian woulde 
not hcare theim , Zidynges cane to 
Vaſpaſian that they of. lapho inuaded 
the Illes that were ſubiege under hys 
dominions with a naute, roaupnge to 
ſpoile them. Vaſpaſian therfoze com- 
maunded to lape in wait fo; them, that 
they might be met withall . Do there 
was an ambuſhe lated withoute the 
towne, and it came to paſſe,that when 
the ppzates were gone out a roaurng, 
Vaſpaſian entred the towne, and toke 
it, becauſe their Souldiours were ab- 
ſente » When the Citizins retourned 
with their Naute, and ſawe the Ros 
maines in the Citie, they laboured to 
arriue and ſet a lande : but by and by 
a huge tempeſt and a mightye ſtozme 
d:oue all their Shtppes againſte the 
Rockes that were in the Sea ſhvare, 
- fo: there was no Yauen-foz Shippes 
and there they were lefte manye of 
of them : ſuche as ſwamme to Lande,

were dz2wned in the lea and ſlaine by 
the Komaines, were in noumber. (itt. 
thouſande good men of warre: beſtdeg

1 6 His done, Vaſpaſian ſet fo:th Va. 
lericus and Taribus two Romain 
captaincs with his ſenne Titus, who 
wente, beſieged and wan the townes 
of defence that were in Galile. And 
this did Titus vie them: they that pel- 
ded bnto him, he ſaucd their lines:and 
who ſoeuer withſtode him, he lee. 
Moe ouer all the cities that belonged 
to Agrippas in Galile, he reſtozed them 
vnto him againt, only Tiarua ercepte, 
which he vtterly raced, and ine all the 
mankind, ſpetiallp ſuch as were apt ta 
the warres, ſold alſo their wiurs 4 chi] 
dꝛen. And this was the only city in all 
Galile, that Titus ſhewed ſuch rigoz e 
ertremity vnto. Vaſpaſian departinge 


thence toke his x. to Gamala, whi⸗ 


ahn is a citye "_ the top of a moun⸗ 
tain. 
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tain. The name therof is called Gama- 

la, ot an Hebrue woꝛde Gamal, that 

ſignikieth to quite o2 to do a good turn 

becauſe it is the beſt citye that belon⸗ 

ged to Agrippas, and the inhabitantes 

thercof were all verpe riche. The citye 

alſo called Selencia was not farre from 

it ſituated, a country repleniſhed with 

good townes, Gardens, bꝛookes, and 

all kinde of frutefull trees. Agrippa 

beſonghte Vaſpaſian, that he woulde 

not deſtrope this citye:let me go firſte 

(ſaithe he)and offer them peace , pera⸗ 

veture thep will take it, that they may 

ſane their lines from deſtruction. Vaſ⸗ 

paſian was intreated: ſayinge vnts 

bim:go and do as thou wilte,foz to ho- 

noure thee, J will doce ſo muche foz 
thy fake. Do Agrippa wente to them, 
and ſpake frendlye and peaceablye vn⸗ 
to them, and they receiued him in lyke 
manner, but they mente deceite, ſay- 
inge. Thou arte oure LOR DE and 
kinge: to whome therefoze dothe all 
that is of anpe pztce to be deſired in 
all IAſraell belonge , but vnto thee? 
Q. tit. there- 
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therfoze come nere bnto vs and debate 
the matter with thy ſeruzants, Agrips 
pas crediting their woꝛdes, tame harde

to the titpe, and as he liſtened to them 


that taiked with him, one caft a greate 
ſtone fro the wal, which ligbt tuft be⸗ 
twene his ſhoulders , and bꝛake his 
backe with one of his armes alſo, with 
ſuche violence p it ſtroke him pꝛoſtrate 
to the grounde. But his ſeruauntes 
ſtepte to him: toke him vp, and carted 
him to Vaſpaſian. Who ſeinge him ſo 
ſoꝛe hurte, ſware he wonlde neuer go 
from thence til he had taken the city £ 


oꝛdered them in like manner as be did 


Tiarua, to leaue neuer a mi a line ther 
m. The Remaine Phiſitions did be- 
ſtow ſuche diligence aboute Agrippa: 
that they cured him. Vaſpaſian in this 
rage againſt the Selucians,becauſe thef 
had wounded the kinge , beſteged and 
aTanlted them. The Jewes within p 
towne encouraged one an other, ſaf- 
ing, let vs ſticke to it nowe and playe 
the men, foꝛ we haue none other hope 
to ſaut our liues, ſeinge we haue thus 

02- 
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oidered the king. Certain ſtout men bf 
the therfoze iſſued 4 encountring with 
the Romatnes,made a great laughter 
amongſt the, After that the Romatng 
addzeſſed their engines, planted their 
fron Rammes that they bꝛought with 
them agair:ft the walles , and by that 
time night came, battred a great parte 
therot do won to thearth, that Vaſpaſian 
and much people with him might en⸗ 
ter at their pieaſure. But Vaſpaſian 
gaue commaundement to his armpe, 
that they ſhould not enter that nighte 
into the towne, but lande and copaſſe 
the walles vntil mozow,P they might 
ſee howe to win it. Notwithftandinge 
they wold not be ruled by him dut en⸗ 
tred:then the Jewes came vpon them, 
dꝛue the ſtretes with chaines, and clo⸗ 
ſed the wales of the city, entrappinge 
them in ſuch a ſozt that they coulde go 
nother one way noꝛ other:after ſet vp 
on them and bette them downe enen 
there ſo that they were all ſlatne ſane 
a ten men that fled with Vaſpaſian & 


| & captains named Butius "dap of the 
beft 


* 
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beſt men of war in all the Romaſneg 
army,him the Jewes purſued and lug 
Wl || But Vaſpaſian t his fled to the moun · 
taines, that he might be there in ſaue⸗ 
garde. And from thence he ſent to Ti⸗ 
tus his ſonne that was in Siria, foz the 
Romaine armp, that he had ſent with 
bim into Perſia, whiche Titus led in⸗ 
to Jewꝛpe. 


QÞoztlye after Vaſpaſian gathered 
ſouldtoures and repaired his armpe, 
lopned with Agrippas tompanpe, and 
returned to Selencia, wan it 4 ſlue them 
enerpe mannt leauing none aliue, and 
afterwards wente to other Cities of 
Galile and toske them, ſeruinge them 
in like ſoꝛte. After that be came to the 
citye called Naſcela, whiche was a 
walled towne , and of all the towneg 
of defence thzoughe oute all Galle, 
none lefte but it. Thus he beſieged, 
becauſe thither were reſozted manpe 
cutthzotes and wicked perſones with⸗ 
oute all feare of G O D, ſuche as were 
Robbers and roners of the lande of 
Iudea.

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Iudea. Emongſte whome was a cers 
taine manne named Ichochanan, lears 
ned, wiſe and p;udente , ſpeciallpe to 
do miſchiefe , a wittpe conunſelloure, 
and of ſuche eloquence that he coulde 
perſwade cunntngipe , and diſſwade 
menne frem that they had purpoſed. 
Beſides this, he was a murtherer, 
readpe to ſhedde bloude and to do any 
miſchief: a great robber and one that 
euer gaped after other mens goodes. 
By whiche meanes he was become 
verpe riche , wherefoze there relozteb 
bnto him all vaine perſones , manſle- 
ars,rebels and ruffains, like him ſelf, 
geupnge bym large rewardes, that 
they mighte be of his fraternitie , his 
bzethzen and adherentes: and he to be 
their heade . Titus was ſente to this 
citye , by his father to offer them com⸗ 
ditions of peace, whether, wh he was 
come,be ſente his embaſſadonrs to the 
citizens to intreate the peace with the. 
Whereunto the Cityzens acco2ded, 
and were readpe to enter in league 
with Titus. 
When 
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When as this wicked lehochanan per 
teiued the anncient men of the towne 
and the heades wolde rettiue peace, he 
tommaunded his companions to kepe 
the walles,to let the m fcom (peaking 
with the Romaines, and that they 
woulde gene the Romatnes their an⸗ 
| ſwer. So therfoꝛe, ſeditious Ichochani 
| made anſwer to the emballadoure of 
Titus, ſaping, to mozow haue we a ſo⸗ 
lempne feaſt to the Lo2d God, tell thy 
maſter Titus therfoze,that he graunte 
Ts truce foz two daies, and the thirde 
day we wil gene him anſwer. Wher. 
with Titus was contente and lcfte the 
allaulte fo2 two dates. Theſe thinges 
were done vpon Whitſon euen, which f 
4 was called the feaſte of weakes and 
harueſt. Che night afo2e the third day 
appointed was come, le hochanan and 
his tomplices, gate them oute of ths 
towne and fled toward Jeruſalem, ere 
Titus knew therof; On the mozow he 
ſent his embaſſadour to demaſid their 
| anſwer, what they would do Thepan 
fwered, we deſire to entre in a league 
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w pou, fo we are yours to do pou what 
pleaſure your hart deſireth, vpon this 
tondicion that none of the Komaines 
hurt ether our bodies o2 goodes, Titus 
bpon this made peace with them, con⸗ 
kirminge it by wzttinge ſealed, foz the 
better aſſuraunce therof: So they ope- 
ned the gates and Titus came into the 
town with his hole armi, e the Jewes 
receiued him with great fop,honozing 
him very much. Then Titus (inquired 
foz Ichochanan and his confederates, 
the citizens declared vnto him, how he 
fled by night withal his , towarde Je- 
ruſalem. Titus hearing that,ſent after 
to purſue him; pet they found him not, 
be had made ſach ſpede: Notwithſtan- 
ding many of the people, that wet out 
of the town with him that they might 

eſcape the daunger, both men wemen 

childzen,old and impotent perſos,they 

onertoke,flne them encry one, and re- 

turned with a great ſpople. After this 

Titus wan all the cities in Galile, and 

ſet rulers in them . Then Vaſpaſian 
diſlodged from thence and came to the 
mounte 
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here J wil! leaue cf the hiſtozie of the 
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mount Tabor, which hath ſnow vpon 
it centinually:the height therof is. xxx. 
furlonges,and vpon the top is a plaine 
of. xxiii.furlong bꝛoade. Thither ſent 
Vaſpaſian one of his Captaines called 
Palgorus, whiche tooke the mountaine 
and the towne that ſtode thereon. But 


reſt of the battails that were fought in 
other places in the lande of Jſrael and 


Galile: and ſpeake no moze of them in 


this boke, fo2 thep be almoſte innume⸗ 
rable, and we haue made mencion 
ol them in the hiſtoꝛie of 

the Aomains.

that was done. It came to paſſe ther⸗ 
foze as Iehochanan the Galtlean was 
fled to Þſernfalem, he found there men 
mete fo2 his purpoſe, injurious perſons 
wicked menne,murtherers, diſcetuers, 
bloudſheaders an infinite number, foz 
out of all countreys within the land of 
Iuda, there repared thither all men of 
warre, to defende the ſanquarie * dur 
od, 


— 
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God:and Anani the hie pꝛieſt reteiued 
al that came. Theſe ſeinge Ichochanan 
and his valeantneſſe, fell from Anani 
the hie pꝛieſt, and claue vnto him, de- 
niſing with him ot al their affaires, 

So Ichochanan conſpired with thoſe 
cutthꝛotes, to laye handes vppon the 
rich men of the city,and to ſpoile them 
of their goodes,and this was theirma- 
ner, when thep eſpied anp notable rich 
man ok the city, they woulde after this 
ſoꝛt quarrel with him. Art not thou he 
that haſt ſent letters to the Romains, 
and to Vaſpiſian to betraye the citye 
bnto them: Thus woulde thei examin 
him befoze the people: and when he 
woulde anſwer, God fozbid J ſhoulde 
ſo do:then woulde they bzinge in lims 
of the Deuil, of their owne companye 
to beare falſe witneſſe againſte him, 
that he might be condempned to death 
by the law fo2 a rebel. Thus dealt thet 
with Antipas and Lohia , bothe noble 
men, and of the chiete of the citpe, and 
their goodcs withal their tewels , the 


ſeditious ceaſed foz them ſelugs. They 
pickt 
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quarels alſo to the hie pateſtes, thaufte 
them fron their charges that thei could 
not execute their (cruice, Pozeoner, thei 
caſt lottes who ſhouid haue the pateſts 
olfite, and who ſhould be no pʒieſt. Foz 
they helde the pꝛ eſthode and ſcrutce of 
(Gov, foz topes, gaudes, and trifles. @0 
the lotte fel vpon one that was called 
Pani the ſane of Peniel, & carterly huſ⸗ 
bandman, ignozant what belonged to 
the pꝛieſtes office, ſo that he was vtter 
lle vn woꝛthy of the pztefthode:pet thei 
made him bye pꝛieſt fo2 all y,ſo light a 
matter made they of p pzteſtbove. The 
good # Godlye men of Hieruſalẽ ſeing 
the power of theſe Ruffians and wic⸗ 
ked perſons beare ſuche ſwinge: they 
ſtack together, and determined to with 
ſtande them by fozte. The people ther⸗ 
fo:e earneſtlye moued with anger, (ef 
vpon them, and encountred with them 
in ſuche ſozt, that the fight was greate 
on bothe ſides , in the ſtreates, in the 
market place,in the temple, and in the 
entraunce of the Temple, till all the 
citye was filled full of dead bodies and 
R.f. llaine 
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flaine men. Foz there was not ſu much 
as one ſtreate, but there was ſome ſkir 
miſhes in it. The people at length gat 
the vpper hand of the Raffias,foz thei 
were eigerlp (et t earneſtly bet againſt 
the. The ſedicious therfoze,ſeing rhe ſel 
nes not able to make their party good 
with the people: fled cuerle man into 
the temple of the Lo2de, hntte it after 
them and there remained. But Anani 
the hie Pꝛieũle ſeinge the wicked to be 
fledve to the temple: willed the people 
to ceaſe their fightynge bpon theim fn 
the holte temple of the Lozve,leaft they 

ſhoulde pcltute it with the bloude and 

dead carcaſes of theſe wicked perſons. 
The people therefoze !cft of the fight. 
Then Anani beſet the temple rounde 
about with a.vi.thouſande of the beſte 
and pickedſt men of the people, wel ar⸗ 
med all of them wypth fackes and Sal⸗ 
lettes, and as well weapened, wtih e- 
uerpe manne a ſwoꝛde, a Target, and 
a peare oz Pyke , to keepe the Tem- 
ple that they ſhoulde not come foozthe. 
Pozeouer , Anani caſte in his minde 
| that 
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that beſides the ſettynge bppon theim 

in the Temple, whiche were in no 

wile ſemelye : it ſhoulde alſo bee as 

greate a dammage tf the people of the 

Lode, ſhoulde one rtue and ſticke an 

other in the verye Temple . Foz theſe 

cauſes he ſente Embaſſadours to les 
hochanan the Galilean chtefe Capi⸗ 
taine of the the ſedicious and thieues, 
offerpnge hym peace : but Ichochanan 
refuſed it. Foz the Sedictous had ſente 
fo: the Edomites to come and ayde 
them. Theſe Edomites hadde bene e- 
uer from their firſte beginnynge verie 
bardpe and Ualtaunte menne, and 
warrelpke : pet were they ſubiecte to 
the Jewes. Foz Hircanus kynge of 
Iuda hadde conquered them, and cau- 
ſed them to be circumciſed: bindynge 
ſuche of theim as were the beſt war- 
riours amongeſt theim, to ſtande in 
at mes, and kepe watche 4 warde vpon 
the walles of Hieruſalem day 4 night, 
the reſt of the to pai tribute to p Jewes. 
Upon a certaine night came. xxii.thou⸗ 


ſande of theſe E domites, all good men

Mere it 
not better foz pou to aſſiſt the ſanaua- 
rie of God, then theſe ſinfull ſedicious 
perſons, that couet nothing els, then to 
lape waſte the houſe of God, and to di⸗ 
ſtrop bis people: They in the moſt ho- 
ive citie of God, do ſhede the bloude of 
tuſte, Godlpe, and innocent men: tho- 
_ row whole wickedneſſe the Romayns 
haue 
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haue the bppet hande vppon vs: be- 
cauſe wer haue Ciuil warres at home 
wyth the Sedicious, and external 
wyth the Romaynes. Pea, the wic- 
kedneſſe of the ſedicious is growen fo 
karre, that the moſte parte of vs hadde 
rather be llaine of the Romapnes,then 
of dure bzethzen the Jewes . It ſo be 
it, ye be come to ayde them, ye chal vn- 
derſtande that ve offende our LORD 


God greuouſlpe, to healpe ſynners and

Iu that wee be 
ar med as ve obtecte vnto vs: do pe not 
knowe that Vaſpaſian dꝛaweth nye 
to come to thys hol y Citpe: This we 
hearinge of, was the cauſe that wee 
tooke dur Meapons with vs, to tome 
to ald pou, and kepe the town, as we 
haue 
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daue bene wonte theſe manye peares. 
But howe ſhoulde pe gather this, that 
wee come to ſuccoure the wycked and 
ſedicions that bee wpth pon ; when as 
from the firſte dape that euer wer and 
oure fathers were circumciſed, wee 
neuer ſwarued from the Lawe and 
commaundementes of the Lozde:zLell 
vs if there bee anye commaundement 
in the Lawe that biddeth a manne to 
ſtrenthen and mayntayne the power 
of the wicked, to the whyche wee ars 
boande to hearken, and to apde theſez 
God fozbidde wee ſhonlde dooe this: 
foz wee all, bothe that be here, and the 
other E domites alſo bee ſeruauntes of 
the Lozd and his people, to mayntatne 
and defende the lawe, the people, and 
the houſe of the Loꝛde. Mhiles they 
were thus talkyng together, there roſe 
bp a greate cloude , and lightenpnges 
were ſene wyth fire, darckeneſſe with 
mightye thunder claps and ſhowers of 
hail, that all that ſaw it were wonders 
fullp afrated. Wherfoze the people fled 


wholp, left the walles 4 fozts bi Anani, 
fo; 
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ſo2 they could not abide to tarpe anpe 
longer. But Anani toke hart vnto him 
and abid it, to marke thoſe hozrible 
ſignes of heauen, whiche did appeare, 
that he might tudge what thel betoke⸗ 
ned. And be gaue his iudge mente (but 
not accoꝛdinge to the truthe) that the . 
thunder and hatle with the darkneſſe, 
ſignified gods helpe,by the hope wher 
of they ſhould defend the ſancuarye of 
the Loꝛde. and likewtſe ludged all the 
elders that were with him, withoute 

perceiuing that al theſe ſignes betoke⸗ 
ned the euils that ſhould come bpo Je- 
ruſalem and all Iſrael . Wihen-thep 
that were ſhut in the tempie, perteiued 
that they that kepte the watche befoze 
the gate ef the temple, were fled alſo 
fo; feare of the tempeſt,they went and 
opened the dees of the temple, and in 
that darkneſſe, whiche was ſo greate 
that one coulde not ſce an other, fo2 
the thickneſle therof,nether durſt anye 
of the town once loke out of his dozes, 
they were ſofeard of thoſe terrible ſig- 
nes of the element: pet came thoſe deſ- 
perate 
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perate felowes, the ſeditious out ofthe 
temple, dꝛue toward the walles with- 
oute all feate, with ſawes: where with 
they cut a ſondze the barres of þ gates. 
And when the craſhing of the thiider 
and halle was greateſt, then laboured 
they hardeſt, in w2aſtinge a ſander the 
lockes & boltes of the gates, leaſte thep 
ſhoulde be perceined . And euer whan 
the thunder clap was paſt, then ſtaied 
they and left of til it came againe. 

Thus plated they till they had bzoken 
and opened the gates, and let in the @- 
domites into the city, who being once 
tome in, wandzed here and there foz 
that night, deuiſing ho we they mighte 
fet vpon the citizens of the towne,and 
vtterlye deſtrope them. They called 
out firft their felowes , that remained 
in the temple, bꝛoughte them thence 
fopned altogether with the Edomites, 
and [ware one to another that thep 
ſhonlde be one people and one armpe, 
and kozthwith, beinge ſo conkederated 


together, they lle we the ſame nighte. 


8500, of the people of God, al good men 
of 
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of God,al good men ot warre, beſides 
innumerable other that they killed of 
the common people, In the mozninge 
they la id han des on the rich men, dzue 
them befoze iudges and the. lxx. elders, 
which otherwiſe be called Sanhedrine 
who they called together, 6 there wic⸗ 
ked Ichochanan p Galilean, ſpake vnto 
the in this wiſe. Whi-condemn pe not 
theſe rich cobbes, y haue made a cõſpi⸗ 
racy with the Romains determine to 
betray this voly city into their hands? 
namely one Sechariahu a iuſt mi, per- 
fit, godly, and vertuous,one that feared 
the 102d,4 loued bath god 4 ma: but foz 
his richeſſe onipe , wbiche were verye 
great, this Ichochanan captainof p (e- 
dicious appꝛehẽded him, willing thel- 
ders to condemn him to death, foz that 
he had iopned with their ennemies (as 
he ſaid) to betray, the city to the . The 
pꝛieſts elders, and iudges, hearing his 
wozdes t perceiuing that both he and 
Pp reſt of his blondi bad deſired nothing 
els then to make this manaware , al- 
though they knew him to be moſte in⸗ 
nocent 
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notent:ihey wept « ſighed greatly. Ice 
hochanan ſeing them wepe foz Sechari 
ahu;and that they would not condemn 
htm;reſpecing bis inffice e integritie: 
Whatzfaith he:do ye begin to mourns 
befoze'there be anye cozſe pzeſente 2 A 
would J ſhould neuer come wher God 
bathe to do, but if pe oꝛder vs thus in 
your fudgementes , ye ſhalbe the firſte 
that we wil lay hold of, and we wil ſit 
in iudgement our ſelnes, to diſcern the 
matters of the people of god, accoꝛding 
as ve thincke good. Then layinge a- 
part al ſhame, with an obſtinat minde 
the wicked ſozte hoyſed bp Sechariahu, 
carfed him oute of the place of iudge⸗ 
ment, and bzonghte bim vp to the top 
of a verpe hie toure, at the Caſte ende 
of the towne,from whence they thzuſte 
him downe headelonge, and he died 
there at the walles ſive in the vale of 
Iehoſchaphat. The pꝛieſtes therefoze 
were ſoꝛe afraſde of their own partes, 
and the indges alſo with the elders 
becanſe of wicked Ichochanan and the 
re aſte of the ſeditious. F 
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Fo2 Ichochanan had geuen them war- 
ning and ſated, ercept ye geue ſenttce 
vpon euerpe man that we ſhal bztnge 
vnto pou,accozding to oure mindes,be 
re aſſured, ve ſhal al of pou go the ſame 
waye that Sechariahu is gone befoze 
you. After that they appꝛehended a iuſt 
man and a rich,that was bcloned of al 
the towne, whoſe name was Gorini⸗ 
on, ſurnamed valcanut: and he was a 
valeant man in dede, moſte experte in 
the warres,therto wiſe and wittp, and 
a man of a pute and perfite life. Oue 
that was ener the fozmeſt tn battatle. 
When ſo euer they had any conflict a- 
nainft the gentils that beſteged Ferns 
ſalem: and this was his accuſtomed 
maner,that whan the ennemies mars 
ched to ioyn battail v Jewes, he wold 
run vpon them with ſuch fozce,+ make 
ſlaughter of them, that ſpite of their 
hartes, he woulde dꝛiue them to retire, 
and by that meanes his bodp was full 
of ſkarres, af wounds and his fate, and 
his head wonderfullpe mangled, with 


the woundes that he had recefued in 
battailes 
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batta ils 5 he had ben in fo2 the people 
of the Loꝛd. Yet now becauſe he wold 
not folow p moſt cruel viiiatnes minde 
Ichochanan, and take his parte, Icho- 
chanan commaunded him to be appzes 
hended and bzoughte befoze him, and 
when be was come,fatd thus vnto him 
Make thy wil, (et thy houte in a ſtay, x 
confeile thp (cif vnto the Lozd, foz ther 
is no way with the but deathe , and ſo 
thepled him out of the town to kil him 
there, leaſt there ſhoulde be anpe buli⸗ 
neſſe about his death, if they had put 
him to death within the towne:foz all 
the cttizens of Jeruſalem loued him, £ 
be likewiſe lourd them. When they 
wer come to the place of execution, Gos 
rinion fel downe afoze the,+ beſcughte 
them with teares, in this wiſe. Seing 
pe haue ſo determined , Þ ve wil nedes 
flea me, when as notwithſtandinge J 
haue committed no criine , no anye 
thinge offended, and that pe will in no 
wiſe ſpare me, although J be innotent 
as pou know wel inough pour ſelues: 
vet J beleche pou,let me obteine this 

| one 
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one thing at your havs, that pou wold 
do ſo much at leaſiwtiſe at mi requeſt 
as to bury my bodp;other fanour 3 de⸗ 
ſire not. They made him anſwer: 3f p 
hadſt not ſpoke vnto vs therof, we had 
thought to haue done it, foꝛ ſo we were 
determined with our ſelues. But now 
ſeing thou art ſo bolde as to demaunde 
this of vs, we wil flea thee, but buriall 
getteſt thou none, thy body ſhalbe caſt 
{o2th vnto the beaſts of thearth & fouls 
ol thair.Gorion pet beſoughte them to 
the contrarp, vntil the moſt cruel Ieho⸗ 
chanan ſtroke him « flue him, and after 
thzewe out his bodye to the beaſtes of 
the fleld:this done they retourned into 
the city. 
Va aſian in the meane ſeaſon dzne 
nie Jeruſalẽ, foʒ he had pitched his 
tentes at Ceſaria, where he vitailed his 
army, and paide his ſouldioures greate 
wages: wherefoze thep taried in that 
city manye dates, fo2 when Vaſpaſian 
bnderſtode of the ciuill warres in Je- 
ruſalem, he ſaid vnto his people, let vs 


make no haſte to _—_ Jeruſalem:til 
ſuch 
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ſuche time as they haue ſlaine one an 
other amongſte them ſelues: and ſo at 
length their pzide will be pulled down 
when as thep ſee them ſelues waſte a- 
wape with cinil warres , hunger and 
thurſt. Foz Vaſpaſian was a wonder⸗ 
ful wife man in all affaires of warrcs 
and his wiſdome neuer tcurned hem 
to moze commoditye then in this de- 
nile onlpe. do he ſotourned at Ceſaria 
with his men many dates. The people 
of Jeruſalem made warre vpon Icho- 
chanan and his complices, vnt ill innu- 
merable of them were deftroted , ſome 
ol them were lain with (wozdes:ſome 
the ſedittaus ſtickte with ſhozte dag- 
gers. Foz certatne of the ſedicious cas 
tied ſhozt daggers ſecretly vnder their 
garmentes, wher with they wold come 
ſodenip vpon an honeſt and (uſt man, 
thzuſt him to the hart, that he Cold fal 
down dead in the place without know 
ledge who ſtroke him. So by thys 
meanes, what with ſwoꝛdes in open 
fraies,4 what with daggers ſecretlpe, 
bery manpe of the people were ſlaine: 
and 
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andfar mo that way, then by the Ro- 
maines:in ſo much that now very few 
citizens were lefte aliue. Thus whan 
Ichochanan had gotten the vpper had 
ok the city, he made an army out of Je- 
ruſalem, to go and take the cities that 
had maze peace with Vaſpaſian, whi- 
che they ſacked and raced to the groũd, 
and who ſo euer they founde in them, 
Komaines oz Jewes they flue them. 
Pea Ichochanan went with them him 
ſelf, to aid the, ſpoiling and cariyng a- 
way al the richeſſe that they founde in 
them. They toke alſo the city Gerara, 
that ſtode beyonde Joꝛdäne, where as 
they remained. Then the inhabitams 
of Zeruſalem both pꝛieſtes, elders and 
the reaſt of the people, ſẽt emballaders 
to Vaſpaſian to deſire peace with hym, 
and — againſte Ichochanan, , 
bis wicked rabble, which datlye in the 
towne flue very many of the people of 
God. The citizens alſo of Gerara ſente 
embaſſadours vnto Vaſpaſian, ſatyng: 
If thou wilt be Lo2d — the lande of | 
Iudea, and the citye of Zet uſalem, and 

. deſireff | 
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deſiereff to aſſure the rule thereot, and 
eftabltſhe it vnto thee:the harken vnto 
dur counſatle, and come bnto vs with⸗ 
ont delaye,to deliuer vs from the han⸗ 
des of Ichochanan,and the wicked ſe⸗ 
dicious perſones, that with all their 
might endeuour to ſpoile al our goods, 
and to get the dominion ouer vs, sure 
lulues, and childzen, to none other pur⸗ 
poſe; then by that meanes to diſtrop vs 
btferlp, that no remnaunt ot vs ſhoutd 
be left, It ſo be it thou wilte come and 
daltauntipe withſtande them with thy 
power , wee will allo fight agaynſte 
therm within the towne,till they be all 
flaine,and then thou ſhalt be our Lozd. 
And that done, thon mateſt go to Hie⸗ 
rufalem without anpe impediment oz 
binderaunte ot any man, fo2 they alſo 
of that titie deſire the ſame, and would 
gladlpe become Snbfectes to the Ko- 
mains. When as therfoze Vaſpaſian 
hearde the peticions ot the Citizins of 
Gerara, he tooke his tourney thither to 
ſaccour them, and deferred to go to Jes 


ruſalem. But Ichochanan heard of his 
&.f, coms 
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comminge,wherefoze he ſlue the chieſe 
gouernoure of Gerara, t gate him oute 
of the town with his companio ns and 
toke them to their fete, determining to 
lle into a certaine wode. Vaſpaſian ha⸗ 
uinge knowledge thereof, made onte 
after them, ſending ene Pologarus, who 
ouertoke them © made a great ſlaugh⸗ 
ter of them. And in bis retarn toward 
Gerara,vpon Jordane ſide, he light vp⸗ 
on muche people going to Jeruſalem, 
that they mighte eſtape together with 
the Sedicious. Them Poligorus dzone 
backe vnto the riuer, where he ſiewe. 
xiii.thouſand of them, the reaſte leaped 
into Iordane and were dzowned, to the 
number ol. lxrxxii.thouſand men, we⸗ 
men and childꝛẽ, with much cattel that 
were all dꝛowned together in the ri⸗ 
uer, in ſo much that the chanell of Jor- 
dane ſo ftnffed and ſtopt with dead bo⸗ 
dies, the waters riſe and ran ouer the 
banckes here andthere into the fieldes 
and plaines:pet at the length the wa · 
ters encreaſe d and bare the carcaſes 
do lune the riuer as farre as the ſea of 
Sedom 
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Sedom, Which is the ſea of pitch; other 
wiſe called the ſalt ſea: & al the bankes 
of Iordane lap ful of dead bodies. After 
this Vaſpaſian toke his ſourney from 
thence « went into the land of Eclom, 
where he wan two flronge cities, the 
one called Lagarith, the other-Cephar, 
Toch, andfluea ten thouſande of the 
people therof, leaving the reaſte away 
into bondage. From thence he dilloged 
and came to a towne called Chamath 
Gedi, wbiche he ſubdewed : In this ct- 
tye were wel-ſpatnges of hogt waters, 
from whence:the hoate bathes of Tis 
beriah haue their oztginall; The natu- 
rall Philoſophers and Aſtronomers af 
that countrf,hold an opinion that theſe. 
are the heades of all the hoate well 
ſpainges in that hole countrye, De⸗ 
partinge from thence , be came to Sa- 
maria and wanne it. Then repaired 
he againe all the townes that he had 
ſubdued, and made bppe thetr-walles, 
placinge gariſons therein to aide him, 


what time he ſhould beſiege Jeruſalk. 
S.ll. That 
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That done he retourned to Ceſaria to 
take muſter ot his hole armp, and pꝛe⸗ 
pare to go to beſiege Jeruſalem. But 
in the meane ſeaſon came purſeuants 
from Rome and bzonght him woꝛde Þ 
Nero the Emperoure was deade, and 
how that, as he was a huntinge in the 
country, the fire of the loꝛd came down 
from heauen, and fel vpon him that be 
died of it. After whome reigned Galba 
not one balfpeare,fo2 afoze it was ful- 
ly endedthe was llaine by the noble me 
ol Nome, and Vitellius created in hts 
ſtede, a fole, pet a ſoꝛe cruel man, much 
gener to dꝛunkennelle, ſo that he was 
in all points bnwozthy of the Romain 
empire. The noble men of Nome that 
were with Vaſpaſian, hearinge this, 
greatly diſdained at the matter:'4-ſatd. 
Was there neuer a noble mã of Nome 
left, to be placed in the Empire, but pe 
muſte chuſe a dꝛonken wine ſouffer : 
Mh did pe not rather elect þ mighty 
pꝛince Vaſpaſian that is here with vs, 
a ſage and wiſe man, cherte allo moſte 
valeãt, one that coquered many cities, 

and 
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and vanquiſhed many nations, & thoſe 
moſte fearce : What putſſante kinges 
bathe he ſubdued vnder the Romaine 
empire: howe farre and wide hathe he 
enlarged the dominios ol þ Romains? 
And now whe as the empire ought to 
haue bene beſtowed vppon Vaſpaſian 
o2 ſome one like vnto him, and none 
ſuch could be founde amongſt you ; ye 
beſtowed it vpõ a fole, and a blowbole 
d;zonkard, wherein pe haue done verpe 
dndiſcretely. Mell, thempire of Rome 
ſhall bane a better emperour one day, 
and God ſape Amen. Wheruppon the 
p2inces that wer there, caſt their heads 
together, and decreed to pꝛoclaim Vaſ⸗ 
paſian Emperour. Therfoze with one 
conſent, they wente vnto Vaſpaſian e 
ſaid vnto him. Thou ſhalt be our head, 
foz the Empire belongeth vnto ſuche a 
one:and thou ſhalt haue the dominion 
duer vs. But Vaſpaſian refuſed to take 
it vpon him, and would in no wiſe con- 
ſent vnto them. Notwithſtanding thet 
compelled him and placed him vpon a 


thꝛone of mateſty,ſettings an impertall 
Sill. crowne 
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crowne vppon hys heade : whiche he 
woulde haue put awape,and pulled of 
wyth his hande, becauſe hee woulde 
not be Emperoure. UWherefoze the 
Romapne capitapnes dꝛewe out the ic 
ſwozdes , and ſaide } Thou ſhalte be 
Emperour and raigne ouer vs, there 
foze refuſe it not: if thou dooe , thou 
ſhalte dye bppon car ſwoꝛdes. Vaſpa⸗ 
ſian therefoze ſeinge hym ſeife — 
ſtrained bepnge afrayed of hys lpke: 
he was contente to ſuffer hym ſelfe to 
be pꝛoclapmed Emperour. Then all 
the Armpe was ſwozne vnto hym, 
and he (ate vpon the ropal ſeat, as em- 
perour, and king of kinges. 


hs b E Cluill Warres at Hieru⸗ 
| ſalem encreaſed pet ſtyll , and 

muche bloude was ſhedde tho- 
rowe the wyckevneſſe of Iehochanan 
Capitapne of Zhicues , a lpmme of 
the Deupll, and thzvughe the cut- 
thzoate murtherers that were wpth 


hym, who had all euen ſwoꝛn the vt⸗ 


ter deſtruction of the citpe of the Lozde 
and 
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and the deathes of hys people. There 
was alſo an other cutthzoate, a noble 
manne of Judea at Pieruſalem as 
bonte the ſame tyme called Schimeon, 
who begã alſo to follow Ichochanans 
manners, in ſleainge innotentes, and 
robbynge and reauing in Bteruſalem, 
fo: aſmuche as Anani the bye Pꝛieſte 
badde once appointed him Pzince and 
chiefe Capitaine of Hieruſalem: and 
afterwardes findpnge hym an enne- 
mpe, baniſhed hym the Citpe. 
Whercfozz Schimeon wente and 
gate hym a route of Unthziftes , mur⸗ 
therers , and thieues, caſtynge in hys 
minde and ſaipnge: Ercepte J fopne 
my ſelle vnto ſuche good felowes , J 
hall neuer bee able to be reuenged of 
Anani and his aſſiſtauntes that haue 
thus banniſhed mee cute of Hieruſa⸗ 
lem into exple wzongfullye , vnto mp 
greate diſhonoure. Shall 7 that haue 
bene in ſuche eſtate, now be caſte ont 
of my dignitie, and be conſtrained to 
wander here and there as a baniſhed 
manner 
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He wente therfoze thzoughe all the ti⸗ 
ties of Iudea and Galile, cauſinge to 
be pꝛoclaimed in the ſtretes and mar- 
ket places, and ſente his letters where 
be coulde not come him ſelfe, in this 
manner and fourme : M ho ſo ener li- 
ſteth to be ridde from the bondage of 
bis maſter, oz hathe had anye inturye 
in his countrye , oʒ what ſeruaunte ſo 
euer deſirech to be ſette at libertye , 03 
who ſo can not abide the rule of his fa⸗ 
ther oz his maſter , all that be in debte 
and ſtande in feare of their creditours, 
oʒ feare the iudges fo ſheadinge any 
inndtente bloude, and therfoze lurketh 
ſolitarilpe in woodes o mountaines, ii 
there be anye man that is accuſed of a⸗ 
nye notozious crime and in any daun⸗ 
ger therefoze: to be ſhozte , who ſo e⸗ 
uer is diſpoſed to robbe and reaue , to 
do iniurpe and wꝛonge, to haunt hozes 
to ſteale, to murther,to eat and dzinks 
at other mennes coſte , withonte la⸗ 
boure ofhis handes : let him reſozte to 
me, and J will deliuer him from the 
poake and daunger of the lawes , 
wi 
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will finde him his fill of booties and 
ſpoiles. There aſſembled vnto hym a⸗ 
boute twentye thouſande men al mur - 
therers, theues, rebelles, la wleſſe pers 
ſones, wicked and ſedicious menne. 
Then began Schimeon allo. to vere 
the Iſraelites: to tourne all vppe fide 
downe where ſo euer he came. When 
the citizens of Jeruſalem, the pꝛieſtes, 
elders and Anani the hie pꝛieſt, beards 
tidinges of Schimecons diſpitefull wic⸗ 
kedneſſe,howe he helde on fill oppzel- 
ſinge the people of God, they were ve⸗ 
rye penſiue and ſaide: nowe will this 
felowe moze trouble vs than Ichocha- 
nan, be be neuer ſo cruel. They conſul- 
ted therefoze and agreed ſecretelye to 
ſende a power againſt him; that might 
ſodenlye fall vpon Him and ouerrunne 
him:perauenture (ſape they) they may 
ſiea him oz take him aliue, befoze his 
wickedneſſe grow to further inconue⸗ 
nience , and iopne him ſelfe with oure 
foes , then ſhall they aſſatle vs bothe 
within the towne and without, They 
made oute therefoze agaynſte hym a 
greate 
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greate armye of Jſraelites andJelves, 
with Charettes,and hozſemenne, and 
footemenne in greate number, whiche 
cams where his campe lape, and found 


the graine, pullinge downe of barnes, 
and burninge all, bothe coꝛne and O⸗ 
ltne trees. Then the Jeroſolimites de- 
uided thetr armie, and ſet vppon Schi⸗ 
meons tentes ſodainelpe, ſmote downg 
his tentes, and made a greate ſlangh⸗ 
ter bppon the ſedicisus. But ſhoztelye 
after Schimeon gate the vpper hand of 
the people bf GOD,fo2 he came vpon 
them in the nighte ſeaſon, and made a 
ſoo;e ſlaughter amongeft them. Then 
they that remained tooke theim ſelues 
to fiighte towardes Hieruſalem, and 
Schimeon purſued them killinge them 
vnts the harde gates of Hieruſalem, ſo 
that manye of them were ſlaine in the 
wape, and berpe fewe eſcaped . After 
this Schimeon went and moued warre 
bponthe E damites, to ſubdue them vn 
to him ſelſe, whiche b:foze were vn⸗ 
der 


him in the cozne fleldes diſtrotpnge of 
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der the dominfon of the - Hieroſolt- 
mites, And firſt the came to the Ci⸗ 
tre Aſa, otherwiſe called Gaza, oz it 
was the firſte Citpe wythin the boz⸗ 
ders of Edome, as menne come from 
Hieruſalem. But the Edomites met 
bym in the fielde in greate noumber, 
and iopned wyth hym, but nether part 
hadde the vyaozpe: wherefoze at len⸗ 
gthe they retired bothe. Then was 
Schimeon in ſo greate a rage when 
as he coulde not ouercome theſe Edo⸗ 
mites , that he wiſhte him ſelte out of 
his ivfe. Do he ceaſſed fightynge a 
whple , and encamped hym ſelfe in the 
bo2ders of the Lande of E dome ryght 
agapnſte it, and there abode , thyns 
kynge to ſette vppon theim at an o⸗ 
ther tyme. 
And as hee was deniſynge. howe 
to o2der all thynges, there came vn⸗ 
th hym an Edomite called Jacob, 
one of the chiefeſt menne amongſte 
them, and a warrioure ; Me hearinge 
of 
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a Schimeons pzoclamation , was mo⸗ 
ned to come and enter in league wpth 
him t therupon ſapd vnto hym. Ncuer 
let it diſcomfozt thee that thou couldeſt 
not ouercome the Edomites at the firſte 
battail .Jfthou wilte be rulled by mp 
counſell thon ſhalt winne all the cities 
in the whole lande, and J will deliuer 
the into thy handes . Schimeon deſtred 
ro knowe how: therfoze ſapde he, let vs 
here thy counſell, and ſhewe vs how it 
map be bꝛought about, and when it is 
come to paſle, then wil we honour thee 
and rewarde thee accozbinglye. Iacob 
ſaid, gene me the one halfe of thine ar⸗ 
mie, which J will lead with me into an 
ambuſhe: then ſhalte thou in the moz- 
nyng betimes ſet thy men in arape a⸗ 
gainſte the Edomites foꝛ a ſtale, and 
when thou ſhalte perteiue them come 
againſte thee : then make as thonghe 
thou fledſt, vntill thou haſt ſtaled them 
out of the towne into the feldes to pur⸗ 
ſue thee. Then will J with my menne 
come out of our ambuſhe, and make 
ſpede to the gates: where wee ſhal kill 
the 
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the Marders, aud fodainelp enter the 
towne, like wiſe kill all that wee finde 
there, and ſet vp a flagge vpona tower 
of the town. Then. when the Edomites 
ſhal ſee that, their heartes wil be done 
and deade foꝛ ſozo we: then mateſt thou 
turne again vpon them, and beat them 
do bone at thy pleaſure. Oz if thou like 
not this deuiſe: heare pet another wap. 
J baue bene a captaine amongſt thetm 
a longe whtle,therefoze J will returne 
in the night ſeaſon into the towne: it 
the watche eramine mee from whence 
come, J will teu theim J come from 
Schimeons campe , whither J went as 
à ſpie. Then will J go to the elders of 
the towne, and will the to let me haue 
a compante of the beſt ſouldiours: and 
IJ wil binge Schimeon into their han⸗ 
des, if he ſette vppon vs againe. Foz 1 
haue vewed his campe, and his power, 
and vnderſtande that hee entendes to 
mozow to entermeddle with vs. which 
thou ſhalt doe in dede. And when thon 
ſeeſt me to iſſue againſt thee:thou ſhalt 
ſet thy ſtaffc in the reſte, and come to. 
wards 
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towardes me, then will J take me to 
flight, and caſte a feare in the Edomites 
hartes that thep ſhall flie alſo, whiche 
done thon maiſt purſue to ſlea them at 
thy pleaſure: ouercome them and enter 
the to wne. Then that town great Aſa 
once taken, thou ſhalt quicklpe win all 
the reaſte. Mhen Schimeon had harde 


this, he went and deliberated with his 


owe counſel:and they likt the laſt de⸗ 
niſe beſt: wherfoꝛe, that they concluded 
bpon. So Iacob the Edomite returned 
by nighte to Aſa, and declared to the 
aunctentes of the towne, howe he had 
bene tu Schimeons camp and hadvew- 
ed his armp, wherby he had concefned 
good hope that he ſhould deliuer Schi- 
meon into their handes ſhoztlye : The 
elvers therfoze made him graund caps 
taine and chiefof al their men of war; 
charging enery man in this wiſe, Foz 
ſomuch as none of pon are ſo expert in 
the knowledge of warfare,as is Iacob 
therfoze behoueth it you to folow him 
in all thinges:it he ſct foꝛ warde, ſet pe 


mine be pitcheth his tent, 
pitche 


. 
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pitche ve alſo:it he ſtaye,ſtaye ye: when 
as he flieth, flie pe:to be ſhozt: when he 
returneth, then returne pe, and go not 
one hee re bzcadth fro that that he ſhal 
commaunde pou, neither one wap noz 
ether. Uppon the nerte mozowe, Schi⸗ 
meon iſſued oute ot his campe with all 
bis armpe, and vppon that aſſemblcy 
Jacob his men, and wente out to mete 
him. But when they came at the point 
ready to iopyne, and Schimeon with his 
companye bad charged their ſtates as 
gainſte them; by and by Iacob lefte the 
fielde, tourned his backe and fled, and 
the chiefe ſouldioures that were about 
bim fled with him. The reaſte of the 
people [re their captaine flie, they toke 
them ſelnes likewiſe to flighte, euerpe 
manne : then Schimeon purſupnge, 
made a greate flaughter of them and 
wanne the towne, bzynginge them 
bnder his ſubiecttõ. And whan he had 
ſacked the houſes of them that were 
lain ot the Edowites, and ſpoiled their 
goodes, whiche was verye oY 
e 
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reit that he toke pꝛiſoners and kepte a⸗ 
liue: he made peace withal, and topned 
the vnto his own campe. After that he 
departed from thẽce, accompanied with 
Fl. thouſande goed fightynge men, part 
Edomites, and parte Jewes, and came 
to Chebron, whiche he wanne and de- 
firoted al their graine and cozne feldes. 
Pet afterwards he repatred their wals 
and ſache of theim as were lefte aliue, 
made peace with Schimeon, who recet- 
ued them into league with him, e they 
became his men, and folowed hym in 
bis warres. Do he difloged from thtnce 
with his whole armpe, whiche by the 
acceſſion of the Chebronites, was noi 
wonderkullpe encreaſed, and determi⸗ 
ned to go to Hieruſalem. And when he 
came nie the titie, he raunged here and 
there vpon the kruttes that were bpon 
the grounde, and diſtroped their tone. 
Captaine lehochanan hanyngetntellf 
gente of Schimeons tommynge to be- 
ſiege the Towne , and howe he hadde 


bitltroped the feldes: thought to haue 


gone out of Pieruſalem and to fyghte 
with 
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wyth hym, but he vurſfe not, 93 hys 
ſpyrs had tolve dem that he thould'tiot 
be able to oneftonteHim, he hadde fs 
putſfaunt an Armpe and fo well ap- 
appointed. Pet neuertheloſle he iltued 
ont and laßt in an ambnthe ts; Schi- 
meon. In the meune fpace by thaunre 
Schimeons Wife (that was fledde out ot 
PÞteruſatem wyth her menne and wo⸗ 
men ferununtes to warde her hafband, 
fo; feare leull he yonlde be flayne fo; 
ber hufbandes'fake;' ff ſhe ſhould haue 
taried at Hieruſalem:) palled by where 
be laye in his ambuthe : Her be tooke 
and bꝛought again to Hieruſalem, not 
a little pꝛoude of ſuche a pzaye 2: thin⸗ 
kynge, nowe thail we haue Schimeon 
at'oure pleaſure, ſeinge wee haue Hys 
wyke dur pztfoner:he loneth her inttre⸗ 
ter, therefoze wyll he dose fo; ber ſake 
whatſoeuer we will haue hint . 
came to Schimeons eare; who alis hv 
taken manye ol Iehochanans nett, um 
tut their right hands of, ſend yr them 
fo home with ſhame to Hieruſalem to 
their maiſter. Be ſente mozeoder Em ⸗ 
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battaboures to lchochanan , wiliinge 
bim to ſend him his wife in ſuch ſozte 
that he mighte come to him with all 
that was hers,02 if he refuſed to do it, 
be ſhould be the extremelper handcled: 
foz be woulde take the towne oz it wer 
longe : and ta Ichochanans ſhame, 
cutte of the handes and legges of all 
them that did inhabite it. Iehochanan 
bearinge this, was ſooze afraped and 
all they that -were-wpth hem, ann 
therefoze they ſente dym bys ple, 
Wherupon Schimeon kept bym withs 
ont the towne. And as Schimeon plats 
ed the tyzant wythaut , ſo-likewiſe did 
Ichochanan within the towne. Foz Ics 
hochanans ſon{diours rautſhed the If 
raolites, wines , and ſhedde innotente 
bloude. =boztipe after Schimeon lefte 
the towne fo2 a ſpace, and returned in- 
to Edomea: foz he hadde waoꝛde that 
themen of mooſte power, and the ri⸗ 
cheft ſozte of that countrye, rebelled. 
M berupon he ſacked 4 ſpoiled all the 
townes of Edomea and-lefte them nos 


thing:in ſo much that he was become 
verp 
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very rich, and then returned tos Jeru⸗ 
ſalem, bꝛinging the Edomites wholly 
with him, that were mete (92 the war: 
and manpe ofthe Zewes reſozted vns 
to him alſo, and with bis power he bes 
fieged Jeruſalẽ cuen at the hard gates. 
Pet the tirannye of Ichochanau and 
his complices ceaſed not, hut increaſed 
moze and moze dallpe in Jeruſalem, 
in ſo muche that they taughte the citi⸗ 
zens of Jeruſalem to murther their 
neighboures, and to commit adultrye 
with their wines by whiche meanes 
foznication was rife and common in 
the citye . Vea, manye of the people 
and pouthe, ſhaued their beardes, let⸗ 
tinge their heere of their heades grow, 
and accompaned them ſelues with wee 
men, that thereby they mights.cxerciſe 
their adultery the ſafer and not be eſ⸗ 
pied, Whiche ſinne did wonderkullpe 
befile the towne ot Jeruſalem : and 
Wwtſhout doubt kurthered the deſolati⸗ 
on therof. The gates alſo of the town 
were cloſed vp that na man mighte go 


in no2 oute « who . wents oute, 
"_ . ii. tell 
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tel into the handes of Schimcon, 4 wa 
ſlaine, they that taried within; wer coͤ⸗ 
ſtrained to ſee befoze their faces , thetr 
ſhame in enery ſtrete and cozner. And 
if any man founde anyfaulte, be was 
llaine ſtreight by Iehochanan the moſt 
trnel captain of the ſeditious rebelles. 
The citizens therfoze ſeinge the ttran⸗ 
ny of Ichochanan, to be without mea⸗ 
ſare, they aſſembled altogether , and 
encountred with Ichochanan , & were 
lain a wonderfall ſozt of them in that 
conflict. And ercept the Edomites that 
were fled to Jernſalem foz the tiranny 
of Schimeonhad ſticconred the citizens, 
the hole people of Jeruſalem had bens 
btterly deſtroied and llaine euerpe mo 
thers ſonne by Ichochanan, bis power 
was ſd greate. Then Anani the hie 
pꝛieſt and the other pꝛieſtes, with the 
annetente , faithfull , and ſages, and 


toe realle of the people of Icruſs- 


lem, ſeing the wickednes of Iehocha⸗ 
nan, and that they toulde not ſuffer it 
any longer: conſulted together to'delt- 
ner bp the town to Schimcon, to bꝛing 
bim 
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in and make him their kinge, to 
e them againſte Ichochanan, wh 
they toke to be farre maze wicked then 
Schimeon, hoping that it might come 
to paſſe,that Schimeon ſhould flea Ie⸗ 
hochanan at length. They lente there- - 
foze Amittai the paieſt to Schimeon ta 
bzing him into the town. But Schime⸗ 
on craftily refuſed it, alledginge what 
ſhoulde J come into the towne to yon 
that hate me, and of late baniſhed me 
pour towne.Pet they ceaſed not ſo, but 
ſent the ſame Amittai to him again, to 
intreat him in the name of al the peo⸗ 
ple to come, vpon a certain nighte : (a 
he entred into the town with his hole 
army. Notwithſtanding,he was no ſo⸗ 
ner within the town, but be bꝛake his 
pꝛomiſe and league that he had made 
with the citizens, and whereas he had 
pꝛomiſed to ſuccour them and aid thẽ: 
now be was altered and became their 
| ennemie, lopning him ſelfe with Icho- 
6 chanan. And they two rebelles reigned 
in the city of Jernſalem by courſe, one 
ö one moneth, and an other another: ſo 
ö CT. lil. where 
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where befoze'Schimcons thmyng, thep 
thought much to bear þ poke & oppꝛei- 
ſid of one ſeditious perſ6:now wer thel 
coſtrapned to holddown their ſholders 
t bear the yoke of two, Pet win a few 
dates after ther fel a variante &4 diſcozd 
betwene Ichochanan and Schimeon,a- 
bout Eleaſar p;icft, the ſonne of Anani 
the bycP2ieſt, This Eleaſar was the 
beginner and firſt ſower of ſedition a⸗ 
mongũ the 7ſraeſiis, whom Schimeon 
wold now haue put ts death to be wo 
ken of his father that baniſhed him ont 
of Hieruſalem:but Iehochanan toke E- 
leaſars part and defended him. Koz Ele 
afar was alwayes Ichochanans frende, 
t aided him. His father was hie p2ieft, 
and bare a great rule in Hieruſalem, 
Wherfoze Eleaſar was of great tſtima⸗ 
tion and aucthozitie with the elders, ſo 
that they durft not repꝛehend him and 
his father alſo loked negligentip bnts 
him, let him do what he lit, becauſe 
he had no moe ſonnes but him. o he 
was the firſt that aſſembled naughtye 
perſons together, x helde eucr on 7 
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chanans fibe from his firſt comming to 
Bieruſalem. And foz his ſake felneutſl 
on and difſention betwene Ieh 
and Schimeon,ſs that thet became ene- 
mtes,and warredthe one vpon thuther 
euer after, as we ſhal declare hereafter. 
IAtbis while Vaſpaſian hav ſent An- 

toni and Mankiminus(two nobte me 
and bf his comnte],) to Rome a 
Vitelhus that thei mightmake him out 
of the way, and then would be come to 
Rome to receine the'impertal crowne 
there, Thoſe.it:captains went therfoze 
t raiſed an army,bt whoſe aide thei ſet 
vpon Vitellus d leo him, not without 
much ado, foz there were flain that d 
at Kome,$0 do. . good mt᷑ of war. Wh 


Vaſp:had wozdV he was diſpatcht, he 
de 


Na ſpede to Rome to his cozon 
ulding firtt his arnty in. ii. parts, wber⸗ 
ot be tote thone w him to Rome as a 
ſanegard fo; dim ſelf whatſoeuer ſhold 
happen: + the pther he jeft with ** 
his ſon to befiege Itrufalk withal. 0 
departing, be left his ſon Titus at Alex 
andria,comafiving him ta remain there 

til 
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their coũ ſel good, and toke me pziſoner 
with him, together with king Agrip- 
pas & his eit they had no trans 
2 the,nether of had no tote, but on⸗ 
lx had ther kepers appointed them d 
they ſhuld not ſtep aſide. And as Vaſ- 
paſian dzue nie Nome, all the citizens 
ame fozth to mete him, t reteiued him 
with great top s mighty ſhouts. Then 
commaunded he me to be put in pꝛiſi, 
- but Agrippa t bis ſonne be lot go at 
liberty, The nerte dape, aſſemhled all 
the enate of Roms to create Vaſpa- 
ſian emperour,after the manner of the 
| 


Romaines: with whoe was Agrippa 
and his ſonne. J alſo entreated the iap⸗ 
loz to let me haue kepers with me and 
ſo to bzinge me to the place where he 

Gould be crowned and created Ceſar: 
which the taplour graũted me, went 
with me him ſelfto the place,+bzought 
me where A mighte ſee all that was 
done. Within ewe dates after. Vaſpa⸗ 
ſian tooke diſpleaſure with Agrippas 
bppon the infomation of certain euill 
2 perſones that had ſlaundered 


him 
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him and perſwaded Vaſpaſian that he 
went about to rebel, e how be bad ſent 
letters to Jeruſalem concerninge the 
ſame matters. Wherefoze Vaſpaſian 
put bothe him e his ſonne Munabas to 
death. This befel. (1i.yeros and a half, 
befoze the deſtruction of Jeruſalem, 
Pozeover, befoze this debe, continual 
ſacrifice-ceaſed,foz a/Þ.CC. and nine- 
tie daſes, as it is wʒittun in Mantel. 
Capitu. a. And from the ti me that the 
continual ſaerifice ſhalbe taken avvaye, 
and abomination ſhalbe put into deſo- 
lation, a thouſand. 290. daies. The fame 
peare and moneth that Agrippas was 
put to deathe, God moued the minde 
of Vaſpaſian to remember me with his 
mercy, wherfoze he commaũded that J 
Hould be fetched out of pziſd © bzought 
to his pzeſence. And as J ſkode in irons 
befoze him, Ceſar bad me welcom and 
ſpake comfoztably vnto mee, ſapinge: 
KMhou knoweſft well that J baue ener 
loued thee from the daye A firſte ſawe 
thee, and although J baue kept the c6- 
tinually in duraunte, do not thincke J 
did 
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vb it of ant euil vil oz malice towards 
thee but tather matfte thou perſwade 
top keite did it leaſte the Romaine 
pꝛinces ſhoulde diſdaine oz enuy thee? 
+ ſaye. See here this telo w, that in our 
watrs hath endomaged vs ſo 1 | 
nowe'goeth he checkmate with vs, in 
as great * xs ws: Let vs kit him 
and put him oute of the waye . But, 
my trende Jofepbe > be thou of good: 
cheare 2 J will delfner thee from tyeſfe 
iron bondes, and thou ſhalt be wit 
me in no wozſle caſe then as one of mi 
chiete pztnces . And J will ſende thee 
into Jewrpe to my ſonne Titus , to 
whome thou ſhalt be as a father and a 
counſelloure. Thou knoweſt, Tita: 
was be that tooke pitpe on thee , and 
woulde not ſuffer thee to be putte to 
deathe . Pea he hathe ſoundape times 
moued me to releaſc thee of thy bivdes 
and to honoure thee , whiche J haue 
differred to do,onlpe fo2 this cauſe that 
I ſhewed thee. J made him aunſwere. 
But howe canne J bee qupet o: 
in ſuretye of my life, as longe as 


I 


—— 
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4 am in thy company and thy ſonnes, 
ſeing Agrippas t big ſpune innocently 
put to death by vou: Gæſar anſwered, 
Holde thy peace Ioſeph, J neuer laked 
fo2 anye goodneſſe of Arippas and bys 
ſonne. Thou knoweſt not what they 
had wzought againſt my maleſtie, and 
bow thei wente about to rebell, Thou 
haſt hent their bones with thy hands, 
Doeſt thou not know bow J honoured 
him and bis ſonne in Jew2pe, bowe{J 
woulde not ſuffer mine armye to an- 
noy anpe of his Cities? J aunſwered. 
Bes, J knowe it was ſo, as your mas 
ſeſtie ſaieth. Then ſaied be, but foz all 
this bath Agrippas requited me again 
with:eutll . "F02 what time as the no- 
bles of Rome in Jewzy went about to 
make me emperour, thinking me ſom⸗ 
what moze mete to rule thempire then 
Vitellus: Agrippas perſuaded wyth thi 
that they ſhould not make me Empe⸗ 
route, affirmpnge that there was no- 
thinge in me wozthye, whercfoze they 
ſhold pꝛomote me to that dignitie. And 
after when he came to Rome, he wente 
from 
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from one biſhop to an other, and > 2 
ſed them go to the hye biſhop to accu 
me of ſuche crinies as in mp conſcience 
J knewe-nothinge at all. By this X 
perceined that Agrippas heart was ful 
of rancour and rebellion, & therefoze 1 
indged him to death. For Vrhere as vvic 
kednes is, there it is mete that condigne 
puniſhment ſhould not be Hackinge. 
And J put his ſonne to death like wiſe. 
For the ſonne of a traytoure ought not 
to liue vppon the earth, becauſc that in 
his hart remaineth the yvorke of his fa- 
ther, being conceiued and borne of a re- 
bellious ſede. But J baue founde thee 
al wales faithful and true, and therfoze 
3 commend my ſonne to thy wiſdome. 
With this, he commaunded my pꝛons 
to be taken away from me, and beinge 
releaſed and at libertie, he ſet me hono⸗ 
rably amongſt the Pzinces and Sena- 
tours. Then ſaied J vnto him. 3s not 
this a great diſhonour vnto me, that Þ 
ſchoulde be delivered from my bondes, 
and neuertheles the Iſraelites that be 
with me to be kept in pꝛiſon till; Row

therefoze if J haue founde fauoure., in 
thy ſighte, and it thou wilte do anye 
thinge at my ſute, looſe the bonds like 
wiſe of al the reſt of the Jſraclits that 
be with me:ſet them at Iibertye alſo, 
and thou ſhalt be aſſured that J wil be 


thy faithfull counſelloure , while my 


life laſteth: and an ennempe te thy 
foes,to make Toy them 12 

ile thee . Vaſpaſian graunted Jos 
Fa. bis Ss, and willed them to 
be let at libertpe, as manye as were 
pꝛiſoners with loſep h. Sho:tipe alter 
ſente he loſeph to bls ſonne Titus that 
above. aithat pꝛeſente at Alexandria 
in Egipt, to whouie he wzitte concers 
ninge loſeph,in this wiſe, J ſend vne 
to thee here (my belouen ſonne) Ioſeph 
a pꝛince of the Jewes , a manne ot ex · 
petience,trained in warre, in. whome 
is greate wildome: be thalbe thy father 
and faithfull counſelour, thou ſhalt not 
do againſt his counſel, nether one way 
no; other,fo2 he is a wiſe man. Wher- 


*. thou _ reuerence and ne 
0 him 
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bim accozdinge as he is wozthye , foz 
_ the Lozde his God is with dim, and 
beleue not raſhly anpe man that ſhall 
detame Ioſeph unto thee . Pea rather 
put him to deathe ſtreighte waye, that 
Will accuſe him: foz Ioſeph is a faith- 
tall man and a good counſelloure: and 
who ſo is ruled by his counſell , ſhall 
haue pꝛoſperous ſucteſſe in that be go- 
eth aboute . Mberefoze when loſeph 
chall come bnto thee, after he hathe re⸗ 
frethed him ſelte a fewe daics of the 
laboures and trauailes of the ſeat then 
ſhalt thou pzepare to take thy iournep 
againſte Jeruſalem to beſie ge it. And 
ik the Jewes recctue the peaceably,and 
wil ſubmit them ſelues vnder the Ro- 
main empire: then beware thou enda⸗ 
mage them in nothing, but rather re⸗ 
pair their cities, t let them be fre fro al 
tribute foz the ſpace of.iC-ycares: pet 
of this condition that thziſe. euerp yere 
they ſette a flagge with the armes of 
the Romaines bppon their wals, that 
is to ſay,at their thze ſolempne 15 
when 
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when as all the Aſraclites are wonte 
to re ſoꝛt to Hieruſalem, to appeare be/ 
foze the Loꝛde their Go. 'Pozeoner, 
they ſhall offer fo; ds euer p feaſt a ſa 
crifice vpon the moſt holy alter that is 
tn Hieruſalem. And it they refafeto 
make peace with ther, thou thalt tler 
ly race their townes, and wholoeuer is 
left aliue, and eſtape the Twozde: thoſe 
ſhalt thou leade a way taptiue. It fo be 
it they deſire to haue loſeph to be their 
king; we are content ther with. ds 
wiſe remember to be ruled by Joſ 
corinfaitethe ſhall be thy father, « 
bis ſontie. After this Toſeph departed 
from Nome, and came to Alexandria 
to Titus, who heut inge of Ioſephsars 
riual, wus wonderdus glad, and al the 
auncient and wiſe men with him. Foz 


Ioſephe was full of the ſpirite'of wiſe- 


dome, bnderftandyng, counſaile; vali⸗ 
auntnes, knowledge, and feare of God. 
Wherfbze he went fo2th to mete hym 


accompanied with the captaines of the 


Romains armpe 4 receined him with 


greathonour. Then Ioſcph deltuered 
to

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to Titus his fathers letters: Mhiche 
Titus hauinge red, ſaide vnto- Ioſeph. 
M hat ſo euer mp father bathe waits 
ten in theſe letters, J would haue done 
the by mine own acco2d: but now that 
my father admoniſheth me of the ſame 
I onght to do it the moze . Wheretoze 
remaine here with me and J will be 
thy ſonne, and thou ſhalt be mp father 
to rule and gouerne me with thy conn 
ſel. So Ioſeph abode with Titus at As 
lexandria à hole moneth after he tame 
from Rome. Then conſulted they to⸗ 
gether to go to Jeruſalem and beſiege 
it, foꝛ Ioſeph vnderſtode wel inoughe, 
that this came of the Lorde, and that 
his vvorde could not be letted nor hin- 
dered. Titus thertoꝛe and Ioſeph with 
him departed from Alexandria withal 
their army and pitched their tentes at 
Nicopolis: from thence they came by 
water to Thaniſa:ſo fozthe to Iraclea: 
and leauinge that, came to Peliſis. 

From thence they trauailed thzough 
the deſert to Baale Iouim: after that 


to Dicron, ſo to Gaza,nert to Aſkelon, 
U.f, then 
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chen to Inboam:after to Iapho : and fg 
to Ceſarca . Jn theſc tournets he wan 
Aſam, Aſkalon t Iapho, withall their 
townes and caſtels tying about them.

* nenth vape of the ſame came I 
tus with Toſeph and his armye to Ces 
ſaria;a famous citpe, built by king Hee 
rod. In thts city he ſotourned, vntil his 
hole hat were come together, as wel of 
Romatnes. as of other nations, that 
were under the dominton of the Ro⸗ 
maines,and came to alde them in the 
lege of Jeruſalem. Therekoze Titus 
armpe was wonderful huge and puil- 
ſant , wherewith he aboade at Ceſarca 
til the could of winter was paſte , and 
the muncth of Af dzcwe nye . The 
ſame yeare the cinil warres grew and 
encreaſed in Jeruſalem , fo: the Citi⸗ 
zens ſlue one an other, withoute anye 
truce, reaſte 02 quictneſſe : no not in 
winter, when as warres were wonte 
to ceaſe; but ſummer and winter both, 
the warres neuer ſtintted betwene 
Schimeon 


| e kitſt peare of the reign of Vaſ! 
pecember T2 - 
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Schimeon, lehochanan and Eleaſar. 
Foz the Lozve the ſame peare had ſent 
ainongſie them of Jeruſalem a tourne 
ſicke ſpirite of giddineſſe that the peo⸗ 
ple were deuided into. lii. partes, wheres 
ofthe firſt and beſt lolo wed Anani the 
pꝛieſt, who at-y time had ſteined, vnha 
lowed + luſpended his office ot pꝛieſt⸗ 
hode. An other part folobwed ſeditisus 
Iehochanan: p thiid, moſt cruel Schime 
on, So pᷣ in the midſte of 3cruſale was 
ciuill warrcs , and withoute, the Ro- 
maines army made roades from Ceſa⸗ 
ria euen to Jeruſalem, by the meanes 
whereof no man durſte go fozthe foz 
fcare leaſt he ſhoulde fal into the enne⸗ 
mies handes:noꝛ enter into the to lune 
to bzing any neceſſaries thiiher.Anani 
being a perfite godipe man and ſeinge 
the common weale of Jeruſalem, to be 
gouerned by the pleſure of pᷣ leditiaus, 
gaue ouer his third parte that ſtake ta 
him to Eleaſar his ſonne, which was 5 
firſt authoꝛ of ſedicion, and he Þ gaue 
the firſt occaſion, was cauſe alſo of al 


the miſchief that befell in Jeruſalem, 
U. il. and 
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and in the hole lande of Iudea , Foz he 
began a conſpiracye againſte the Ros 
maine gariſons, and pꝛouoked Jſraell 
to rebel againſt the Romatnes and to 
lap hands vpon them. UWherfoze there 
aſſembled vnto Sevicious Eleaſar, les 
hudah, Chezron, Schimeon, 4 Chyſkis 
ahu pong men of rhe nobles of Jeruſa 
lem: t Eleaſar with his companye toke 
the temple, and the courtes aboute it, 
appointing of his me,fome to be ſpies, 
ſome to kepe watch 1 ward absute the 
teple of the 102d. But Ichochanan, who 
becauſe of þ great reſozt of people vn⸗ 
to him, was ſtronger then Eleaſar: he 
toke the market place and ſtreates,the 
lower part of the city, Then Schimeon 
the Icroſolomite toke the higheſt parte 
ofthe town, whereby his men anoyed 
Iehochanans part ſoze with linges and 
croſſe bowes . Betwene theſe. itt. ther- 
foze was moſt cruel batta(l in Jeruſa⸗ 
lem, fo: the ſpace of.i(ii.daſes, without 
ceaſing 02 any bꝛeathing: g euerp dap 
very many were ſlain, ſo that the blud 
ofthe Jewes p were Nainc,ran euerpe 


where 
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where aboudauntip though the mars 
ket place « ſtretes:pea, euen to the tem 
ple of the Lozd, like vnto a floude that 
bad come of greate ſhoures. And vntoa 
the th:eſholdes of the gates of the tems 
ple, the deade bodies ouerwhelmed one 
an other by heapes,fo2 no man buried 
them. lehochanan hauinge the middle 
part of the town,had Schimeon on the 
one ſide him, Elcaſar on thother. But 
Schimeon had the beſt plate, fr whece 
he might anoye bothe Iehochanan and 
Eleaſar.Eleaſar did alſo what be touide 
to endomage Schim eon. And Ichochas 
nã that was in the midſt , encbbzed the 
both, not withſtanding to litle purpoſe. 
Foz Schimeons company ſlang ſtones, 
and ſhot at them ſoze:but when as le⸗ 
hochanans part flange like wiſe at the, 
the ſtones redounded again vpon them 
ſelues. Thus amengſt theſe. iti. the bas 
tatle was ſoze,and encreaſed ener! dap, 
that all men were in greate terroure 
and feare therof, Then aſſembled to 
the temple much people of the pzteſtes 
and elders , beſechinge theſe in warde 
V. tit. enne⸗ 
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ennem{ecs.not to pollute and defile the 
temple with their laughters, and wer 
almoſte al ſlain fo2 their laboure. The 
ſame daye was llaine the p3teſte Agani 
and loſua a p2icſte,bothe of the chiefeſt 
Pꝛieſtes, and Sechariahu the mooſte 
faithful P2ophet of the Lo2de . Zhen 
had the continual ſacrificeccaſed , ſire 
and thirtye dapes: foz ener vntill that 
time was there ſome good men, 02 
other at Jeruſalem that offered alwap 
ſacrifice to the Lozde. But nowe when 
thep woulde haue continued it, and 


the pieſtes lape the ſacrifices vppon 


the altare, the ſedicious woulde runne 
vpon them e kil them, that the pꝛieſtes 
bodies and their cattel, that they wold 
haue ſacrificed, ſhoulde fal all deade to 
the grounde together , They that res 
ſozted alſo oute of the countrpe to Je- 
ruſalem fo2 denocfons ſake, the ſediti⸗ 
ons ue and vtteripe deſcroped them 
that almoſte no one cf them was lefte 
aitue, Mozecucr , the deade bodies of 
men lape caſte in the temple, and that 
eur a men, troade dnder the

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feete. ea, the deade body ef the pꝛieſt, 
that was offer inge ſacrifice, lape vpon 
the earthe together with his offerings 
And whan anye manne woulde offer 
any ſacrifice,ſtraſte waye one oz other 
of the ſedictons would ſtep to him and 
t kil him, that the bloud of the ſacrifice 
and ſacrificer ſhould be mingled toge⸗ 
ther, In ſo muthe that the pauemente 
of the temple, being al of marble, was 
made ſo ſltpperye with the blonde & fat 
of them that were ſlaine, that no man 
could go vpon it without falling. And 
the pꝛieſt ſhould not ſoner lay hand vp 
on the ſacrifice, but he was ſlaine: and 
trait an other dead body ſhuld fal bpo 
him: ſtraunger and other: they (pared 
none. So thus the deade bodies of the 
good s bad: clean and vnclean, wicked 
A vertuous, thefe true man, lape one 
vpon an other, and their blond mirt to⸗ 
gether in the midſt of the temple, with 
þ out reſpect of anpe man, what degree 
| oz condition ſo cuer he wer of. Whers 
| foe the fight e laughter wart greate 
| both in the towne and in the temple, 
| U. liti. Fo; 
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Foz whom ſoeuer the ſedicious oner- 
came:thep ſet fire. on their houſes alſo, 
where thzoughe the fire tooke into the 
greate mens houſes 1hat were nye the 
temple,and into the ſtoze houſes, wher- 
as againſte times of neceſſitie and bes 
ſiegpnges of the towne: were layed vp 
in ſtoze,cone,wine,and ppic,to the nũ⸗ 
ber of a thouſand and. tiii. bundꝛed ſtoꝛe 
houſes all filde ful of vit:ailes. Foz the 
Elders and other Godlipe menne what 
time as Vaſpaſian was in Galtie, thef 
made vp the dozes of thoſe garner hon- 
ſes;and [ated in viduals into them ſuf- 
ficient fo2.ti.hundzed thouſand men fag 
xx. pere, and now in this one battatl of 
the ſedicious, they were bꝛente euerpe 
one lticke and ſtone, which was a ſpe⸗ 
dye cauſe of famin and honger tn Bie⸗ 
ruſalem. At the ſame tyme alſo the ſes 
dictous pulled downe and raced all the 
faire houſes and goodlye butidpnges, 
that there ſhoulde be no monument of 
anpe noble houſe left to anpe of the ct- 
tizins of Hieruſalem. So this pou ſee 
at that time the Lo2de viſited the 'cit(= 

zins 
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zens of Jeruſalem, with foure kinde of 
plagues,ſwozde, peſtilence , hunger E 
fire:beſides this, a fift alſo was added: 
the ruin and decay of all beautiful and 
gozgeous butidings. And wher loener 
a man turned him,there was nothing 
but deſolation,pollacion(namely of the 
temple and ail holpe thinges)vproars, 
without al reaſt and refuge, no helpe, * 
no ſuccour, but euery co2ner of Jeruſa⸗ 
lem was ful of howling and pellinge: 
wailinge and wepinge , ſobbinge and 
ſigbinge of women and childze . Bere 
ſhould pe heare the roaring and groa⸗ 
ning of wounded men, not pet thozow 
deade: there the mourninge and las 
mentacion - foz the Elders that then 
were flaine by the ſedicious : ponder 
childꝛen crying oute foz hunger: to be 
ſhoꝛt, moſt ſozowful oppꝛeſſid of them 
that lined, done by the ſeditious. Such 
voices wer made euerp wher: that hap 
ppe and foztunate was he that befoze 
this dape dicd: and vnhappye and.in a 
woful caſe were all ſuche as remained 
aliue to ſee this dape. Al theſe thinges 
when 
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When 3 Ioſeph heard woꝛde of: J tare 
mp bearde with wy bandes, and caſt 
aſhes vpon mp head ſittynge in greate 
ſozvw vpon the ground, bewatling the 

miſerie and calamitie of Hieruſalem. 
As this lamentation made loſeph 
©*bpon Vieruſalem, ſatyng: Ho we is 
the holp citp lapd waſt, that was wont 
Sto be moze happy and moze renowmed 
then all the pzoninces vpon the earth. 
Hob is the Citie that was heretotoze 
in ſuche highneſſe and dignitie, nowe 
bzought vnder the foote thzoughe the 
ſinnes of the citizins thereof: whereas 
ſometime was the dwellynge place of 
the fatethfall, nowe beare rule there 
ſuch men as pꝛouoke and ſtitre Govs 
wꝛathe agaynſt it, and turne it aways 
from their God, waſtyng tf as thieues. 
In the whiche ſometime remained the 
b2tghines of the Godheave, it is nowe 
become a by wooꝛde and a mockynge 
ſtocke to the enemies, repleniſhed with 
bloud of wounded and ſlaine men. In 
ſteve of mirthe, gladnelle, retoyſpnge, 
barpes, and pſalteries : is (0zow,ſfigh- 
byng, 
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hyng, heart bzeakes, mournpnge and 
penſikenes tommen in plate. Euen as 
beretofo2e the paleſtes executed the ſer⸗ 
nice of the 162de in offering ſatcrttices: 
ſolikewtſe now ſedicious perſoas mur 
ther Godly and faithfult men. Mhere 
was wonte to be the dwellpage plate 

of maoſte wple and pzudente menne: 
no we is it made a common hoſtrpe of , 

wicked murtherers and thienes. O

All beaſtes be they neuer ſo bzutiſh, al 
plantes, and thinges that grow#bpon 
thearth, with ande them that inuade 
them to do them inturp, and endeuour 
to auoid the fozce of their enempe: but 
thy childꝛen Þ thou kepeſt within thee, 
ate chaunged into ennemies, and one

{wozde. Wihere is now thy Valcaunt- 
nes, thou that neuer wouldeſt bow ta 
beare the yoke of the gentils dpon thy 
ſhoulders: but haſt caſt away the bone 
dage of the Egiptians, Philiſtines, Ara. 
mites, Aſſirians, Clialdeis, Perſians and 
Medes: Where is the ſtrengtbe that 
God gaue to the Chaſmonaitcs , that 
with a verye ſmal companys defended 
tbee , and pzenailed againſte the huge 
and puiſſannte armpe of the Grekes:

And woulde to God it had bene gen⸗ 
tils

to rebell and ſinne againſte thee, and 
to pollute thus the bolpe temple that 
is in thee. For in the maliciouſneſſe of 
an ennemye, a manne finedeth the halfe 
of his comforte: but in the malice of a 
frende, there is no comforte at all. Pea, 
the verpe childzen that thou haſt bzed, 
bzoughte vppe,and pzomoted: the ſelle 
ſame haue ſtuffed the teple of the Lo) 
that is in thee with vnburied carcaſes, 
euerp manne killinge his neighboure: 
and the ſeditious ſuffringe no man to 
burye them, but lleainge all that at- 
tempte to beſtowe anpe ſuche benekite 
bppon the deade, in ſuche ſoꝛt, that they 
fall deade vppon the cozſes which they 
woulde haue buried: t by that meanes 
bothe the cozſes lie caſte oute in the 
fielde , no better then the carcaſes of 
bzute beaſtes that be founde in deſerte 
places. Pea,the iniquitie and crueltie 
of thy citizens O Jeruſalem is grown 
ſo karre, that they were not contente, 
onlye to kil their neighbours; but they

fo2 els thcy thonght thei wer not ſuttfi⸗ 
tientipe reuenged: althoughe that in 
ſo doynge, manpe tymes the ſtenche 
of the deade toke wozthye vengeannce 
againe of the linpnge, by caſtyng him 
into tncurable diſeaſes . All whiche 
euils are come vbppor.thp childzen be- 
cauſr thep haue fozſaken the lawe of 
the Loꝛde, and haue traungreſſed hys 
couenaunt that bee made wyth their 
bꝛethzen, becauſe alſo they haue ſin- 
ned againſte the Loꝛde GOD of their 
fathers, in ſheadinge the blonde of iuſt 
menne and innocentes that were in 
in thee, euen in the temple of the Lozd. 
And therefoꝛe are our ſozowfull ſigh⸗ 
bynges multtplied, and our wepinge 
daicly encreaſed, foꝛ that we haue bene 
the tauſe of all theſe euils that are be⸗ 
kallen vs, and are not pet ended. O 
Lo2de our God, our Sinnes are gone 
duer dur heades, and the wicked aces 
that we haue committed in thy ſight, 
are fnnumerable. The Lozde dur God 
is righteous, it is we that haue rebel - 
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fed againſt bis will, we haue pꝛopha⸗ 
ned and vnhalo bord his la we, ws daue 
bzoken his couenaunt. And ener the 
moze that his Wizathe enkindleth a⸗ 
gatnſte ds: the moze haue we traunſ⸗ 
greſſed againſt him. Uherfoze to hym 
belongeth iuſtice 4 tudgement, he bath 
wozthelpe poured the furye of bps 
diſpleaſure vppon vs: to vs onelye 
belongeth ſhame as wee haue aboun⸗ 
danntly at tbis date. But he will once 
turne againe, and haus mertie v⸗ 
pon vs, bainquniſhe all onre 
ſinncs, and caſte theim 
all into the deepe 
bottomes of 
the ſea. 
Do be it. 


A Fter theſe thinges, the thirde daxe 

of the firſte moneth in the firfte 
peare of the raygne of Vaſpaſian , 
Titus his ſonc toke muſter of his men 
in the plaine of Ceſaria , to knowe the 


certain number of theim, which he had 
not 
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not done aſoze ſence his fathers depars 
ture:and he founde them verie manpe, 
in ſo muche that they almoſt ſemed to 
coner the earth. This done, he toke his 
lournep from Cæſaria with his power, 
and came tc Samaria , where thc Citi⸗ 
zins recetued bim with great fope,and 
did him much honoure. Uherefoze he 
ſpared them, and did them no harme. 
From thence be came Aielona. xxr. 
furlenges from Piernſalcm : there he 
pitched his tentes, and leauynge them 
there,toke ſire hundzeth hoꝛſmen with 
him, and came to Hieruſalem to viewe 
the towne, to knowe what height the 
walles were, what ſtrength there was 
in the towne,ſpectallye of the ſedicious 
of whom cuerie where great rumoure 
was:finallpc,to recetue peaccablpe all 
ſuch as were deſterous of peace. So as 
he came to the wall, he ſaw no manne 
nether go out no2 in;fo2 the gates wer 
ſhut vp,* the ſediclous had lated an am 
buſh without p tonne to trappe Titus, 
who went ſomewhat vefoze accompa- 
nicd with afews, the reſt folowynge a 


pe- 
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them, and runnynge vpon him, ſepera⸗ 
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pꝛetpe way bebinde. Mhiles therfoze 
he was in vewing the walles, the ſedi⸗ 
ctous iſſued out ot their ambulhe that 
they had laped npe vnto Aielonia, ànd 
ſet vpon the back of Titus men behind, 
Then tſſaed an other ſo2te out of the 
towne,ſo that they had Titus betwene 


ted him from his men, and enuironed 
him on euer pe ſide, where they llue. lx. 


ok his men, and might haue ſlatne him 


alſo, ſaue that they toueted to take him 
aliue. Titus ſeinge him ſelfe beſet, and 
fozſaken of bis own men that thought 
it was impoſſible fox him to eſcape, per⸗ 
ceiupng alſo that they went not about 
to kypll him, but to take him aliue:moꝛe 
oner,that he could in no wiſe eſcape er- 
cept he woulde make an irruption and 
runne thꝛough their bandes: he toke a 
good hearte bnto him; and valtauntly 
bꝛake thzoughe,fleaynge whomſoener 
came in his wape to {ape holde of him, 
and ſo eſcaped. It they had entended ta 
haue ſlaine him, they might haue done 
it: but beinge dellerous to take him a⸗ 

ling 
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fine ( as is ſafed) they abſtepned from 
ffrikynge bim, and ſo they loſte gym. 
And GO D woulde not deliuer hym 
into their handes, that by bym bes 
myght ſcourge Iſrael. But the Jewes 
ſeinge hym to be thus eſcaped, repen⸗ 
ted ſoze that they hadde not killed him, 
laſpnge one to another : What meant 
tve that we killed hym not whple wes 
might ? it is pil handcled of vs. Ther- 
foe they purſued him, burlinge and 
chootinge after hym With engines of 
Marre, but they conlde not oncr takt 
him: foz God pzeſerued him, that hee 
might afterwarde deltuer Hieruſalem 
into his hands. S0 he returned to Aic⸗ 
lona, and perceiued the heartes of kin- 
ges to be in the handes of GOD, The 
nerte moꝛowe bzought Titus all hys 
armle to Hieruſalem, determininge 
to entampe hym ſelfe vpon the mount 
Oliuet: whercfoze he firſte ſpake vnto 
his ſouldiours in this wiſe. This daye 
ye go to fpght againſt a moſt mightye 
nation, whoſe warriers be ſtrong as li⸗ 
ons, valiant as liberdes, and nimble as 

kawnes 
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ta wunes that run in the monntaines,ts 
guerturne chariots and ſuch as fit bp- 
pon the. Now therfoze take good harts 
dnto pon , and be touragious: foz fo it 
ſcandes pou in hande. Dooe not thinks 
theſm to be like the nations that bere- 
tofoze pe haue had to do withall. 4 mp 
ſelk baue experience atherwiſe of their 
dallauntnes and deightes of warre. 
This ſaicd,he marched in arapc moſte 
ſtrongly, that they ſhold not be ſcatred 
aſunder, and gaue them charge,ſpect- 
allpe to the vawarde to take hrede of 
tumbling vppon Welles oz Cefterns, 
whereby they might be hindzed, fog as 
pet the date was ſcarce bzoken:and be⸗ 
ſides that, Titus had knowledge howe 
theJewes fearing of his comming, had 
digd ſecrete treches 4 pitfals.Wherfoze 
to auotd the, he led his hoſt by p mount 
Oliuet, in which place it neuer came in 
their mindes to digge. Therfoze when 
he came to the mount Oliuet, he encam 
ped there againſte Hieruſalem, rpght 
gner agapnſte the Bzooke Cedron, 
that ran betwene the citie and the hyll, 
and 
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and many times ranne very ſhalowe. 
Titus campe was about ſire furlongs 
from the towne, The next mo:ow thet 
of the towne ſeing Titus to be encam- 
ped vpon the mount Oliuet , the capf- 
taines of the ſedicidus with their tom⸗ 
panties aſſembled together, and fcll at 
agrement enerpe man wypth an other, 
entendpnge to turne their crueltpe vp⸗ 
pon the Nomains, confirmyng and ra- 
tifipnge the ſame attonement and pur⸗ 
poſe, hy Cwearpng one to an other, and 
ſo became peace among! them. Mher⸗ 
foe fopnpng together that befo:e were 
thꝛee ſenerall partes, they ſet open the 
Gates, and ail the beſt of them iſſued 
out with an bozrible nopſe and ſhoute, 
that they made the Komapns afraped 
wit hall, in ſuche wiſe, that they fled be⸗ 
foze the ſedicious, which ſodainlye did 
ſet vpon them at vnwares. But Titus 
ſeinge his men flee, rebuked them ſai⸗ 
inge: Are pe not aſhamed of this time⸗ 
rious cowardnes, when pe are ſa many 
and a hundzeth fo2 one of the - What 
ignominpe is it, ſo manpe to be repul⸗ 
ſed 
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ſed of ſo few: M herwithal Titus tated 
them, and bzought theim mankullpe to 
withſtand the Jelus, ſo that bery many 
were llapne on bothe ſides . But the 
Romapnes were not able longe to as 
bide the fozte of the Jewes, albeit that 
Titus wpth his elca and moſt valeant 
Soulbtours did mankullpe keepe their 
grounde and neuer reculed. Titus alſo 
laboured to encourage the reſt to fpght 
but they were ſo diſmayed that they 
wiſte not what to do. Foz te fozſake 
Titus they were aſhamed, and to reſiſt 
the vpolente of the Jewes they were 
not able. Notwithſtandyng Titus and 
bis companye made their partye good 
againſt the Zewes, who at length left 
the fielde, and withd:ewe them ſelues 
toward the towne. Then Titus being 
wꝛoth with his ſouldiers that they had 
fled fr the Jewes, ſaied vnto the: @hal 
J not be auenged of theſe Jcwes:ſhall 
ſo fewe of them put vs co flight, not a- 
ble to ſtande in their handes: and will 
ve flee oʒ recule, ſeinge mee abide by it: 
The next dape Titus toke all his 1 my 
aug 
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ſage ax few that he left in his campe to 
kepe the baggage , and wente downg 
the Pount Oliuet, ſettinge his men in 
battatle rap euen againſt the gates of 
the city. Then erbozted be the to plays 
the men,and although they were come 
downe the bil, yet they ſhould not fear 
the Jetwes,foz their cape that they bad 
left behind them:foz the bzoke Cedron 
'(atthe hehis betwene dure campe and 
the Iſraelites, with theſe woꝛdes they 
were encouraged , and determined to 
encounter with the Jewes vnder the 
walles hard at the gates of the cityc, 
truſting to the ſauegarde and defence 
of the bzooke Cedron . The captaines 
of the ſeditious likewiſe vſed pollicpe: 
Foz they deuidinge their men, ſente 
one company to paſſe ſodenli the bꝛoke 
Cedron , to inuade and ſpoile the Kos 
maine campe that were lefte in the 
Ponrnte Oliuet. Theſe therfoze wente 
and foughte with the Romaines bps 
pon the Pounte, and d2one them oufe 
ol their tampe. Titus lokinge behinde 
* 2» and percetuinge that the Jewes 
bad 
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bad gotten oner the bzoke and were in 
bande with his menne, be was won⸗ 
derkullpe afratds , ſeinge him ſelfe ſo 
enutronned with battailes on enerpe 
ide. Thep within the towne when 
they ſawe their fclowes once at the 
mounte Oliuet, they opened the gates, 
iſued withall their power that was 
Icft in the ta lune and encountred with 
Titus, where be had ſet his men in ar - 
rape oner againfte the gate: where 
thei made a great laughter of the Ro⸗ 
maines, wbiche firining to auenge the 
ſhame gottẽ the dai befoze fled not but 
tucke to it hard. The Jewes alſo toke 
bart bnts them,+ fought mankullp, bet 
do lone the Romaines,that at lengtbe 
they toke the to flighte toward þ moũt 
Oliuct, and in their flight many of thẽ 
wert flaine of the Jewes that purſued 
the chaſe . Upon this diuers of Titus 
ſonldioures ſeinge them ſelnes beſet 
both befoze and behind, coüſeled Titus 
to flee with them vnto the mountains 
to ſaue bis life, leaſt be ſhould be lain 
by the Jewes , and they all 3 
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with him. Foz thou (ſape they) arte a 
greate Lozd of many kingdomes, and 
God ſhal one dap baing ihee to the tm- 
perial crowne of our Lozde thy father. 
Nowe therefoze if thou ſhouldeſt be 
faine of the Jewes, we art al but dead 
and what good ſhould thy de athe do os 
ther to thy ſelfe o2 to other to be ſlaine 
like one of vs: Vet Titus would not be 
ruled by them, noz receiue their coun- 
ſel, but kept his ground boldip without 
once turninge his face, ſapingeiil vvill 
chuſe rather to die vvith honoure, then 
to liue vvith ſhame And with that he 
ruſhed vpon the Jewes that were nye 
him, and dzue them to recule. When 
the Jewes that had enuironned the 
Romaine campe , ſawe that : they 
lefte the Romaines and came floc- 
king about Titus by routes,aſlailinge 
him on euerpe ſide, endeuouringe alſo 

withal their might to ouercharg him: 

wherthꝛougb, in that place was a ſoze 
and vehement fight, and muche people 
Caine on both parties:pea, Titus ſcapt 

narowlp from being flain in that fight 

and 
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and he had dyed in decde, if certaine of 
bis baleant ſouldiours had not tetur⸗ 
ned vnto him, and reſcued him oule of 
the Jewes handes. That dap were the 
chiefe of Titus ſouldiours laine. Then 
the Jewes retpzed to their place at the 
walles ſide. T hei alſo that went to the 
mount Oliuet, returned home ward by 
the bzoke Cedron. The Komapnes ſe⸗ 
inge that, purſued them, wheiupon the 
Jewes tourned againe bppon the Ko⸗ 
mayns, who fled by and by. Thus the 
Jewes put p Romayns to flight thziſe 
5 bpon one dap. 
12 came to paſſe thẽ, that the external 
warres pauſed, and internall ciuill 
warres reutned moſt terribly amongſt 
the ſedſctous at Þieruſalem..Fo2 vpon 
the firſte dape of the hye ſolemne feafk 
of Paſſeoner,captatne Ichochanan and 
his menne came into the temple of the 
L o2de, where he was honourabipe res 
cefued of the pꝛieſtes and Elders, with 
the reſt of the comminaltie. And when 
thet were within, they caſt of their vp⸗ 
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armed with coats of fence g ſwoꝛzds ti⸗ 
ed to their thighs. After that they beſet 
the does 1 lato hold of the pzieſts: due 
the the people alſo, their hearts was 
fo crnelly bent againſt their bzeth2en, 
nether regarding the reuerent countes 
nannces of olde men,no2 enclining to 
the pꝛalers of them that beſonght the: 
without ſparing ether wemen oz chtl- 
dzen,no not the ſuckinge babes. This 
done Iehochanan ſtode vp t opelp pꝛo⸗ 
teſted that nether Schimeon noz Elea⸗ 
ſar, noꝛ anp of the reaſt of the captains 
of the ſeditious, noz any manne elſe 
ſhoulde haue the ſoueratntie in that 
citye but he. The other hearinge that 
Ichochanan had wꝛought ſuch diſplea⸗ 
ſureſto the people of God in the tem⸗ 
ple, riſſe together and lue very many 
of Iehochanans part, but in the meane 
ſeaſon, what of thone parte, and what 
ok the other, the Iſraclites wente to 
wꝛacke, and were ſlain in great nom⸗ 
ber. Tidinges came to Titus hob the 
Je wes conſptred againſt them ſelues, 
And flue one an other dally: wherat he 

reſop⸗ 
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refopſed greatly, 4 came with his hole 
hoſte to the town: where he found cer⸗ 
tain Jewes withoute that had fled be⸗ 
cauſe of the rage of the ciuill warres. 
Whe thep ſaw Titus, they came t be- 
ſought him to enter the town and de- 
liuer them from the crueltpe of the ſe⸗ 
dicious,t thep wold be his ſeruantes: 
fo; theſe warres had made the almoſt 
wearpe of their liues Pet Titus gaue 
litle credit to their tale, althongh tbep 
made manpe wozdes to perſwade him 
that it was true. Foz he remembzed 
howe within thzce dates afoze , he 
ſawe the Jewes fighte againſte him 
egarlpe al with one accozbe, ſo cars 
neſtlpe one reſcuing and defending an 
other, that no diſcozde appeared to be 
a mongſt them. Wherfoze he wold not 
beleue their wozdes, in that they re- 
quired ſuccour and offred to peld. And 
as thep wer thus debatinge the mat⸗ 
ter, ſodẽly thep heard an vproze in the 
town, and wonderful hurliburlp, ſome 
crpinge. Open the gates, and let Tis 


tus come in:other cried ſhut the gates, 
Y. il. and 
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& let not the Romapns come in. Then 
tertaine vppon the walles called vnto 
the Romapus to make (pede and come 
bnto the towne,they would open them 
th: gates that they might enter in, and 
delluer the'm from the tpꝛannpe of the 
ſedicious, leaſt thep ſhould be all lapne 
by the handes of thoſe rauinous and 
cruel ſedictons perſons. The Komatng 
therfoze ranne to the gates, and when 
they appꝛoched nye the Malles, and 
were come within daunger:the Jewes 
hurled ſfones from the walles, « ſhotte 
arrowes at them, ſleaynge berp manp 
of the Komayns, The other Zewes al- 
ſo that were without the towne , and 
had beſonght Titus to deliuer them fro 
the hands of the ſedicious:began to aſs 
ſavle the Romaynes that wer gon to 
the walles with ſuche fozce,that many 
of them they lle w, the reſidue they put 
to flyght, , the ve wes folowed the chaſe 
almoſte to Aielona. Then the Jewes 
mockt & flonred the Romaynes calling 
them kreſhe water ſouldiers, men of no 
erperience, and innocent fooles that ne⸗ 
| ner

the Ievves Fol. clxxi. 
ner ſave the trapnes of warre befoze: 
clapppng allo they; targetes and ſha⸗ 
kyng they: ſwozdes agaynſte the Ko⸗ 
maynes in mockage . The Komayne 
captaines ſeingtheſe thinges, thei toke 
greate diſoayne at the matter and in a 
great pꝛe would haue turned back vps 
the Jewes again had not Titus cauſed 
the retrcate to be blowen . Upon this 
Titus aſſẽbled al his counſatlours, caps 
tains,and ſouldiours together, and ſaid 
bnto them in this wile. J haue a ſutfi⸗ 
tient trial, and vnderſtand wel incugh 
pour valiantnes courage ( moſt wozs 
thy men t deare ſouldters) whych farre 
palſeth the ſtrẽgth e mahodeof al other 
nacions:+4 not onely in this moft ercel- 
let vertue do pe ercel: but alſo in know 
ledge and ſletghtes of war, in wiſdome 
t fozecaft pe haue ben chief of al other. 
Now thertoze b;ethge + frends, 3 wars 
nefl not ſo greatly at the Jewes ſubttl⸗ 
tie & craft in their ſwearing to pon fo: 
the perſuading of a thing, + after kepe 
not their oth: but this ſemeth wonders 
ful to me, that pe ſuffer your ſelues ſtyl 
to 
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to be diſceined of them, to be llaine by 
theic wiles. Foz al p wit pe haue, couid 
not deliuer pau out of their ſnates, but 
now pet again the. ii time pe daue aps 
pꝛoched p wals,4 this is the. iii.time pe 
haue ben ſlain fo2 your labours. And al 
thts cometh bicauſe pc wil not be ruled 
by me, but tranſgreſſe pour generall e 
lo2ds cõmaũdmẽt. But now mi b2cth;e 
take hede what pe do herafter , it beco- 
meth pou not to rebel agaiſt mi wo2ds 
which pet ye haue done oftetimes. Do 
pe not remebze a certain noble man of 
our contry in p mars of Auguſtus Cæ⸗ 
far againſt the Perſians, how he put his 
own ſon to death, bitauſe y contrary to 
bis fathers commaundemet (who was 
grand captain of þ army vnder Augus 
{tus)he had foͤugh w his enemies:pea, 
although he kild ttt.Perſiis. But what 
ſpekcJ of once: pe haue oftentimes ſet 
lite by my cõmaundemẽts, ſkirmiſhing 
daplip with the Jewes, F that without | 
al diſcretiõ, raſhly, ont of ozder: wher- 
though pour cofitas can haue no good 
Lucceſſe. At pou cotinus theſe maners,ft | 
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ſhall redolvnde bnto pour owne viſho- 
nours. Wherefoze it were better ko; 
pou to lene of this, and lay away your 
p2pde , contumacye , and ſtubburu⸗ 
nelle: whiche if ye doe, thinges ſhall 
be in better ſauegarde , Muche moze 
ſpake Titus to his men,rebuking them 
ſharpelp, not mencioned here, but de⸗ 
clared at large in the volume that wee 
wzit vnto the Romains. When he bad 
ſaid, his pꝛinces and captains fel euery 
one p;oſtrate to the carth , 4 beſought 
him of pardon fo2 their raſhnes in that 
they had ſo vnaduiſedlye and without 
o2der againſt his mind encoütred with 
the Jewes. Then Titus taking pltie of 
thẽ, pardoned them requeſting the to be 
ware herafter p they comitted nothing 
Agaiſt his comannTmet not her in wozd 
no; dede: t ſo doing, the! ſhold haue his 
fauour, t auotd his diſpleſure 4 dafiger 
of deth foz the cotrary. Bat if thei refu- 
ſed to do it, whatſocucr he wer p ſhold 
traſgres his comaundmet,he wold not 
ſpare him, but put him to death, 4 geue 
bis body to be cat? of y fouls of thayze. 
They 
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They annſwered all with one vopce: 
We are content with theſe condicios, 
and wil do what ſo ener thou ſhalt c6- 
maunde vs. After this Titus conſides 
ring howe earneſtly the Ierololimites 
were ſet one againſte an other, bowe 
they were become ſuch cruel and moz- 
tal enemies, that eche of them conſpi⸗ 
red others death: he cauſed the pittes, 
teſterns, and trenches that were about 
Jeruſalem to be damde bp and ſtopte 
with earthe, that the waies mighte be 
leuilled foʒ his army. That don he en- 
capt him ſelf nearer the wals. Againſt 

whiche attempte the Jewes iſucd not 
but of the town after their accuſtomed 
manner , to put them backe from the 
walles. Foꝛ Schimeon was otherwiſe 
occupied, he bad enterteined ten thous 
ſande men of the beſt of the ſeditious 
Fewes , and iopned him ſelfe to Iacob 
the Edomite , captaine of.ir.theuſande 
Edomites: with whome he had made a 
conſptracy vtterip to deſtrope captaine 
Tchochanan. And ſettinge vppon him, 


thep cõpelled him to flle into the tourte 
of 
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of the temple: where he remained in þ 
gate of thentrance of the temple with 
eight thouſand and. iii hundzeth good 
men of war, al wel appointed in lacks. 
Eleaſar aiſo was againſt him, and tops 
ned with Schimeon becomming an e⸗ 
nemp to him that befoze hab ſaued his 
life:and ſo they both together alailed 
Ichochanan, negledinge the defrnce of 
the towne . By this meanes the Ro- 
matnes encamped them ſelues aboute 
the walles at their pleaſare , raiſings 
toures, and caſtinge trenches to plante 
their iron Rammes vpon to batter the 
wals. The comon people of theJewes, 
that were bnder the rule and gouern⸗ 
ment of the thzee leditious captaines, 
namelpe Schimcon , Eleaſar, and Ichos 
chanan (which although they were ill 
inough al: pet the tiranny of Ichocha⸗ 
nan fax paſſed Schimeon , # Schimean 
was far wozſſe then Eleaſar: thoughe 
Eleaſar was thc head anthoz and firſte 
beginner of ſedicion in al Iſrael) were 
| a mongſt them as ſhepe redy to be kil- 
| ' led. Foz the fozſaid ſedictous captains, 
; flung 
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flew the people at their pleaſures, and 
deulded them into bandes, callpng lots 
bpon them who ſhould haue which, ſo 
that one had anothers men, 4 another 
man bis. And this did they not onelpe 
with their owne men, but alſo with al 
the veſt of the people, in ſuche wiſe, that 
when the Romatns made anp aſſault, 
then fopned they together as one man 
to reſiſt the Romapns, # whe they had 
genen them a repulſe,then wouldthey 
returne to their ciuel warres , t kal to⸗ 
gether by the cares among them ſelfes. 
Extreme and dzeadfull was the ctupll 
conflict at that ſeaſon bet wene the thze 
fozeſatd captatns:and ſo ſoze, that the 
blonde ſtreamed downe the chanel out 
of the gates of Hieruſalem, like as a 
b2oke that runneth out cf a fountapne 
and well ſpꝛynge. The Komepnes ſe⸗ 
inge it, were moned with much pitie, 5 
they wept bitterly , But Ioſeph p was 
amongſt the was ſtriken with ſo great 
heautneſſe, that he burſt out into a ſo⸗ 
rowful lamentation,liftyng bp his wo- 
ſul voyce tn this wile. 
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A alas Jeruſalem,the citie of the 
great kinge,howe ſhail J now call 
thee at this daye, oz what name al J 
geue thee? @ometpme thou waſt call. d 
Iebus of Icbuſxus that builded thee firfk 
in all thys lande. Aftcr that thy name 
was Zedek, that is iuſttce : wherupon 
thy kinge Ichoram was calicd Malki- 
zedek , fo hte was a ryghtecus kyng, 
and becauſe he rapgned in thee wpth 
luſtice, therekoze was thy name Ze⸗ 
dek. Then ryghtuouſneſſe hadde his 
abidyng in thee , and thy bꝛight ſtarre 
that ſhined in thee, was Zedelc. 
Mozeouer, in his time way thou called 
Schalem, as the @cripture witneſſeth, 
and Malki zedek king cf Schalem,and 
that becauſe the iniquitie ofthe people 
that dwelte in thee was then fnlfilled, 
Foz: at that tyme choſe Abraham oure 
fathcr (of wozthye memozye) to woz⸗ 
ſhip god in thee,and ta take thee to his 
enher ita unte, to plant in thee the rote 
of good woozkes , M hereupon the ta⸗ 
bernacle of God remapneth in thee to 
thys daye :as it was reuealed 1 the 
ame 
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fame our father Abraham. In the (ſap 
Vis the ſancuarye of the Lozde. Foz 
in that place did Abraham binde his 
onlpe Sonne, vpon the toppe of one of 
thy hilles, that is called mount Mori⸗ 
ah, haly and halo wed: and therfoze art 
thou called Ieruſalem, becauſe oure fas 
ther Abraham (ot famous memozy) cal⸗ 
led the plate of thy ſanctuary Adonai 
Hreeh, the Lo2de ſhall ſce . Then thy 
late name beinge Schelem, this topned 
to it, mad it hreſhalem. Foz the Loꝛd 
God ſhall beh old the place of thy ſanc⸗ 
tuarpe, at what time as it ſhalbe Schas 
lem, that is pure, vncozrupte, without 
lacke oz ſpot: but whe ſo euer it is pol- 
luted and defiled as it is at this dape, 
then wil he turne awaye his face from 
t. Farthermoze thou arte aiſo called 
Ieruſhalaim therfoze:becanſe that who 
ſo vnderſtande the dignity and wozthi⸗ 
nelle of the place wherin thy ſanctua⸗ 
ry (s:thall bid the angelles of beanen, 
to teache in it the doctrine of the holye 
ghoſte, and the ſpirite of wiſdome and 
vnderſtanding, wer with litle childz# 
| any 
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and the vnlearned in thy lande may be 
made wiſe . He alſo that miniſtred in 
thy temple, had on a garmente of. ilil. 
coloures, Skarlet , Violet, Bille, and 
Purple. Skat let in reſpecte of the hea- 
nens that be aboue the firmamente; 
Utolet and 1Biſſe coloures (whiche be 
made of flare) becauſe of the earthe of 
which they come: finally purple in reſ⸗ 
pect of the ſea where purple is gotten. 
Therkoze when as the pzieſt came in⸗ 
to the temple to miniſter apparailed 
in theſe. tiit. colours, he ſafde befoze the 
almighty God: J come to pꝛeſente my 
ſelf here in thy ſighte (O Lozde of the 
wozld)tn.iiti.kindes of colonres , that 
do repꝛeſent the partes of thy wozlde, 
and in ſuche wiſe do J appeare befoze 
ther, as though J ſhoulde bꝛing all the 
hole wozld into thy ſight . Pozeoner,þ 
fo:eſatd apparatl was garniſhed with 
pure gold and pꝛetious ſtones , after þ 
likeneſle of the tribes of the ſonnes xk 
Jacob, who was called Iſraell: that in 
that garment he might haue the ſoue⸗ 
rainty befoze the angels that be aboue 

and 
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and by them pꝛeuail to bzinge the bers 
tue of the holy ghoſt, bp rhe 'hich they 
ſhould obteine wiſdome tat dw2ll in 
thee, and pzoſpere in their udp and 
faith, that they mighte haue wiſdome 
and vnderſtandinge together. Yys 
loines alſo were girded with linnen 
ſloppes, wherewith be coucred his ſe⸗ 
crete partes. fo2 it becommeth pzteſtes 
moſt of a: other perſons to be ſhamfaſt 
and baſhfal, ſpecia!lp when he ſhould 
miniſter tn the two ſancuartes. Foz 
there are.it.ſanctnaries, the vtter and 
thinnar, which is the ſanctum ſactorũ 
o2 the holicſt of all. Jn the vtter , the 

2icſtes miniſter as the hie pꝛieſt tom⸗ 
maũdeth thẽ: but into pᷣ inner, p is the 
ſanctũ ſanctorũ entreth no ma, ſane 5 
bie pꝛieſt onlp, ł that but once a peare. 
Fo2 in it was the arcke of the cones 
naunt of the Lo2d, in the which were 
laid vp the.tt.tables of theconenaunt Þ 
God made with the people of Iſraell 
in the mount Sinai. There fs alſo the 
rod of Aaron that flo ziſhed & bꝛoughte 
fozth leaues. All thele wers in the firſt 
temple 
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5 wWhiles it was pet ſtanding, Duer 

againſt that (actuary, were. xtiii.ſtairs 

oz ſteppes vpon the which apeared the 

miracle to kinge Chiſkiahu. And thou 

Jcruſalem at that time was ſtronger 

then other cities, Ladp of al pꝛouinces 

fo greate kinges and pꝛintes builded 

thee. Ailnge Herode much exalted thee, 

raiſing thy walles on height, beſides 

that alſo, defenced thee with an other 

wall, that he named Antochia of An⸗ Antochis 

tiochas a Romain, who liberally gaue 

mach mony toward the repair inge of 

the ruines t decaies that were in ther. 

Bob commeth it to paſſe therfoze that 

thou art bꝛoughte thus lowe: the gens 

tils haue the rule oner thee now and 

beſiege thec,racing thee,+ caſting thee 

down (yea,they are now in þ midſt cf 

thee. Mo be to vs fo2 our ſinnes, foz Þ 

bautines of thy ſtrength is daſhed, thy 

ſanctuary is troden vnder the fote,and 

made a ſinck of the bloud of lain per- 

ſons. Dz2inke now of thy cup O Jeru⸗ 

ſalem with thy daughter Sion, dꝛinke 

I ſay the cup of vexation and grief to- 
gcther 


gether with her: o? pet the time ſhall 
tome, that viſions ſhall be reueiled 
and redemption alſo it (elfe , that thy 
childzen ſhal retourne to their coaſtes, 
with the healthe of their redeamer. 

Then ſhalbe the time of frendſhippe, 
and then ſnalt thou drincke the cuppe 
of health and conſolation . After this, 
Titus wente to vewe what wape he 
might beſt aſſault the citpe, and as he 
deuiſed with him ſelf, he eſpted a plain 
on that ſibe where the ſepulchze of Io⸗ 
chanan tbe hie pꝛieſt was, whereas he 
ſtaied a whtle,and ſent one of his cap⸗ 
taines that were there with him cal⸗ 
led Nilcanor, to common with þ Jewes 
that were vppon the walles , to mone 
them to peace: willing him to ſap thus 
bnto them: rendes, my Lo2d Titus is 
deſirons to ſpare pou and to make a 
league with pou, that pe mighte be at 
quiet and oute ot this daunger of de- 
firuction , And if you be ſo diſpoſed to 
conſent thereunto, Titus ſhall make a 
league with vou pet befoze night. Ni⸗ 
kanor wente and ſpake with the * 
ple 
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ple in ſuch wiſe as Titus hadde willed 
him. The Jewes gaue him no wozd to 
anſwer, but held their peace:wherfo:e 
Nikanor ſpake vnto them againe, and 
as he was talkpnge vnto them one kro 
the walles ſtroke him with an arrows 
and killed him. Wherat Titus was ex⸗ 
teadyng wzathe that they ſhould ſhout 
at his captaine offerynge thetm peace, 
and his death grened him marneilonſ- 
ly. Wherfoze he commaunded [adders 
b:akes, flpnges, pꝛon rammes, and o- 
ther engins of warre to be bzought to 
allaulte the towne. So the ſouldiours 
bꝛought an pꝛon Ramme to batter the 
wallc, and planted it vppon a mounte 
accozdpnglye. The Jewes ſeinge that 
were (ooze afraped, wherfoze the thzee 
capitapnes of the ſedicions fell at one, 
and openynge the gates, iſſued out, and 
beat the Romapnes from their pieces, 
and engyns that were nowe ready ads 
dꝛeſſed, ſettynge fire on them and bur 
nyng them, the ram, ſlings g al thother 
engines, a few extepted, which Titus 
dis men ſaued from the fire. In this co⸗ 
Aa. i. file 
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flicte the men of Alexandria, that ſer⸗ 
ued Titus, bebaned them ſelues like 
tall fellowes in the reſcuinge of the 
linges from the Jewes:pctthe Jewes 
pꝛeuailed: and gate the vpper hand of 
them, till Titus came with a ftronge + 
power of picked men, to ſuccoure the 
Alexandrians, whereas twelue of the 
ſtouteſt Jewes were llaine . In the 
ſame ſkirmiſhe Ichochanan a captain 
of tge Edomites, that came to aide the 
Zewes was ſlain, bp an Arabian, that 
came behinde him, and ſtroke him 
with an arrowe , whiles he was tal⸗ 
klinge with the Romains that had en⸗ 
treated him to come vnto them. Foz 
whome the Edomites mourned, and 
lamented ſoze, fo2 he was a good man 
of warre. The nerte nigbte certaine 
ol theſeditions;chiefipe of Ichochanan 
and Schimeons companye , iſſued oate 
and came to the tbꝛtee wodden towers 
that Titus hadde created befoze the 
Wailes , and ſette a greute Garriſon 
of -valſaunt Bouldiours abonte theim 
to defende theim, and to bie we al⸗ 
ſo 
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fo the tonne oute of them to ſee what 
the Tewes dyd. And whoſoeuer were 
nye the toutes, thoſe the Jewes flew, 
the other fled to Titus campe. But the 

domayns that were within p towers 
wiſte nothing of the matter, truſtinge 
to them that were ſet avcut the toures 
fo thep2 ſauegarde: and therſoze lepf 
all the night. The Jewes after they 
had fllapne the Romapne watche and 
put them to flyght, they came to the 
tuures wpth ſawes, and cut the fept a 
ſonder ſo that thep fell ſodenly toge⸗ 
ther wpth them that were wpthin 
them, whyche were very manpe and 
ſie we them euerp one. Titus hearpnge 
the alarme and the craſſhing of the fal⸗ 
lynge of the tow2es, was ſoꝛe afraped 
and all hys hole armpe: and not kinos 
wing what the matter was, they durſt 
not ſturre toward it: fo the Jemes res 
turned clere into the toune. On the 
moꝛowe Titus bought his hole power 
to che walles, and whples the Jewes 
were at their cotenciones in the toune, 
be add;clicd an other Iron Namme 

Ad. ii. where⸗ 
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fherwtth be ſodenlpe ſtrake the btter 
wall and battered it thzough : wher- 
vppon , the people that warded that 
wal wer fatn to get them ſelfes with- 
in the ſauegarde of the ſeconde wall 

Then Titus commannded his ſouldi⸗ 
ers fo race tothe ground that wal that 
he had pearſed,and to carye awape the 
ffones thcreof, that they ſhoulde be no 
let noz hinderaunce to his men. This 
was the mooſle ſubſtanciall and ſtron- 
geſt wal of al, thicker then bothe tho⸗ 
ther, and was bullded by Herode. The 
Romatines labouring earneſtlp in the 
defacing of the vtter wal, were ſlaine 
in great noumber by the Jewes krom 
the middle wall, befoze they toulde fi⸗ 
niſhe their purpoſe. The chicfe of the 
Fewes percetaing that Titus had not 
only taken, but alſo quite pulled down 
the vtter wal, hole there was now 
but two walles left adont the towne: 
tit went to their hartes and made them 
loke abonte them: therefoꝛe began the 
ſeditious now earneſtlye to thinke of 


vnity and concozd amongſt the ſelues: 
ſn 
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fo then thep deuided the town amoͤgſt 
them into thꝛee wardes. Ichochanan 
was appointed vnto that warde that 
is on the Nozthe parte of the temple, 
beſide the Antochia , That parte of 
the town that was toward the tombe 
of Iochanan the highe pziefte , was 
attributed to Schimeon . To Eleaſar 
was committed the keepinge of the 
wall. Theſe erhoztinge one an other 
to plape the menne, did valeantlye re⸗ 
ſiſte the Romatnes : ſo that the con⸗ 
flictes then, began to be ſoze and hard, 
The Nomaines foz their renown and 
fame , laide on loade: and the Jewes 
againe ſtucke ſtifiye to the defence, ſe⸗ 
inge their ende at hande ik they were 
flacke , Titus nowe and then exhozted 
dis Souldioures to plape the menne, 
pꝛompſinge them that woulde vale⸗ 
auntlpe gene the onſette vppon the 
Jewes, aboundaunce sf golde, ſilner, 
and muche honsure withall . Then 
ſtepte fozthe one of his ſouldiours nas 
med Longinus, and put hym ſelfe a⸗ 


 mongſte the routes of the Jewes that 
Aa. iii. were * 
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were ined ont ofthe toune, where 
ve lle lo a couple of the chicte of them, 
and ftreyght recouered hym ſeife, a- 
gayne wypthin the arave of the Ro- 
mapnes. But the Jewes ſhzinkt not 
-frome the Romapnes : foz thep were 
in a keruent rage anda wonverfuli 
dildapne: and to further thepz con- 
rage, Schimeon came vnto hys men 
ano crped vpon them wyth a loude 
vopce ſapnge: Foz the reverence cf 
CGod,tirendes,flyc not thys dape: who 
ſoener dothe fre, let hym be ſure he 
(hal: dye foz it, and bys houſe dcftrops 
ed + Titus alſo admonyſhed hys to 
kepe thepꝛ arape and not to geue back 
to Schimeon . Then wente he bym 
ſelke to that parte of the toune where 
Ichochanans warde loas, there he cau- 
ſed an Jron Ram to be planted and 
bente agapnſt the wall, (fo: there was 
a large plapne). There was at that 
tyme in Jeruſalem one called Kan- 
tor, who gat to hym a company of the 
ſedicious, and ſhote frome the walles 

ints 
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into the Romapnes armpe, where he 


ewe very manpe, compellynge the 


reſte to retyze, he wpth npne other 
tale felolwes whereof he was the Des 
curian defended one part of the toune. 
Nowe as the Komaynes bended the 
Ramme to batter the wall, Kantor 


crped bnto Titus. A beſeche thee mp 


Lo2de Titus , be mercyfull of thys 
moſte famous Citie that is almoſte 
bete doune all redpe : do not deface it 
vtterlp, but take pitye of the ſanctuary 
that is in it, and deſtrope not the has 
bitacion of the Lozde God , Titus at 
hys requeſte commannded hys men 
to ſtape and to leaue of batterynge the 
wall, then ſaped he to Kantor. Come 
fozthe hyther to me and thou ſhalte 
ſaue thy lpfe, J wyll pardon th2e, thon 
ſhalte not be deſtroped. Kantor ans 
ſwered, 7 wpl ſee if F canne perſwade 
theſe mp. felowes to come wyth me. 
But he dpd it vppon coloure , fo; 
none other cauſe then craftily to tryfle 
out time, to make Titus to leaue of the 
Aa. ſiii. aſſaulte 
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allanlte foz a while. So he ſpake bnts 
bis fellowes that knewe his minde 
that the Romaines mighte heare; Let 
vs go downe and ſipe to the Komaine 
armye , Then they dzewe oute thepz 
ſwozdes and made as thoughe they 
woulde kill bim, ſtrikinge bppon his 
barnes,and he fel zown to the ground 
in the ſighte ofthe Romaines, whiche 
were ignozaunte of his diſceite. Zhen 
one ofthe Romaines let flie an arrow, 
that wounded Kantor bppon the face, 
and glauncinge from him, ewe an 
other that ſtode by him. Then Kan- 
tor tried oute . Mhat do pe: will pe 
ſhoote at vs that deſire to be at peace 
with you , whiche pe graunted pour 
ſelues „ and nowe will bzeake pour 
pzomille that pe made vnto vs: Js 
this the rewarde mp Lo2de Titus that 
thou rendꝛeſt me fo2 goinge aboute to 
fire vnto thee:that thy ſouldiours ſhal 
ſhoote at me, hearinge me to require 
condicions of peace: Nowe therefoze 
my Lo2de, pleaſeth it thee to ſends ht- 
ther ſome man ofhonoure , to whome 
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I mape come dowwne and receine aſlu⸗ 
raunce of thy pꝛomiſlſe, and come to 
thee alter wardes to be as one of thine 
owne menne . Titus thinckinge he 
mente good faithe, ſpake vnto Ioſeph, 
willinge him to goe and make peace 
with the Jewe in his name : then 
to bzinge him vnto him that he might 
finde ſauegarde of his life, from the 
common deſtruction . Ioſephe anſwe- 
red. Whye wilt thou ſende me; what 
haue 3 offended thee: haue J not euer 
done the true and faithfull ſeruice: 
Therefoze if thou beare me any good 
will oz fauoure, ſende me not vbnts 
him whome J canne not truſte: fog 
Ioſephe myſtruſted ſome. ſabteltye 
knowinge Kantor afoze . So Titus 
ſente ane captaine Iiarus, who ſapde 
vnto Kantor, come downe and let vs 
go together to Ceſars ſonne . Kantor 
deſired him ta holde abzoade his cloke 
lappe , that he mighte hurle hym 
downe bis monpe that be had there, 
(leaſt the Jewes perteiuing it woulde 
take it from him) and then he woulde 
come 
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come done . And as liarus helde bp 
his lappe to recepue the money that 
Kantor ſpake of , Kantor wpth all his 
myght caſte downe a greate Stone, 
whiche liarus eſpipnge, lepte aſpde and 
auopded: but it lpghte vppon one of 
bys fellowes and flewe hym , Titus 
was wonderfull wꝛothe at thys , and 
foo:thwpth planted pet an other pꝛon 
Ramme agaynſte the Malle, and at 
lengthe layed it flatte vpon the groũd. 
Then commaunded Titus to make 
fires aboute the Malle, whereas the 
Xewes ſhoulde eſcape by. Kantor ſeing 
that, woulde haue fled,and as he made 
haſte to ſcape the fires, the weight cf 
bys armour bare hym dowwne into the 
fire, and there hee dyed, moze deſie⸗ 
rous of death then lyfe. Then ente- 
red the Komaynes within the ſeconde 
Walle, agapnſte whome the Sedi⸗ 
cions iſſued and foughte wpth ſuche 
behemente kozce, that they pꝛeuap⸗ 
led agapnſte they2 ennempes, llewe 
manye of the Komapnes , and fo2- 
ted the reſte to retyze viito the firfie 

wall 
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Malle that they hadde beaten downe 
afoze . In thys ſkyzmyſhe Titus him 
ſelfe tooke a bowe and ſhotte at the 
Jewes in lathe wple, that no one 
of hys arrowes were ſpente in vaine, 
but that it did ſome anopaunce bnto 
the Jewes , pet foz all that the Je⸗ 
wes gane theim the repulſe from the 
Towns , and the Romaynes were 
not able to make their partye good 
wpth theim. Wpthin foure dapes 
after came vnto Titus a newe ſup- 
plpe of. Souldisurs oute of all quar- 
ters foz to apds the Romapnes , by 
whoſe healpe they pꝛeuapled agapnſte 
the Jewes at ſuche tymes as thep 
{ſued cute of the Towne, and con- 
ftrapned them to wythdꝛa we them ſei⸗ 
nes within the walles. 

Pet Titus pitipnge the miſerable 
ſtate of the Citpe, Temple, and peo- 
ple of the Lozde, at that tyme com- 
maunded hys people to wpthdzawe 
theim ſelues from the walles, and to 
leaue of the aſſaulte fo2 a whple : that 
he myghte offer peace vnto the yonns, 

to ſe 
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fo ſee it they woulde nows be contente 
to ſubmitte theim ſelues bnto the Ro- 
mapns, to haue quiet and reſt wythont 
daunger of diſtrudion. Wherfoze he 
gaue them truce foz fine dapes. And v⸗ 
pon the fift daye he came to the gate of 
the citie, whereas he ſtraigbtwap eſpi⸗ 
ed Schimeon and Ichochanan together 
pꝛeparing fire to diſtroye the Romaing 
enges of warre,fo; all the Jewes had 
agreed together with one accozde and 
one minde till to withſtande the Ro- 
mayns. Wherfoze Titus perteiupngs 
the Jewes to be ſo deſperatlpe ſet, that 
they hadde euen vowed their lynes to 
deathe: he began to offer and pꝛopoſe 
vnto them codicions of peace, & ſharp- 
ly to repzonc and blame their obſtinate 
ſtubburnnes, ſaipng: haue now won 
two of pour wals, and pe haue but one 
left, Therfoze if pou will continue ſtil 
in this ſelfe willed frowardnes : what 
wyl ye dooe(moſt miſerable creatures) 
when as A ſhall atchine alſo the thirde 
wall, and quite diſtrop pour citye, pul⸗ 
lenge downe pour Temple and all: 

Why 
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Why dooe pe not rather fauoure and 
ſpare pour own liues, your wines and 
childzen 2 But the Jewes ſet vppon a 
ſolemne obſtinacie, would in no wyſe 
beare Titus ſpeake. Therefoze Titus 
ſent Ioſcphe to declare his minde vnte 
them in Hebꝛue, that they might ſafc- 
ly credſt2 his pzomiſes , and the peace 
that was offered . Ioſephe therefoze 
went and fkobe oner agapnſt the gate, 
keppnge hym ſelfe alofe of, foz he was 
afraped to come nie the wall, know- 
png that the people hated hym bicanſe 
he had pelded him ſclf to the Romains. 
De called therefoze vnto theim aloude: 
Hearken all ye Pebzues and Jewes, 
J will declare vnto you that, that hal 
be to pour pꝛofite. When the People 
gaue eare vnto Ioſeph, who ſpake 

bnto them in this 
wile. 
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An oration of Ioſephus 


to the Citiſins of 
Hieruſalem. 
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Ou ſhoulde ere this (good people of 
Jeruſalem) haue fought ſo carneſt- 

[vc whiles pour Cities were pet ſtan⸗ 
dpynge, and pour Lande repleniſhed 
with people, ere euer this miſchefe had 
lighted vpon you. Row after that with 
murders and langhtcrs amengft pour 
ſelues, pou haue diſtroped one another, 
and poluted the temple of the ſancuas 
ryc with the bloude of the murthered, 
neither haue ſparcd pour owne liues. 
Pou are become fewe in noumber, a 
ſmall ſozte of pou ts lefte: what hope 
haue pon then to pꝛeuaple: Agapn, pon 
haue ſtirred here and pꝛouaked a valt- 
ant Nacton , whiche is ruler ouer all 
people, and hath ſubbned all other lan⸗ 
des, whiche alſo hath thoſe nations in 
ſubſectton vnder them, which ſomtime 
raigned oner pou. Beſides this yon 
wage battail with the Komains with⸗ 
out 
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out all wit oz wpldome , without any 
remo2s of this moſte famons Citpe, 
without anp reuth of the ſanctuarp of 
tbe Lo2d, & without anp pitpe of pour 
olune liues. Nether pet do pou ſoꝛſake 
your purpole : fo2 J pertepue pou to 
cõtinue in this (ame ſelf will to with 
ſtand the Komaines ſtil, which is nos 
thing elſe then to ſpzede abzoad this 
calamity further, both vpon tbe people 
of God,4 vpon his holy teple. Al bett A 
am not afraticd only fo; this holy teple, 
t moſte renoumed City leeſt it hulde 
be rated and diſtroled: but foꝛ the ſacri⸗ 
fices & burntoffringes, leeſt they ſhuld 
ceale , as the daply ſacrifice is ceaſſed. 
And why? oz we haue ſinned agatnft 
our Lo2d God, wherfo:e his ſhadowe 
is departed frome vs, bycauſe that in 
this ſame teple we baue kept warres, 
whyche bath ben an habptacion of 
wicked, a tabernatle ot ſeditious pers 
ſones:yea, even the mini ers and hos 
ly men cf God haue pe murthered, t 

within the walles of the tipic haue ye 
Hed innocet bloud without meaſure. 


Dee 
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Dee now (deare bꝛethꝛen) marke what 
o2dtnaunce, what engins, wbat inſtru⸗ 
mentes of deſtruction are addzeſſed to 
beate downe the Temple, the fire is 
alreadpe kindeled to ſet a fire the ſanc⸗ 
tuarpe: And loe, euen pour verpe cne- 
mies are ſozie foʒ your temple, that thei 
woulde not haue it defaced . Eut you 
(deare bzethzen and frendes,) why are 
pou led with no remozſe of pour ſelues 
that pour enemies mape once remoue 
from pon theſe engines of warres. 

What haue pou nowe left to truſt bn- 
to, when as two of your walles are al- 
readpe battered downe,and one onelpe 
remapneth. You will ſape peraduen⸗ 
ture, we put not our truſt in our wals, 
but in our God, Are pe not aware that 
pour God hath longe agone genen pou 
ouer,and hath turned him to pour ene- 
mies, becauſe thcy haue with greater 
honour and reuerence wozſhipped his 
name, then we which rebeiltouſlp are 
fallen awaye from him? Wherefoze 
God alliſteth not vs but dur enemies, 
in ſo muche , that except it be in ſuche 
counz 
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countreps, whereas either foz extreme 
colde of the one ſide, 02 exceadyng heat 
on the other, no man is able to abpde: 
all landes, all nactons are vnder their 
dominton. Tell me, J p2ay pou, what 
expectation haue pou , ſeinge G OD 
hath made them a terrour vnto all na⸗ 
tions vpõ p earth, who ſerueth theim. 
Why wil not you obep them, that you 
may liue and not periſhe? Doc pou not 
conſider it is come to their turn to rule 
ouer all, that God hath committed do⸗ 
minion vnto theim, and apded theim 
with his aſſiſtacee Remember pou not 
bow God in times paſt apded the E⸗ 
giptians, in ſo much that thei obteined 
the dominſon cner all the hole wozlde:? 
but afterwarde departed from theim, 
and aſſiſted pou to get the ſoueraintpe 
ouer other nacions : After that fozſake 
pou againe, and gaue the empire vnto 
the Chaldeis, Aſſirians, and Perſians, 
whyche raigned farre and lopde oner 
manpe countreps: Rowe alſo hathe 
genen theim oner and helpeth the Ro⸗ 


mapnes theſe manys peares , ſo that 
Bh. il. the 
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they beare rule oucr all? If pou wpll 
obtect and ſay. To what cntent ſhould 
God geae the dominton vnto the Ras 
mapnes oz other Nacions ours the 
woꝛlde, and ouer his enherttaunce and 
people alſo, whiche is an holp temple,a 
peculier and ſpectall Macion of all the 
carth: Shoulde pou not be aſhamed to 
fate this: with what diſcretion can pou 
wonder at this,knowtng that all mas 
Rynde dne and other, are the handp⸗ 
woꝛke of God, who eralteth whom he 
ng, t whom he liſt he thzuſteth doune? 
Vr ſup pe be the childꝛen of God, x his 
pꝛoper poſſeſſiõ, and pe aſpire to the ſo⸗ 
fiofilatte, therfoze it tan not be 5 God 
ſhould determine anp thing vpon you 
by chance, foꝛtune, oz ſodaine anger t 
diſpleaſure. J graunt, but wot pe what: 
The.ſhadow oꝛ pꝛoteciion ofthe Loade 
bath fo2ſake you bicanſe of pour ſinnes 
and tranſgreſſions againfle the. tepie t 
his hop miniſters. Howe then can you 
tape bpon his helpe, when as be hath 
withdzawen his loupnge countenance 
from pou, and pour ſpnnes haue made 

a Des 
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a denozce betwene you and Hym 2 Dh 
my deare c<ildzen and b;cth:en, let ne⸗ 
uer this {imagination enter into poure 
beartes,foz it ſhall nothinge auail pou. 
Urhy. will you my deate bzetbꝛen and 
frendes make war vpen the Komating 
when as they are loꝛds oucr nacions, x 
haue pearced the ſtraightes of India, t 
of al Iſles of the ſea, euen to the great 
Otean ſea , t fro thence to al the parts 
ofthe Caſt: whoſe dominton extendeth 
to the extreame partes of the carth, 

Pea,eucn to Bzptapn, t oucr al Scat-s 
lande, whiche is enupꝛonned on cue- 
rye ſpde wpth Seas, whoſe people is 
huge like Gpantes, of a bigge ſtature, 
and of a mightye courage, moſt expert 
archers, 4 valiant ſouldiers in battail. 
To whom when-the Capitaine cf the 
KRomapns-came,thcy gaue him the re⸗ 
pulſe, and would not be ſubdued: but 
when the Papnces of the Kamainces 
tame, they bꝛought them into ſubiecti⸗ 
on and ſeruitude vnder the Komayns. 
But you ſape ( mp bzethzen x frendes) 


vou wyll rather all dye then ſerue the 
Bb. ii. pʒin⸗ 
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P2inces of the Gentples: and that 

death is better fo2 yon then lyfe: to be 
dziuen to ſee with poure eyes the cala- 
mities of the ſanctuarpe and people of 
COD, Search the hiſto2tes and chꝛo⸗ 
nicles frome the tyme of poure aunte⸗ 
ſtours. When was there ener anye 
tyme wherin pou were free frome tho 
poke of theGentils:Do pou not know 
that Iacob dur father of wozthy memo 


rye , who was alwayes cs GOD, 


and God with hym, toke his fonrnep 
into Egypte , to bee a ſtraunger in a 
ſtraunge land amongft a pꝛoude kinve 
of people: leaſt he, his childzen , hou⸗ 
ſholde, and cattell ſhoulde peariſh with 
honger: There he hadde wpth hym 
his twelue ſons whiche he had begot⸗ 
ten, and dwelt there alſo with his mal 


familie, fo2 fear of the greuous famine 
that was at that tyme. Remember 


yon not when that Indas wyth hys 
bꝛethzen wente downe into Egypte, 
bo we Ioſcphe was moued as a ftraun- 
ger fo pycke a qnarell agaynlte hys 
bzethzene to bzynge theim into bon- 
dage 
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dage „ bearynge pet in hys minde 
what tulurpe they hadde done hpm 7 
Wherefoze ſome of theim he caſte in 
Pꝛiſone, andihandeled theim at bys 
pleaſure with crafty accuſations, eſpe⸗ 
ctallp Iuda who was the chicfe amon⸗ 
geſt them,of whom all the Jewes toke 
their name, whoe if he hadde bene ſo 
diſpoſed, hadde bene able to laye Ioſeph 
at hys koste a thouſande tymes not 
knowpnge hym to bee Ioſephe . 
Wherefoze when he was ſo roughlye 
and ſo ſharpelye taunted of hym, hee 
myghte haue killed hym in hys rage. 
Foz he was a verpe bolde manne and 
a hardye, and of a noble courage, 
whtche ſurely hadde not fozced a riſhe 
to haue ſflapne that Egyptian and 
moe to of his fellowes . Notwyth- 
ſtandynge he did not ſoo, but contra⸗ 
ry,ſubmitted hym ſelfe vnder the poke 
of Ioſephe, called hym his Lozde and 
good maſter, ſuppoſing htm to be ſome 
Egiptian, humbled him ſelf befoze him 
to obtain his peticion, t to get cone, 
leaft his father bis bzethzen, and other 
Bb. ili. fa- 
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familpe ſhduld dic foz honger . What 
ſhould 3 ſale of Ioſeph, ſo beautifull,ſo 
wiſe + wittye a man, was not he fatne 
to ſerue fn Pharoos houſe, wherein al⸗ 
though his wiſdome was well knowe, 
inſomuch that Pharao ſet moze by him 
then by al the noble me that were then 
aliue, was alſo called lozd greatmaſter, 
und Pharavs father: nenertheles he bũ⸗ 
bly beſought Pharao that he might ſu⸗ 
faine his father and b:ethzenc wyth 
bꝛead, knowpng'that at y time the do- 
minion belonged to Pharao &# his peo⸗ 
ple bcinge geuen theim of God. And 
although if Ioſephe had liſt to returne 
into the lande cf Canaan wpth all hys 
fathers whole honſholde without Pha⸗ 
raos leaue: no man conlde haue letted 
hym to do it, fo2 he bare the greateſt 
rule at that tyme in E gypte, pet did he 
not ſo. Beniamin alſo who was likened 
to a raucnynge woulke fo2 hys fearce- 
nes, when he was fetched agaypne by 
fo:ce of Ioſephes &tewarde , fapnyng 
a ye VUppon bpm , howe chaunced he 
did not kyll hym 2 Oz els when he a- 
lone 
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tone pur ſued Beniamin and hys other 
b:ethzen , coulde not be if he hadde liſt 
haue flayne the felowe, and buried him 
ſo that the matter ſhoulde neuer haue 
come to light. Notwpthftandyng they 
did nothinge ſo noz ſo: but Iudas wiſpy 
lye watynge the eraltations and des 
tections , the pzomocions and diſgra⸗ 
conges , wpth the common courſes of 
the wozide : retourned. agayne wyth 
his b:cthzen into the Citpe, wente to 
Ioſephe and beſought hym, vntyl his 
bowels were moned to pitye , and het 
was knowen of his bzethꝛen. All thele 
thinges doth the molt holy lawe of the 
Lo2d rehcarſe vnto vs, & putteth vs in 
minde cf fo2 this intent, that we mape 
learne to beare fo2neceſſities ſake the 
yoke of him p bath the pzecminence 4 
rule fo2 his time. Nether let anp tudge 
oz thinke Ioſeph ottended god in 5ᷣ he 
ſubmitted him ſelfe vnder the poke of 
Pharao, ſoz it is no ſhame fo2 a wiſe ma 
to croach vnto him whoſe helpe he ſtã⸗ 
deth in nede of, whatſocner he be: much 
moe if be be a kyng 02 a Lo2de. 
Bb. litt Do 
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Do pe not knowe that oure fathers 
were in bondage to king Pharao in Ae- 
gppt : But after the lozde remembꝛed 
the couenaunt that he made with our 
fathers , and had determined to lead 
them outof Aegipt, he ſent Mofes our 
maiſter of famous memozp: his Angel 
bis choſen , who knew the lo2de to be 
with hym , wherby he was able to de- 
ſtroy who ſoeuer dyd ryſe againſt him: 
neuertheleſſe when he came to Pha⸗ 
raos pzeſence who then bare rule in 
Aegipt , he ſhowed not hym felfe in 
armes, but rather wpth thunder and 
haple , that Pharao mighte well per- 
cepue and knowe, God was the Lozd. 
But at what tyme as Pharao oppzeſ- 
ſed the Iſraelites to ſoze , oure maſter 
Moy ſes by godes helpe bzought them 
out of Aegipt, with a ſtrong hand and 
a ſtretched foꝛthe arme, agapnſte the 
Acgtiptianes, whom he puniſhed with 
continuall plages by that meanes de⸗ 
linering p Iſraelites out ofthe handes 
of their Lo2des and Baiſters,and bzin 
ging them to the mount of God, made 
them 
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them hepzes of all goodnes, that is to 
ſape, of the moſte holpe lawe of God, 
And after Ioſua had ſubdued the holy 
lande to the Iſraelites, and that they 
inhabited it, there chaunſed vnts oure 
fathers, times of aduerſitie, as it is mẽ⸗ 
tioned in the bookes of the Pzophetes, 
ſo that they were conſtreyned to ſerue 
the king of Aſchur a long ſeaſon, and 
tbe kinges of Perſia, to the Chaldees 
alſo were we in bondage , althoughe 
not very greuous but tollerable. Poze 
ouer with other kinges of the gentiles 
we had warres , and ſomettmes we 
were put to foples, ſometimes we had 
the bpper hand. Nowe therefoze my 
b:ethern,tell me, what ſhame were it 
to pou if pon were ſubiccte to the Ros 
matnes ? oʒ what ar pou to be copared 
to other nations that be vnder thepz 
dominfon 2: Do pon not ſee that the 
Romaſines reigne ouer your enemies, 
and beare rule oner them that ſomes 
times were pour maiſters and haters? 
were it not reaſon rather that you 
ſhuld lone them, whiche haue bꝛought 
down 
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donn pour enemies, and reuenged pou 
of them? whych not withſtanding you 
haue nothing at all doone, but rather 
haue hatod them, as men vopd ot all 


pezcepuing, without weping 4 contis 


dering,that ſcnce the time pe were vn⸗ 
der the, pe haue alwapes nued in moſt 
quiet nes and peace . I mp ſelf when J 
withſtood p Nomains in Gahle, knew 
very wel, that J ſhuld be oucrcomed at 
tenght, but J cold do nothing fo: the 
fedittons'perſones that were with me, 
whyche-wolde in no wyſe folowe my 
connſel: pea it ſtode me in hand to take 
herd of myne owe perſon that wer 
not killed ef them after 3 had once 
tcounſeled and moned them to geue 
vp the taune. Wherfoz ſepng the mat⸗ 
terſtvod ſoo, and God knew my hart: 
J thought beſte to fight agapnſte the 
Romapnes as J mought, and when 
occaſton ſerued to crape to the Ko⸗ 
maynes! to take tt. Further whan J 
was in the caue wyth mp foꝛtp copa- 
ntds,7 had ben leſt 4 vndone, had not 
©0d geuẽ me coũſel. making me away 
10 to 
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to eſcape + ſane mp ipfe. Foz they hav 
almooſte ayne me bycauſe J gaue 
them councell to peld them ſelues to 
the Romapnes, and to obep them. Foz 
a ſawe this was the tyme fo2 the Ros 
mapnes to beare rule, and that God 
had appointed them to be Lo2des ouer 
all nactons. Foz this is hys manner 
lyke as aboue he hath made ſome to 
be rulers ouer other ſome : euen ſo be⸗ 
nethe alſo he hath ſet rulers oucr the 
kinges of the earthe . Who can ſludge 
him that is ſtronger then he. The 
Komapnes at thys pꝛeſente haue the 
dominion ouer all landes and people 
ouer the Aegiptians, Aſſirians, Perſians 
and Chaldeis, (to euerp one of theſe 
you haue bene in bondage) and oner 
other nationes alſo, whych neuerthe⸗ 
theleſſe till theyꝛ ground,ſawe,mawe, 
plante and gather in thep2 fruptes: 
t who hath the p:ofyte of thys goodes 
and labour but the Romapnes: who 
whples the other tople and trauaple, 
liue in peace t reſt the ſclues. wherfo2e 
mark this alſo my bzcthzn:the king of 
Maces 
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Macedonia, but at this dayetheyz em- 
pp3y is taken frome them, and they ar 
become ſubieges to the Nomaines. 
They whan the Romaines fyzſfe ſet 
dp them, were verp hautye and cope, 
determined to reſiſt the Romaynes, 
Notwithſtanding they were ouer co- 
me of the Romatnes , and are vnder 
there ſubiection at this daye . What 
ſhuld J ſpeake of p people of Philiſtins 
Which her to fozalwayes haue vered 
t anoped pou:doth not the meaneſt a⸗ 
mongſt al the Pꝛinces of d Romaines 
bear rule oner them: what bope then 
bane pon to eſcape, when ye know the 
Philiſtins were ener ſtrõger then pou, 
E pon were oftcntymes onercome of 
them:as fo; example, Saul pour kinge 
was ſlayn by them. But pou wyll (aye 
Dauid the annoynted of the Lozde of 
Afrael, pulled them doun and bzought 
them into ſublectton . Mote pe what: 
then God loked vpon you with a fa- 
vourable contenaũte, and fought pour 
battayles him ſelfe:but at thys dap he 
is in no wyſe pzeſcnt with you, ” be 
ath 
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hath turned away his conntenauce of 
ſaluacton from pou, bycauſe you haue 
ſinned againſt hym. And which of pou 
can ſap, he hath intelligente of the ſe⸗ 
crete of the Lo2d, 03 hath recetued any 
ſuch watche woꝛd, as god gaue at that 
tyme vnto Dauid: V Vhen thou ſhalte 2: Samucl. 
heare a ſound of mouing in the toppes 5* 
of the Mulbery trees, then ſhalt thou (ct 
forvvarde: for then ſ hall the Lorde goo 
forth before thy face, to ſmite the tentes 
and campes of the Philiſtines. Whoſo- 
euer (J ſap) hath knoledge of any ſuch 
token, let him vtter it to hys neygh⸗ 
bour, and J cold wel conſent to folo w 
it. But ſepng there is no ſuche thinge, 
herken vnto me mp deare bzethzen, 
come #ſerue the Romatnes in peace 4 
tranquillity . It ſhalbe no diſhoneſty 
foz you, with the kinges of Perſia to be 
ſubtecte to the Romatines : they that 
ſomtpme were pour mayfters , halbe 
now pour felowes and compantones. 
Ik you wyll perſeuer £4 ſtande in pour 
opinion ſtill, 3 will reaſon the matter 
with yon thus. Tell me J pꝛape vou, 
when 
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when were euer pour auncetozs free; 
t when were they not entangled with 
the wars of the gentiles and the domi 
nion of other natios:had pou not eucr 
the viaozy fro the tyme pou came out 
of Aegipt vntyll the reign of Saule the 
ſonne of Cis. So long as the lozd was 
pour king, pou were in bondage to no 
ma, von ſerued god as your onip king. 
But after that pour eupll and cozrupt 
* deſpze ſtired you to be pꝛk of the lozdc, 
and leſt be ſhould reygn alone to chuſe 
a man to haue the dominton ouer por, 
acco2ding as the cuſtome was in other 
nationes. J meane, Saul the ſon of Cis, 
and the other kinges enerp one, then 
lexued you him, vou 4 pour ſonnes, t 
l p chefeſt of you became his miniſters; 
| | Pour-goodlieſt doughters were made 
| his rofeafonartes, his cookes, 1 his ba 
I! | kers', . After Saule, repgned Dauid, of 
[ Woathy memezy, who ruled oner may 
| ne nations. Rut euen he alſo bzought 
I vdu into bondage , and put dpuers of 
lll von todeath, to ſatiſfte hys plcaſare 
| | | withall . He bevng dead, you ſeraed 
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Salomon his ſonne, who neuer a whit 
lelle them the other, cucn as he lifted, 
exerciſed dominion ouer pou : he alla 
toke vp your ſones and doughters and 
made them his laucs. After thys came 
other molte wicked kinges: ſo p from 
that tyme your cuntrpe began to go tg 
wꝛecke, and he that was the beſte a- 
mongſt them was Relioboam, whyche 
ſayde bnto pou , mp. father cozrected 
pou with whippes, but J will ſcourge 
you wypth lcozplons . And lo dpd the 
reſle ok the kynges , whyche reigned 
aftex hym: very klebe of them pleaſed 
God. All thother w2zought abomina⸗ 
tion, not one of them did any good, oz 
repgned in the frare of the Lozde. 
And in this maner remained the Ems 
pypze longe tyme with you , vntyll the 
kinges of Chaldea tame and led you 
captiue into Babilon, where as pou 
were kept vntill Coreſches tyme king 
of Perſia who (it pon agapn into pour 
- cuntrep, wpth a woderfuldcal of gold 
and ſiluer, with great honour, which 
was coũted vnto him foz rightouſnes, 

| After 
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After Coreſchs death, xoſe againſt pou 
the moſt wicked kinges of Grece, who 
warrynge vpon pou, gaue pou greate 
ouerth2zowes, vntill God ſtirred vp the 
ſpirites of certaine ſage pꝛieſtes of the 
ſtocke of Chaſmonani, that reuenged 
pour iniuries. At that time were pou 
bzethzen and frendes of the Romapns, 
and frendſhip grew betwirte pou ma- 
nie peares. After that pon fell from the 
ſfocke of Chaſmonani which had delt- 
ncred pou : and choſe one whoſe name 
was Herode, who oppꝛeſſed pou gre- 
uouſſpe. After him ſucceaded Archelaus 
bis ſonne, he pet layed a ſo2er poke vpõ 
you: wherfoze falling from him pe p20- 
teſted neuer after to ſerue the Kynges 
of Juda. So goynge to the Romapns 
willinglye pou ſubmitted poure ſclues 
vnder their ſubiection, to ſerue Augu⸗ 
ſtus themperour, who o2dzed pou gens 
tilly. Him pon ſerued as other nacions 
did, and it was to pour pꝛapſe, becauſe 
pe were bnder a good gouernoure. 

WTherfoze nowe my bꝛethzen and chil⸗ 
dzen of my people, what meane pon at 
this 
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this pzeſent, that you haue determined 
| to dye, and dooe not rather ſpare your 
| ſelacs and pour childzen : CTonſider 3 
beſcche pou the thinges that grow vp - 
pon the earth, and al liupng creatures, 
beaſtes, wozmes, that crepe vppon the 
grounde , fowles of the aye , and fiſ- 
ſhes of the ſea : Doe pou not ſee howe 
euer the ſtronger hathe the dominton 
duer the weaker? neither is it anpe res 
buke oz ſhame foz the weaker to geue 
place and obepe that whiche is ron⸗ 
ger. Foz the Ore and Goate are in 
awe of the Lyon, the Kamme and the 
Ewe of the Moulke, the cowe and the 
lambe feare the beare, the goate the li⸗ 
barde, the hauke is afcated of the egle, 
the doue of the hauke: Mey the maner 
of Wegſtes and birdes amongeſt their 
dung binde, vou ſhall ſee ener the big⸗ 
72% and ſtronger to be maſter oner the 
{21s weaker. And ſo in all other thin⸗ 
ges, the ſtroger ſet the ſelues befoze the 
weaker alwales. Mherkoze pe moꝛtal 
men learne pe hereat, did not one God 
make al things, « he him ſelte hath do⸗ 
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mints ouer the alznotwithſtanding all 
things are ſo knit together amõgſt the 
ſelues, p̊ no one thing can ſtad withont 
another. But he 5 holdes vp al things 
is þ bleſſed god, who if he lift ca bꝛinge 
the al into duſt againe, his name be ex⸗ 
told foz euer. Take example J pzap pon 
of p parts of the hale wozld, pou ſhal ſe 
one part to be in ſubiection, an other to 
bear rule. Be not the ſo ſtiffe necked to 
peracrt the natural courſes of d wozld, 
but rather let pour election folowe the 
tauſes i tuents of p ſame, which if pou 
do, vou ſhall be eſtemed foz wiſe men. 
Now then iny dear cofitry men, neuer 
think it ſame fo2 pou to ſerue the Ko⸗ 
mains: it is time fo2 pou now to return 
to the 102d with pour hole heart, g then 
euẽ pon alſo ſhal haue the domtni6 oucr 
other nacions acco2ding to pour deſire. 
Tuts ſhal then come to paſſe, whe you 
folow pour loꝛd God with al your ſtrẽ⸗ 
gth. Therfoze neuer thinke that 5 Ko- 
mayncs, whiche haue rule oucr pon at 
this dap, are of leſſe power then other 
people that gere hant had the do⸗ 

mi⸗ 
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miuion oucr pou. Foz they are a migh⸗ 
ty nacion, their Empire and rule quer 
other people they haue from aboue, as 
J haue p2oned to you by p ſimilitudes 
of bzute beaſts, which accoꝛdyng to na⸗ 
ture, beare xule one ouer an other. Not- 
withſtandinge in mankinde it ſhoulde 
neuer haue come to paſſe, that the big⸗ 
ger ſhoulde ſo haue the dominion oner 
the leſſe, vnleſſe fog their ſinnes, foz the 
which the are ſo puniſhed, 5 one is tõ⸗ 
pelled to.bow his neck under anothers 
poke. obe therfoze,my deare people, 
take humilitie and mekenes vnto pon, 
neuer couet to alter plawes of nature, 
but rather teceiue my woꝛdes 4 folow 
my counſell, obep the Romains, pꝛeſt x 
readp to make a leage with you accoz- 
dyng to their bountikulnelle, that pou 
map line + do full weil. When Ioſeph 
the p2ieſte hadde ſpoken theſc thinges 
in the hearpng of the Citizins of Hie⸗ 
ruſalem, they burſte oute and wepte, 
gaaſſhed wyth thep2 teeth, & rapled at 
Ioſeph ouer the walles, hurling ſtones 
and dartes at him to haue killed him. 
Cc.ii Ther⸗ 
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Thertoze when Ioſeph ſawe that they 
woulde notfolowe his counſaile , but 
were ſo ſtiffe necked;be bega to rebuke 
them molt tharpely,criyng vnto theim 
in this wiſe. -- -- 

Moe to all trowarde People 5 and 
ſuche as tebell againſte the L O N D 
GOD, what meane pe vou wzetches, 
what haue pe to leane vnto that pe are 
ſo ſtnbburne, when as neuertheles the 
Loe is gune from vou: Foz pou are 
wicked people „ haue ſinned againſte 
him. Howe can pour ſinnes be purged 
which pe haue committed in the Tem⸗ 
ple of the Loʒde b ſheadinge of inno⸗ 
tente blonde without all mercie : Ye 
are moſte giltpe, foz pe haue fonght in 
the temple and ſanctuarye ofthe Lo2d, 
pe haue defiled it with the dead bodyes 
ol theim, whom pe haue llayne in the 
nid thereof. Beſides that, ꝓe haue ſu⸗ 
ſpended and vnhalowed the name ol 
the Lo2de with poure fightinges, ma⸗ 
king warres vpon pour @abboth date, 
vpon pour ſolemne and feſtinal daies. 
Tel me now ye frowards rebels: whe 


ther 
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ther did euer pour fozefathers pzeuatle 


Againſt their enemies with ſpeare and 


childe, oz rather with pzaper,penaunce, 
and purenes of hearte, wherwith they 
ſerued GDD; and he againe deliuered 
them! But pou, what haue pe to truſte 
vnto, when as pe are vnkaithrul⸗ u 
ſhadow and pzotectid is departed from 


enemies, whoſe power he matnteyneth 
to diſtrope pou. It you imagine to be 
delinered with-pour wo; ds & ſpeares, 
pou are foulicviſceined, Whereas God 
would not that you ſhoulde eſcape the 
hands ot your enetnies. Opꝭ pour eies 
and ſt what Dauid the anointed ot the 
[02d ſaid. For the lord vvill ſaue neither 
by ſvvorde nor ſpeare. Call to pour re- 
midjanceſye verp foles) Abraham pour 
father which begat vou, by what-mea- 
nes he onercame Pharao the kinge of 
Egipt, who vidlently had taken away 
Sara his wife fro him, ſurelp nonother 
wap did he obteine the victo2p;then by 
pꝛaier vnto the lod, who ftfrred the ſpt 
rit of Pharao, and put him in minde to 

Ct. iii. re- 
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reſtoze him his wtfe Sara clene t vnde⸗ 
filed. Abrahà was quiet in his bed, & at

Iſaac alſo when hee was 
dztuen oute by Abimilech kinge of the

Pozeouer, bp the way as 
be returned, when he wzaſteled with a 
certaine man, and onercame him. Oh 
lozde, who is able to number the mer⸗ 
cies of the Lo2d, 4 the maruatls which 
be wz0ught wpth our fathers of woz- 
thyememozte, Abraham, Iſaac, and las 
cob? What ſhould 3 ſpeake of Moyſes 
our ſhepeherd the man of god that fea⸗ 
red the crueltp of Pharao, vntil he watt 
in the la w, that he had called the name 
of his ſon Eliaſar, fo2 be ſaſd the god of 
his father helped him, + deliuered him 
out of the handes of Pharao. And when 
he came befoꝛe Pharao to deliuer Iſs 
raell oute of hys handes, and to leade 
the ont of Egypt: what thing els ouer⸗ 
came. he the ty2at withal,the ww paaſer2 
Did he not ouerthꝛow þ pꝛidot᷑ Pharao 
t his charmers only with þ red of the

And at the ted ſea Moyſes reſiſted not 
Pharao and hs hoſtes wyth fozce of 
armes, but with pzaper:wherfoze Pha 
rao t all his ware dzouned in p botom 
of the ſea. But Moy ſes ſang a ſong of 
p;apſe vnto ofire God whyle the ſonl- 
diers of the Aegiptians periſhed that 
came agapnſte Moyſes and the people 
of Aſraell with weapons, hozſes, e cha⸗ 
riotes: notwithſtiding by the meanes 

of Moyles pꝛaper thep wer onerwhel- 
med al in the ſea, ſo that not one of th 
eſcaped. Who is ignozant of this, that 
pꝛaper is of moze fozce then all inſtru⸗ 
mentes of war: that it ſpedeth and ba⸗ 
ſteneth the help of the Lozde , and his 
ſauing health Do pou not know wha 
Ioſua the miniſter of Moyſes paſſed o- 
ner Jordan, that he was a warlpke 
man, and had with him very manpe 
moſte valeant ſouldiers? Netertheles 
he deſtroyed not the ſenen walles of 
Iericho by fozce of war, but all onlpe 
with pꝛaper, and with the ſhowtes .

De- 
doras à Pzophetyſe by her pꝛaper 
bzougt? 
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bꝛought to pas great health in Iſrael. 
What ſhal F tel of diuers other tuſte x 
godly wemen, which bp thev2 pzaperg 
obteined many thigs. Tel me(yeman 
me) know ye not what Amaziahu king 
of Iuda did: He hauing warres wyth 
the Edomites, bãquiſhed them and led 
them pzpſoners with their wyues and 
chtldzen & idoles alſo to Jeruſale: then 
fell to ws:ſhipping of the ſame idoles 
that he had taken from the Edomites, 
ſaing vnts the,you ar thep which haus 
ſaued me, t by p reaſon Jwozſhip pou; 
therfoꝛe haue J ouercomed þ Edomits. 
To whome whe a pꝛophet of the Lozd 
came + aſked him, why ſekeſt thou and 
ſerueſt the Goddes of, that pesple that 
were not able to deliuer the out of thy 
hand: y : by he taunted the p:ophet 
agapne, ſainge: who made the of the 
kinges counſel-wherfo:e after that he 
was no moar repꝛehẽded of þ pzophet, 
fo2 the loꝛd had determined to diftrop 
dim, as it is wzitenin the bokes of the 
chꝛonicles of the kinges of Iuda Ther 


foze he was taken pꝛiſoner afterward

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like a fore, when as he fought agaynſt

thozn 02 ſhzub! And loas vnts the no- 
ble.4 bye ceder tree, Pea all the enilles 
that cuer happenedvntoVvs inany age, 
it came of our ſelues: fo our loꝛd God 
is rpghteous in all his wozkes that 
tuer he wꝛought vpon vs. Dnre ene⸗ 
mis did vs neuer ſo much darm as we 
did to our ſelues, © to sur owne lines.

domæus 9zdcred pou to bad: had it not 
ben mete rather to complain of him to 
the Emperour, then to rebel agapnſte 
the Romaynes and to make warre a- 
gainſt them: But pon wyll ſap, we re⸗ 
belled agaynſt Nero Cæſar becauſe he 
did vs to muche w2onge . Wherefoze 
then rebell ye now againſt Vaſpaſian 
Czſar, a moſte merciful man, and one 
which neuer hurt you? Oz why make 
ye not peace with his ſon , to be vnder 
him acco;dinge as other natſones be, 
that ye might lyne and not peryſhez 
Hane pe not a ſufficient pꝛofe of hys 
clemencie and mercifalnes , when as 
he hath cauſe to be cruel vpon no man 
ſo much as vpon me, whiche dzew out 
my ſwoꝛd agaynſt the Romaines, and

neyther he noz the reſte of 5 Romaing 
baue done me any harme. Bea, rather 
they haue beſtowed many benefites 
bpon me, and although J was in their 
handes, pet they haue ſaued my lpfe.

pledge. Therfozelet theaunciet of the 
city come fozth,+ J wil make a leagne 
betwirt them and our lozd Titus. And 
doubt pe not but as hytherto the loꝛde 
God wold pon ſhuld be afflided £ pu 
niſhed by the gouernement of the Ro- 
mapnes: ſo hereafter , he ſhall benefyt 
you therby and doo pou good, if ſo be it 
pau wil once acknowledg and cofefſe, 
that al dominion is chaunged and al- 
tered at his comandement,+ that God 
humbleth whome he lyſte, and agayn 
whom he lift he letteth aloft. But pers -

ſtepn from my counſell. 
T He people hearinge theſe woꝛdes £ 
ſainges ot Toſeph the pꝛieſt, wept 
wonderfully, fo2 they could haue bene 
cotent to haue folowed his counſell. At 
that time Titus gaue comaundement 
to al the Romapnes, to ſend again the 
Jewes Þ wer pꝛiſoners, and the ſlaues 
into the city, æ by that meanes he ſhif- 
ted from him ſelf the blond of the ſer⸗ 
uauntes, and laid it vpon the neckes of 
their maſters: foz Titus toke pity of 
the thꝛough Toſephs oꝛatiõ, æ hys good 
toũſell. The comon people of p Jewes 
deſired nothing moꝛe then to haue co- 
med fo2th,x to fal at agremet to make 
peace w Titus, but Schimeon, Eleaſar, f 
Tehochanan taptaines of p ſeditious, ſet 
ſtrõg watch 4 ward at euerp gate, char 
ging the to kill all that wold go fozth, 
and br that meanes many were killed 
whiche old haue fled fozth to Titus: 
and ſo the city of Jeruſale was cloſed 
bp that no man coulde get out noz in. 
Dd, iii. In 
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In the meane ſeaſon fell a great darth 
t famin in Jeruſalem ,tn ſo much that 
the ſeditios ſerched euerp mans houſe 
and ſellar to find foode, which when a 
ccrtaine houſckeper would haue with⸗ 
ſtood, he was killed emongit the, And 
thus they dealed with al me v dwclled 
at Jeruſalem, til al the viquales in the 
toune was ſpente, that men began to 
ſeck dong & verp mans excrements to 
eat, wherfoze much of the people dyed 
fo: hungar. N hoſoeuer at that tyme 
could get any herbes, oz rootes, myſe, 
ſerpets oz other creping woꝛms what 
ſoeuer thep wer to eat: he was toũted 
happy, bicauſe he had foũd mcat to ſu⸗ 
ſteyn x ſaue his lyfe withall, in 5 hard 
famin £ terrible hiigar. Moꝛeouer who 
fo had any cone in ſtoꝛc that no man 
knew ol, he was afrapd to ſend it to the 
myll oz bake it, bicauſe of the wicked 
nes of the ſeditious, left they ſhuld take 
away fro them their ſuſtenance, wher⸗ 
toze many cat the dꝛy cone bnground 
in their ſellers pꝛiuily. At Þ tyme allo 
were erceading rych men in Jeruſale, 
which ſtale meat one from an other, ſo 
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that the father catcht meat fro his ſon, 
the ſon fro his father, y mother ſnatch 
frober childze, the childꝛẽ like wiſe fro 
their mother, c ſuche as fled out at the 
gates o; otherwpſe let theim ſelues 
doun ouer the walles in þ night time 
vnwares to the ſeditious per ſons, the 
romains killed the without. This euil 
therfoꝛe diſtres encreaſed ſo log, till Þ 
people had deuoured al p euer crept on 
the earth fro p mouſe to the ſpyder, fro 
the neuet to the weſel, wherfozea moze 
greuous peſttlece folowed, wher or died 
innumerable emong the people of the 
loꝛd, there was noman to burpe the. 
han they chaüſed to find any dead 
hoꝛs oʒ other beaſt in the toun, a man 
chuld ſee many Jſraclites ſuriue t fight 
fo2 it, ſo p in ſuch cotenctons alſo very 
manp were flain,in al points like to fa 
miſſhed rauens lighting vpon a dead 
tarcas. Therſot when dpuers men 
wyth their wiues and childze gat ont 
ok the city to gather herbes to eat, and 
chaunſed emong the Romaines , the 
Romapus laid hold of the litle child, 
Dd. ili. and 
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and killed the ſaying: we wil diſpatch 
theſe, leſt wha they grow once to mas 
ſtate, thep make war vpon vs as their 
fathers do at this dape: lo that manye 
' whyche came out of the gates of the 

city now and then, the Romalnes kil- 
led them + hanged them vpogalowes 
ouer againſt the gates of Jeruſalem to 
the number of fine hundꝛeth. After the 
fame maner Schumeon , Ichochanant 
Eleaſar delt wyth thole Romaypnes 
whom thet could by any trapn, catch, 
cnenhanged them vp, vpo the walles. 
Whoſocuer alſo they coulde percepue 
wold flee bnto the Romapnes, thep 
hůged them lykewyſe ouer the walles 
to the number of fpue hundzeth. But 
Titus gaue comatidemets to al his ſol⸗ 
Sloꝛs, that no man vp paine cf death 
ſhulde kyll anpe of them that lled out 
of Jeruſalem. Foz be tooke pitpe of 
the Iſraelytes, & ceaſcd not to ſpeake 
fred!p 4 Huingly to the Jeroſolimttes: 
ſo phe wet yet once again to p walles., 
t ſpake tnto the Jewes on this ſozte. 
Wear, 3 beſecheyou,y coũſel of Ioſeph, 
and 
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and come to me, that you map liue and 
not periſhe vtterly. Spare pour people, 
hp wil pou oppꝛeſſe them vexed with 
honger,thirſt,peſtilece,and belleging? 
But the ſediclous hearing Titus ſpeak, 
were wonderfully incenſed, and inten⸗ 
ded to adde miſchiefe vppon miſchiefe, 
handelpng pet moze cruelly the people 
of God. Mozeouer, they rapled at Titus 
to pzouoke him to anger, that he might 
leane of ſpeakyng to the people, which 
had nowe almoſte lefte their obedi- 
ence and feare of the ſedicions: wheres 
* foze the ſedicious aunſwered vnto the 
Romapnes., It is better foz vs to dyg 
fo2 honger and to bee killed in this al⸗ 
flictton , ſo to come to the bliſſe & light 
we hope foz: then to liue ⁊ (cs the moſt 
holp tẽple of God defiled and deſtroied. 
When Titus ſawe this, he commaun- 
ded an pꝛon ramme to be ſet to the wal 
to batter it, that he might deliuer thoſe 
poꝛe wꝛetches out of Schimeons, Elea- 
ſar, and Ichochanans handes, who held 
the in as captiues. At the ſame time as 


they ereced that engine to the walle, it 
koz⸗ 
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foztuned ther was in the cap a certain 
yong man whoſe name was Memaga⸗ 
nin, ſonne of Antiochus of Macedonia, 
one ot the kinges of the Græcians who 
came at Veſpaſianes ctomaundement 
to apde Titus. The ſame ponge man 
was very (wift , a good runner and a 
hardy ſouldiour, but he lacked diſcre⸗ 
tion. Be came to Titus and ſapde: 3 
can not but maruaple at thy ſouldioꝛs 
that vanquiſhe all nations, and dare 
not ſet vpon theſe Jewes and kill the. 
Titus hering the pong kinge ſape ſo, 
implied and aſked him, how chaunces 
it that being of this fu dgement thon 
buckles not thy ſelfe x makeſt the redp 
to do lpke as thou ſapſt: whp dꝛaweſt 
thou not ont thy ſwoꝛd, to declare thy 
manhod vpon the:wherfoze the pong 
king ence: raged him ſelfe, & called to⸗ 
gether his ſouidiozs Macedonianes: 
then app:oched nye ß Fewes + began 
to ikermtſh with them, ſhooting with 
they; bowes and arrowes apace. But 
atlenght,the Jewes handled them ſo, 
that not one of Macedocianes eſcaped, 
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ſanc only the pong king which by his 
good foctmanthip + witt running gat 
away,t retourned to Titus, That Mes 
maganin was of p kinred of Alexider 
the great,king of Macedonia, whpche 
had the dominio of the hoole wozld , E 
whom all natiös s people ſtood in awe 
of. loſephus y pateſt demaũdeb of him 
whoſe ſonne he was. He anſwered, J 
came of the ſced of Alexader, I am the 
teth fro him. Ioſeph ſaid, it may welbe 
as thou ſaid Þ thou art of the ſucceſſis 
of Alexander,faz the valcantnes of thy 
bart declareth no leſle, that thou bafte 
ſhewed. Howbeit thou ſhalt bnderfad 
that vato a bold conrage of the mind, 
ther is requiſit alſo to be ioyned ſtrẽgth 
of the body, if thou wilt compare with 
Alexander, and make warte bpon the 
Iſraelites. Foz we haut hard of Alexs 
ander, that he entred a certayn citye 
alone vpo a night and killed divers of 
the inhabitaũtes ofthe toun. Zhen in 
the moꝛning when his copany hard p 
buſines t hurly burly , they bzake vp 
the gates, entred p toun 4 reſcued him 

- from 
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Reg. a. fromthe citizins. Likewife of Dauid 
| our kinge we reade,how he entered as 
lone into the campes of Gpantes, whi- a 
che when Abiſai bzother of Ioab ſonne ? 
of Seruia heatde: he wente after hym, 1 
and receiued vppon his target a ſtroke f 
that a gyant let flie at Dauid, and ktiled | 
the Gpaunt . But as concernynge As 
lexander, we know that he wanne the 
titie by none other meanes then tho- 
robe the ſinnes of the inhabitauntes 
and them that dwelt therin. Likewiſe 
alſo at this pꝛeſent the ſlnnes of the Je 
roſolimites haue deliuered and ſaued 
thee from death, that thou mighteft bg 
a ſnare of diſtruction to them hereafter. 
Wherefoze thou ſhalt vnderſtand that 
the Komains haue done wiſely to ab- 
ſtaine from the aſſault at this tyme, be⸗ 
cauſe they knew thei ſhould haue to ds 
with a moſte valeaunt nacion, bihiche 
thou hauyng ſo well tried maieſt 
repozte and teſtifye when 
thou arte aſked the 
queſtion. 
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A Frer this, Titus denided his whole 

armpe, and lated them p2tuclye in 
ambuſhes round about the walles. He 
pꝛepared mo2eouer foure Rammes of 
p;on to batter the walles: of theſe one 
he planted vpo the ſide of the place cal⸗ 
led Antochia,the engyn was thirty cu⸗ 
bites longe. The ſame night captaine 
Ichochanan wpth his companye iſſued 
fozth, and vndermined the ground vnz 
der the wheles of p wagons that bare 
tho Ramme , puttynge pitched bozdes 
opled, and done ouer wyth bzymfſtone, 
in the trenches vnder the wheles , and 
vnder the bozdes they ſpꝛeade leather, 
whiche likewiſe was ſmered and done 
ouer with pitche, ople, and bzimſtone. 
Then they ſet fire vpo the bozdes wht- 
che burned till thep came to the fete of 
the Ramme, and thet once ſet afireand 
burnt, the engine fell vpon the watchs 
that was appointed to kepe it beyng a 


llepe:and killed them. MN herat the Ro- 


mayns were much diſmaped, and (ad. 
It is not poſſible we ſhold aſſault this 
citie hereafter, foʒ they haue burnte all 
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dur engines of war wherwith we ha- 
ne ſubdned al other kingdomg, ſo that 
now of fifty pzon rames whiche we 
b:ought with vs, we had but fpue left, 
and the ſeditions Jewes haue burnte 
the of the, what ſhal we now do: how 
ſhalt we batter the walles hereakter: 
The Jewes vpon the walles, hearing 
their woꝛdes, flouted them and lough 
them to ſcoꝛne. Wherfoze Titus tnce- 
ſed with anger, commaunded thother 
th:ee Rames to be addꝛeſſed tn Þ place 
of that which was bꝛente. in p meane 
ſcaſon whiles the Romatnes were at 
wok. iii. pong men moued rd a great 
zecle, whoſe names were kirſt Thopa⸗ 
tius, Galilæus, then Megarus Chebroni- 
ta, the thirde lorminus Schomronita & 
the fourth Arius leroſolimita, theſe all 
armed, iſſued ont into the camp of the 
Romatins that then ſtoode about their. 
the engines t pꝛõ rãs, diuiſing hob to 
batter the walles of the citp:of whom, 
ſome thoſe pong me killed 5 other led. 
Then. ii. ot the ſtod ar defence to kepe 
ol all th? Þ appꝛoched nye the engins, 
whlle the other two, Icrofolimitanus & 
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Schomronita daubed the timber with 
4 certain mater which they had pꝛepa⸗ 
red to make it take fire, t Tretight way 
ſet fyꝛe vps th, ſo d ſodenly the rames 
were on a light fire, Then they al iii. 
lopned together withſtood ß Romains 
that they ſhuld not come at the engins 
to quenche the fp:e. Ochoꝛtliy the rams 
fel donne and the Romaſnes lood a 
louf hurling ſtones and ſhooting thick 
at the,foz thep were afraid to come nye 
them, bicauſe of theyz great fearcenes, 
although they were the thouſand me 
p kept the rams, pct theſe four ſet no⸗ 
thing by thẽ, noz neuer wet of p grofid, 
til the rams were clene bzent vp, ſhot 
the Komaines neuer ſo thick at them. 
Titus hearing of p valeatnes of theſe 
pong men & the barmes that they hay 
bone vnto the Komains: made ſpede w 
bis hole hoſte, to ſave the rams frg the 
fy:c « to appzehed thoſe yog me. Then 
fo:twith iſſued ont Schimeõ Iehochans 
t Eleaſar captaines of pᷣ ſeditious with 
their ſouldioꝛs, ſcũding their tropetes, 
made p Romains retyze,p thei could 

not 
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rot tome nie the fire, and ſo reſcued the 
four pong men from the Romains that 
had enulroned them round aboute. Zn 
that ſkirmiſh were killed ten thouſand 
men and fiue hundzeth . Then gathe- 
red together al the whole armpe of the 
Komains to aſſault the Jewes at once 
appꝛoching hard to the walles of Jeru 
ſalem,there thei crped vnto the Jewes, 
ſaipng: Mhat:are pe Oren oz goates, 
that you fight on this faſhion vpon the 
walles:UUill pe be taken in the midſte 
ok the citpe like as oxen and goates are 
taken in their foldes:? Jf pe be menne 
tome fozth;and let vs trie dur manhode 
here in this plaine. But pon by ſtcalth 
and at vnwares ſet vppon theim that 
kepe our engines, ſnatching theim vp 
lyke as it were wolues ſhoulde ſnatch 
ſhepe, then run awap into the towne, 
as the wolues run to p wode. It there 
be any manhod in you, behold we ars 
redy here, come kfoꝛth to vs, ſo many fo: 
ſo manpe, and then wee ſhall ſee what 
end will come therof. When the caps 


tapnes of the ſeditious heard that, they 
ſpake 
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ſpake vnto the warrtonrs that were in 
Hieruſalem: Whiche of pou will go 
out with vs to theſe dogges, to ſhewe 
our fo:ce and ſtomackes fo2 the ſanctu⸗ 
ary and citye of the Lozde 2 Zhen fine 
hundzeth tal fclowes of their owne ac⸗ 
coꝛde iffucd out vpon the Romains ſo⸗ 
daincly,flew, vi. M. men, and compels 
led the reſte to retule from the walles. 
The Komaines then wiſt what vales 
antnes the Jewes had, fo; the Komat- 
nes were in nũber fozty thouſand figh- 
ting men, and the Jewes were onely 
fpue hundzed, wherof not one of them 
was killed in that ſkirmiſh. The Ro- 
maines a far of ſhot at the Jewes and 
hurled ſtoones, to whome the Jewes 
ſaid:come hither to vs, are not pou thet 
Pp called vs fozth + pzouoked vs to come 
to pou:? MN hp come pe not nowe neare: 
Pou go about to dztue vs awaye with 
arowes and ſtones. Mhat:do pe think 
vs to be dogs, and that we are afrated 
of your ſtones? Are we not men: Pea, 
we are pour matſters betters, fo2 ye 


runne away from vs, as ſernantes flee 
Ce.t, from 
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from thepz maſters, when thep folow 

them,ts beat them. 
TItus ſcing his armp part to be fled, 
and part to be lain, he crped to his 
people ſaing, is it not a ſhame foz you 
pe Komains, # a wonderful great diſ⸗ 
honour,to flee fro the Jewes, fo hugar 
beate,famiſhed, almoſt dead foz thirſt, 
t beſeged: Alas, how ſhal pe put awap 
this pour rebuke # ſgnominy, whe as 
al nations, whiche heretofoz, ye haue 
molt valcatly ſubdued, ſhall here 5 ye 
flee fro theſe dead Jewes, whole hole 
land we haue in poſſeſſion,ſo that they 
haue nothing left but this onely toun, 
whiche we haue alſo ſo batterd, that 
they haue but one onelpe walle to de⸗ 
fend them? Beſpdes this, they are very 
few, we are innumerable, they haue 
no nation to ayde them, we haue help 
of al landes, whp then do pe flee from 
they? ſight, lpke as the (male impotent 
birdes flee fro the egle? What though 
the Jewes vowe and haſſard them ſel⸗ 
uss delperatlp fo2 they} temple and 
land, 
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land, bohp do not you the ſame alſo in 
theſe warres,to get you a tenobone of 
valeantnes: Thus the Jewes pzcuays 
led that dap, and had the vpper hand, 
wherfoze thep returned into the toune 
wyth great glozy,hauing put the tio- 
mains to ſo great a fople. Titus com. 
maunded his to addzelſe and pzepare 
the two other rammes that were lefk, 
to batter the walles of Jeruſale with⸗ 
all. Wherfoze the Romane carpeters 
caſte a trenche to pzepare and ſette vp 
the Rams wpthin it, in ſuche place as 
Titus had aſſigned them. The Jewes 
were ware of it well enough, but wins 
ked at the matter as yet vntyll they 
had pianted the maſter bemes be- 
twene the ſtandinge poſtes . So when 
the wozke was fyniſhed , cuen to the 
hangyng bp of the engynes betwirt 
the ſtandpnge poſtes , to ſhake the 
walle wythall, the Romapnes bepnge 
ſecure, nothing mpſtruſtinge that the 
Jewes would ſturre, bycauſe they had 
ben quiet a few nightes 4 neuer iſſued 
Ce. ii. fozth 
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fozth of the citte. Upon a certain night 
a pzety while befoze dape, the thꝛe pzin- 
cipali capitaines of the ſedicious came 
and caſt their heades together to deuiſe 
what they ſhoulde dooe. Eleaſar gaue 
this counſaile, and ſaied: You two the 
laſte tyme iſtued oute, barnte th:ee 
Rammes, and gate pou renoune, and 
J kepte the gates the whyle: now kepe 
ye the gates, and J wpll iſſue cut with 
mp menne againſte the Romapnes to 
get me a name alſo. The other ant we⸗ 
red. Go then a Gods name vnto them, 
the Lozd God of the ſanctuary whiche 
is tn Hieruſalem Heli be pꝛeſen: with 
thee, but beware thou be not ſlaine, and 
in anp wiſe thou be not take alſue. To 
whom he aunſwered: the Lozde God 
ſhall kepe me, fo2 vpon the truſt of the 
rightuouſneſſe of mp father Anani the 
hie p2tefte, and his ſincere ſeruice vnto 
god, wil J ſet vpon the. Elcaſar therfoze 
choſe an hundzed valtant ſonldſours t 
with them he iſſued oute of the towne 
befoze day. The ſame n\ghtþ Romains 
hadde made fires about their engines 

where 
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where thet watched bicauſe of the cold 
The artificers 6 ſouldiours that kept 
watch and warde about the Kamms, 
were in number a hundzeth and fifty. 
The dape was the. 27. of the moneth 
of Kiſlef, which was the ninth moneth Nous ver. 
that Titus had beſſeged Jeruſalem, Ele- 
a(ar & his companpe thus beinge iſſued 
ont, came t found ſome of þ Romaing 
ſnozting about þ fires, other watching 
in their wardes, killed the all, that not 
one remained. Then ſome of Elcaſars 
copany ſet fire vpon the Rams, burnt 
the ſtandinge poſtes, roapes, chepnes, 
other inſtruments ok warre. The ar⸗ 
tificers that were there thep catched 
aliue and burnte them, ſo that no man 
eſcaped. hen it was dape, Titus 
was aware of the @mooke of the 
fire mountpng bp very koule, and ſtin⸗ 
king of the woode t men together, he 
dzew towardes the place therfoze with 
bis boaſt, to ſee what the matter was. 
Eleaſar in the meane ſcaſon and hys 
company, toke as thep might get,eue- 
rye man a piece of the engines oute of 
Ee. lit. the 
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the fp:e , oz ſome of they; heades that 
they hadde killed and retourned with 
great top, flonting the Romatnes and 
laughing them to ſko2n , by the wape 
til they came to the gates of Jeruſale, 
wher they were recetued of Schimeon 
and Ichochanan with great honoz. 
S One after this came many ſoldiozs 

t great bandes of me, out of all na⸗ 
tions Þ were ſubtectto the Emppꝛe of 
the Romains,to apy Titus, to whome 
Titus declared what had hapencd him 
in ſiedg, the ſtoutnes of the Jewes, x 
how they had anoped many wales the 
Romain armp, adding moar oucr and 
aſking them,vpd pe euer ſee four men 
withſtad ten thouſand e fpue hunderd, 
fo p they al together could nether oucr 
thzow the noz take the pꝛiſoners: but 
the four ſlew the other, lyke as it had 
ben tops of cucumers (mite of w moſt 
ſharp ſwoꝛdes, when they hard this, 
they woderd ail very much. Then Ti- 
tus ſpake vnto his hoſte 4 to the which 
werncWwly repaired vnto him, to ſhe w 
their aduiſe t beſt coũſell what was to 
be don, leaſt we ſhuld be ſhamed (ſaith 
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he)befoze al the Þ hall herafter heer of 
our wars. The grauiſt 4 moſt aunciet 
of the nations that were newly come 
to his apde, anſwered. If it pleſe pour 
mateftie let p Komatns bzeath a while 
t take thepʒ reſt, which are now we⸗ 
ried with p ſandzp batapls of 5 Jewes. 
t we who are not ſo bzoke with laboz 
but kreſhe and luſty ſhall try what the 


Jewes ca do, we ca not think Þ thep ar 
able to withftad ſo great a multitude. 


But Þ pꝛinces of the Komains deſired 
Titus Þ he wold not permit them this, 
leſt he ſhuld encreſe theyꝛ oune ſoꝛow⸗ 
es,if peradueture thep ſhuld be diſcoft- 
ted{ſap they) or Þ Jewes, t the matter 
rebound vnto our ſhame , Foz if we 
which are acquainted with the t know 
their maner of fight can not ſaſteyne 
their violence,how ſhal they do it Þ ne⸗ 
ver had p2ofe of the ſtrength e fozce of 
b Jewes. They ſhalbe to the,like Jſop 
which groweth vpõ ß walles in cõpa⸗ 
riſon of þ ceder trees of Libanus, Tho⸗ 
ther ſald, nap, thet ſhuld do wel enough 
with the,+ they vrged Titus ſo inſtàtiy

The battailsof 
that thcp conſtrapned hym fo graunte 
them their deſire. Then Titus gaue the 
leaue to ſet vpon the Jewes, thinkinge 
with him (clf, peraduenture the Jewes 
map be put to the wozſe of theſe p will 
fight withont anp fcare, not knowing 
the fo:ce of the Jewes: foʒ y Romapns 
that haue had triall of their ürengthe, 
fight fearfully 4 warily, So the Lords 
of the ſtraunge nacions choſe oute of 
their armies.irrr. P. men, ten thouſad 
Macedonias. xx.thouſand englith Bzi⸗ 
tons. v. thouſand Aramttcs. r.thouſad 
Affctcans, ten thouſand valeant Bur⸗ 
güdians, and flue thouſand Kedarans? 
laſt of all, ten thouſande Perſtans and 
Chaldeans. Theſe therfoze went into 
the plaine which is by the ſepuichze of 
Iochanan the hype p;icſte, x from thence 
made an aſſault vppin the Jevies that 
were vpon the walles,ſettyng vp their 
ſcaling ladders. Iehochanan ſaied vnto 
Schimeon and Elcaſar his companids: 
f pou thinke good 3 will iſſue foozth, 
and ſkirmyſhe wpth theſe vncircumci- 
{cd, to let theim ſee what J can 1 
Schi- 
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Schimeon anſwered. Let two of vs 
doo it and the third kepe the gates and 
walles, fo2 thou alone art able to doo 
nothing againſt them, they are ſo mas 
ny . Eleaſar allowed thys aduiſe, offe- 
ringe hym ſelfe to beare Ichochanan 
copani.Schimeon bad them go,ſaipng: 
the Lozde of the ſanctuary giue them 
into pour handes', and deal not wpth 
pou at this tyme accoꝛdinge to youre 
wozkes . Then Ichochanan, . Eleaſar 
iNſued wyth. xv. hundzed good men of 
war, the ir.dap of the moneth Tefeth, 
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(whiche was the tenth moncth that ber. 


Titus had beſeged Jeruſalem) & oner- 
thꝛe w of the gentiles of that hoſt. [vif. 
thouſand and fpne hundzed men, bs- 
ſpdes thze thouſand whom thep tooke 
pꝛyſoners: but of the Jewes were no 
moo lain in that fight the only ſeuen, 
whoſe bodies with muche retopſing 
great triumph they caried with them 
into the toun, and buried them there, 
leaſt peraduenture the vncircumtiſed 
ſhuld haue miſozdzed them. The gene 
tiles that were left, with great ſhame 

and 
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t diſhono; retourned vnto Titus, who 
repꝛehended them bycauſe they would 
not beleue the Romaines The nexte 
dap folowing thezewes bzonght fozth 
the the thouſand nobles and gentle- 
men that thet had taken pꝛiſoners and 
plucked out of euerp ene of them an 
eye, and cut ot of euerp man the toon 
hand, after (ent them back with ſhame 
t repꝛoche to Titus camp, Then Titus 
conſulted with all hys pꝛinces, what 
were beſt to doo with the Iſraelites: £ 
when euerp man had ſapd his mind, 
he liked neuer a mans coſiſel, but ſaid 
vnto them. Mell J haue deuiſed thys 
with my felfe , whyche 4 will folow, 
and no man ſhall bzing me frome mp 
purpoſe: we will kepe the (ſedge with⸗ 
oute any aſſanlte oz ſkermiſhe , fog 
theyꝛ victuales fapled them long agoo, 
and ſo they ſhalbe famiſhed , Beſides 
thys, when thep ſhall ſee vs ceaſe to 
fypaht wyth them, they wyll fall at 
vartaunce emongſt them ſelues and 
kyll one an other, Thys counſell was 
thought 
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thought good of all Titus Pꝛynces, 
wherfoze they beſeged the toune as 
Titus commaunded , and cloſed vp all 
the wapes of the Cytye rounde as 
boute, leaſte the Jewes ſhuld as thep 
had done befoze ,come vpon them at 
vnwares. They appopnted moze 0, 
uer , watche dape and nyght , to take 
beed that no man ſhoulde come ont of 
the towne to gather herbes foz they3 
(uſktenance, Then encreaſed the hun⸗ 
gar in Jeruſalem, whych ik it had not 
bene ſo greuous, the Citpe had neuer 
bene wonne : fo2 the ſouldiozs of the 
toune were lpghter then Egles and 
fcarcer then Lpones. There dyed 
therefoze of the kamin wonderkull 
manpe of the Ieroſolomites, ſo that 
the Jewes coulde not fynde place to 
burpe them in, they were ſo manpe 
in euerp place of the toune . Pany 
caſte thep2 dead folkes into thep?2 
welles and tumbled in them ſelues 
after and dyed, many alſo made them 
ſelues graues, went into them alpue, 
where 
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where they taried dap and nyght, and 
dyed vnmourned foz , Foz all monr- 
ning and cuſtomed lamentacton foz 
the dead was lefte of, bycauſe of p vn- 
meſurable famin, which was fo great 
that it can not be tolde, and J can not 
reherſe the thouſand parte of the miſ⸗ 
chef that folowed of p bungar . Titus 
ſepng the innumerable carcaſſes of 
the dead that were caſt into the bzoke 
Kidron lyke dong, was wonderfullp 
amaſed with feare , and ſtretched out 
bis handes toward heauen,ſaing: lozd 
God of heauen and earth, whome the 
Iſraelites beleue in, clenſe me from 
this ſinne, whyche ſurely J am not the 
canſe of, fo2 J required peace of them, 
but they refuſed it, and they the ſelues 
are longe of thys miſcheik, thep haue 
ſinned againſte their owne ſoules and 
pues. J beſech thee reken it not to me 
fo2 a ſinne, that the Jewes dye on this 
faſhion. 

T that tyme certain wicked pers 

ſones of Jeruſalem flaundered A 
mittai the pꝛieſt falſly,ſaing to captain 
Schis 
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Schimeon, behold Amittai p bye pꝛieſt 
which did let thee into the @pe,goeth 
aboute to flee to the tentgs Vf the Ko⸗ 
maines. Thou haſte experience of hys 
great wit and craft , how he alſo kno⸗ 
weth al the ſecret wapes vnto þ toun, 
temple,and ſanctuary , and who can 
tell whpther he wil b2ing the Komat. 
nes ſome night at midnight into the 
city: Therfoze Schimeon ſent certayn 
to fetch Amittai and his foure ſonnes 
bnto him. They p were ſent , bzonght 
Amittai g but thzee sf his ſonnes, fo: 
one was fled to the Romaines e came 
to loleph . Amittai with the other, 
when he came to Schimeons pꝛeſence, 
he beſought hym not to lpue, but that 
be might be put to death by t by, leaff 
he Chulde lyue to (ce the death of hys 
childze, But Schimeon was hard har⸗ 
ted and wolde not be intreated , fog it 
was Gods will that Amittzi ſhuld be 
puniſhed, bycauſe he was the bzinger 
ofSchimeon tntoJeruſalem,t therfoze 
fel he into his handes, which foz good, 
rewarded him with euill. Schimeon 
com- 
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commaunded a ſozte of murtherers to 
place Amittai bpon the walles, in the 
ſpght of the Romapnes, and ſayde 
bnto hym: ſeeſt thou Amittai 7 why 
doo not the Nomapnes delpuer and 
reſcue the oute of mp handes, the 3 ſay 
whyche woldeſt haue fled away vnto 
them 2 Amittai anſwered nothing to 
thys , but (ili beſought hym that be⸗ 
fo;e hys death he might kiſle bys ſons 
nes t bid them fare wel: bur Schimeon 
vtterly denied hym. Wherſoze Amit⸗ 
tai wept a loude, ſapng to hys ſonnes, 
J bzought, deare chyldꝛen, J bzought 
thys thiefe into thys toun , wherefoze 
Jam counted nowe ſoz a thiefe my 
ſelfe: all thys miſchpete whyche ts co- 
med bpon me and pon , it is myne 
own dopnge, bycaufe J bꝛought this 
ſeditious villain into this holy City, 
IJ thought then, perauenture he wil⸗ 
be a helpe to the toune, but it is nowe 
pꝛoued contrarye , fo2 he hathe bene a 
moſte cruell enemy of the ſame. Jt

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ſeditious perſon, Ichochanan J mean, 
whycbe tooke vnto hym Elcaſar the 
fpzite begynner of ſedition: but J 
muſte bzinge in allo thys wycked 
Schimeon, whpche is {opned to oure 
fooss to deſtrope vs. In deed J neuer 
bzonght him in koz any loue p J bare 
bnto hym, but all the Pꝛieſtes and 
the hoole multitude of the people ſent 
me to fetche hym , notwithſtanding A 
am wozthp of this iuſte ſudgement of 
God,bycauſe J tooke vpon me ſuche 
an ambaſage.UWhat ſhoulde J ſpcake 
of thee thou moſte wpcked Schimeon, 
fo whyther ſo euer thou turneſt thee, 
thou bzingſt all thinges out of frame. 
In deed thou dealeſt tuſtlp with me, bi⸗ 
cauſe J haue ſinned vnto God, to his 
people and his citpe, in that J haue 
brought the in, to be a plage to it. 
Wherefoze J were wozthp to be ſtoo⸗ 
ned: notwithſtanding it had bene thy 
parte, thou wycked murtherer to bes 
liner me and mp ſonnes frome the 
hades of the other ſeditions,fo2 J haue 
wzought 
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wꝛought them diſpleaſure, but to thee 
haue J done good. Yowbett our God 
will not altar noz chaunge bis tudg- 
mentes, whyche is, that J ſhuld fall 
into the (wozd of thy hand „ foz that 3 
made thee to enter into this ctty,wher 
in J offended God greuouſly , If euer 
J had purpoſcd to flee vnto the No⸗ 
mapnes, could J not haue done it be- 
fo:e euer J bꝛought in thee? fo2 at 
that tyme bareſt thou no rule oucr vs. 
And befoze we called in thee, Ichochas 
nan with his ſedition was an offence 
onto this citp, wherfo2e wee perſwas 
ded all the anuncient ofthe toun, that 
thou ſhuldeſt be an apde vnto vs, to 
dꝛpue out our foes, but thou in whom 
we put our truſt, arte become dur ene⸗ 
mye: yea, thou haſte been wozſe then 
they, foz the other put men to death 
pꝛyutlp, thou doeſt it openly . Mho is 
he that hath ſtrengthencd the power 
of ß Komains: art not thou he:which 
haſt killed the ſouldiers of God in the 
middeſt of thps citye Jernſalem - fo:

I by my fooliſhnes, was a doar in this 
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wounlde haue made peace with vs; tas 
king pitie vpon vs, but that ſame vfs 
deft thou let and Hinder , cuerp daye 
mouing new warres and fliring new 
battailes . Titus gaue charge to bps 
ſouldios to lape no handes dpon the 
temple; but thou Halt polluted and de⸗ 
fyled the temple of the'Lozve, ſheding 
bloud without meaſute in the mibdes 
theroot. Titus went back from vs vpen 
the holy dape of: theLozde and ceaſed 
from fighting, ſaymg; go and obferue 
pour holy feaſtes in prate but thou 
vnhalowedſt the feaſt of the Loꝛd and 
ſeſhedſt out the continnall fy:e wpth 
innocent dloud. Al theſe entitles. which 
thou haſt committed, thou martberer, 
ar-{mputed vnto me, bitauſe 3 b:ought 
the into the toune. How therfoze this

A 
beit now thou wicked Schimeon ; in 
ws —_ thou kitteft me, befoze mine

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tres map ſee the burnynge of the tem 
ple, it pleaſeth me very weil, but wha 
nedeth thee thou muctherer to put my 
ſonnes todeath befoze my face 4 whpe 
doctt thou not ſpare mine age: Mouls 
God that like as J ſhall not ſe the bur- 
ning ol the temple,(o alſo J might not 
fee the blond of my childꝛen ſhed befoze 
my face. But what ſhal J dooce when 
God bath deltuered me into the hands 
of a moſt wicked man:? Nte that were 
the auncients ot Ptecuſalem abhozred 
Ichochanan becauſe he murthered olde 
men without al reuerente, but be le w 
no ponge men: thou deſtropeſt ald and 
ponge, greate and ſmall, without avye 
pitie 02 mercye. Ichochanan menince 
fo2 the dead, and buried them aiſo;thou 
plapeſt vpon taſtramentes at t heir bu- 
rials, ſingeſt to the Lute , and ſeundelt 
the trumpet. Then ſpake he to Schimo 
ons ſeruaunte, who was ready with a 
\werde in his hande, and an are te kptl 
dym, and to tutte of his heade, ſatpnge: 
Goe to nowe , and execute Schimeous 
thp maſters commaundement: bebeav 
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tonnes in ſighte of their father, and 
let mee heare the bopce of cruclipe in 
my ſonnes, wbpche notwithſtandynge 
3 foꝛgeue thee. Foz as J ſhall ſee ano 
-beare that againſte mp wyll: ſo J date 
ſape thou killeſt them not wi.lynglye. 
Wou'!de God that Schimcon woulde 
ſuffer mee to Kyle mp Sonnes, and 
whyles J am aliue , to enivzace heim 
oꝛ they dye. But thou gentie mintſter, 
in one thinge ſhewe thy pitle towards 
me, that when thou halt put mp ſones 
and mee to erecution, ſeperate not our 
bodies, nether lep in ſunder their cozſcg 
from mine: but ſo, that my bodpe maps 
lye vppermoſt and coucr theirs , to de⸗ 
fende them from the foules of the apze, 
leſt they deuour mp ſonnes bodpes, fog 
it maye foztune they maie be buried, 
I beſeche thee alſo that my mouth and 
tongue when J am deade may tauche 
my ſonnes faces, that ſo J mape both 
embzace and kyſſe theim. But what 
do J delay oꝛ tarpe any lenger, ſcynge

'therefoze that our bodies be not ſeue⸗ 
red, and if Schimeon will not permit 
this, that our bodies map be topned in 
this world, pet can he not let our ſouis 
to be fopned , fo2 after J ſhalbe once 
dead, J doubt not but J ſhall ſee the 
lyght ofthe Loꝛd. His ſonnes hearing 
their fathers woꝛdes began to wepe 
very ſoze with theyꝛ father, who ſapd 
bnto them. Alas my ſonnes why wepe 
pe: what auapleth teares: whp doo pe 
not rather go befo2x me, and J wil fo- 
low as J mape, foz what ſhould J do 
now , ſeyng God hath genen me into 
the handes of a moſte cruel tirant,who 
ſpareth nether mine age no2 poure 
pouthe: But 4 truſte we ſhall lpae to- 
gether in the light of the lo2d , and al- 
though J can not be ſuffred now to ſee 
vou enough, pet when we ſhall come 
thyther we ſhalbe ſatiſiied with behol 
ding one another.

nanites, when as Antiochus bi his wic 
kednes put to death the ſenen bꝛethern 
yong men, in the ſight of thepꝛz mother 
whiche was a righteous and a godlp- 
woman, who chaunced to kind this. 
mercy at the lozdes handes, that ſhe 
might kiſſe her ſonnes and embzale. 
them, as thep alſo kiſt one an other be⸗ 
foe they died. Al thei wer put to death 
by the crueltpe of the vncircumciſed- 
king of the Macedonians, pet obtcined 
they that which is denied at this daye 
to vs Þ are put to death by Schimeon, 
who bathe the name of an Iſraelite, 
who beareth alſo the couenaunte of 
oure father Abraham in his fleſh. And 
would God it mighte foztune vs to 
liue in their inne oꝛ place of reaſt, wht- 
che al be it it wil not be graunted, pet 
we ſhalbe their neighboures , ſeinge 
that we alſo die foz the law of p lo2d,

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and lament not fo2 my ſake,foz J iudg 
thts mp mileric eaſter,and not ſo great 
as the cala nitte of Zi dkiahu , whole 
ſennes bocre kirſte killed, then his epes 
put ont by the king of Chaloca, and bs 
Ifucd mant petes after: we are ſo much 
the moe happier in mp minde, becauſe 
we ſha! dpe together. Then ſaid Amit⸗ 
tai to Schimeons ſeruaunte whiche 
ſhouid kill him. Bake ſpede J pzay thee 
and kil me firſt befoze mp childꝛen die, 
then after kill them alſo that we mape 
die together, fo2 ſo it is moze erpedient 
fo2 vs then to ſe the temple of the lozd 
tourned into a butcherpe 02 laughter 
honfe to flea men in, After crped he vn- 
to God, ſaipng: 3 beſeche thee, O Lozd 
God moſt high, whiche dwelleſt in the 
hpeſt, iudge this Schimeon accozdpynge 
to his wozks,reward him acco2ding to 
his deſeruings. Fo2 thou art the god al 
mighty, dzeadkul, let not this thief die 
therfoze amongſt the people of thy pa- 
Core, but ; his death mape be ſenered 
k òͤ the death of other men, let him dye 


a hozrible and a ſodapne death, that he 
haut

daue no time to confeſle big (in nee and 
to returne bim (clfe to thee, that theu 
maieſt rece ue him (foz thou arc wonts 
to reteine beim whiche turne to thee 
by repentaunce)foz he is not wozthy of 
repentaunce, which hath ſpoyled 4 was 
led manp good!p thinges tn thy teple, 
beſides that,hath murdered moſt bolpe 
men in the ſame. To thintent therfoze 
that thy ſudgementes map be declared 
in him, J beſcche thee make him to be 
taken of his enmies, together with his 
wike, childꝛen, and famity,q al that ener 
lone him. Nether geue vnto his ſon] a- 
ny part with the people of god, no2 let 
bis pozcion be with the inſt men in thy 
ſanctuary,fo; he is uvnwonhy of the,bt- 
cauſe be bath not only ſinned bim ſclf, 
but hath cauſedIſrael to ſinnt. V bers 
foe let his iudgmẽt x ſentcnce go foꝛth 
fro thy ſight, p he may ſe hie wife,chil- 
dien, x his holt hen'c led into captiut'y 
t bõdage befeze his face. After b atd let 
bim die a ſtraunge death, ſuch as never 
ma herd of, let him be kild of maſt ci u⸗ 


el men \which wht thet haue ſmite bun 
map 
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may after quarter him alſo whiles be 
is pet aliue, and that he map ſee his go 
into bondage. Let him alſo be à curſe 
befoze al that ſhall ſee him. Poze quer 
let him perceiue that my woꝛdes and 
deſtenp is better then his, when as J 
go vnto thee, in that great light, which 
be ſhalbe depzined of. After theſe woz-+ 
des Amittai ſaid to the ſeruaunt, who 
was appointed to kill him, JF beſeche 
thee, let me finde ſo much fauoůr at thy 
bandes, that when thou haſt lain my 
Sonnes , thou wouldeſt kill me with 
the ſame ſwoꝛde, while it is pet wet 
with the blond of my ſonnes, that our 
bloud map be mingled, and this mape 
be a recreation to my ſonle, Bil me al⸗ 
do in the ſighte of the Komaines, that 
they mape auenge me and my ſonnes 
vpon this moſt cruell Schimeon , they 
ſhalbe witneſſes againſte him, that 3 
was not their frende. But wauld God 
my matters were all in that ſtate as 
they were befoze, fo2 then ſhould they 
perceiue me to be an ennemye of Schi⸗ 
WEE ag krend of theirs, * 

od 
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God J had withſtanded Schimeon at 
the firſt ſo earneſtly, as J made warre 
vpõ the Komaines, that A might haue 
auotded his crueltp from the people of 
God: when he had ſaid al theſe things 
he pꝛaped befaʒe god almighty,ſaying, 
O God which dwelleſt in the higheſt, 
thou only art moſt mighty and fearful 
open noly the eyes of thy iudgements, 
conſider and iudge betwirt me, and ſe⸗ 
bitious Schimeon , whoſe malicę is be 
comen vumeaſarable vpon the people 
of God, that he whiche ſheadcth the 
bloude of them that feare thee in the 
midſt of the temple,map be rebuked of 
thee with thy rebukinges accoꝛding to 
his wozkes,make ſpedy vengaunce, E 
p;olenge not, and that fo2 the deathes 
ſake of thy ſaintes:fo2 thy fudgemetes 
are the iudgementes of truthe . Then 
Schimeon gaue commaundemente to 
four cut thzotes of his, that thae of the 
ſhould kil Amittais thze ſonnes befoze 
their fathers face, 4 the fourth ſhoulde 
kit Amittai him ſeif:and ſo the blud of 
the ſonnes was mixte with the "_ of 

their 
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weir father . Aktet warde Schimeons 
ſeruaunte tcoke the bodye of Amittai: 
and lapde it vppon the bodpes of hys 
ſonnes, as his deſire was, then tum⸗ 
bled them ouer the walles. After that 
commaundid Schimeon that Chana⸗ 
nehu þ hie pꝛieſt ſhuld be put to death, 
whoſe bddpe was caſte vnto the bo⸗ 
dies of Amittai and his ſennes. Aris 
ſtius alſo the ſcribe , one of the noble 
men of Jeruſalem was killed at the 
ſame timc:and ten mo iuſt men of his 
Kkinred and houſe becauſe they mur- 
ned fo2 the deathe of Ariſtius. It foztu- 
ned while Schimeon was a killing of 
thoſe ten,certaine ſubſtantial rich men 
palled by, and were wonder fullpe a⸗ 
maſed when they ſawe the thpnge, 
ſayinge one to an other. Howe lenge 
wplil God ſuffer the malice of Schi- 
meon, and wyll not ſcarche oute the 
bloude of inte menne, no2 rcuenge 
them: Certain ſcditfous perſons hea⸗ 
ringe this , tolde it bnto Schimeon, 
who commaunded them to be appꝛe⸗ 
hended and murthered the ſame dape. 
Attcr 
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After this, there paſſed bp a leuen of 
the noble men ok Jeruſalem , whiche 
ſe inge two and koztpe innocentes to 
be put to dcathe by Schimeon, they 
lift vp their eyes to the heauens, and 
ſaid: O Lo2d god of 3ſrae!, howlonge 
wilt thou hold thy hande , and kepe in 
thine anger againſte theſe tranſgreſ⸗ 
ſoures of thy wil? whiche whan Schi⸗ 
meon heard of: he tommaunded them 
to be appꝛehended , and killed them 
with his owne handes . Eleaſar the 
ſonne of Anani the pꝛieſte ſeinge ths 
malice t wickednes of Schimeon to be 
great, that he made away the ſuſt and 
godly men of the citp, c that there was 
no hope left:he toke p toure of Jeruſa- 
lẽ, remained in it,. kept it with his. Ie⸗ 
hudas alſo a captaine oner a P. men, 
whiche kepte a turret Þ Schimeon bad 
made to put ſuſt and godly men in, gat 
him bp bpon the top of the walles, and 
tried to ß Romains, it peraniture they 
would deliner dim the reſt that were 
at Jeruſalt. M herfoꝛe he wet about to 
eſcape with his. S. men that be — 

wil 
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with him,+ came toward p Romain. 
But the Romaines truſted them not, 
thinking he had ſpoke thys fo2 deteit: 
wberfoze thep came not to helpe him. 
Schimeon vpon this killed Ichudas , # 

the thouſand men whtche he had with: 

bim, and commaunded their bodyes to 
betumbled oner the walles in pſighte 
of the Romains. Then Schimeon tri⸗ 
ed to the pꝛinces and captaines of the- 

Romains, ſaping: La, theſe are Ichudas 

companp, theſe would haue come fozth: 

vnto pou, take their carcaſes to you E 

teuiue them againe if pou can, oz elfle 

deliuer the reaſt which yet liue out of 
aur handes. 

Orian the pꝛieſte, father of Ioſeph 

- the p2teſt, whiche wꝛote this booke: 

fothe Iſraelites, was at that time in 

bondes and pziſon in a certain turret, - 

a-man of great age, bpon a hundzed E 

thirty,and no man could come to him, 

no2fro him. Ioſeph therfoꝛe wente to 
the turret where his father was kept, 
to knowe howe he did. He behelde 
alſo the Turret a farre of, it he migit 
eſpp 


— 


peares, aſked what was the cauſe of 
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eſpy his father and comfozte him. And 
as he paſſed by, lokinge vp to the tur⸗ 
ret, the ſeditious hurled a ſtone at him, 
which hit him on the head, that it ouer 
thzewe him. The ſeditious ſeinge lo⸗ 
ſeph caſt out of his charret, determined 
to go downe vnto him: but when Ti- 
tus had knowledge thereof, he fente a 
great ſtrength to help him vp againe, 
and to defend him that his ennempes 
did him no wzonge. The ſeditious go⸗ 
inge abonte to take Ioſeph, ſounded a 
trompet very loud, which whe Ioſephs 
mother that was kepte in Schuncons 
houſe hard, being now very old, lxxxv. 


that hurly burlye. Chey tolde her that 
the ſeditious iſlued oute at that ſhoute 
againſt Ioſeph to take him. Whenſhe 
hard that, by and by ſhe ran out of the 
bouſe that ſhe was kept in, and climed 
vp the walles, as though che had bene 
a wenche of; ritif. yeare olde, tare her 
heere, and cried out weping , and ſap- 
ingbefoze al them that were ther pꝛe⸗ 
ſente . Js mp hope then come to this, 

could 
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could J euer haue loked that J ſhonls 
baue ouer liued my ſone,t that I ſhuld 
not be ſaffced to ſce him 4 to burt him: 
J had truſted he ſhuld haue buricd me, 
and that he ſhould haue bene a help to 
me in minc age, and when mp whole 
familp by the ſeditious was almooſte 
made away 4 extinguiſhed: pet J ſaid, 
this ſhal cofo2t me. u therkoz what 
ſhal J do, when 3 haue none left to cõ⸗ 
fot me of al mp childꝛen that J bare, 
fo2 betwene the ſeditious and the gen⸗ 
tiles cure ennemies, thep haue latne, 
xvui.ſonnes that J har, t what hal J 
do now fro henſtoꝛth, but couet death: 
fo2 3 deſire not to liue no we anpe lons 
ger. And how ſhuld i recetue an con⸗ 
ſola tion whan J (ce mp ſonne dead, 
Ica not bury him? Lon that I might 
die by and bp, ku: J tan not liue anye 
longer ſence wy ſonne Joſeph is dead, 
She wente vp pet farther vppon the 
wals, till the came to the turret where 
ber huſbande was in pon, ſtretch 
ont her hands toward heauen, eripnge 


with a loud voice; O my ſonne Ioſeph. 
my 
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my ſonne where art ihon, comet ſpeke 
vnto me & comkozite me. The ſeditious 
bearing her,laught her to ſcozne ; but 
the Romains when they hard her, and 
knew of loſcph that it was his mo- 
ther, they we ple $4 lamented her caſe, . 
manxe of the Jelwces alſo that were in 
Hieruſalem, but they were faine to re⸗ 
train it, leſt thep ſhuld be percetued. of 
Schimeons cruel cutth;otes, Then Jo- 
ſephes mother ſaid to the ſedittous that 
were by ber vpoͤ the walles, why do pe 
not kil me alſo which bare Ioſcph mp 
ſonne,and nurſt him with theſe, bzcſts? 
ye ennemies of the Loꝛde haue mur⸗ 
thered him with other (uſt and rightgs 
ous men, why kill pe not me alſo: God 
be ludge betwirte me and pou that 
baus killed my ſonne giltleſſe. The ſe⸗ 
Mtious anſwercd her, canſt thou not if 
thou liſte, fall do lone ouer the wal and 
dpe: we will geue thee good leaue. 

When thou- haſte done ſo, the Ko⸗ 
malaes ſhall take thee vp, and burpe 
thee honozablp be cauſe that thou arte 
Ioſephes mather, wbo is their frende. 

She 
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She anſwered, how ſhoulde J do thlg 
euil vnto mp ſelfe, to kil my ſelfe, and 
conſtreine my ſoule to go fozthe ot my 
bodye, befoze that God do cal it? It 3 
ſhould do fo, J ſhoulde haue no hoope 
left in the woꝛld fo come, fo no bbdpe 
wil burpe them; whome they perterne 
to haue killed them ſeluts. Theſe and 
fuch ke, while the rraſoned wilelpe, 
the ſeditious heard and mocked her. 
WM herkoze ſhe wept the moze aboun- 
dantlpe, ſo that the Nomaines and o⸗ 
ther godly men, bearing her wildome, 
could not abſtein from weping. loſeph 
when he hard his mother fpeake , he 
gate on armour, and app2oched to the 
Walle, accompaiifed with molke verle⸗ 
aunt Romaſnes, to defende hen kom 
the arrowes of the Jewes, und ihe 
to his mother. Fear not my p 
ther;n0z take no thought foꝛ me ww 
bane efcaped the handes of the I. 
ons, God hath not fufften me to tome 
into their handes. Wherefoze J hatte 
hard the wo2zdesofthofe Wicktd rot 
ſelloures thatavnifed thee to kill hy 
ſelfe, 
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ſelfe , and thine aunſwere agayne to 
them, whiche befoze thou ganeſt them 
J knew thou wouldeſt aunſwere. God 
fozbid J ſap , Cod foꝛbid that Ioſephes 
mother and the wife of Gorion ſhould 
tonſente to the councell of the wicked, 
Wherfoze(my dear mother) be content 
and beare the poke of the ſediclons pa⸗ 
tiently, and humble thy ſelf betoze the. 
Neuer ſtriue againſt the miſeries and ca 
lamities of this time, vvhich thou canſt 
not alter nor remedy, Foz thep ſhal pe- 
riſhe, but we ſhall tand and continue. 


T Here were certaine men of Hieru⸗ 

lalem at that time that came to the 
Gates, ouercame the warde, and gate 
out with their wiues and childzen, and 
ſo eſcaped to the Romapnes , becauſe 
they could no lenger abide the femine 
and the iniquity of the ſedictous. Thep 
were fapthful citizins and of great au- 
ctozitie, whom when Ioſeph heard of, 
he bzought to paſſc that Titus ſpared 
them and receſued them to mercy. Foz 
Ioſephe bare witneſſe and repozted fo; 
Gg. i. them 


them that they — noble men of Ic- 
ruſalem. Wherfoze the Komayug re- 
teiued theim, and gaue them fode and 
ſuſtcnaunce, but certain ot them could 
not bzogke no2 take it becauſe of their 
great honger wher with they bad bene 
longe pined, and when the meat went 
downe into their bealpes, they dycd 
ſtraight. And their little chiidzen when 
thet lawe bꝛeade, thep fell vpon it and 
toke it in dede with their teeth, but the 
were not able to chew it, and dyed hols 
ding the bzeade bet wirt their teeth. I 
tus ſeing them dye when they taſted of 
meate, had ruthe and compallion vpon 
them, and was very ſozpe, ſaipug vnto 
Ioſeph. Nhat al J do faz thy people, 
which aſſone as they beginne to eate, 
dye ſtraig yt way; Ioſephe aunſwered. 
Mp Lozde, J remember 3 haue ſcene 
thys er per tente that they whiche faſt 
longe, and after waulde take meate, 
fyꝛſte they danke a little ſodden milke, 
02 elſſe eate of a certayne Coʒne called 
Simill ſodden in mplke, wherewpth 
thep ſrenghthen their bowclles befoze 

ther 
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they toe mcate: ſpectally ſuch as wal⸗ 
ked thzough wildernefſes, whole bow⸗ 
cls were longe empty when they came 
to places inhabited and founde meate, 
they were wonte to vſe this meanes. 
Therioze Titus commaunded his men 
to do as Ioſeph bad them, wherbp mas 
ny If the Jewes recouered, and many 
dyed oi the fipre. Theſe Jewes whiche 
were eſcaped thus out of Hicguſalt to 
the campes of the Romapna, had ſwa⸗ 
lowed vp fir their gold titer, & pzects 
ons ſtones to hide thẽ, leaſt thei ſhould 
be found of the ſedictous. They theres 
foze whyche reconcred and bzonked 
meate, when they wonlde ſatiſfye nay 
ture, thei went alone ont of the campe, 
t after ſonght their gold x ſilner,+ pꝛeti 
dus Stones, whiche were diſgeſted in 
their erxcrementes, and fo did they eue⸗ 
rye dave. At length tertame Aramites 
and Arabtans eſpipnge the Jewes to 
dſe this faſhton, tolde it amongſt their 
fellomes one to an other, and made a 
conlppzacpe to lape wapte foz the 
Js\lves , and whom ſo euer that tber 

Gg. ii. gate, 
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gate, they ript their bralies to finde the 
Goulde and other iewels whiche the 
Jewes hadde bidde there. And by this 
meanes the Aramites and Arabiang 
bad murdered two thouſand Jewes. 

But when Titus heard of this, he was 
wonderfull wzothe, and commaunded 
them to be appzebended that had done 
this wicked dede, 4 to be put to deathe, 
whoſe goodes wer geuen to thezewes 
that remapned aliue. They that were 
put to deathe foz this facte , were two 
thouſande Aramites and Arabians tos 
gether. After this Titus ſeing his patn- 
ces and captayns to hane decked their 
armoure with gold and ſiluer, ſome of 
them alſo to beare golden ſcepters,and 
ſome of ſiluer, wpth other oznamentes 
vpon their heades, he called them toge- 
ther and ſaid vnto them. Lare awaye 
thts geare, theſe thinges are they that 
pꝛouoked the Aramites and Arabtans 
to woozke this wpckedneſſe againſte 
theſe poze and miſerable Jewes which 
fledde fozthe vnto vs, that they mpghte 
uue vnder our pꝛetection. The Capi⸗ 


tains 
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tapes therfoze and pzinces of the Ro⸗ 

mapnes hearpnge the commaunde⸗ 
met of Titus, were obedient, ſtraight 
laſed away from them thoſe oznamen- 
tes of golde and ſiluer. Titus alſo gaus 
co;mmaftdement that the reſt of the A⸗ 
rabtans and the Aramites ſhoulde be 
baniſhed the campe, and that no man 
bereafter ſhould commit any lach hep⸗ 
nous dede agaynſte the 3cwWes.. Not 
withſtandynge when as any Aramite 
o Arabfan coulde get any Jewe karre 
ont of the campe that no man ſee it, hs 
killed hym . Of the Romapnes in the 
campe, no man either did o; ſaide anpe 
enpli to the Jewes, laue certapne dn⸗ 
godlie Ruffians whiche hadde learned 
at the Aramitfs and Arablans thoſs 
euill and wicked pzanckes:fo2 they al⸗ 
ſo when thep chaunced to mete wyth 
any Jewe out of the Campe, if there 
were no man bp, thep killed him, and 
toke away his gold and ſiluer that lay 
hydde in his bowelles . When' thyg 
tame to Titus eare: hecommaunded ts 
make Pꝛoclamacion tn this twple.. * 
Gg. iii. Whos 


nee The battailes of 

Whoſorner he be p hathſeie,heard;o; 
knowe any thing of this hozrible debe 
which is comitted of certain Ko9matng 
bpo tho Jelves;v2z whoſacucr hath done 
anp ſuch thing him ſelf: led dim come x 
make relatio to Titus, which if he do, the 
matter ſhal be foꝛgeuen pn, if not, de 
Mall beare the burden of his own wꝛi⸗ 
ckedneſſe and ſtande at his pearpll, it 
anpe thinge be pꝛoued by him hereaf- 
ter. Therefoze cettayne Romapnes 
which knew with the ſelues that they 
badde committed tht de de, and beinge 
afraped ot Titus, rceaſoned wpth theint 
ſelues thus: it we do not confeevnto 
hym the truth, be olli hy his wiſdeme 
ſearche ont theſe offendaurs, and pu⸗ 
niſhe them by death. Wherefo:e tru- 
fiynge bnto Titus moꝛdes of the Pio⸗ 
clamation, they came all, who ſa ener 
had either done it hym ſelfe, oꝛ knoten 
other to do it, G declared it vnto Fus 
ſaipnge: This haue 3 done, this haue 
J knowen,this was J accefſarye vnto, 
and baue not hitherto: made thee pꝛi⸗ 
* therunto, There were of thẽ in nũ⸗ 
ber 
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ber. ut und xx. men made this confel- 
ſiõ, al thoſe Titus cõmaunded to be caſt 
into hoate Ouens, and to be burned. 
This done, the Jewes were moze ſafe 
euer after in the Romaynes Campe 
without all feopardye , no manne hur⸗ 
tyng thẽ either in wozd oz dede. Vea, 
it anye Komapne founde a Zcwe a⸗ 
bꝛoade wanderpng, he condnged hym 
gentilly and peaceably into the campe. 
Thers was a certayn ſcribe of Hieru⸗ 
ſale at that tyme, a faithful ma, whoſe 
name was Menachen, ſon of Scruk the 
ſertbe, whoſe aunceters had ſerned Eſ⸗ 
dras the ſcribe of woꝛthi memoꝛp inBa/ 
bilon, he being a keper of the leaſt gate 
which was in Jeruſale vpon y ſide to⸗ 
ward p bꝛoke Kidron, noted the nüber 
of the dead p were caried ſoꝛth to buri⸗ 
yng bi that gate, t found thei came to a 
u. M. 8. C. and. 8. perſons, which were 
al of the nobles t gẽtilmen, oꝛ at pᷣ leaſt 
of the ſubſtãcialleſt of the e wes. Titus 
on a tyme (loſcph being pꝛeſent) aſked 
the queſto of thoſe pꝛinces of the Jews 
es which were ſled vnto him, ſaiynge: 
I 
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I charge you vppon your cidelitye to 
chewe mee hawe manye Jewes bee 
deade in the Towne ſence the tyme 
I beſieged it to this daye. They gaue 
bym the number therloze everye man 
as karre as they knewe of the deade 
whyche were caried fozthe at all the 
Gates to be buried, and the ſumme 
came to. vit.hund;ed thouſande, fue 
bund2eth , ſeuentye and ſpue, beſides 
them that euerpe where lape deade in 
the houſes and ſtreates, beſides theim 
alſo that were ſlaine in the Temple, 
and they that lape here and there vn⸗ 
buried. Whiche when Tirus hearde, 
he marueiled greatelye,and ſalde: At is 
well knowen to the Lozde © OD of 
heauen that J am not the cauſe of theſe 
euiles. Foz I deſiered to bee at peace 
wyth them ofter then once, but the ſe⸗ 

dtcious euermoze woulde 

nothinge but warre 
warre. 


At 
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AT that time the hunger began to 

"ware berp greate in the towne a- 
mongfte the ſevditions , whiche neuer 
lackte befo2e this, fo2 thep tooke it als 
wales from other me by fozce, til now 
at the lengthe they kelte hunger them 
ſelues: fo that after they had caten vp 
all their hozſes, they eat alſo their dog, 
and the leather of the charrets. ether 
was there left any grene bowes ofthe 
the trees,noz any herbes that the ſedi⸗ 
tlous mighte get to eate. Foz the Ro- 
mains had hewed do done al the trees, 
and cut dolone all the baſhes ronnde 
aboute Jeruſalem bp the ſpace of. riit. 
mites,fo that the hole field and territo⸗ 
ry of Jeruſalem was ſpoyled , whyche 
beretofoze was repleniſhed with mer- 
uelous goodlp gardens and moſt pleas 
ſat peradiſes. After that the Romaing 
made vp an other (ron Ram, very ter⸗ 
rible : this they bended againſte the 
walles to ſee if there were any ſouldi - 
oures left in the towne ſo ſtout as they 
were in times paſt. A hẽ the captaing 
af p ſeditious ſaw that, they iſſued oute 
with 


La 
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15 their companies againft p W 
and fine very manpe of them in that 
ſkirmiſhe . Wherfoze Titus (aide, it is 
not wiſdõ to fight with the any moze, 
bat rather with the Ram to ſhake and 
batter the wall, foz they haue no mo 
but this wal left, and ſo we may bztng 
in our hole hoſt at once bpon them and 
ſubdue the ſeditlous. This counſel of 
Titus was liked of all the pꝛinces and 
people. The captaines of the ſeditious 
miſtruſting no leſſe then the Romaing 
intended, that they weulde be occupied 
hercafter in battering their walle, be⸗ 
gan to build a countermure within o⸗ 
ner againſte the plates where the-Ko- 
mains wꝛought with their Kam, whi⸗ 
che was in the plaine, by the tombe of 
Ischanan the hie pꝛieſt, foz there was 
none other place beſides Þ they might 
come bnto with their Ram. And there 
the Nomains had made, ti.bzeches in 
two other waltes befoze.{The ſeditious 
made this countermure, becauſe they 
were not able to burn p iron Ram, as 
thei had done beloze, being now almoſt 
fami⸗ 
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famiched t ſo pined awap Þ they could 
ſcat ſe land vpon their legs, fo2 if they 
had bene fo luſty as they were befo2e;xt 
able to ſet a fire thengins, þ Romains 
had ntuer bene able to win the town, 

bat ſhuld haue bene copelted to leaue Þ 
alſaulf;as they were cõſtreined to geue 
vitetſkirmiſhing « fighting. On a cer- 
tain ume whe the Romans fled, p ſe⸗ 
ditious purſuing killed many of them, 
they ſald: ß Romains wil once be weas 
tp, leue of their ſege & go their wales, 5 
we mat dwel at liberti, t turn to 8 loꝛd 
our god. And whe thet returned at this 
time 07 at any time pzoſperouſii inte 8 

tolon, thep oppꝛeſled þ people p moze: 
truelſp eracting fode of them : ſaſyng, 
geue vs meat, it ye wil not, we wil eat 
pour fleſh 4 pour ſonnes. But the Ro- 
malgcs toke courage to them ſelues, 
determined to fight ſtoutipe, and ſalde 
one to an other, let vs ſticke to it harde 
ano be valeant in dur fightes.it ſhalbe 
ſhame fo2 vs to fle from theſe feble and 
hunger ſtarued Jewes, which are moze 
lutte deade perfones then liuinge. 

nt Ther- 
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Mherfoze they began mozeearneftipe 
to ſet vppon the walles and to make a 
battery ſodenly, they bet down a great 
parte of that inner wall whpche the 
Jewes had newly erected, and gane a 
great ſhout,ſaiyng:Jeruſalem is won, 
we haue gotten the rown. But when 
they loked a litle further,thep eſpted an 
other countermure raiſed ouer againſt 
the bꝛeche. Wherfoze þ Jewes thzous 
gbe the town gane alſo a great ſhout, 
e ſounded their tropets,retopling that 
they had builded another new cofiter- 
mare fo2 that which was batreddoun. 
The ſame was in taptain Ichochanis 
ward, The Romains ſeing the coüter⸗ 
mure,t hearing the Jewes make ſuch 
triumphs in the town: wer much alto⸗ 
nied, al their ioy was daſhed turned 
into dumpes, ſo that they could not tel 
what they ſhoulde do with that ſtub⸗ 
burn people of Jeruſalem whpche had 
done the ſuch damages. The Romains 
ſet vpb the town again an other way, 
whome Titus willed rather to remoue 
thengin, bende it to the newe walle; 

whiles 


— 
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whiles it was yet grene and vnſetled, 
faipng:let vs batter it, and we ſhal ſee 
it fal by and by, and then ſhal we enter 
the towne . The Romaine captaines 
folowed not Titus connſel , but ſcaled 
the wals which they had battred. The 
Jewes defending their countermure, 
fought with the Romains within the 
bzeche , repulſed them from the wal e 
the town:e ſo hauing abated much the 
ſtrength of the Romaines, returned to 
their lodginges. Then ſaid ſome of the 
Romatnes, we wil neuer beſlege this 
towne anpe longer, to: we ſhal not be 
able to get it whiles we line. And ther 
foaze let vs bzeke vp and depart befoze 
we be al deftrofed with this ſiege , fog 
excepte we do ſo, we ſhal al be conſu⸗ 
med therin. Titus ſeing his ſouldiours 
to make ſo hard a matter of winning 
of the towne , called them al together 
and ſald vnto them. Tel me nowe pe 
Romaine pꝛinces, do pe not know that 
all vvarres and other buſineſſes vvhat - 
ſo euer they be: are more harde, and res 
quite greater diligence in the end, then 
2 
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in the beginning: in which who ſo tra⸗ 
nail, i they faint in thend, do they not 
labour in vatne: euen as your labours 
ſhalbe in vain, ik ye geue oucr the ſege 
now. Conſider a ſhip, whan it hath co- 
paſſed the hole (ea, and is now readye 
to arrive at theſhoze ; beinge troubled 
with a tempeſt, if the mariners ſhuid 
then be negligent,the ſhip map eaſelp 
be loft,+ al they which are in it periſh, 
the mariners diſapointed of their pur⸗ 
poſe, in that they ſhal not atteine vnto 
the plate whiche they coueted io tome 
onto. Like wiſe bunders if they finiſhe 
not their wozkc, but leue of aloe they 
make an end:is not al their labour loſt 
and ſpent in vaine⸗Huſband men alſo 
if they til their grounde, and then ſo ws 
it with ſeede: ſhall they not looſe they 
paines,vnlelle thep will alſo mo we it 
In like manner, peu haue foughten 
verpe longe againſte this citpe; manpe 
Pzinces ofpou and woꝛthy men haue 
bene llaine, and now yon mape ſee the 
ſtrongeſt walles of the town are bzoke 
and made equal with thearth, the peo. 
ple 
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ple pour aduerſaries is conſumed with 
hſiger,peſtilence t ſwoꝛd. Whatſhal it 
then anatle vou al that ener pou haue 
done, if you flake pour diligence, and 
wil not finiſhe the wozke of the ſege⸗ 
haue pou not then emploped pour la⸗ 
bour in vain: And why ſhuld this new 
wal ſo diſmap pon? ye wbpe do pe not 
pzepare pour ſelues to beate downe 
this new wal, which is muche ſclende · 
rer then thother thzee that pe haue caſt 
do bone: t ſo be it pe ſhould determine 
to leaue of the ſege, had it not ben bets 
ter fo vou ta haue done it at the bes 
ginning, whiles pour armpe was vet 
whole: Rowe, when as pour are few,x 
pour moſt vallaunte ſoudſoures ſlaine: 
why do-you not rather chuſe to die the 
tollne ? Did not yon once enter thys 
towne, in the time of Nero Ceſar, to 
defende his name : Nowe therefoze 
when Valpaſian my father reigneth, 
who is not onlpe of greater power 
then Nero, but alſo moze gentle to- 
Warde you then euer was Ceſar , if 
pon ſhoulde abate and lake yours 

ende; 
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endenonre and diligence: it ſhoulde be 
to pour greate ſhame and repzoche. 
Whye take pe not enſample of theſe 
Jebes vateaninelſe, whome nowe als 
readye,twozde , peſtilence, and famine 
bath waſted,ſo that they haue ne hope 
left:neverthclefſe they fighte fil and 
neuer geue it oucr, Do pou not ſe eue⸗ 
ry dap, how ſome of them iſtue oute of 
the towne,and boldlp aſſafle the Ro- 
maines, not without tcepardp of thetr 
lines, tn ſo muche that ſcmetimes they 
die fo; it? Mhiche thinges they do fo; 
none other cauſe then to get the pꝛaiſe 
and renowne fo; their great pꝛo welle. 
When as Titus had wel debated theſe 
thinges and ſuche lpke in the eares of 
his ſouldioures: a certain valeant man 
named Sabianus ſaſd bnto his felowes. 
Who ſa dare go wypth me to aſſaulte 
= Jewes, let hym come hither to 

e, that we may fulfil! the commaun- 
dement of Ceſars ſonne our Lozde and 
maſter. And foꝛthwith he toke his tar⸗ 
get and his dzawne ſwozd in his had, 
made toward the towne with a. xi. tall 
kelowes 
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tall fellowes fallowpnge him , whoſe 
valiauntneſſe and courage Titus wöͤ⸗ 
dered at greatiye . The Jewes kepts 
their warde vppon that parte of the 
wall, where the Romaines had had a 
repulſe of late: ſa when they ſawe 
Sabianus and his companye dzaw fafte 
towarde theim, they began to aſſaple 
him with ſtones and arrowes , but 
Sabianus ſettinge light at them, aged 
the Jewes. Syoztlye one of the Jewes 
met with him, and gaue him ſuche a 
blow that he felled him to the ground: 
pet he gate vp againe and foughte foz 
all that wounde mankullp, as one that 
had rather teaue bis life then the fight, 
tili an other Iſraelite came t dne him 
vat righte. Th:ce alſo of his feilowwes 
were killed fighting valeauntly in the 
plate, thother. viii, returned to the cãpe 
ſo ſoʒe woſided, that they died the next 
dape euere one. Further, other Kg 
mains ſeing Sabianus att, t ſtudiyng to 
do the like: the next nighte they toks a 
counſell vppon a twentpe of theim, 


and agreed to aſſaulte the towne. 
h. l. This 
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Thistheir enterpziſc whe they btterey 
to the fandarde bearer of Titus, he and 
many other ©: the Komains went with 
them. They al ſcaling together & clams 
mering vp by the bꝛeches, gat vp vpan 
the wal,ſounded a trompet,and gaue a 
great ſhout. The Jewes being at their 
re aſt as men oppꝛeſt with hunger and 
wearinefſe,x hearinge this larum and 
ſhoute of the Roma ins: were wonders 
kallpe amaſed, not kncwtinge what the 
matter mente, oz howe thep ſhould des 
fende them ſelues. T tus alſo heard the 
choute, and whan he had inquired the 
matter: he choſt oute certain valeaunt 
men, and dzue toward the bꝛeches with 
them. In the meane ſeaſon the day was 
broken, and the Jewes riſing krö their 
flepe;eſpied Titus vpon the walles, and 
maruetled therat greatelyc . The Ros 
mains therfozegathcringe toward Ti⸗ 
tus, tame verpe thicke into the towne, 
ſome by the bꝛeches ol the wall and o⸗ 
ther (ome thꝛough a vault, by the wht- 
che the Jewes were wont now and the 
to iſcue oute and in. The Jewes ſet the

wheras p:eing into the routes of the 
Jewes,he was ſoze wounded of a cer⸗ 
tain Jew. And when he percetued him 
ſelfe wonnded , he woulde haue lepte 
backe, but ſtombled at a ſtont in the 
panement of the courte of the temple & 
fel downe, whers he foughte pet ſtil, til 
a£ertaine Je we killed him outrighte. 
He foughte in deeds verpe boldly and 
valeauntlpe, but vuwarily: foz he cons 
ſidered not his grounve wherin he had 
to do with the Jewes. Titus waltinge 

fo; 
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foz Golinus returne,and hearinge him 
to be ſlain, would haue gon him ſelt to 
reſcue the reaſte of dis whiche were 
with him . But hys men woulde not 
ſucker him, fearinge leafte he dim ſelfs 
Goulds be ſlaine. Whe-Jewes therfoze 
gate the vpper bande that dap, and due 
wonderful manye Romaines in that 
battaile , ſpoilirigt them alſo wbpchs 
were kitled of their -armbure . Thels 
were the names vf ths Zewes made 
that ſkirmtſhe.

Theſe + many 
other thinges Ioſeph erpzefled in He- 
brue to the people as Titus willed him, 
but p Jewes anſwered neuer a wo2d: 
foz Iehochanan had geuen a charges 
no man ſhould ſpeake. Then captains 
Tehocharian anſwered Titus him ſelf, 
fayinge : We can offer no kinde of fa. 
crifices moze acceptabie ts God, then 
to vobbe, ſeoparde, and babandon oure 
one bodies and bloud fo2 his names 
ſake . Wherefoze we wil dpe free in 
this sure towne, and wyl neuer come 
in bondage to ſerne pou - Titus made 
bim anſwer by Ioſeph, ſayinge: This 
pour city, J graunt is aholy citye, and 
your tumple is motte holys, whyche ns 
man dothe deny. But ye have grenow- 
fipe ffrined , in that ye baue polluted 
the tvitnþle of the Loe your Wed by 
Headinge in it the innocente blonde 
offaintes and pꝛieſles of God, wythy o⸗ 
ther mbar godlye and holte 9 
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By what reaſon canne pe then ſaye 
that you ſhal be accepted foz ſacrifices 
and offerynges befoze God 2 Pea, ras 
ther God abhozreth and deteſteth pon 
vtterlp, when as he requireth in his ſas 
crifices that thef ſhould haue no defaut 
no2 ſpot, but pe are all to be ſpotted, ſo 
that no ſounde place is in pou, Foz tell 
me(Y pꝛape pon) if there be anye moze 
abhominable ſpot in man then ſynne, 
when as he traunſgrefſeth the lawe of 
God as pe haue done: Neither is thers 
anpe wiſedome oz intelligence in you, 
Pz wiſe men wold wiſely beare with 
' thecalamities of times, and know the 
-+ courſes of thinges. How then are pe ſo 
foliſhe to ſate that pe are an acceptable 
and well pleaſpnge ſacrifice vnto god, 
When as pe reſiff the wyll of GOD lo 
® pzondelye? But thou Ichochanan and 
the reſt of the ſedicious capitaines that 
are with thee: tell me, art not thou a 
maꝶtall man, ſubiecte vnto the griefes 
and beracions of this lite, and wo:mes 
meat as we be? Shold he not diſpleaſe 
thee that Gould take awaye a table oz 
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ſuch like thing pꝛepared to the hononr 
of thee, ? wouldeſt thou take it in good 
parte, # holde him ercuſed that ſhould 
do fo vnto thee:? M hy then haſte thou 
taken awaye the ſacrifices of thy Goy 
gut of his Temple, and haſte ſtuffed it 
with innumerable deade bodies? M ho 
can (ce e heare this, and abſtain from 
wepinge, when be ſhall knowe ſo mas 
nie Iſraelſtes to haut (affered death by 
ther, and Schimeon, and Eleaſar thy fee 
towes: Nether canſt thou pet apply thy 
minde to ceaſe and leaue of thy malice, 
and pet neuertheles perſwadecſt thi ſelf 
the whple that God is wpth thee , am 
that thou with thy felowes arte an ac⸗ 
teptable and well pleafpnge Sacrifice 
vnto G O D: nothpnge percetupnge 
that pour ſynnes fepcfateth pou, and 
kepcth yon a ſunder moze ffrongelye 
then ante Bzaſen walle . It is true 
confefſe. that it becommeth euorpe Vas: 
leant man to ſtande ſlautelpe in the dev. 
fence ot his people dit pe, and cauntrep, 
Furiltis better to dye valiantlye then to 


comtorathe bebe his enmy — 
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goeth about to plucke him from his re- 
ſigion, and driue him out of his coutrey. 
But came not hither fo2 that intent 
t9 dꝛaw pou from pour lawe, oz to bay 
niſh you ont of your lande, oz eis to de⸗ 
ſtreye it and your Cities: but this is 
the cauſe of my cammynge hither , to 
- - er pom peace, and to make. league 
lutth vou, that pou ſhoulde take vppon 
pou our pake, and be our ſublectes as 

were adde. Where did. you euer 
— of a people in al the woꝛlde, that 
batb che wed them ſelues ſo mercifull & 
gentle, both tear des others towards 
ron, as e beue done? Hanmiball the 
captain ofthe Caxtbagimang, aftet he 
had woſkedaureofitrey, t a4hogth was 
takonby bsd was: be not had in greate 
bono248 repnta tio of vs, with ſuch hu? 
manity hadled, p we made him king of 
bis people: And ſo-delt ue M. Antigehg = 
the Mace dani, other kings ᷣ̊ me ti ke 
pzlloners,Ve;bzag ve kepe he watch 
ar gout god, Why the fololy pe nat the 
e Iechaniah your inge, who to 

ſaue t tẽpie a your gad fro 2 
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left pour people alſo ſhold be led away 
into bondage, oz be deſtroped with the 
ſwoꝛde: pelded him ſelfe and his houſe 
into the hands of the king of the Chal- 
dels. Why ſpare vou not your owne 
ltues,pour citte,and ſanctuary:Nowe 
there oze hearken vnto me, and J wfl 
make a leage with vdu befoze the God 
of this houſe, who ſhalbe a witnes bes 
thirt ms and pou: by whom J ſweatt 
that J in neuer bzeake this league; 
neither do pou anpe harme, no; ſpoyle 
pottr'goddts, noz leade you away caps 
ttuezno5 pet ſet any ruler oner pou but 
a Jews of pour owne nation, enen 164 
ſeph the pꝛteſt whiche'ſs with me ſhall 

be pour pxtneo it vou thin it gosd, ans 
all the faithfall menne alſo whiche ate 

with me hall returne to you home #- 
gaine, ve ſhal indabite your own land, 
re hal haue the vſe of the fruites thers 
of with peace and qufetneſſe; without 
any-(6:tuption oz alteration ofthe ſer⸗ 
nice of pdur God. Wherfozerediteas 
fo mile atedge wytd you,and that ye 
may erat me the better, pe thall _— 
: 
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pledges, Ioſephe a noble man of your 
countrey , and other pzinces and noble 
men of the Romaynes . Come fozths 
thorefoze and intreate a peace with vs, 
bo we pour ſhoulders and humble pour 
neckss to ſerue vs like as all other na- 
cions do, i as you haue done pour ſ(eifes 
in þ time of Nero Czſar,p ye map liue 
x not be diſtroied, keping pour religion 
ſafe « ſound.. Ioſeph the pꝛieſi bearing 
the wozdes of Titus bis clemency, in 
that he was minded to ſpars p Jewes, 
burſte ont alonde and wept in the pze- 
ſence of the capitapnes of the ſedictous 
derpe bitterlpe, but they nothinge res 
garded it. Ioſephe therfoze ſeinge that 
Titus toulde do 2 wyth the ſe⸗ 
dicious,ſaid vnto their pzinces.J mar⸗ 
na(le nothing thonghe this citie tende 
to deſolation © deſtruction, fo2 J knows 
the ende of it is at hande , But this is 
it that maruaile moſte , that pe baue 
redde the boke of Daniel and vnderſtãd 
it not, which is now fulfilled in al thin- 
ges, and pet neuer a one of yon dothe 
marke it. Tho continual ſacrifice is als 
ready 
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ready ceaſed a good While agoe the au⸗ 
noynted Pꝛieſte is cut awaye and put 
downe. Theſe things although thet be 
moſt manifeſt, pct pour berts ca not be 
lene thi, And man{other woꝛds ſpaks 
Joſeph full of admonttion # conſolattö, 
but the Jewes refuſed-to heare hint, 
Whe as he had made an end therfozs, 
and the Sevſctous hadde ſo hardener 
their neckes, Titus turned him und de⸗ 
parted out of Hieruſatlem, ſalpnge: Let 
vs get vs hente leaſt their ſynnes de⸗ 
ſtrope vs. Wherefoze he pitched hys 
tentes without the Cite, in the ſame 
place where he encamped at the firſte; 
Foz he was afrayed both fo; him ſelfe 
and his armie, left they ſhoulde be ctrs 
tũuented and claſcd in, and flatne tru⸗ 
ellpe in ſo great a Citpe as that toas. 
Certaine of the pʒieſtes at that tyme & 
of the nsblcs of the towne, with other 
Godlte men did wiſely ſe to thẽ ſelues, 
# came fo2th to Titus, ſubmittpng the 
ſelues to his mercpe,+ were recefued of 
him peccably wpth great honoꝛ. MN Hhũ 
Titus cõmaunded to be cöducted into þ 
land 
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land of Goſchen, where in tymes patt 
the Iſraelites dwelt in þ dates of Jacob 
their father , + Ioſeph Lozd of C gypte. 
Thither ſent he them, e gaue it che in 
poſſeſſion to ttheim and to their hetres 
foz ener, commaundynge a companye 
of the Chaldeis to ſafe conducte theim 
til they came to the lande of Goſchen. 
Titus directed bys Letters alſo to the 
Romayne P2eſlvente whyche was let 
auer Egypt, to take pitie of the ewes 
that he hadde placed in the Lande of 
Goſchen, to ſuſtayn and ſuccour them, 
and to ſee that no Romaine oz other 
choulde do them harme, oz anope them 
v anpe meanes. Manpe other alſo of 
the Zewes coueted to go fozthe of Hie⸗ 
ruſalem, but they were letted of the 
Sedicions, that they coulde not dose 
as they intended. And who can tell 
whether they were intangled wyth 
their owne ſynnes, and deſtenped to 
deſtruction wpth thepz Sediciouſſe 
bzethzen: when as their handes als 
to were polluted wpth the crucltye 
and iniquitye of the Sevicious? 
ber 
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TWherfoze the Sediclous cloſed dp all 
the waies about the temple, that none 
of the Jewes which were in Pieruſa⸗ 
lem might get ont to Titus. When Tis 
tus knew that many of the Jewes wer 
deſierous to flee bnto him and toulde 
not becauſe of the ſedicious: he wente 
agaypne to the place where hes was ay 
foe , and Ioſephe with him. Whom 
when the people ſawe to be there with 
Titus, they fel a wepynge, and ſaid vn⸗ 
to him, We acknowledge our ſpnnes, 
and the traunſgreſſion of our fathers, 
wee haue all ſwarued out of the waye 
againſt the loꝛd our God, foz weknow 
the mertpe and gentlenes of Titus the 
fonne of Cæſar, and that he taketh pity 
bpon vs: but what can we do, when it 
is not in our power to flee bnto hym, 
bicauſe of p crueltp of þ ſeditious? The 
ſedicious hearing theim talkyng with 
Ioſeph tn pzeſcnce of Titus, that they 
ſpake renerentiy of him, c honozed hys 
father callyng him Lo2de : they ranne 
vpon them with their dzawen ſwo2des 


to kill them, Then cried they vnto Ti⸗ 
| tus 
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tus, deare Lozde and maiſter reſcue vs. 
The Komapns therfoze made ſpede to 
deltuer the out ofthe hãdes of þ ſediti⸗ 
ous. So ctile there a fray in p̊ mioſt of 
the temple betwene the Ro mapns and 
the Jewes. The Nomains fled into the 
place called Sanctum ſanctorum, which 
was the holieſt of all, and the Jewes 
folowed after and lle we theim euen 
there. Titus ſtandinge without, cryed 
bnto Tchochanan, and ſaide vnto hymr. 
Heareſt thou, thou Ichochanan, is not 
thy wickednes pet great inough: Milt 
thou neuer make an ende of thy miſs 
chiefe - M here is the honoure of thp 
God: Js it not witten in thelawe of 
pour God of the Sanctum ſanctorum, 
that no ſtraunger ought to come at it, 
but onelpe the bye pꝛieſte, and that but 
once a peare, becauſe it is the holieſt of 
al: And now how dareſt thou be ſo bold 
to kil thoſe that are eſcaped vn to it, 
how dare ye ſhede the blond of the vn⸗ 
circumciſed therin whom pe abhoz,and 
pet mixt their blond with pours. The 
Lozd pour God is mp witneſſe , that 3 
Ji.t would 
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woulve not inn this houſe deftrsped, 
but pout owne wicked wozkes, t pout 
owne handes pull it downe, And woln 
god poa wold receine dur peace, which 

if it were once bone done, we wold bo⸗ 
nour this houle of the ſanctuary 4 tems 

ple of the Lo:de: pea, we would depart 
away from pou. But peur heartes are 
hardened like pzon , © your neckes and 
fozeheds are become obſtinate as bꝛaſſe 
to pour owne vndoing. Foz ye thal cas 
rie pour one (innes,t die in the land 
of the Romaines. J and mp fathers 
houſe are innocent and glitles of paut 
death, as the Lo2de and its temple, in 
whole pzeſente we and, hal beare vs 
witnes this dap. But whe he ſaw that 
none of p ſedicious gaue any regard to 
his wo2ds,be choſe out of his Remain? 
xrr. . valiãt fighting men, + gaue thi 
tũmaundemtt to take t occupy thentry 
of the tẽ ple, which is a holy court, 4 de⸗ 
termined to go lotth the him ſelle, but | | 
bis nobles wold notſuffer him, but woll 

led him to remain bpo a hie place wbec 
he might behold his ſodiers fight, And 
when 
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when thel ſe thee afarre of, their hirts 
ſhalbe cofg2ted,t they ſhall fight acei⸗ 
ding as thou wilt wiſhe the, but come 
not at thentrp of the tepte thy ſclfe,left 
thou be ocſtroted amongſt other. Titus 
folo wed the cofiſel of his cap ains, and 
went not at Þ time with his me to the 
battel. He made chiefe captains of that 
hoſt of. xxx.. one Karihus Roſtius.ii. 
noble men, who he comaunded to ſet vs 
pd the zewes p night whe thei ſhold be 
a llepe with wearines. The Romains 
therfoze doing after his comanndemet 
ſet vp6 the Jewes. But the Jewes has 
ningintelligence of the matter, kept di⸗ 
liget watch, 4 withſtsde the Kemaing 
valtauntip al that night. But the Ros 
mapnes were not haſtye to fyghte in 
the darke, fearinge leſt it might turne 
to their owne harme. Afſone therfoze 
as it was dape, the Jewes deuided 
theim ſelues, and beſtowed their com- 
panies at the Gates of the entrannce, 
and foughte lyke menne. Karilins 
and Roſtius beſet the Temple rounds 
Aboute that not one of the Jewes 
Il. i. might 


_ 


left. Foz the Jewes began now to (ne 


euen out of the Romayns ca 
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mtg)t eſcape out, and ſo the battail in⸗ 
creaſed betwene thetm foz the ſpace of 
vfl. dapes, ſometime the Romains gets 
tpnge the vpper hande of the Jewes; 
dziuynge them within the entraunte: 
ſometime the Zewes encouraging the 
felues, made the Romatines retire, and 
purſued them to the walles of the An⸗ 
tochia, in this maner fcught they theſe 
vil. dapes. After warde, the Eomapnes 
retourned backe krom the Jewes, and 
woulde not fight hande to hande with 
them any maze. Then Titus tömaun⸗ 
ded the Malles of the Antochia to bet 
pulled downe further, that there might 
be place fo2 his whole hoafte to enter. 
Che famine in the mean ſcaſon grew 
moze greuous, fo Þ no fode was nowe 


out, and fteale hozſes, aſſes, and other 
beaſtes what ſoener thep coulde catch, 
wat 
they might dꝛeſſe them ſome meat and 
ſulteine their lines. Which they doing 
often tymes, at length the Nomapnes 


perceiued it, © were wonderfullye dir. 


blea- 
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pteaten with the matter. Wherefoze 
ſet watch and ward round aboat 
the cape,lefſt by the diſceit of the Jewes 
they ſhould be ſpopled of their cattel, ſo 
after pᷣ̊ the Jewes could ſteale no moze 
fram thence. Afterwarde notwithſtan- 
ding they armed them (clues, and iſſu- 
ed. out at the Caſt gate, and bꝛake the 
wal that Titus had raiſcd foz his owne 
ſafety, leſt the Jewes ſhould iſſue dute 
bpon a ſodapne,and come bpon him at 
vnwares. . A ſozt of tall felowes there- 
foze of the pouthe of the Jewes iſſued 
out by the bzeaches of the wall, + gate 
bpquigkly to the mount Oituet,wher- 
as they found hozſes;mules,afſes, and 
much other cattel, andflepng their ke- 
pers,thep dztue them befoze them with 
great ſhoutes into the toune. The Ro- 
mapus percepuing that, purſued them 
to fkpghte.. Wherefoze the ponge men 
deuldedthetm ſelues into two bandes: 
the one ta dzpue the bootpe, and the o⸗ 
ther ta reſiſt the Romapnes. o there 
was a ſoe fyght betwyprt theim, but 


ths Jewes gate the vpper hande, and 
Ji. il. went 
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went their wayes tleure with te v 
towarde Mieruſatem. Foz the 8 
tame fozthc conftrapned by the nc iti⸗ 
tie of honger, and foughte fog then li⸗ 
upnge: the Romapnes had no tauſe 
to fyghte, ſaue onelye fo: ſhame to ſte 
theit cattell dztuen awape befoze their 
epes , foz otherwiſe thep put not their 
lives in icopardpe to fight vnto deathe 
as the Jewes did, pet was there many 
of the Romaynes ſlaine in thatfighte, 
The Jewes wbyle the Romapns put 
ſued theim in vayne, they gate into the 
towne with their ſpople and eng, und 
ſtraight wape tourned bpponitherRog- 
maines and ditue theim backe, pur⸗ 
ſuynge theim agapne tyl they tame a 
moſt to Titus tampe, whiche when ts 
other Komaynes'ſawe t thep came ta 
the reſtueot᷑ their felowes; and pmſa⸗ 
ed agayne thoſe pong men to hilchẽ oz 
to take thẽ, albeit thes ſcaped ſaοννit 
without any harme, ſaue chat the toe 
a bop and bzought him brits TimaBe 
that toke this lad-wagrcatled Nora 
s the Romaypnes Tae. ="

taine token of victozp, thep hadde this 
pig Je we pztſoner.

Tis 
tus appareled the bope, and committed 
dym to Ioſephus to ke pe. This Boye 
bad a bꝛother amongeſt theim that eſ⸗ 
caped into the toune, a vyie perſonage 
euil fauoured, and of a lowe ſtatute, 
hys name was Ionathan. He ſeyng his 
hot ber taken, cometh fozth to the tobe 
af Iochanan the die paieſt oucr againſt 
Ramaines, and cryed vnto Titus, and 
ta all the armpe, ſaipnge 2 If there bee 
ener a manne amongeſt von, let bym 
fo2the vnto mee, here wyll Ja⸗ 
byde hm, and fpght with hym vppon 
thys:'grounde 2. and pe ſhall knowe 
this dape whether the Romapnes 03 
the Jewes be the better menne. The 
Romapnes diſpiſed hym, pet durſte 
they nat me ddle wpth.bym , but ſaid: 
ff-weo kyll hym , wee ſhalt neuer ber 
caunted the better. menne fo2 ſuch an 
atte, and if he ſhoulde kyll anye of * 

r t 
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it houlde be a great diſhonoure to de 


lapneof a w2etche. lonathan ſapde to 
to the Romapnes, bowe muche is the 


manhove of the Komaynes to bee re⸗ 
garded in our eyes: Haue not yon bene 
flapne and put to flpght by vs? What 
were pou then if that bandes and cou 
panties of the Gentils came not t uerpe 
dale to ape pou: If th ey had nat belpt 
pou, we had longe agoe eaten pon vp. 
We haue deſtroyed our ſelues one an 


other with ciuil warres,ſo that we ars 


but few left, but what are you» Who 
is ſo hardy of the beſt of pou al to come 
and declare his ſtrength, and to fyght 
with me: J am one of the meaneſt and 
outcaſtes of the Jewes: picke pon onte 
the chicfeſt and valeanteſt man amon⸗ 
geſt you all, and pon ſhall 'knowe by 
and by whether parte ts moze vallant. 
When. Ionathan hadde ſpoken thus 
pꝛoudelpe, there came fo:the one of the 
molt valiantft ſouldiers of p Rowalns 
whoſe name wasPornas,the ſame that 
bad taken the bzother of this Ionathan 
and bzought him to Titus, he came no 

ſoner 
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ſoner at Jonathan,bat he was ktiled of 
bim ſtreight wap, leauing behinde him 
a diners inheritaunce to lonathan and 
the Romams. Lo lonathan a fame of 
fo2titnre's baleantnes:to the Romains 
ſhame and repꝛoche. Wlhan Tonathan 
had ſo ſlain p Romain, p Jewes chail- 
ged his name + called htm Ichonathan, 
by an honozable name, t gane him a 
ſepter of vominio in his had. But Icho 
nathan whe he had gotten this victo;t, 
gauenvotþ g!ozp to god, but aſcribed it 
to his owne p2owelle 4 became verye 
pꝛoud withal,he was not content with 
one victszp;but would pet pzouoke the 
Nomains, railing at them, and calling 
fo; an other valeaunte champion to be 
ſent to him that 3 might kt bim(ſafth 
he and detiare my loꝛte von him And 
euen as he ſald ſo, one of the Komains 
whoſe name was Porian ffroke him 
thzoughe with an arrowe at bn vares 
and ktlledhim. By whoſe example we 
map perteiue. It is euerye mannes parte 
chieflye to take hede, that vvhen they o- 
wercome their enemies, tliey reioyce not 

Ouer 
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ouer muche, nor vvaxe proude ſor the 
matter, for vvho knovveth vvhat ende 
they ſhal haue the ſelues: Cheſe things 
done, the Je wes ſeing the walles of þ 
temple t the thzee walles thatcompaſ- 
ſed the town to be raced c puld down, 
knowinge alſo that they had no hope 
left, noʒ anp thing to truſte vnto: they 
tonſulted what were beft to be done. 
There was a greate huge houſe toys 
ninge vpon the ſide of the temple that 
king Salomon bad builded, of a great 
betght, whoſe walles alſo the kings of 
the ſecond tẽpie dad raiſed on height, 
bad decked it with timber of frre and 
eeder trees. The Jewes wet 4 anoin⸗ 
ted euer Where the Ceder timber of Þ 

bonſe with bꝛimſtone and pitch aboũ⸗ 
dauntly. o whan the Romaius came 
again to the tẽple to aſſault þ. Je wes, 
Epurſued them vnto that palatce:they 
entred the palaice after p Jewes(wbso 
went out again an other waye)e:ſome 
citmed vp to the battlemẽto dt h houſe, 
other ſet vp ladders to ſcale it. Then 


n tbey wonderfully, (ayjng;the 
palaice 
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palaſte is taken: now haue the JZewes 
no place icfte to flee vnto fo2 refuge. 
Thus whan p Romains had gotte the 
palatre's the houſe was thaunge ful of 
the, a certain Jewe a poͤg ma,vowing 
him ſelfbeſpcracly to die, wente 4 ſhut 
bp the'patatce , ſet fire of the gates 
befoze annointed with bzimſtone and 
pitch, And ſtreight way the ſive walles 
of the hvnſe,+ the whoſe buildingbegi 
to be dN light fire, o 5 the Romaines 
had no waye to eſcape becauſe the fire 
c6paTed the houſe on euerpe ſide. The 
Jews a#ifolkode in harntis read abont 
the houſe leaſte anye of the Romaines 
ſhould efeape. Wherfo2e ſo many of þ 
Romaltiies as entred theHogiſe, were 
deſtroted with the fire, which was. ry 
P. men of war. Titus bearing the erys 
of the Komatines that pearfſhed in ths 
fire, made pede with his men to come 
and reſcue them, but they conlde not 
deliver them oute of the fire it bꝛente 
ſo vehementlye, wherefoze Titus and 
dis wepte verye bitterlye . The Ko⸗ 
mains that were abone vp the bonſe 
when 
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whẽ they ſaw their maſter Titus wepe, 
and the fire to be betwene them that 
nether coulde come at other: thep caſte 
them ſelues downe headlong from the 
batiementes of the houſe whiche was 
very hie, & died, ſaipnge: we wil die in 
Titus pꝛeſẽ ce, to get vs a name ther by. 
Che Jewes kepte the gates of the pa⸗ 
late, it they perteiued any man go a- 
bout to eſcape out of the fire, oʒ ta come 
do bone of the batlementes: them they 
killed with their \ſwo2des . In that fire 
was a tertain noble man of the ſtocke 
at kinges, whoſe name was Longinus, 
to whome the Jewes cried and flouted 
him, ſaping:come hither ta vs, d thou 
maiſt ſane thy lite and not be deftroſed, 
but he burſt not go out at the gate,fea- 
ring leaſt the Jewes woulde kill him, 
wherfo:c he dzue oute his ſwozde and 
thzuſt him ſelf thzough befoze their fa⸗ 
ces. An other noble man alſo was in 
fire, whoſe name was Artorms , who 
loking fozth from the top of the-houſe, 
ſaw one of his deare frendes by Titus 
whiche was called Lucius: to whome 
Artos 
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Jewes teuenged them ſelues meetelp 
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Artorius called, ſaping. Py deare frend 
Lucius get on thine armour and come 
hither, that J may leape downe bppon 
thee, and thou maiſle receiue me. Jf A 
die, I make thee mine heir, it thou die, 
thy chfldzen ſhal inherite my goodes. 
Wherfoze Lucius ran and held his lap 
opt at the houſe ſide, and Artorius lept 
down and light vpon him wpth ſache 
watght that they both died ther with. 
Titus commaunded the couenaũt that 
they two made befoze their death to be 
witten vpon a ſwoꝛd with blond, and 
their frendſhip to be noted in the chꝛo⸗ 
nicles of the Romaines, that it mighte 
be an example to ali men to learn true 
frendſhip by. At that time therfoze the 


wel vpon the Komaſins, The fire bꝛẽt 
till it came to the houſe of Chiſkiiahu

The refte there foze 
lay dil in their ſiege rounde about the 
towne, ſapinge: we ſhal not be able to 
win the town by the (wozp, but ratbgr 
we malt be fain tod;tue the to yeld.bp 
famin, wherefoze they compalled it on 
euery (ide. In the towne now had thet 
no victuals left. 

Here was a certaine notable rich 

woman at Jeruſalem, of a noble 
bouſe alſo, wboſe name was Miriam, 
ber dwelling was beyond Jozban, bur 
wb? ſhe perceiued the warres to grow 
moze 4 moze in the time of Vaſpaſian, 
ſhe came vp with her neighbozs to Fe- 
ruſale, bzinging with her not onlp her 
men ſeruants 4 women ſeruants, s all 
ber whole familp:but alſo her goods £4 
riches which were verp great. When 
the hunger was grenous atJc ruſat, : 
the ſeditious wente fro houſe to houle 
to ſceke meate, they came alſo to thys 
womans houſe « toke a wape frem ber 
by fozce al that euer ſhe had, and lefts 
her nothinge remaininge. After theres 
fo;e the her ſelle was oppꝛeſſed wyth 
verpe 


— 
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very greate hunger ſo that the wiſhte 
ber oute ot the woꝛlde, bat her time 
was not pet come to die. Wherfoze 
that ſhe mighte ſlake ber hunger and 
ſuſteine her life , ſhe began to ſcrape 
in the chaffe and duſte fo2 beaſtes dong 
but coulde finde none . She hadde one 
ſonne, : when ſhe ſaw the famin ware 
greater E greater vpõ her, the laid aſibe 
all womanhode and mercye , and toke 
vpon her an hozrible cruelty:foz when 
ſhe heard her boye weepe and aſke fo: 
mcat which ſhe had not to gene him, 
the ſaid vnto him: N hat ſhal + do my 
ſdnezfo2 the wꝛath of God hath enut- 
roned the whole city, in euerpe cozner 
thereof famin reigneth, without the ci⸗ 
tie the ſwoꝛd killeth vp all, within we 
ſcand in feare of the ſedicious, our en⸗ 
nemies pꝛeuail without, in the towne 
are fies, burnings, and ruines of hou- 
fes,famine,pefftlence, ſpoiling and de- 
troping,lo that J can not fede thee mp 
fonne . Robe therefoze my ſonne, if x 


ſhoulde dye foz hungcr,to who ſhoulde 
I 


Iicane thee, beinge yet a childe? 
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J hoped once that when thou ſhouldeſt 
come to mas ſtate, thou ſhouldeſt haue 
ſuſteined mine age with meat, dzinke, 
and cloth, and after when J ſhuld dye, 
to burp me honozablpe, like as I was 
mineded to bury thec, if thou ſhouldeſt 
baue died befoze me. But now miſone 
p art as good as ded al redi, fo: J haue 
no meat to bʒinge thee bp withall, be⸗ 
tauſe ofthis great famin and crueltye 
of the enemies both within and with⸗ 
out. At thou ſhuldeſt die now amongſt 
other, thou ſhouldeſt haue no good no3 
honaurable tombe as J woulde wiſhe 
thce.TWWhcerioze J haue thoughte good 
to chuſe y a ſepuicher,eue mine own 
bodp, leaſt thou ſhouldeft die, t dogges 
eate thee in the ſtretes.J will therfoze 
be thy graue, © thou ſhalt be my fode. 
And fo; that, that if thou had ſt lined £ 
growen to mas ſta te, thou oughteſt by 
right to haue nouriſhed me: now feeds 
me with thy fleſhe, and with it ſuſtein 
mine age, befoze that famine denoure 
thee: and thy body be conſumed . Ren⸗ 
der therfoze vnto thy mother Þ th 
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the gaue bnto thee,fo; thou cammeſt of 
ber, and thou ſhalte returne into her. 

Foz J will bzynge thee into the ſelfe 
ſame ſhop;in the whiche the bzeathe of 
life was bzeathed into thy noſetb/ſlies, 
fo;almuch as thou art my welbelouey 
ſonne , whom J baue loued alwapes 
with al my ſtrength, be therfoze meate 
foz thy mother, an ignominy e repꝛoci 
to the Medicious that by violence haus 
taken awaye our fode. Wherefdze my 
ſonne heare mp boite, and ſuſteine my 
ſoule and my life, and go to thend that 
is determined fo2 thee by my handes, 
thy lot be in'the gardein of @den and 
Paradiſe,be thou meate foz me, x a re- 
buke and ſhame to the Heditious, that 
they maie be compelled to ſale: Loe, a 
woman hath killed her ſonne, and hath 
eaten him. wo wh? ſhe had thus ſpoke 
to her ſonne, ſhe toke the child, and tur⸗ 
ning her face awaye left ſhe ſhould ſeg

[| but mine owne onelye Sonne that ye 
knewe with me, dim J bare, and alſo 
haue eaten FRO part J haus 1 
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foz you. Whiche when the badde ſpo⸗ 
ken, ſhe burſt out and wepte, laſynge: 
Or my ſonne, my ſonne, howe ſwete 
walte thou to met whlles thou pet lt- 
vevſt , and now at thy death allo thou 
art ſweter to me then honpe: fo2 thou 
haſt not onely ted me in this moſt gro- 
uous famin, but thou haſt defended me 
from the with of the ſedicious, wher⸗ 


With they were incenſed towards me, 
Whenthe ſmell of the meate bʒoughte 
thetm into my houſe.

lee him to the loo, whome in deede 3 
do not app ebend fo2 this fact, fo: whiz 
Iknownotthe miftery therot, al be it 
J maruel, how he had no pitye on bys 
ſonnne.

When Titus had'\aide ali thel@ 
things, hecdmaunded to bung antrom 
Ram, e to bend it againſtehe newwgl 
iche the ſedicious had raiſed, v they 
might batter the wal t catt᷑ it dowue. 
Chen came fozth man ai þ nobles of 
the ſedicious vato Titus made peate 
with dim, whome ron — 
dis thiefe men. 
OBantre after þ Romains fet — 
certain gate of the teple;y waschut. 
whole 
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whoſe doze was coueredouer with ſils 
uer,+ whiie the timber of it burnt, the 
filner melted 4 ran vpon the groũd. 0 
when p gate was opt, there appeared 
the way which goeth to the Sanctũ ſa⸗ 
rum oz hotteſt of all. Aone as Ti- 
un ſawit.he honozed it with great res 
nerence,4 fo:bad. his prople pᷣ no man 
ſhuld come ute it, ſaping:take herde ye 
medie nat with this houſe, til we take 
further deltbcrationwhat is to be dent 
tn the matter. Wherfoze he cdmaũded 
pzoclamatton to be made thzonghoute 
al bis tampe in this wiſe. Whoſoengr 
cometh nie this Sanctuary;&al ſuffer 
zeath fo2 it. Be. appointed alſpa frong 
banve of men ta kepe the temple, that 
if were not ſuſpended and vnbalows- 
ed by anye cf bis: Bat bis pzinces and 
taptains anſwered him, ſatpng: vnles 
this houſe be ſet a fire , thou ſhalt ne- 
ner ſubdue this peopic,fo:almauch as to 
ſaue it they bo wut them ſelues to die. 

Notwithſtanding Titus wold not har- 
hetrtos their cofiſci in this matter, but 


apomnted of his ſoldiers e ſuch Jews as 
had 
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dad made peace w him to kepe warde, 
geuinge them charge to kepe the tem- 
ple and Sanctum ſanctorum: leaſte it 

fhould be polluted, till they had conſul- 
ted bppon the matter. The ſedicious 
Jewes that remained in Jeruſalem, 
ſeing the Romains departed from the 
temple and leauinge the kepers there 
bebiave them, they ranne bppon them 
with their \wozds dzawen and fine the 
ward bp,lettinge neuer a man ſcape. 

Wohich'Titus hearing of, be bzoughte 

dis whole army thither againſt the ſes 

divious and killed manpe of them, the 
realt fled to the mount Sion. The next 
day the 'Romaines' ſet fire vppon the 

Sanctum fanctorum, laiyng woods ta 

the dozes that were coue red oner with 

gold and then ſet fire in them. o after 
the guld warte hote and the timber of 
tde gates was once bzent, the houſe of 
the Sanctum ſanctorum was opt (that 
| all men might ſce it) the ninth dape of 
July, fift Poneth, which was the very ſame 
day that it was opened alſo in the time 

ef the Chaldeis. The Romatines _ 
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fo;e when they had gotten that doze of 
the Sanctum ſanctorum once open, and 
bad entred into it, they made great (op 
and gaue a greate ſhoute, whiles the 
Sanctum ſanctorum was a fire: which 
when Titus ſaw,be made greate (pede 
tb quench the fire and to ſaue the San- 
um ſanctorum, hut he could not do it, 
there did ſa many ſet it a fire in ſo ma- 
nye plates. Titus therefoze cried vnto 
them, that they ſhoulde not do ſo . But 
they would not heare him, fo line as a 
vehement flonde of water bꝛeaketh all 
things, and dziueth them down befoze 
it:enen ſo with a furtous violence the 
gentiles ruſhed vpon the temple of the 
oz, the fire laminge nowe and then 
ont of meaſure . Thus T itus cried vps 
them in baine: wherefoze when Titus 
ſalve be taulde not refraine the people 
from the Sanctum ſanctorum wpth 
woꝛdes, de dzueont bis ſwozd, blaming 
the captaines of his o lone people, and 
the ather that were not Romaines, be 
killed them, foz they in time paſte were 
mos wont ts ſpoile the temple, neuer⸗ 
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theleffe he could not tap them no put 
them backe. Þe cried ftill vppon them 
notwithſtiding, til be was ſo hoozſe þ 
be coulde crpe no longer. The pꝛieſtes 
which were in the SanftumſanAtorum 
withſkode the Romatnes ſtoutlye', till 
they were no moꝛe able to lift vp their 
handes againft them. Wherfozc whe 
the pꝛieſtes ſawe there was none 0- 
ther ſauegarve lofte, they lept into the 
lire, and diners other Fewes with the, 
that dad hid them ſelues in p Sanctum 
ſanctorum, and ſo were al bzent toge- 
therifs2 they ſald, what ſhould weltne 
anye longer, nowe that the temple'ls 
burnte ! Titus ceaſed not to firikethe 
people to chaſe them fcom the temple, 
that they ſhould not ſinne againft the 
Sanctum ſanctorum, but no man told 
obey htm,fo; thep were mani 5 fpoſles 
temple. Titus therfoze being ſo weatpe 
that al his ſtrength failed dim: he fell 
dotone vpon the ground. Sv whan be 
ſaw he pꝛeuatled nothing with his eri⸗ 
pngthe left of foꝛbiddinge them. After 


that the houſe ot p Sanctum ſaritorum 
was 
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was burnt: Titus roſe t entred into it, 
and (aw the glozy t magnificece ther- 
of and belened that it was the houſe of 
the Lo, ſoz as pet the (ire had nat vt⸗ 
terly conſumed al, ſo that he ſaid: na 
A wel perteiue that this is none other 
then the houſe of God and the dwel- 
ling of the God of heauẽs, nether was 
it ſoʒ noughte that the Jewes ſtode ſo 
earneſtly in the defence therof, no the 
gentiles alſo did not withoute a canſe 
fend gold and ſiluer to this temple fro 
the furtheſt partes of the wozids. Foz 
greate is the glozye of this temple,and 
it far paſſeth the teple of the Komatns 
and al the temples of the gentiles that 
euer I ſawe . The GOD of beauen 
whiche is the God of thys bouſe , take 
vengaunce of the @edicions „ whoſe 
miſcheuous and heinous deedes haut 
bought this cuell vpon it. The ſediti⸗ 
ons p vet remained at Jeruſalẽ, ſeinge 
p Sanctum ſanctorum to be burnt:thet 
ſet the ret of/the temple a fp2ze theim 
ſelues,and al the houſes alſo that wcre 
filled full of treaſure , and all kynde of 
pꝛecious 
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pꝛecious ie wels: and where they knety 
there was pet ſome victuals lefte, thep 
ſet it a fire alſo , leaſte the Romaines ! 
ſhould haue any commoditpe by it, ſai⸗ 
vng: uo that the Sanctum ſanctorum 
is waTed, what ſhould we liue any ld⸗ 
ger, and then what nede haue we of a- 
nye other buildinges 02 houſes: After 
this the Komains quenched the ice, 
ſet bp their Idols and images in the 
temple,and offred burnt offerings vn⸗ 
to them,blaſpheminge,raftinge,+ moc- 
king at the Jewes and their lawes in 
the pzeſente of their idols. 
Bont that time was there a certain 
Jewe that pꝛophetied a lie vnto þ 
ſeditious that remained pet at Jeruſa⸗ 
lem, bidding them to playe the mẽ and 
reſiſt their enemies: fo: now (ſaith he) 
ſhal the tẽple be batlded by it ſelf with 
ont mannes hande, that God mape de- 
clare his power vnto the Romaines, 
which nowe glozp in them ſelues that 
they haue ouercome the Jewes. Ther⸗ 
foe if pe wil fight ſtoutip againſte the 
Romains, this dape ſhal the temple be

that one of the with a great poal burnt 
a little at the ende, would put to flight 
a hundzed good ſouldiours, were they 
neuer ſo well appointed and armed, 
Until this peate they were alwayes 
ſhut in; but now being opp:eſſed with 
a great dearth and famine thzoughout 
al their land, they ſent\Cmbaſſadours 
to the People of Purkan their neigb⸗ 
bours, requiring them that thei would 
open the ſtraightes of the mountapns, 
that they might come fozth with their 
wiues and childzen to ſeke theim fove; - 
Lhetzurkans graũted their requeſtg, 
opened them the entrances of the moũ⸗ 
tains. So they came fozth, wanderyng 
here and there, and ſpoiiynge dinerſs 
tountreis, til at lengthe they toke their 
lournepe towarde the Pountalnes 
of the land of Madai, where thei found 
hoꝛſes, namelpe in the deſert of Madai, 
amongſte the people of Arat, thep gats 
thoſe hozſes,lcapt vpon the im, and cn⸗ 
tred the lande of Madai. The pꝛeſident 
Pm... 03 
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93 ruler of the countrep hearpng there⸗ 
ol, led vnto the higheſt hilles, leaupng 
bis wife and childzen behinde hym foz 
baſte, he was fo afraicd of the Alanits 
knowing their valiantneſſs. Sraight 
waye he ſent to them imbaſſatours to 
make peace with them, and he woulde 
let them haue vittails,vpon this condt⸗ 
clon that thei ſhould not ſpoile his toũ⸗ 
trey. They made aunſwerc,if ſo be it 
he would kepe them and let them haue 
fode fo; the (pace of one monthe , \plt 
the cozne in their owne countrep were 
ripe:they would returne home agayne 
at the moncethes ende. Foz we deſire 
not (ſale they) thy golde 02 ſiluer, be⸗ 
ing men ſeperated from al entercourſe 
t traſfique with other people,no2 anye 
thinge cls then fode we ſeke not. This 
the ruler graunted theim, and let them 
bane a certaine graine called Mill, ſod⸗ 
den with one kinde of fleſhe oz other. 

The number of them was vi!,thsaſav 
a hundꝛetb, fiftp, and fiue thor:ſande,a 
hundzeth e fo2ip perſons . When the 
moneth was ended, and the Alaniteg 
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tcep was ripe, they departed out of the 
lande of Madai accozvpng as thep had 
fwo2ne,+ returned toward their owne 
countrep. And as they were a gepnge 
home ward, Mithridates king of Ararat 
came againſt them to anop them, mins 
dyng to d2ttc theim from his coaſtes, 
leaſt they ſhould waſte his countrep. 

Therefoze while thei paſſed thzoughe 
his countrey going toward their own: 
Mithridates made warte vpon the, but 
his men were bcaten doun by the Alas 
nites, like as Camelles fall vppon the 
ground whe a ftrong man treadcs the? 
downe. Then one of the pong men of 
the Alanſtes in diſpite put a rope about 
Mithridates necke, and dzew him after 
him vnto his great ſhame. Mithridates 
gate out his ſwoꝛde, and cut a ſunder 
the rope & fled. To whom the Atanites 
loking back, ſatd: Go thy wap, get thee 
home, and motic no mo2e warre vpon 
bs hereafter , fo2 we were not minded 
fo waiſte thy Lande, noz to kyll thp 
people. Foz if we had ener intended it, 
Om. fi. could 
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conld we nat haue done it longe agoe,” 
when as nothinge is betwirt vs 4 vou 
but the mountains of Ararat? But ws 
wer of this minde,that we ſhold greats 
lp offend to kil me of our owne ſhape 
ukeneſſe. de now how Alexider which 
went about to ſubdue the hole earth, £ 
to declare his power,cloſed vs vp with 
in our land, whyzbicauſe he was akrai⸗ 
ed we ſhould come ont vpon him. But 
we laught him to ſcozne when hee did 
it. It we had liſted, we could haue lets 
ted him from ſhutting vs in, to make 
no peace with him, but we foꝛced not ol 
his dotnges. Foz it is our cuſtome to 
kepe vs within our countrey , e ſeke 
none other land, whe as our own land 
is better then anpe other. It pleaſed vs 
well that he incloſed vs, that the crueil 
wild beaſts which are in the moũtains 
ot Ararat could haue no paſage to vs. 
The cauſe wohl we came ont now was 
nothing els, then that we were greued 
with a great derth: and we determined 
to be na lenger from home, then tyll 
Sur clone fruites warte ripe, and then

bene minded to wfnne peur lande, had 
we not bene able bitter lp to haue ouer- 
tome pou, and to haue gotten the domi⸗ 
nion duer pou: But nether pe no2 pour 
countrep did cuer delite vs greatly, fo: 
our maners differ farre fro pours. Be⸗ 
holde the binge cf Madai, whcn he had 
kepte vs foz a meneth , we did him no 
harme, we are not wonte to hurt men 
as pe are, that can not be content with 
pour o bone ſtate, but muſt encroche v- 
pon other mennes tnheritaunce. Now 
therfoze go and returne to pour ob ne 
countrey,and ſo wil we to ours, with⸗ 
out doing pon any mo2e harme: wher- 
foze pe nede not be afraped of vs. Se 
the Alamites went home to their con 
countreis, hauing flatn of Mithridates 
people.cce. thonſande men, and never a 
one of their owne was killed. Titus 
hearinge of this, was deſigrous to go 
bnto thefm , to ſhewe theim his va⸗ 
leantneſſe, but he conlde not doe it, be⸗ 
cauſe al his beſt men were ſpent inthe 
warres at Hicrnſatem. Wherefoze he 
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determined to return to Rome after he 
had take {eruſale, wher he abode as pet 
beſides the Antochia. Thete he had in⸗ 
tciligece that diuers of the Je wes were 
gathered together, with who was Ele- 
a(.r the ſonne of Anani the paieſt, who 
during the liege, led vnto a cet tain ca⸗ 
ſtle called M ez:ra, whcrupor manpe df 
the Zewes reſa:tcd to him. Titus hea⸗ 
ringe this, that many bad ſoyned them 
ſelues to Eleaſar, feated leaſt after hig 
departure, Eleaſar woulde from thence 
make a rode 4 take v eruſale, ſo kili vp 
al the Komains, + be an offence to the 
Romaine Empire. TU herfoze he made 
out againſt him, 4 ſent thither one Sil- 
cham a noble manne of Rome, with a 
great hoſte to beſiege Mezia, but he 
couldenot get it. Mherkaze he ſente 
vnto Titus fo2 an yon ramme to bat- 
ter the Welles wpthall ; 
TU hiche after he Hadde recefued , hee 
beat doune the walles of Mezira ther- 
wyth. The Jewes ſeing that, rapſed 
aA great count ermure within of wodde 
and (ymber;whiche the Romapnes ſet 
fire 


ok our fozefathers, wherwith thet were 


to hüble them ſelues befoze the, And 
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fire in and bunt, After that they al⸗ 
ſaulted the towne from moznynge tpll 
nyght, at what tyme the Kemapnes 
left of, ſuppoſpnge they were not able 


to pzenarle againſle Eleaſars defence 


in the dar ke. 


Leaſar in the mean ſeaſon talled ta⸗ 

gether all the chiefe men ok the Je⸗ 
wes that were with him, and ſaid vn⸗ 
to theim in this wiſe. Come hither pe 
ſede of Abraham and kingly pꝛieſthode 
wdiche haue vntill this dape eucr pꝛe⸗ 
natled again the enemies of God, let 
bs hcare pour aduiſe what is beſt to be 
done agapnſte thts multitude that is 
comed vpon vs at vnwares,ye ſee that 
at this time chicfipe it becommeih vs 
to folow the courage and valeauntnes 


in time paſt indued. Coſider moꝛeouer 
Pp cucry thing hath his end, and p there 
are ſometimes in wars whe as me are 
wonte to folowe the purſute, ſomtime 
to ſtee from the ſame who thet purſued 
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It is no ſhame to be humbled and diſ- 
graced, vvhen as all thinges haue their 
determinate ende. Albeit who ſo is of 
à haute courage, he muſt lo eſlabliſhe 
His heart, that he quatie not with fear, 
then ſhal be be demed a valiaunt man:;

this wozld. Nether dothe longe life in 
this woꝛld pꝛofit a ma to thobtaining 
of enerlaſtinge bliſſe, excepte he wozke 
righteouſncs,t lead his ſoule fozthe of 
darknes into light:like as cotrartwiſe, 
ſhoꝛtneſſe of lite hindꝛeth no ma from 
cucriaftinge happineſſe, if ſo be it hys 
ſoule haue no defecte in thoſe thinges 
that pertein to the wozldto come. Foz 
Abell whiche was llaine of bys bzo- 
ther, liued no longe life: pet whan he 
had ended it, he obteined euerlaſtinge 
rell. But Kain that liued longe in thys 

| wo;ld, 
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wozld, was a wanderer 4 a runnagate 
tn this earth, and after this life, wet to 
pt rpetual miſerye. Ac we ther toe, my 

zethzen, it we alſo ſhal liue anye lon⸗ 
ger, our life ſhalbe a miſerable life, and 
dur daſes, dates of vanitpe ar d travel: 
yt a, dur ſoule as long as it hal remain 
in this bodp, it ſbalbe tolled with great 
ribulation: but if it once go fozth, then 
ſyall it ceiopſe and neucr be afratde. 
And all the dapes that it is in the bo⸗ 
dye „ it neuer linneth werpinge and 
mourninge, fo2 it is the ſpirite of life, 
whiche is hedged in within the bodpe, 
ſinnewes, bones, and other members, 
none otherwiſe then if it were bounde 
with chaines. The ſpirite is alſo that 
which quickneth the fleſhe, that is take 
of the duſte of the earthe, ſo: fie ſhe can 
not quicken the fpirite , Beſides this, 
the ſpirite is that which obſerueth and 
marketh the ſleſhe, and ſrartheih the 
lwozkes thcrof , ſo longe as it is in the 
body. Yta, the fleſhe can not ſe the ſpi⸗ 
rite, but the ſpirite ſceth the ficſhe al⸗ 
wayes , neither is there anye member 
af 
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of the bodpe hidde from it. The epes 
Alſo of the bodic ca not perceiue what 
time the ſpirite rcſozteth to the tiethe 
and depactcth from the ſame , foz the 
ſpirite of manne, whiche is hys ſoule, 
is from heauen:but the fleſhe is taken 
from the carthe . Whercfoze the ſoule 
mape remaine withoute the body, but 
not like wiſe the bodpe wythoute the 
ſoule, and when the ſpirite comes to 
the fleſh, it viſiteth ttas a neighbour is 
wonte to goe and ſee his netghboure, 
and quickeneth it:and when agatne it 
departeth from it, the fleſhe dieth, and 
if the ſoul wil folo we the deſires of the 
fleſhe , then thys is the deathe of the 
ſoule:but if ir gene no earc vnto the 
fleſhe, then ſhall the ſoule come to the 
lig te of life, and the fleſhe ſhall dye. 
Wherfo:e the ſoule is glad whe it de⸗ 
parteth out of y body, like as one that 
hath bene bound, is wel apaid whe he 
is dimiſſed oute of p2ziſone, fo2 all the 
\nhile that the ſoule is kept cloſed in Þ 
fleſh, it is as it were a ſlaue, in mooſte 
dard t greuous bondage, vndcr a hard 
mater 
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maſter. Therfoze whe it departeth fis 
the body, it is glad, becauſe it muſte go 
to the garden of paradiſe, thus pe fee 
that in this life the ſoule is compared 
to a bond ſeruaunt t lane. Puch moze 
then this did he reaſon of thimmozta- 
litp and bleTedneſſe of the ſoule befo;e 
them, whiche we haue omitted here: x 
when he bad done that, he lamented & 
wept mofte bitterlpe fo2 the caſe of the 

city of Jernſalem, ſaying. 
Y Ubere is now the city of JeruſalF, 
that great t populous city: where

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« fcfi{aal dates: where is her famous 
ſanctuarpe, the dwelling of thalmighs 
ty god: where is the houſe of Sanctum 
ſanctorum, the habitacion of holineſſe, 
wherin no man might ſet his fote but 
the hie pꝛieſt, whiche in all ages onlye 
once a peare entred into it? But now, 
O Jeruſalem, thou waſt once repleni⸗ 
ſhed with people, renowned amogſte 
kinges, beloued of God, in thee was e⸗ 
ſtabliſhed the ſeate of the kingdome of 
fuſtice and iudgemente, whole ftreetes 
were paued with moſte pzecions mars

Ftrit 
tnnavey them Sanherib, and traunſpo⸗ 
fed the Rubenites,the Gadites and the 
halte tribe of Panaſte. He toke awape 
alſo the golden calfe wWhiche Ieroboam 
the fortne of Nebat had made. He ledde 
them into Halah , Habur, to the floud of 
Gozan, and to the cities of the Medes.

and of the land boꝛdering vpon Iſrael, 
vntil they led leremy and Baruch with 
them into Egipte . This is the eighte 
captinity. Then the Iſraelites that re- 
mained on line in E gipt, departed vn⸗ 
to Alexandria and remained in it vn⸗ 
til they grew and encreſed bnto many 
thonfandes:and who ſo ſaw not thepy2 
glozy,ſawe no glozpe in his time. Fo? 
there was in it the ſanctnarye, the al- 
tate, the offrings,incenſes,the oꝛdinãce 
of bꝛead, ot fates, the houſes of ſludits, 
ſcholes wfthoutc noumber, menne of 
great ſubſtace,riches,and power. But 
wicked Trogianus made warre vppon 
them and fine veri mani of them.

peres of the raigne of Cyrus, after the 
houſe was deftroyed, Ezra wente from 
Babilon wyth loztye thouſande in bis 
companye, and the Iſraclites were af- 
flited and vered vnder Cyrus, fo; the 
ſpace of. xxxili.peres. Then came Alex 
ander the kyng of Patedonia and flew 
Cyrus, i wht he had raigned xii.peres, 
be dyed. After hym came foure bſur- 
pers whiche afflicted the Iſraelites, 
clxbiii.peres. But after that the ſonnes 
of Haſmonai came, thep le we thoſe 
bſarpers , and takpnge the dominion 
from them, raigned theim ſelues.ciii. 
yeares. Then raygned ene Herode 


the ſeruãt of Haſmonai, who killed bis 
mas 
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of the Ilevves. Fo. celxxviii 
dtheir whole familye, ſave 
one mayde whom he loued. But thee 
clympnge vp to the toppe of an houſe, 
ſaide: There is no bodye lefte alpne 
of my fathers houſe but J alonc: ſo ſhe 
caſte her ſelle headlonge from the top 
of the Bouſe , and dyed. Herode did 
lepe her in hanpe, and pzeſcrned her 
fo2 the (pace of ſeuen peare. There 
were that ſayed he hadde carnall topu⸗ 
lation wpth her after Chee was deade. 
Herode , and Agrippas his ſonne, and 
Monabaz hys Repbewe helde the 
kingdome a bundzed and thzee peres. 
Do hall thou ſoure handzeth and th:es 
peares of the ſeconde Houle . Then 
came Vaſpaſian Cæſar and Titus his 
wines — and waiſted the ſecond 
houſe, caripnge awape Jlſrael! vnto 
Rome, This is the ninthe traunſmi⸗ 
gration.
